COLLISIONS AT SEA. 


Order dated January 9th, 1863, containing Rules for 
Preventing.—Made applicable to the Ships of the 
United States of America. 


WHEREAS the rules and practice observed for the purpose of 
preventing collisions at sea, which were formerly adopted by 
maritime nations, have proved insufficient to satisfy the require- 
ments of modern navigation; and whereas various alterations 
in such rules and practice have from time to time been made 
by different nations, but the rules so altered have been found to 
be in some cases inconsistent with each other, and in other cases 
to have the force of municipal law only; and whereas certain 
a Sea ee for the purpose aforesaid have been sanctioned by 
“The Merchant Shipping Act Amendment Act, 1862,” and are 
contained in the Table C, in the schedule to that Act; and 
whereas for the purpose of correcting certain clencal errors the 
said regulations have, in pursuance of the provisions in the said 
Act contained, been modified by an Order in Council bearing: 
date the 9th day of January, 1868, and the said regulations, so 
modified, are appended to the said Order, and to this Order; 
and whereas by virtue of the said Act and of the said Order the 
said regulations so appended as aforesaid, so far as relates to 
British and French Ships and also so far as relates to certain 
other foreign Ships when within British jurisdiction, came 
into operation on the first day of June, one thousand eight 
hundred and sixty-three; and whereas it is provided by 
the same Act, that whenever it 1s made to appear to Her 
Majesty that the Government of any foreign country is 
willin that the regulations for preventing collisions, contained 
in Table C in the schedule to the said Act, or such other regu- 
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lations for preventing collisions as are for the time being in 
force under the said Act, should apply to the ships of such 
country when beyond the limits of British junsdiction, Her 
Majesty may by Order in Council direct that such regulations 
shall apply to the ships of the said foreign country, whether 
within British jurisdiction or not. And it is further provided by 
the said Act that whenever an Order in Council has been issued 
applying any regulation made by or in pursuance of the said 
Act to the ships of any foreign country, such ships shall, in all 
cases arising in any British court, be deemed to be subject to 
such regulation, and shall for the purpose of such regulation be 
treated as if they were British ships: And whereas it has been 
made to appear to Her Majesty, that the Government of the 
United States of America is willing that the said regulations 
oye to the said Order, and to this Order, should apply to 
ships belonging to the United States of America, when beyond 
the limits of British jurisdiction ; 

Now, therefore, Her Majesty, by virtue of the power vested 
in Her by the said recited Act, and by and with the advice of 
Her Privy Council, is pleased to direct, 

That the said regulations appended to the said Order in 
Council, bearmg date the ninth day of January, one thousand 
eight hundred and sixty-three, and to this Order, shall from the 
first day of September next apply to ships belonging to the 
United States of America, whether within British jurisdiction or 
not.

PRELIMINARY. 


Art. 1. In the following Rules every Steam Ship which is 
under sail and not under steam is to be considered a Sailing 
Ship; and every Steam Ship which is under steam, whether 
under sail or not, is to be considered a Ship under stcam. 


RULES CONCERNING LIGHTS. 
Lights. 


Art. 2. The Lights mentioned in the following Articles, 
numbered 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, and 9, and no others, shall be carried 
in all weathers, from sunset to sunrise. 


Lights for Steam Ships. 


Art. 3. Sea-going Steam Ships when under weigh shall 
calry, 

(a.) At the Foremast Head, a bright White Light, so fixed as 
to show an uniform and unbroken light over an arc of the 
horizon of 20 points of the compass; so fixed as to throw the 
Light 10 points on each side of the Ship, viz., from right ahcad 
to 2 points abaft the beam on either side; and of such a 
character as to be visible on a dark night, with a clear atmo- 
sphere, at a distance of at least five miles: 

b.) On the Sturboard Side, a Green Light so constructed as 
to show an uniform and unbroken light over an arc of the 
horizon of 10 points of the compass, so fixed as to throw the 
Light from night ahead to 2 points abaft the beam on the starboard 
side, and of such a character as to be visible on a dark night, 
with a clear atmosphere, at a distance of at least two miles: 

(c.) On the Port Side, a Red Light, so constructed as to show 
an uniform and unbroken light over an arc of the horizon of 10 
points of the compass, so fixed as to throw the Light from nght 
ahead to 2 points abaft the beam on the port side, and of such 
a character, as to be visible on a dark night, with a clear atmo- 
sphere, at a distance of at least two miles: 

(d.) The said Green and Red Side Lights shall be fitted with 
inboard screens, projecting at least three feet forward from the 
Light, so as to prevent these Lights from beimg scen across the

Lights for Steam Tugs. 


Art. 4. Steam Ships, when towing other Ships, shall carry 
two bright White Mast-head Lights vertically, in poe to 
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their Side Lights, so as to distinguish them from other Steam 
Ships. Each of these Mast-head Lights shall be of the same 
construction and character as the Mast-head Lights which other 
Steam Ships are reguired to carry. 


Lights for Sailing Ships. 


Art. 5. Sailing Ships under weigh, or being towed, shall 
carry the same Lights as Steam Ships under weigh, with the 
exception of the White Mast-head Lights, which they shall 
never carry. 


Exceptional Lights for small Sailing Vessels. 


Art. 6. Whenever, as in the case of small Vessels during bad 
weather, the Green and Red Lights cannot be fixed, these 
Lights shall be kept on deck, on their respective sides of the 
Vessel, ready for instant exhibition; and shall, on the approach 
of or to other Vessels, be exhibited on their respective sides in 
sufficient time to prevent collision, in such manner as to make 
them most visible, and so that the Green Light shall not be 
seen on the port side, nor the Red Light on the starboard 
side. 

To make the use of these portable Lights more certain and 
easy, the lanterns containing A eae shall each be painted outside 
with the colour of the light they respectively contain, and shall 
be provided with suitable screens. 


Lights for Ships at Anchor. 
Art. 7. Ships, whether Steam Ships or Sailing Ships, when 


at anchor in roadstcads or fairways, shall exhibit, where it can 
best be seen, but at a height not exceeding twenty feet above 
the hull, a White Light, in a globular lantern of eight inches in 
diameter, and so constructed as to show a clear, uniform, and 
unbroken light visible all round the horizon, and at a distance 
of at least one mile. 


Lights for Pilot Vessels. 


Art. 8. Sailing Pilot Vessels shall not carry the Lights required 
for other Sailing Vessels, but shall carry a White Light at the 
mast head, visible all round the horizon,—and shall also exhibit 
a Flare-up Light every fifteen minutes. 


Laghts for Fishing Vessels and Boats. 


Art. 9. Open Fishing Boats and other Open Boats shall not 
be required to carry the Side Lights required for other Vessels; 
but shall, if they do not carry such Lights, carry a Lantern 
having a Green Slide on the one side and a Red Slide on the 
other side; and on the approach of or to other Vessels, such 
Lantern shall be exhibited in sufficient time to prevent collision, 
so that the Green Light shall not be seen on the port side, nor 
the Red Light on the starboard side. 

Fishing Vessels and Open Boats, when at anchor, or attached 
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LY ra nets and stationary, shall exhibit a bright White 
ight. 

Fishing Vessels and Open Boats shall, however, not be 
prevented from using a Flare-up in addition, if considered 
expedient. 


RULES CONCERNING Foa SIGNALS. 
Fog Signals. 


Art. 10. Whenever there is fog, whether by day or night, 
the Fog Signals described below shall be carried and used, and 
shall be sounded at least every five minutes, viz. :— 

(a.) Steam Ships under weigh shall use a Steam Whistle, 
pee before the funnel, not less than eight feet from the 

eck: 
b.) Sailing Ships under weigh shall use a Fog Horn: 

( Steam Ships and Sailing Ships when not under weigh 
shall use a Bell. 


STEERING AND SAILING RULES. 
Two Sailing Ships meeting. 
Art. 11. If two Sailing Ships are meeting end on or peer 
end on, so as to involve risk of collision, the Reling of both shall 
be put to port, so that each may pass on the port side of the 


other. 
Two Sailing Ships crossing. 


Art. 12. When two Sailing Ships are crossing so as to 
involve risk of collision, then, if they have the wind on different 
sides, the Ship with the wind on the port side shall keep out of 
the way of the Ship with the wind on the starboard side; 
except in the case in which the Ship with the wind on the port 
side is close hauled and the other Ship free, in which case the 
latter Ship shall keep out of the way; but if they have the 
wind on the same side: or if one of them has the wind aft, the , 
Ship which is to windward shall keep out of the way of the 
Ship which is to leeward. 


Two Ships under Steam meeting. 


Art. 13. If two Ships under steam are meeting end on, or 
nearly end on, so as to involve risk of collision, the helms of 
both shall be put to port, so that each may pass on the port 
side of the other. 


Two Ships under Steam crossing. 


Art. 14. If two Ships under steam are crossing 80 as to 
involve risk of collision, the Ship which has the other on her 
own starboard side shall keep out of the way of the other. 


Sailing Ship and Ship under Steam. 


Art. 15. If two Ships, one of which is a Sailing Ship, and the 
other a Steam Ship, are proceeding in such directions as to 
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involve risk of collision, the Steam Ship shall keep out of the 
way of the Sailing Ship. 


Ships under Steam to slacken speed. 
Art. 16. Every Steam Ship, when approaching another Ship 


so as to involve risk of collision, shall slacken her nee or, if 
necessary, stop and reverse; and every Steam Ship s all, when 
in a fog, go at a moderate speed. 


Vessels overtaking other Vessels. 


Art. 17. Every Vessel overtaking any other Vessel shall 
keep out of the way of the said last-mentioned Vessel. 


Construction of Articles 12, 14, 15, and 17. 


Art. 18. Where by the above Rules, one of two Ships is to 
keep out of the way, the other shall keep her course, subject to 
the qualifications contained in the following Article. 


_ Proviso to save special cases. 


Art. 19. In obeying and construing these Rules, due regard 
must be had to all dangers of navigation; and due regard must 
also be had to any special circumstances which may exist in 
any particular case rendcring a departure from the above rules 
necessary, in order to avoid immediate danger. 


No Ship, under any circumstances, to neglect proper precautions. 


Art. 20. Nothing in these Rules shall exonerate any Ship, or 
the Owner, or Master, or Crew thereof, from the consequences 
of any neglect to carry Lights or Signals, or of any neglect to 
keep a proper Look-out, or of the neglect of any precaution 
which may be required by the ordinary practice of Seamen, or 
by the special circumstances of the case.

of 16 and 18 years, and of 1s. 1d. a-day for those over 18 years 
ofage. And as great difficulty is now experienced by Officers 
in obtaining Servants, we further request that Your Majesty 
will be pleased to allow the pay of First Class Servants, viz. :— 
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Admiral’s Steward, 
Admiral’s Cook, 
Admiral’s Domestic, 
Captain’s Steward, 
Captain’s Cook, 
Wd Room Steward, | in 1st, nd, 8rd, and 4th rates. 
To be increased from 1s. 4d. to 1s. 7d. a-day ; 
And of Second Class Servants, viz. :-— 
Warrant Officers’ Cook, 
From 1s. 1d. to 1s. 4d. a-day. 
Captain’s Servant, 
Commander’s Servant,

CONTROLLER OF THE NAVY. 


Reorganization of the Staff of the Department of, by the 
abolition of certain Offices, and creating others, Viz., 
three Assistant Constructors, one Valuer and Inspec- 
tor of Dockyard Works, and one Draughtsman of the 
ord Class. 


WE beg leave most humbly to represent to Your Majesty that 
the construction of Ships of War involve so many new features, 
and that the employment of new materials has altered the 
character of the work so greatly, as to render some change in 
the Staff attached to the Department of the Controller of the 
Navy absolutely necessary. For these reasons we beg leave to 
submit that Your Majesty will be graciously pleased to sanction, 
by Your Majesty’s Order in Council, the “following reorganiza- 
tion of the Staff of the Department, viz. :— 

The abolition of the offices of the two Constructors of the 
Navy and of one Second Class Draughtsinan, and the creation 
of the following Officers, viz. :— 

Three Assistant Constructors, at 500/. per annum each; 

One Valuer and Inspector of Dockyard Work, at 700J. per 
annum ; 

One Draughtsman of the Third Class at 180/. rising by 101. 
per annum to 300/.

CHAPLAINS’ WIDOWS. 


Amended Regulations for Granting Pensions to. 


Havine had under our consideration the present Regulations 
under which Pensions are granted to the Widows of Chaplains 
in Your Majesty’s Navy, which are as follows, viz. :— 

“No Widow shall receive a Pension as a Chaplain’s Widow 
unless her husband shall have been in Priest’s Orders, nor 
unless his name was on the List at the time of his death, nor 
unless she shall have been married during or prior to her hus- 
band’s service in the Navy, and unless her husband shall have 
served one year on full-pay subsequent to their marrage, and 
shall have served the length of time to entitle him to half-pay.” 

We are humbly of opinion that the Widows of Chaplains 
whose husbands may have completed ten years’ service on full- 
pay should be granted Pensions, although no portion of such 
service be subsequent to their marriage, provided they are 
otherwise qualified; and we therefore beg that Your Majesty 
will be graciously pleased to establish this Regulation by Your

NAVAL AGENCY AND DISTRIBUTION ACT, 1864. 


For carrying out certain provisions of. 


WHEREAS by the Naval Agency and Distribution Act, 1864, it 
was enacted (among other things) that the several shares of an 
money in the several cases in the said Act enumerated distn- 
butable among the officers and crew of any of Her Majesty’s 
ships-of-war should be paid to the persons entitled thereto, in 
Sieh manner and subject and according to such restrictions, 
conditions, and provisions as might from time to time be 
directed by Order in Council: 

And whereas it was by the said Act also enacted that Her 
Majesty in Council might from time to time make such Orders as 
might seem meet for the better execution of the said Act: 

And whereas it was by the said Act further enacted that the 
said Act should commente on such day, not later than the first 
day of January, one thousand eight hundred and sixty-five, as 
Her Majesty in Council should think fit to direct: 

Now, therefore, Her Majesty, by virtue of the powers in this 
behalf, by the said Act, or otherwise, in Her vested, is pleased, 
by and with the advice of Her Privy Council, to order, and it is 
hereby ordered as follows: 
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1. This Order and the Naval Agency and Distribution Act, 
1864, shall commence from and immediately after the thirty- 
first day of December, one thousand eight hundred and sixty- 
four. 

2. All money distributable among the officers and crew of 
any of Her Majesty’s ships-of-war, within the meaning of the 
said Act, shall be paid either into the Bank of England to the 
credit of Her Majesty's Paymaster-General, or into the hands of 
an official accountant (belong to the Commissariat or some 
other Department), appointed for the purpose by the Lords 
Commissioners of Her Majesty's Treasury, or by the Lords 
Commissioners of the Admiralty. 

3. The Commissioners of Greenwich Hospital shall from time 
to time pay into the Bank of England, to the credit of Her 
Majesty's Paymaster-General, all sums certified by the Accoun- 
tant-General of the Navy to have been paid to claimants and 
others proving themselves entitled to shares of any such money 
distributable as aforesaid, as was before the lst day of June, 
1829, paid into Greenwich Hospital. 

4, Before any money distributable as aforesaid is actually 
distributed, notification shall be given by advertisement inserted 
in the “London Gazette,” under the direction of the Lords 
Commissioners of the Admiralty. 

5. If the share of any person of any money distributable as 
aforesaid is not duly claimed within six years after it is payable 
to him it shall be deemed unclaimed, and shall be dealt with 
accordingly. 

6. Notwithstanding that any such share has been forfeited, 
or is unclaimed, the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty may, 
if they see good cause, pay the same out of the naval prize 
cash balance. 

7. All accounts relative to any money distributable as afore- 
said (whether the same became sister butable before or after the 
commencement of the present Order) shall be deemed finally 
closed at the expiration of forty years from the date of dis- 
tribution. 7 

8. Where it is made to appear to the satisfaction of the 
Lords Commissioners of the Adiairalt that any person entitled 
to a share of any money Hiseabutable as aforesaid is, from his 
state of mind, incompetent to the management of his affairs 
(not being, however, found or declared lunatic in course of law), 
the whole or any part of such share may be paid over, under 
the direction of the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty, to 
the wife or relative or other person having the care and main- 
tenance of such incompetent person, to be applied to his 
maintenance and benefit. 

9. Any assignment made by a warrant officer of any money 
distributable as aforesaid shall be void, unless it truly expresses 
the consideration-money actually paid by the person in whose 
favour it is made to the person making it, and upon any such 
assignment there shall be paid so much money only as appears 
to have been actually paid as consideration for the same. 
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10. In the subsequent provisions of this Order, the term 
“subordinate officer,” “scaman,” or “marine,” includes every 
person belonging to Her Majesty’s naval service, or being a 
supernumerary attached thereto, except commissioned and 
warrant officers. 

11. The share of any subordinate officer, seaman, or marine, 
of any money distributable as aforesaid shall not be paid to 
any person other than such subordinate oflicer, seaman, or 
marine himself, or the person named in an order drawn by him 
as hereinafter prescribed. 

12. Every such order shall be drawn on a printed form 
issued for the purpose to the drawer by the Accountant-General 
of the Navy. 

13. Every such order shall be drawn in favour of some one 
or other of the following persons, by name :— 

The drawer’s wife. 


3 father or mother. 
- son or daughter. 
i brother or sister. 


14, Every such order shall be signed by the drawer in the 
presence of the person who is to certify according to such direc- 
tions as may be subjoined to the form of order. 

15. Every such order shall be irrevocable during the life of 
the person in whose favour it is drawn. 

16. Nothing in the present Order in Council shall affect any 
order drawn by a subordinate officer, seaman, or marine, before 
the first day of January, one thousand eight hundred and 
sixty-five, 

17. If on, or at any time after, the first day of January, one 
thousand eight hundred and sixty-five, a licensed agent or his 
representative has a lawful claim against the share of any sub- 
ordinate officer, seaman, or marine, of any money distributable 
as aforesaid, in respect of advances made by such agent before 
the first day of January, one thousand eight hundred and sixty- 
five, the claims shall be duly discharged under the direction of 
the Lords Commissioners of the Adiniralty as nearly as may be, 
as if the said Act had not been passed. 

18. Payments of shares of money, distributable as aforesaid, 
at places where there are not any Naval Accountants, shall be 
made upon remittance bills by any officer of the Revenue, and 
the amounts so paid shall be repaid to the respective Depart- 
ments of the Revenue in the same manner as at present, subject 
to such alterations as the Lords Commissioners ot Her Majesty's 
Treasury and the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty may 
from time to time direct; and in all cases of remittance bills 
made out and not paid, owing to the death of the party or other 
cause, such bills shall be returned to the Accountant-General of 
the Navy to be cancelled. 

19. An account showing all the receipts and expenditure on 
account of money distributable as aforesaid, made up to the 
thirty-first day of March in each year, and signed by the 
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Accountant-General of the Navy, shall be annually laid before 
the House of Commons. 

And the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury 
and the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty are to give the 
necessary directions herein as to them may respectively apper-

BOATSWAINS OF DOCKYARDS, AND MASTERS AND 
FOREMEN OF RIGGERS. 


Increasing Salary of. 


WHEREAS Your Majesty was graciously pleased, by Your Order 
in Council of the 10th June last, to increase the Pay and Allow- 
ances of certain officers of the Royal Navy; and whereas the Pay 
of the Sea-gomg Boatswains of the Royal Navy having been 
augmented, the expediency of revising and proportionately 
increasing the rates of Salary at present atlowede to Boatswains 
filling Civil Situations in Your Majesty's Dockyards appears to 
be necessary. We are humbly of opinion that the Salaries of 
seven boatswains in Your Majesty’s Vase and of three Master 
Riggers, should be fixed at 220/. per annum each; and that the 
Salary of the Boatswain of Deptford Yard, and those of one 
Assistant to the Harbour Master and of two Foremen of Riggers, 
should be fixed at 1901. per annum; and we beg leave most 
humbly to add, that the Lords of Your Majesty’s Treasury have 
signified their concurrence in this recommendation.

TURKEY. 


Consular Jurisdiction in and Navigation of River Danube; 
Orders relating thereto. 


WHEREAS by the Act of the Session of Parliament of the sixth 
and seventh years of Her Majesty’s Reign (chapter 94), “To 
remove doubts as to the exercise of power and jurisdiction by 
Her Majesty within divers countries and places out of Her 
Majesty's dominions, and to render the same more effectual,” 
it was enacted (among other things), that it was and should be 
lawful for Her Majesty to hold, exercise, and enjoy any power 
or jurisdiction which Her Majesty then had, or might at any 
time thereafter have, within any country or place out of Her 
Majesty’s dominions, in the same and as ample a manner as if 
Her Majesty had acquired such power and jurisdiction by the 
cession or conquest of territory : 

And whereas Her Majesty hs had, and now has, power and 
jurisdiction in the dominions of the Sublime Ottoman Porte; 
and by an Order in Council, bearmg date the twenty-seventh 
day of August, One thousand eight hundred and sixty, Her 
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Majesty was pleased, by and with the advice of Her Privy 
Council, to make provision for the exercise of such last-men- 
tioned power and jurisdiction : 

And whereas by another Order in Council, bearing date the 
sixth day of January, One thousand eight hundred and sixty- 
two, Her Majesty, by and with the advice aforesaid, was 
pleased to order, that all Rules, Orders, and Regulations, so 
made, and toc be made, as therein mentioned, by a certain Com- 
mission established under the 15th and 16th Articles of the 
General Treaty of Peace signed at Paris on the thirtieth day 
of March, One thousand eight hundred and fifty-six, should be 
_binding and im force, and should have the force and effect of 
law, upon and against all British subjects and other persons 
subject to the jurisdiction of Her Majesty’s Consuls, Vice- 
Consuls, and Consular Agents, within the dominions of the 
Ottoman Porte: 

And whereas by another Order in Council, bearing date the 
twenty-first day of March, One thousand eight hundred and 
sixty-two, Her Majesty, by and with the advice aforesaid, was 
further pleased to order, that all Rules, Orders, and Regula. 
tions concerning the navigation of the River Danube, or con- 
cerning the conduct and government of masters, seamen, or 
others, navigating the same, or concerning the imposition, levy- 
ing, or payment of tolls or duties to be taken or levied in 
respect of the navigation of the said mnver, or concerning the 
imposition and enforcing of penalties for the breach: of such 
Rules, Orders, and Regulations, respectively, or any of them, 
which had been at any time theretofore made and promulgated 
by the said Commission, should, from and after the date of 
that Order (except so far as the same might have been already 
duly confirmed by the said Order of the sixth day of January, 
One thousand eight hundred and sixty-two, so as to make the 
same binding from the date thereof), be binding and in full 
force, and should have the force and effect of law, upon and 
against all British subjects, and other persons subject to the 
jurisdiction of Her Majesty’s Consuls, Vice Consuls and Con- 
sular Agents, within the dominions of the Sublime Ottoman 
Porte: 

And whereas, by both such two last-mentioned Orders in 
Council, Her Majesty was further pleased to direct that, for the 

urpose of enforcing and carrying the same into effect, Her 
Maieaty’s Consuls, Vice-Consuls, and Consular Agents, exercis- 
ing jurisdiction over British subjects within the dominions of 
the Sublime Ottoman Porte, should have, possess, and enjoy 
all and every the power, jurisdiction, authorities, rights, privi- 
leges, and immunities, which, in and by the said Order in 
Council, bearing date the twenty-seventh day of August, One 
thousand eight hundred and sixty, were or was vested in, or 
belonged to, or were or was exercisable by, the Judge of the 
Supreme Consular Court of Constantinople, within the domi- 
nions of the Sublime Ottoman Porte: and that all the clauses, 
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articles, and poe of the said Order in Council of the 
twenty-seventh day of August, One thousand eight hundred 
and sixty, so far as the same respectively were then in force 
and unrepealed, and so far as the same, or any of them, were 
applicable to such Rules, Orders, and Regulations as aforesaid, 
should apply and extend to the said Consuls, Vice-Consuls, and 
Consular Agents of Her Majesty, and to all acts, matters, and 
things whatsoever done by, to, or in respect of them the said 
Consuls, Vice-Consuls, and Consular Agents, respectively, under 
or by virtue of the said respective Orders of the sixth day of 
January, One thousand eight hundred and sixty-two, and the 
twenty-first day of March, One thousand eight hundred and 
sixty-two: 

And whereas, since the dates of the said two last-men- 
tioned Orders, the said Order in Council of the twenty-seventh 
day of August, One thousand eight hundred and sixty, has been 
repealed; and the exercise of jurisdiction by Her Majesty’s 
Consular Courts and Judges in the dominions of the Ottoman 
Porte is now regulated by another Order of Her Majesty in 
Council, bearing even date with these presents. 

Now, therefore, in pursuance of the above recited Act of 
Parliament, and in execution of the powers thereby vested in 
Her Majesty in Council, Her Majesty is pleased, by and with 
the advice of Her Privy Council, to order and declare, and it is 
hereby erdered and declared, as follows: 

From and after the date of this present Order, the said two 
several Orders in Council, of the sixth day of January, One 
thousand eight hundred and sixty-two, and the twenty-first 
day of March, One thousand eight hundred and sixty-two, shall 
respectively be read and take effect, and be enforced and 
carried into execution by the Consuls, Vice-Consuls, and Con- 
sular Agents of Her Majesty, in the dominions of the Ottoman 
Porte, in such and the same manner, in all respects, as if the 
said two several Orders, and all the provisions therein con- 
tained, were herein expressly repeated und re-enacted, with the 
substitution only of a reference to the said Order in Council 
bearing even date herewith (whereby the exercise of the said 
Consular jurisdiction is now regulated) instead of the said 
repealed Order of the twenty-seventh day of August, One 
thousand eight hundred and sixty, in all parts and places of 
the said two several Orders respectively in which the said 
Order of the twenty-seventh day of August, One thousand 
eight hundred and sixty, is in any way mentioned or referred 


to. |

WHEREAS by the Act of the Session of Parliament of the sixth 
and seventh years of Her Majesty’s reign (chapter 94), “To 
remove doubts as to the exercise of power and jurisdiction by 
Her Majesty within divers countries and places out of Her 
Majesty’s dominions, and to render the same more effectual,” 
hereinafter called The Foreign Jurisdiction Act, it was enacted 
(among other things) that it was and should be lawful for Her 
Majesty to hold, exercise, and enjoy any power or jurisdiction 
which Her Majesty then had or might at any time thereafter 
have within any country or place out of Her Majesty's 
dominions, in the same and as ample a manner as if Her 
Majesty had acquired such power or jurisdiction by the cession 
or conquest of territory : 

And whereas Her Majesty has had and now has power and 
jurisdiction in the dominions of the Sublime Ottoman Porte: 

And whereas Her Maiesty was pleased, by and with the 
advice of Her Privy Council, on the ninth day of January, One 
thousand eight hundred and sixty-three, and the seventeenth 
day of November, One thousand eight hundred and sixty-three, 
to make, by Orders in Council dated on those days respectively, 
Doven for the exercise of her power and jurisdiction afore- 
said : 

And whereas it has seemed to Her Majesty, by and with the 
advice of Her Privy Council, to be expedient at the present 
time to revise the provisions of the said Orders, and to make 
further provision for the due exercise of Her Majesty’s power 
and jurisdiction aforesaid, and for the more regular and 
efficient administration of justice and the better maintenance 
of order among’gll classes of Her Majesty’s subjects and of 
persons enjoyin& Her Majesty’s protection resident in or 
resorting to the dominions of the Sublime Ottoman Porte: 

Now, therefore, Her Majesty, by virtue of the powers in this 
behalf by The Foreign Jurisdiction Act or otherwise in Her 
vested, is pleased by and with the advice of Her Privy Council 
to Order, and it is hereby ordered, as follows :— 

1. This Order shall commence from and after the thirty-first 
day of December, One thousand eight hundred and sixty-four. 

2. The Orders of the ninth day of January, One thousand 
eight hundred and sixty-three, and the seventeenth day of 
November, One thousand eight hundred and sixty-three, are 
hereby repealed. 

This repeal shall not affect the past operation of those 
Orders, or either of them, or any appointment made or thing 
done under them or either of them. 

3. Pending: proceedings shall be regulated by this Order as 
far as the nature and circumstances of each case admit. 
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4, In this Order the term “The Ottoman dominions” means 
the dominions of the Sublime Ottoman Porte; the term 
“Native Indian subject of Her Majesty” means a native of 
India (as defined in the Act of Parliament of One thousand 
eight hundred and fifty-eight for the better Government of 
India) not being of European descent; the term “month” 
means calendar month; words importing the plural or the 
singular may be construed as referring to one person or thing, 
or more than one person or thing, and words importing the 
masculine as referring to females (as the case may require). 

5. The provisions of this Order relating to British subjects 
apply to all subjects of Her Majesty, whether by birth or 
by naturalization, and also to all persons enjoying Her Majesty’s 
protection in the Ottoman dominions. 

The provisions of this Order relating to foreigners apply to 
subjects of the Sublime Ottoman Porte and subjects or citizens 
of any other power or state (not being enemies of Her 
Majesty). 

6. All Her Majesty’s jurisdiction exercisable in the Ottoman 
dominions for the judicial hearing and determination of matters 
in difference between British subjects, or between British 
subjects and foreigners,—or for the administration or control 
of the property or persons of British subjects,—or for the 
repression or punishment of crimes or offences committed b 
British subjects,—or for the maintenance of order among British 
subjects,—shall be exercised under and according to the pro- 
visions of this Order, and’not otherwise. 

7. Subject to the other provisions of this Order, the civil 
and criminal jurisdiction aforesaid shall, as far as circumstances 
admit, be exercised upon the principles of and in conformity 
with the Common Law, the Rules of Equity, the Statute Law, 
and other law, for the time being in force in and for England, 
and with the powers vested in and pursuant to the course of 
procedure and practice observed 8 and before Courts of Justice 
and Justices of the Peace in England, according to their 
respective jurisdictions and authorities. | 

8. Nothing in this Order shall be deemed to deprive Her 
Majesty’s Consular Officers of the mght to observe and to 
enforce the observance of any reasonable custom obtaining 
within the Ottoman dominions or to deprive any person of the 
benefit thereof, except where this Order contains some express 
and specific provision incompatible with the observance of such 
custom. 

9. Except as to offences against the Capitulations, Articles 
of Peace, and Treaties between Her Majesty and the Sublime 
Ottoman Porte, or against any Rules and Regulation for the 
observance thereof, or for the maintenance of order among 
British subjects in the Ottoman dominions made by or under 
the authority of Her Majesty, or against any of the provisions 
of this Order, or of any Rule made under it,— 

No act done by a British subject in the Ottoman dominions, 
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or on board a British vessel within those dominions, which 
would not by a Court of Justice having criminal jurisdiction in 
England be deemed a crime or offence rendering the person 
doing such act amenable to punishment in Ragland. shall, in 
the exercise of criminal jurisdiction under this Order, be deemed 
a crime or offence, rendering the person doing such act amen- 
able to punishment. 

10. Lhere shall be a Court styled “Her Britannic Majesty's 
Supreme Consular Court for the Dominions of the Sublime 
Ottoman Porte.” 

11. The Supreme Consular Court shall hold its ordinary 
sittings at Constantinople; but may, on emergency, sit at any 
other place within the district of the Consulate-General of 
Constantinople, and may at any time hold its ordinary sittings 
at any such place within the Ottoman dominions as one of Her 
Majesty’s Principal Sccretaries of State approves. 

12. There shall be one Judge of the Supreme Consular 
Court. 

Her Majesty’s Consul-General at Constantinople for the 
time being shall be the Judge, but he shall be appomted to the 
office of Judge by Her Majesty by special warrant under Her 
Royal sign manual. 

He shall be, at the time of his appointment, a member of 
the Bar of England, Scotland, or Ireland, of not less than seven 
years’ standing, or a subject of Her Majesty (by birth or 
naturalization) who has filled the office of Legal Vice-Consul 
in the Ottoman dominions, or the Office of Law Secretary to 
the Supreme Consular Court. 

He may, in case of his absence from the district of the 
Consulate-General of Constantinople, either in the discharge of 
his duty, or with permission of one of Her Majesty’s Principal 
Secretaries of State, or in case of illness, appoint, by writing 
under his hand and seal, a fit person to be his deputy, who 
shall have all the power and authority of Judge. 

During a vacancy in the office of Judge, or on emergency, 
a fit person, approved by one of Her Majesty’s Principal Secre- 
taries of State, may temporarily be and act as Acting Judge, 
with all the power and authority of Judge. 

Notwithstanding anything in this Order, Her Majesty may 
make an appointment to the office of Judge at any time after 
the passing of this Order; but any such appointment shall not 
take effect before the first day of January, One thousand eight 
hundred and sixty-five. 

13. There shall be attached to the Court— 

(1.) One Law Secretary: 

(2.) So many Officers and Clerks as one of Her Majesty’s 

Principal Secretaries of State from time to time thinks 
fit 


One of Her Majesty's Principal Secretaries of State may, 
from time to time temporarily attach to the Court such persons 


holding appointments as Consuls or Vice-Consuls as he thinks 
fit. 
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14, The Law Secretary shall be appomted by Her Majesty. 

He shall hold by special commission from Her Majesty, the 
appointment of Vice-Consul. 

He shall act as Registrar of the Court. 

He shall discharge such duties in connexion with the conduct 
of criminal prosecutions as the Judge from time to time directs. 

He shall hear and determine in a summary way such criminal 
charges as may under this Order be properly so heard and 
determined, and as are specially referred ig tain by the Judge. 

Where a suit or proceeding of a civil nature, originally 
instituted in the Supreme Consular Court, relates to money, 
goods or other property, or any civil right or other matter at 
issue of a less amount or value than one hundred pounds ster- 
ling, or is instituted for the recovery of damages of a less 
amount than one hundred pounds sterling, the Judge may 
refer such suit or proceeding specially to the Law Secretary to 
be heard and determined by him; but in all such cases an 
appeal shall lie as of course to the Judge. 

In case of the absence or illness of, the Law Secretary, or 
during a ey in the office of Law Secretary, or during the 
temporary employment of the Law Secretary in any other 
capacity, the Judge may, by wnting under his hand and seal, 
appoint any fit person approved by one of Her Majesty's 
Principal Secretaries of State to act temporarily as Law 
Secretary. The person so appointed shall have all the power 
and authority of ae Secretary. 

Every Consul or Vice-Consul temporarily attached to the 
Court under Article 13 shall discharge such duties in connexion 
with the Court as the Judge from time to time, with the 
approval of one of Her Majesty's Principal Secretaries of State, 
directs ; and for that purpose shall have the hke power and 
authority as the Law Secretary. 

15. In addition to the Supreme Consular Court, each of Her 
Majesty's Consuls-General, Consuls, and Vice-Consuls (holding 
a commission as such from Her Majesty), resident in the 
Ottoman dominions (with such exceptions as one of Her 
Majesty’s Principal Secretaries of State at any time thinks fit 
to make), or any person acting temporarily, with the approval 
of one of Her Majesty’s Principal Secretanies of State, as such a 
Consul-General, Consul, or Vico Consul shall, for and in his 
own Consular district, hold and form a Court styled “Her 
Britannic Majesty’s Consular Court at [ Smyrna, or as the case may 
be},”—hereafter in this Order called a Provincial Consular Court. 

16. Every male British subject resident in the Ottoman 
dominions, being of the age of twenty-one years or upwards, 
being able to speak and read English, having or earning a 
gross Income at the rate of not less than fifty pounds a year, 
not having been attainted of treason or felony, or convicted of 
any crime that is infamous (unless he has obtained a free 
pardon), and not bemg under outlawry, shall be qualified to 
serve on a jury. 

8) 
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17. All persons so qualified shall be liable so to serve, 
except the following :— 

Persons in Her Majesty's Diplomatic, Consular, or other 

civil service in actual employment; 

Officers, clerks, keepers of prisons, messengers, and other 
persons attached to or in the service of any Consular 
Court ; 

Officers and others on full pay in Her Majesty’s Navy or 
Army, or in actual employment in the service of any 
Department connected therewith ; 

Persons holding appointments in the Civil Service, and 
Commissioned Officers in the Naval or Military Service, 
of the Sublime Ottoman Porte; 

Clergymen and ministers in the actual discharge of pro- 
fessioral duties; 

Advocates and attorneys in actual practice ; 

Physicians, surgeons, and apothecaries in actual practice ; 

and except persons disabled by mental or bodily infirmity. 

18. On or before the fourteenth day of January in every 
year, each Consular Court shall make out a list of ils persons 
so qualified and liable, resident within its district. 

The list shall, on or before the twenty-first day of the same 
month, be affixed in some conspicuous place in the Court, and 
shall be there exhibited until the 31st day of that month, with 
a notice annexed that on a day specified, not being sooner than 
the seventh or latcr than the fourteenth day of the then next 
month, the Court will hold a special sitting for the revision of 
the list. 

The Court shall hold such special sitting accordingly, and 
at such sitting or at some adjournment thereof (of which public 
notice shall be given), shall revise the list by striking out the 
name of any person appearing to be not qualified or not liable 
to serve, and by inserting the name of any person omitted and 
appearing to be so qualified and liable, either on the application 
of the person omitted, or on such notice to him as the Court 
thinks fit to direct. 

The list shall be finally revised and settled not later than the 
twenty-first day of February in every year, and when settled 
shall be affixed in some conspicuous place in the Court, and be 
there exhibited during not less than two months. 

Such list, as settled, shall be brought into use in every year 
on the first day of March, and shall be used as the Jury List of 
the Court, for the twelve months then next ensuing. 

19. Where, in pursuance of this Order, @ jury 1s required, 
the Court shall summon so many of the persons comprised in 
the jury list, not fewer than fifteen, as seem requisite. 

Any person failing to attend according to such summons 
shall be hable to such fine, of not more than ten pounds ster- 
ling, as the Court thinks fit to impose. 

Any such fine shall not be levied until after the expiration 
of fourteen days. ‘The proper officer of the Court shall forth- 
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with give to the person fined notice in writing of the imposition 
of the fine, and require him within six days after receipt of the 
notice to file an affidavit excusing his non-attendance (if he 
desires to do so). The Court shall consider the affidavit, and 
may, if it seems proper, remit the fine. 

20. A jury shall consist of five jurors. 

21. In civil and in criminal cases the like challenges shall 
be allowed as in England, with this addition, that in civil cases 
each party may challenge three jurors peremptorily. 

22. A jury shall be required to give an unanimous verdict. 

23. Where there is a jury, all the proceedings at the trial 
shall be conducted in English,—evidence, if given in any other 
language, being interpreted in the usual way. 

24. Where a Provincial Consular Court (not held before a 
resident legal Vice-Consul) proceeds, in pursuance of this Order, 
to hear and determine any case, civil or criminal, with Assessors, 
the Court shall nommate and summon as Assessors not less 
than two and not more than four indifferent British subjects of 
good repute, resident in the district of the Court. 

Where, however, by reason of local circumstances, the Court 
is able to obtain the presence of one fit person only as Assessor, 
the Court may sit with him alone as Assessor and where, for 
like reasons it 1s not able to obtain the presence of any fit person 
as Assessor, it may sit without an Assessor; but in every such 
case the Court shall record in the minutes of proceedings its rea- 
sone for sitting with one Assessor only, or without an Assessor. 

25. An Assessor shall not have voice or vote in the decision 
of the Court in any case, civil or criminal, but an Assessor dis- 
senting in a civil case from any decision of the Court, or in a 
criminal case from any decision of the Court or the conviction 
or the amount of punishment awarded, may record in the 
minutes of proceedings his dissent and the grounds thereof, 
and an Assessor dissenting shall be entitled to receive gratis a 
certified copy of the minutes. 

26. All he Majesty’s jurisdiction, civil and criminal, exer- 
cisable in the Ottoman dominions shall, for and within the 
district of the Consulate-General of Constantinople, be vested 
exclusively in the Supreme Consular Court as its ordinary ori- 
ginal jurisdiction. 

27. All Her Majesty’s jurisdiction, civil and criminal, exer- 
cisable in tie Ottoman dominions beyond the district of the 
Consulate-General of Constantinople, and not under this Order 
vested exclusively in the Supreme Consular Court, shall, to the 
extent and in the manner provided by this Order, be vested in 
the Provincial Consular Courts each for and within its own 
district. 

28. The Supreme Consular Court shall have, in all matters 
civil and criminal, an original jurisdiction concurrent with the 
jurisdiction of the several Provincial Consular Courts, such con- 
current jurisdiction to be exercised subject and according to the 
other provisions of this Order. : 

C 
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29. The Judge of the Supreme Consular Court may visit, in a 
magisterial or judicial capacity, any Provincial Consular Court, 
and there inquire of, or hear ana determine, any case, civil 
or criminal, pending in that Court, or arising within its district, 
or may appoint the Law Secretary of the Supreme Consular 
Court to visit in the like capacity and for the like purpose anv 
Provincial Consular Court, or may appoint the resident Legal 
Vice-Consul of any Provincial Consular Court to visit in the 
like capacity and for the like purpose any Provincial Consular 
Court where there is not a resident Legal Vice-Consul. 

30. A Provincial Consular Court may, of its own motion, or 
on the application of any person concerned, report to the 
Supreme omens Court the pendency of any case, civil or 
criminal, which appears to the Provincial Consular Court fit to 
be heard and determined by the Supreme Consular Court. 

The Supreme Consular Court shall thereupon direct in what 
mode and where the case shall be heard and determined, and 
the same shall be so heard and determined accordingly. 

31. Every Consular Court shall, in the exercise of every part 
of its respective jurisdiction, be a Court of Record. 

32. Each Provincial Consular Court shail execute any wnit 
or order issuing from the Supreme Consular Court, and take 
security from any person named in any writ or order for his 
appearance personally or by attorney, and in default of such 
security being given, or when specially ordered by the Supreme 
Consular Court so to do, send such person to Constantinople on 
board one of Her Majesty’s vessels of war, or if there is no 
such vessel available then on board any British or other fit 
vessel. 

The order of the Supreme Consular Court shall be sufficient 
authority to the commander or master of such vessel of war or 
other vessel to receive and detain such person, and carry him 
to and deliver him up at Constantinople according to the 
order. 

33. The several Consular Courts shall be auxiliary to one 
another in all particulars relative to the administration of jus- 
tice, civil or criminal. 

34. Each Provincial Consular Court shall, every six months, 
furnish to the Supreme Consular Court a report of every case, 
civil and criminal, brought before it, in such form as the Judge 
of the Supreme Consular Court from time to time directs. 

35. Every Consular Court and its officers shall, as far as 
there is proper opportunity, promote reconciliation, and encou- 
rage and facilitate the settlement in an amicable way, and 
without recourse to litigation, of matters in difference between 
persons over whom the Court has jurisdiction. 

36. Every Consular Court may promote reconciliation, and 
encourage and facilitate the settlement in an amicable way of 
any suit or proceeding pending before it. 

37. A Consular Court may, with the consent of the parties, 
refer to arbitration the final determination of any suit or pro~ 
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ceeding pending before it, or of all matters in difference between 
the parties, on such terms and with such directions as to ap- 
pointment of an arbitrator and other things as may seem fit, 
and may, if it thinks fit, take from the parties, or any of them, 
security to abide by the result of the reference. 

In any such case the award shall be final and conclusive. 

On the application of any party a decree of the Court ma 
be entered in conformity with the award, and such decree shall 
not be open to any appeal or re-hearing whatever. 

38. Every agreement for reference to arbitration or submis- 
sion to arbitration by consent between or by British subjects, 
may, on the application of any party, be made a rule of the 
Consular Court having jurisdiction in the matter of the reference 
or submission, which Court shall thereupon have power and 
authority to enforce the agreement or submission and the 
award made thereunder, and to control and regulate the pro- 
ceedings before and after the award in such manner and on 
such terms as may be just. 

39. The Supreme and every other Consular Court shall be a 
Court of Law and of Equity: and (subject to the other provi- 
sions of this Order) shall have and may exercise all jurisdiction, 
pve and authority, legal, equitable, or other, which any 

onsul of Her Majesty by custom has or may exercise in the 
Ottoman dominions. 

40. The Supreme and every other Consular Court shall be a 
Court of Bankruptcy, and as such shall, as far as circumstances 
admit, have, each for and within its own district, with respect 
to British subjects and to their debtors and creditors, being 
either British subjects or foreigners submitting to the jurisdic- 
tion of the Court, all such jurisdiction as for the time being 
belongs to the Court of Bankruptcy and the County Courts 
in England, or to any other judicial authority having for the 
time being jurisdiction in Bankruptcy in England. 

41. The Supreme Consular Court shall be a Court of Vice- 
Admiralty, and as such shall, for and within the Ottoman domi- 
nions, and for vessels and persons coming within those domi- 
niong, have all such jurisdiction as for the time being ordinarily 
belongs to Courts of Vice-Admiralty in Her Majesty’s posses- 
sions abroad. 

Every Provincial Consular Court held before a resident 
Legal Vice-Consul shall be a Court of Vice-Admiralty, and as 
such shall, for its own district, and for vessels and persons 
coming within that district, have the like jurisdiction. 

42. The Supreme Consular Court shall, as far as circum- 
stances admit, have in itself exclusively, for and within the 
dominions of the Sublime Ottoman Porte, with respect to 
British subjects, all such jurisdiction relative to the custody and 
management of the persons and estates of aaa of unsound 
mind as for the time being belongs to the Lord Chancellor or 
other person or persons in England intrusted by virtue of Her 
Majesty’s sign manual with the care and commitment of the 
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custody of the persons and estates of persons found by inquisi- 
tion in England, idiot, lunatic, or of unsound mind. 

43. The Supreme Consular Court shall be a Court for Matri- 
monial Causes, and as such shall, as far as circumstances admit, 
have in itself exclusively, for and within the Ottoman dominions, 
with respect to British subjects, all such jurisdiction, except the 
jurisdiction relative to dissolution or nullity or jactitation of 
marmiage, as for the time being belongs to the Court for Divorce 
and Matrimonial Causes in England. 

44. The Supreme Consular Court shall be a Court of Probate, 
and as such shall, as far as circumstances admit, have, for and 
within the Ottoman dominions, with respect to the property of 
British subjects having at the time of death their fixed places 
of abode within those dominions, all such jurisdiction as br the 
time being belongs to Her Majesty’s Court of Probate in 
England. 

A Provincial Consular Court shall, however, also have power 
to grant probate or administration where there is no contention 
respecting the nght to the grant, and it is proved on oath that 
the deceased had at the time of his death his fixed place of 
abode within the jurisdiction of the particular Court. 

Probate or administration grauted by a Provincial Consular 
Court shall have effect over all the property of the deceased 
within the Ottoman dominions, and shall effectually discharge 
persons dealing with an executor or administrator thereunder, 
notwithstanding that any detect afterwards appears in the 
grant. Such a grant shall not be impeachable by reason only 
that the deceased had not at the time-of his death his fixed 
place of abode within the particular jurisdiction. 

45. From the death of a British subject, having at the time 
of death his fixed place of abode within the Ottoman dominions, 
intestate, until administration granted, his personal property 
within those dominions shall be vested in the Judge of the 
Supreme Consular Court, as the personal property of an intes- 
tate in England is vested in the Judge of Her Majesty’s Court 
of Probate there. 

46. If any person, other than one of Her Majesty’s Consular 
Officers, takes possession of and in any manner administers any 
part of the personal property of any person deceased without 
obtaining probate or administration within three months after 
the death of the deceased, or within one month after the termi- 
nation of any suit or dispute respecting probate or administra- 
tion (if there is any such which is not ended within two months 
after the death of the deceased), he shall be liable to such 
pena tys not exceeding one hundred pounds sterling, as the 

ourt having jurisdiction in the matter of the property of the 
deceased thinks fit to impose. 

47, Where a suit instituted in the Supreme Consular Court, 
or in a Provincial Consular Court held before a resident Legal 
Vice-Consul, relates to money goods or other property or any 
civil right or other matter at issue of the amount or value of 
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fifty pounds sterling or upwards,—or is brought for recovery of 
damages of the amount of fifty pounds sterling or upwards,— 
the suit shall, on the demand of either party, be tried with a 
jury. | 
In any case (except where, according to the Rules of the 
Court, the suit is to be heard and determined in a summary 
way) a suit so instituted may be tried with a jury, if the Court 
of its own motion or on the application of either party, thinks 
fit so to order. 

One of Her Majesty’s Principal Secretaries of State may, by 
order under his hand, extend the present provision to any 
Provincial Consular Court not held before a resident Legal 
Vice-Consul where it appears to him a sufficient jury list can 
be obtained. — 

48. Where a suit instituted in a Provincial Consular Court 
not held before a resident Legal Vice-Consul relates to money 
goods or other property of a less amount or value than three 
hundred pounds sterling,—or does not relate to or involve, 
directly, or indirectly, a question respecting any civil right or 
other matter at issue of the amount or value of th.ee hundred 
pounds sterling or upwards,—or is brought for recovery of 
damages of a less amount than three hundred pounds ster- 
ling,—the Court may hear and determine the case without 
Assessors. 

In all other cases the Court shall hear and determine the 
case with Assessors. 

49. Every Consular Court shall have authority to cause to 
be apprehended and brought before it any British subject being 
within the district of the Court and charged with having com- 
mitted a crime or offence within the Ottoman dominions, or on 
board a British vessel within those dominions, and to deal with 
the accused according to the jurisdiction of the Court and in 
conformity with the provisions of this Order; or where the 
crime or offence is triable, and is to be tried, in England, to 
take the preliminary examination, and to commit the accused 
for trial, and cause or allow him to be taken to England. 

50. Where a person charged with a crime or offence escapes 
or removes from the Consular district within which the crime or 
offence was committed and 1s found within another Consular dis- 
trict, the Consular Court within the district of which he is found 
may proceed in the case to examination, trial, and punishment, 
or in a summary way (as the case may require), in the same 
manner as if the crime or offence had becn committed in its 
own district ; or may, on the requisition or with the consent of 
the Court of the district within which the crime or offence was 
committed, send him in custody to that Court, or require him 
to give security for his surrender to that Court, there to answer 
the charge and be dealt with according to law. 

Where any person is to be so sent in custody a warrant 
shall be issued by the Court within the district of which he is 
found, and such warrant shall be sufficient authority to any 
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person to whom it is directed to receive and detain the person 
therein named, and carry him to and deliver him up to the 
Court of the district within which the crime or offence was com- 
mitted, according to the warrant. 

51. Where a warrant or order of arrest is issued by a com- 
petent authority in Malta for the apprehension of a British 
subject, a native of Malta, or of any of 1ts dependencies, who 18 
accused of having committed a crime or offence within the 
jurisdiction of the authority issuing the warrant or order, and 
who is, or is supposed to be, in the Ottoman dominions, and 
the warrant or order is produced to a Consular Court, the Court 
may back the warrant or order, and the same, when so backed, 
shall be sufficient authority to any person to whom the warrant 
or order was originally directed, and also to any constable or 
any other officer of the Court by which it is backed, to appre- 
hend the accused at any place in the Ottoman dominions where 
the Court by which the warrant or order is backed has jurisdic- 
tion, and to carry him to and deliver him up at Malta, according 
to the warrant or order. 

52. Where any person is charged wrth the commission of a 
crime or offence the cognizance whereof appertains to a Con- 
sular Court in the Ottoman dominions, and it is expedient 
that the crime or offence be inquired of, tried, determined, and 
punished within Her Majesty’s dominions, the accused may 
(under “ The Foreign Jurisdiction Act,” section 4), be sent for 
trial, as follows, namely,—with respect to native Indian subjects 
of Her Majesty, to Bombay, and with respect to other British 
subjects, to Malta. 

The Judge of the Supreme Consular Court may, where it 
ee s0 expedient, by warrant under his hand and sea] and 
the seal of the Supreme Consular Court, cause the accused to 
be sent for trial to Bombay or to Malta (as the case may require) 
accordingly. 

Such warrant shall be sufficient authority to any person to 
whom it 1s directed to receive and detain the person therein 
named, and carry him to and deliver him up at Bombay or at 

Malta (as the case may be), according to the warrant. 
Where any person is to be so sent to Bombay or to Malta, the 
Consular Court before which he is charged shall take the pre- 
liminary examination, and shall bind over such of the proper 
witnesses as are British subjects in their own recognizances to 
appear and give evidence on the trial. 

53. A Consular Court may promote reconciliation and 
encourage and facilitate the settlement in an amicable way, of 
epee s for assault. or any other offence not amounting to 

elony and being of a private or personal character, on terms 
of payment of compensation or other terms that may seem 
reasonable or expedient, and may thereupon order the proceed- 
ings to be stayed. 

54, All crimes which in England are capital shall be tried 
by the Judge of the Supreme Consular Court with a jury. 
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Other crimes and offences above the degree of misdemcanour, 
tried before the Judge or Law Secretary of the Supreme Con- 
sular Court, and not heard and determined in a summary way, 
shall be tried with a jury. 

Any crime or offence tried before the Judge or Law Secre- 
tary of the Supreme Consular Court may be tried with a jury 
where the Judge or Law Secretary so directs. 

Subject to the foregoing provisions, such classes of criminal 
cases within the original jurisdiction ue or concurrent) 
of the Supreme Consular Court as the Judge, having regard to 
the law and practice existing in England, from time to time 
directs, shall be heard and determined in a summary way. 

55. The Supreme Consular Court may impose the punish- 
ment of imprisonment for any term not exceeding twenty 
years, with or without hard labour, and with or without a fine 
not exceeding five hundred pounds sterling, or the punishment 
of a fine alone not exceeding five hundred pounds sterling. 

56. Where any person is convicted of murder, the proper 
officer of the Court, under the direction of the Judge, shall, in 
open court, require the offender to state if he has anything to 
say why judgment of death should not be recorded against him. 
If such offender does not allege anything that would be suffi- 
cient in law to prevent such judgment if the offence had been 
committed and the trial had been had in England, the Court 
may order such judgment to be entered on record. 

Thereupon the proper officer shall enter judgment of death 
on record against such offender, as if judgment of death had 
been actually pronounced on him in open Court by the Court. 

The Judge of the Supreme Consular Court shall forthwith 
send a report of every such judgment, with a copy of the 
minutes of proceedings and notes of evidence and any obser- 
vations he thinks fit to make, to one of Her Majesty’s Principal 
Secretaries of State, for his direction as to the punishment to 
be actually imposed, such actual punishment not to exceed the 
measure of imprisonment and fine mentioned in Article 55. 

57. Where a Provincial Consular Court is held before a 
resident Legal Vice-Consul, crimes and offences above the 
degree of misdemeanour, tried before the Court, and not heard 
and determined in a summary way, shall be tried with a jury. 

Any crime or offence may be tried with a jury where the 
Court so directs. 

Subject to the foregoing provisions, such classes of criminal 
cases as the Judge of the Supreme Consular Court, with the 
advice and assistance of the resident Legal Vice-Consul, having 
regard to the law and practice existing in England, from time 
to time directs, shall be heard and detennined in a summary 
way. 
8. A Provincial Consular Court held before a resident 
Legal Vice-Consul may impose the punishment of imprison- 
ment for any term not exceeding two years, with or without 
hard labour, and with or without a fine not exceeding one 
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hundred pounds sterling, or the punishment of a fine alone not 
exceeding one hundred pounds sterling. 

59. Where the crime or offence with which any person 18 
charged before a Provincial Consular Court, not held betore a 
resident Legal Vice-Consul, is any crime or offence other than 
assault endangering life, cutting, maiming, arson, or house- 
breaking, and appears to the Court to be such that, if proved, 
it would be adequately punished by imprisonment, with or 
without hard labour, for not more than three months, or by a 
fine of not more than twenty-five pounds sterling, the Court 
shall hear and determine the case in a summary way and with- 
out Assessors. 

In other cases the Court shall hear and determine the case 
on indictment and with Assessors. 

60. A Provincial Consular Court not held before a resident 
Legal Vice-Consul may impose the punishment of imprisonment 
for any term not exceeding twelve months, with or without 
hard labour, and with or without a fine of fifty pounds sterling, 
or the punishment ofa fine alone not exceeding fifty pounds 
sterling. 

61. Where the crime or offence with which any person 18 
charged before a Provincial Consular Court appears to the 
Court to be such that, if proved, it would not be adequately 
punished by such punishment as the Court has power to impose, 
and the accused is not to be sent for trial to England, Bombay, 
or Malta, the Court shall reserve the case to be heard and 
determined by or under the special authority of the Supreme 
Consular Court. 

The Provincial Consular Court shall take the depositions, 
and forthwith send them, with a minute of other evidence, if 
any, and a report on the case, to the Supreme Consular Court. 

The Supreme Consular Court shall direct in what mode 
and where the case shall be heard and determined, and the 
same shall be so heard and determined accordingly. 

62. The Supreme and every other Consular Court in impos- 
ing punishments shall have regard, as far as circumstances 
admit, and subject to the other provisions of this Order, to the 
punishments imposed by the law of England in like cases. 

63. A Consular Court may order any person convicted 
before it of any crime or offence to pay all or any part of the 
expenses of his trial and imprisonment or other punishment. 

Where it appears to the Court that a charge 1s malicious, or 
frivolous and vexatious, the Court may order all or any part of 
the expenses of the prosecution to be paid by the prosecutor. 

64. Where the circumstances of the case make it just or 
expedient, the Judge of the Supreme Consular Court may 
report to one of Her Majesty’s Principal Secretaries of State 
recommending a mitigation or remission of any punishment 
awarded by the Supreme or any other Consular Court ; and on 
such recommendation any such punishment may be mitigated 
or remitted. 7 :

But no such recommendation shall be made with respect to 
any punishment awarded by a Provincial Consular Court, except 
on the recommendation of that Court, or on the dissent of the 
Assessors or Assessor, if any, from the conviction or from the 
amount of punishment awarded. 

65. The Judge of the Supreme Consular Court may, where 
it seems expedient, by warrant under his hand and the seal of 
the Supreme Connulas Court, cause any offender convicted 
before any Consular Court and sentenced to imprisonment, to 
be sent to and imprisoned at any such place in the Ottoman 
dominions, as one of Her Majesty’s Pmncipal Secretaries of 
State from time to time approves. 

Such warrant shall be sufficient authority to any person to 
whom it is directed, to receive and detain the person therein 
named, and carry him to and deliver him up at such place, 
according to the warrant. | 

66. Where any offender convicted before a Consular Court 
in the Ottoman dominions is sentenced to suffer imprisonment 
In respect of the crime or offence of which he is convicted, and 
it is expedient that the sentence be carried into effect within 
Her Majesty’s dominions, the offender may (under “ The Foreign 
Jurisdiction Act,” section 5), be sent for imprisonment as 
follows, namely,—with respect to Native Indian subjects of 
Her Majesty, to Bombay, and with respect to other British 
subjects, to Malta. 

The Judge of the Supreme Consular Court may, where it 
appears so expedient, by warrant under his hand and seal and 
the seal of the Supreme Consular Court, cause such offender to 
be sent to Bombay or to Malta (as the case may require), in 
order that the sentence passed upon him may be there carried 
into effect accordingly. 

Such warrant sir be sufficient authority to any person to 
whom it is directed to receive and detain the person therein 
named, and carry him to and deliver him up at Bombay or at 
Malta (as the case may be), according to the warrant. 

67. The Supreme Consular Court shall, when required by 
one of Her Majesty’s Principal Secretaries of State, send to the 
Secretary of State a report of the sentence passed by the Judge 
or Law Secretary of the Court in any case not heard and deter- 
mined in a summary way, with a copy of the minutes of pro- 
ceedings and notes of evidence and any observations the Court 
thinks fit to make. 

Every Provincial Consular Court shall forthwith send to the 
Supreme Consular Court a report of the sentence passed by it 
in every case not heard and determined in a summary way, 
with a copy of the minutes of proceedings and notes of evidence 
and any observations the Court thinks fit to make. The 
Supreme Consular Court shall, when required by one of Her 
Majesty’s Principal Secretaries of State, transmit the same, with 
any observations the Court thinks fit to make, to the Secretary 
of State. 
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68. (i.) Where it is shown on oath, to the satisfaction of a 
Consular Court, that there is reasonable ground to apprehend 
that any British subject in the Ottoman dominions is about to 
commit a breach of the public peace,—or that the acts or con- 
duct of any such British subject are or 1s near to produce or 
excite to a breach of the public peace,—the Court may cause 
him to be brought before it, and require him to give security to 
the satisfaction of the Court to keep the peace, or for his future 
good behaviour, as the case may require: 

(ii.) Where any British subject is convicted of any crime or 
offence before a Consular Court, or before a Court in the sen- 
tence of which one of Her Majesty’s Consular Officers concurs, 
the Consular Court for the district in which he happens to be 
may require him to give security to the satisfaction of the 
Court for his future good behaviour, 

In either of these cases, if the person required to give 
security fails to do so, the Court may order that he be de- 
ae from the Ottoman dominions to such place as the Court 

irects. 

The Court shall not, however, without the consent of the 
person to be deported, direct the deportation of a Native 
Indian subject of Her Majesty to any place other than Bombay 
—or of a native of Malta or of any of its dependencies to any 
place other than Malta,—or of a native of Gibraltar to any 
Hath other than Gibraltar,—or of a native of any part of Her 

ajesty’s dominions other than Malta, its dependencies, or 
Gibraltar (the person to be deported not being a Native 
Indian subject of Her Majesty), to any place other than 
England. 

A Provincial Consular Court shall forthwith report to the 
Supreme Consular Court any order of deportation made by it, 
ae the grounds thereof. The Supreme Consular Court may 
reverse the order, or may confirm it with or without variation, 
and in case of confirmation, shall direct it to be carried into 
effect. 

The person to be deported shall be detained in custody 
until a fit opportunity for his deportation occurs. 

He shall, as soon as may be practicable (and in the case of 
@ person convicted, either after execution of the sentence or 
while it is in course of execution), be embarked in custody 
under the warrant of the Supreme Consular Court on board 
one of Her Majesty’s vesseis of war, or, if there be no such 
vessel available, then on board any British or other fit vessel 
bound to the place of deportation. 

The warrant of the Court shall be sufficient authority to 
the commander or master of such vessel of war, or other vessel, 
to receive and detain the person to be deported and carry him 
to and deliver him up at the place of deportation, according 
to the warrant. 

69. The Supreme or other Consular Court may order the 
person to be deported to pay all or any part of the expenses 
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of his deportation. Subject thereto, the expenses of deporta- 

tion shall be defrayed as the expenses relating to distressed 

British subjects are defrayed, or in such other manner as one of 

Ae Majesty’s Principal Secretaries of State from time to time 
irects. 

70. The Supreme Consular Court. shall forthwith report to 
one of Her Majesty's Principal Secretaries of State any order 
of deportation made or confirmed by it and the grounds 
thereof, and shall also inform Her Majesty's Ambassador, 
Minister, or Chargé d’Affaires at the Sublime Ottoman Porte 
of the same. 

71. If any person deported returns to the Ottoman domi- 
nions without the permission of one of Her Majesty’s Principal 
Secretaries of State (which permission the Secretary of State 
may give) he shall be lable on conviction thereof to punish- 
ment (in the discretion of the Court before which he is con- 
victed) by imprisonment for not more than one month, with or 
without hard labour, and with or without a fine of not more 
than ten pounds sterling, or by a fine of not more than twenty 
pounds sterling alone, and also to be forthwith again deported 
in manner hereinbefore provided. 

72. Every British subject (except Native Indian subjects of 
Her Majesty) resident in the Ottoman dominions,—being of the 
age of twenty-one years or upwards,—or being married or a 
widower or widow, though under that age, shall, in the month 
of January in every year, register himself or herself in a 
register to be kept at the Consulate of the Consular district 
within which he or she resides,—subject to this qualification, 
that the registration of a man shall be deemed to comprise the 
registration of his wife (unless she is living apart from him), 
and that the registration of the head of a family, whether male 
or female, shall be deemed to comprise the registration of all 
females being relatives of the head of the family (in whatever 
degree of Jaen Ye living under the same roof with the 
head of the family at the time of his or her registration. 

Every such British subject not so resident arriving at any 

lace within the Ottoman dominions where a Consular Office 
ig maintained, unless borne on the muster-roll of a British 
vessel there arriving, shall, within one month after his or her 
arrival, register himself or herself in a register to be kept at the 
Consular Office,—but so that no such person shall be required 
to register himself or herself more than once in any year, 
reckoned from any first day of January. 

Any person failing so to register himself or herself, and 
not excusing his or her failure to the satisfaction of the Con- 
sular Officer, shall not be entitled to be recognized or protected 
as a British subject in the Ottoman dominions, and shall be 
liable to a fine of not more than forty shillings for each instance 
of such failure. 

73. Any Native Indian subject of Her Majesty, resident in 
or resorting to the Ottoman dominions, may, if he or she thinks 
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fit, register himself or herself at the respective times and in the 
manner aforesaid. 

Any Native Indian subject of Her Majesty not so register- 
ing himself or herself shall not be entitled to sue in any of Her 
Majesty’s Consular Courts in the Ottoman dominions, or to 
receive the support or protection of any of Her Majesty's Con- 
sular Officers with respect to any suit or proceeding to which 
he or she is a party in a Court or before a judicial officer of the 
Sublime Ottoman Porte, or in a Court or before a judicial 
officer in the Ottoman dominions of any State in amity with 
Her Majesty; nor shall any of Her Majesty’s Consular Officers 
exercise any jurisdiction for the punishment of any crime or 
offence committed by any Native Indian subject of Her 
Majesty, unless at the date of the commission of the crime or 
offence he or she was so registered. 

74, Every person shall on every such registration of him- 
self or herself pay a fee of five shillings. 

75. The Consular Officer shall give to every person so 
registered a certificate of registration under his hand and Con- 
sular seal; and the name of a wife (unless she is living apart 
from her husband) shall be endorsed on her husband’s certifi- 
cate; and the names and descriptions of females whose regis- 
tration is comprised in that of the head of the family shall be 
endorsed on the certificate of the head of the family. 

76. Where a British subject, not having at the time of 
death his fixed place of abode in the Ottoman dominions, dies 
in those dominions, the Consular Court, within whose district 
he dies shall, where the circumstances of the case appear to 
the Court so to require, forthwith on the death of the deceased, 
or as soon after as may be, take possession of his personal pro- 
perty within the particular junsdiction, or put it under the 
seal of the Court, (in either case, if the nature of the property 
or other circumstances so require, making an inventory), and so 
keep the property until it can be dealt with according to law. 

77. If any British subject is guilty of publicly deriding, 
mocking, or insulting any religion established or observed 
within the Ottoman dominions, or of publicly offermg any 
insult to any religious service, feast, or ceremony established 
or kept in any part of those dominions, or to any place of 
worship, tomb, or sanctuary belonging to any such religion, or to 
the ministers or professors thereof,—or of wilfully committing 
any act tending to bring any such religion, or its ceremonies, 
mode of worship, or observances into hatred, ridicule, or con- 
tempt, and thereby to provoke a breach of the public peace,— 
he shall be liable (an the discretion of the Court) to imprison- 
ment for not more than two years, with or without hard labour, 
and with or without a fine of not more than one hundred 
pounds sterling, or to a fine of not more than one hundred 
pounds sterling alone. 

Notwithstanding anything in this Order, every charge 
against a British subject of having committed any such offence 
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shall be heard and determined in a summary way, and any 
Provincial Consular Court shall have power to impose the 
punishment aforesaid. 

Her Majesty’s Consular Officers shall take ‘such precau- 
tionary measures as seem to them proper and expedient for the 
prevention of such offences. : 

78. Where a foreigner desires to institute or take any suit 
or proceeding of a civil nature against a British subject, or a 
Bnitish subject against a foreigner, the Supreme or other Con- 
sular Court, according to its respective jurisdiction, shall 
entertain the same, and shall hear and determine it, either b 
the Judge or proper Consular Officer sitting alone, or, if 
parties desire, or the Court thinks fit to direct, a trial with a 
jury, then by such Judge or Officer with a jury, but in all other 
respects according to the ordinary course of the Court: 

Provided that the foreigner first obtains and files in the 
Court the consent in writing of the competent local authori 
on behalf of the Sublime Ottoman Porte or that of the Consul 
of his own nation (as the case may bc) to his submitting, and 
does submit, to the jurisdiction of the Court, and if required, 
gives security to the satisfaction of the Court, by deposit or 
otherwise, to pay fees, damages, costs, and expenses, and 
abide by and perform such decision as may be given by the 
Supreme or other Consular Court originally or on appeal (as 
the case may require). 

79, Where it is shown to a Consular Court that the attend- 
ance of a British subject to give evidence, or for any other 
purpose connected with the administration of justice, is re- 

uired in a Court or before a judicial officer of the Sublime 
Jttoman Porte, or in a Court or before a judicial officer in the 
Ottoman dominions of any state in amity with Her Majesty, 
the Consular Court may, in cases and under circumstances 
which would require the attendance of such Bnitish subject 
before one of Her Majesty’s Consular Courts in the Ottoman 
dominions, and if it scems to the Consular Court just and 
expedient so to do, make an order for the attendance of such 
British subject in such Court or before such judicial officer and 
for such purpose as aforesaid,—but so that a Provincial Con- 
sular Court shall not have power to make an order for such 
attendance of a British subject at any place beyond the parti- 
cular jurisdiction of the Court. 

Any British subject, duly served with such an order and 
with reasonable notice of the time and place at which his 
attendance is required, failing to attend accordingly and not 
excusing his failure to the satisfaction of the Court making the 
order, shall be liable to a fine of not more than one hundred 
pounds sterling, or to imprisonment for not more than one 
month, in the discretion of the Court. 

80. Where any decision of a Provincial Consular Court, 
sitting with or without Assessors, is given in a civil case in 
respect of a sum or matter at issue of the amount or value of 
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fifty pounds sterling or upwards,—or determines, directly or 
indirectly, any claim or question respecting property or any 
civil right of the amount or value of fifty pounds sterling or 
upwards,—any party aggrieved by the decision may apply to 
the Provincial Consular Court for leave to appeal to the 
Supreme Consular Court, and shall be entitled to leave on the 
terms prescribed by the Rules made under this Order and sub- 
ject to any restrictions and exceptions therein contained. 

In any other case the Provincial Consular Court may, if it 
seems just and expedient, give leave to appeal on like terms. 

In any case the Supreme Consular Court may give leave to 
appeal on such terms as seem just. 

81. Where any person is convicted otherwise than in a 
summary way of a crime or offence, the Court or Consular 
Officer before whom he is tried may reserve for the considera- 
tion of the Supreme Consular Court any question of law aris- 
ing on the trial. 

The Court or Officer shall then state a special case setting 
out the question reserved, with the facts and circumstances on 
which it arose, and shall send the case to the Supreme Con- 
sular Court. 

82. Where any person is convicted in a summary way of a 
crime or offence, and is dissatisfied with the conviction as 
being erroneous in point of law, the Court or Consular Officer 
before whom he is tried shall, on his application, (unless the 
application appears merely frivolous, in which case the Court 
or Officer may refuse the application), state a special case 
setting out the facts and the groundg of the conviction for the 
opinion of the Supreme Consular Court, and send it to that Court. 

83. Where a special case is stated, the Court or Consular 
Officer shall, as seems fit, either postpone judgment on the con- 
viction or respite execution of the judgment, and either commit 
the person convicted to prison, or take proper security for him 
to appear and receive judgment,—or to render himself in execu- 
tion (as the case may require) at an appointed time and place. . 

84. The Supreme Consular Court shall hear and finally de- 
termine the matter, and thereupon shall reverse, affirm, or 
amend any judgment given at the trial,—or set aside such judg- 
ment, and order an entry to be made in the minutes of proceed- 
ings that in the judgment of the Supreme Consular Court the 
person ought not to have been convicted,—or arrest the judg- 
ment,—or order judgment to be given at a subsequent sitting 
of the Court or officer by whom the case is stated,—or make 
such other order as justice requires,—and shall also give all 
necessary and proper consequential directions. 

85. The judgment of the Supreme Consular Court shall be 
delivered in open Court after the public hearing of any argu- 
ment offered on behalf of the prosecution or of the person 
convicted. 

86. Before delivering judgment, the Supreme Consular Court 
may, if necessary, cause the special case to be amended by the 
Court or Consular Officer by whom it was stated. 
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87. Where any decision of the Supreme Consular Court is 
given in a civil case in respect of a sum or matter at issue of 
the amount or value of five hundred pounds sterling or up- 
wards,—or determines directly or indirectly any claim or ques- 
tion respecting property or any civil nght of the amount or 
value of five huuaved pounds sterling or upwards,—any party 
ageneved by the decision may, within fifteen days after the 
same is given, apply by motion to the Supreme Consular Court 
for leave to appeal to fer Majesty in Council. | 

If leave to appeal is applied for by a party adjudged to pa 
money or perform a duty, the Supreme Consular Court shall 
direct either that the decision appealed from be carried into 
execution or that the execution thereof be suspended, pending 
the appeal, as the Court considers to be in accordance with sub- 
stantial justice. 

If the Court directs the decision to be carried into execu- 
tion, the party in whose favour it is given shall, before the exe- 
cution of it, give security to the satisfaction of the Court for 
the due performance of such Order as Her Majesty in Council 
may think fit to make. , 

If the Court directs the execution of the decision to be sus- 

ended pending an appeal, the party against whom the decision 
1s given shall, before any order for suspension of execution, give 
security to the satisfaction of the Court for the due performance 
of ae Order as Her Majesty im Council may think fit to 
make. 

Tn all cases security shall also be given by the appellant to 
the satisfaction of the Court to an amount not exceeding five 
hundred pounds sterling for the prosecution of the appeal and 
for payment of all such costs as may be awarded to any respon- 
dent by Her Majesty in Council, or by the Lords of the Judicial 
Committee of Her Majesty’s Privy Council. 

If the last-mentioned security is given within one month 
from the filing of the motion-paper for leave to appeal, then, 
and not otherwise, the Supreme Coma Court shall give leave 
to appeal, and the appellant shall be at liberty to prefer and 
prosecute his appeal to Her Majesty in Council according to the 
rules for the time being in force respecting appeals to Her 
Majesty in Council from Her Colonies, or such other rules as 
Her Majesty in Council from time to time thinks fit to make 
concerning appeals from the Supreme Consular Court. 

any case other than the cases hereinbefore described, the 
Supreme Consular Court, if it considers it just or expedient 
to do so, may give leave to appeal on the terms and in the 
manner aforesaid. 

88. This Order shall not affect the mght of Her Majesty at 
any time, on the humble petition of a party aggrieved by a 
decision of the Supreme Consular Court, to admit his appeal 
thereon on such terms and in such manner as Her Majesty in 
Council may think fit, and to deal with the decision appealed 
from in such manner as may be just.

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89. The Judge of the Supreme Consular Court may, not- 
withstanding anything herein contained, at any time after the 
passing of this Order, and from time to time, frame Rules for 
the effectual execution of this Order, and for the observance of 
the Capitulations, Articles of Peace, and Treaties between Her 
Majesty and the Sublime Ottoman Porte, and for the mainte- 
nance of order among British subjects in the Ottoman domi- 
nions, and may thereby impose reasonable penalties; and also 
Rules for the regulation of procedure and pleading, forms of 
writs, and other proceedings, expenses of witnesses and prose- 
cutions, costs and fees, in civil and criminal cases, in the Supreme 
Consular Courts, and other Consular Courts, and the regulation 
of appeals to the Supreme Consular Court from the other 
Consular Courts. 

The rules affecting the conduct of civil suits shall be so 
framed as to secure, as far as may be, that cases shall be decided 
on their merits according to substantial justice without exces- 
sive regard to technicalities of pleading or procedure and witb- 
out unnecessary delay. 

No rules shall take effect unless and until approved by one 
of Her Majesty’s Principal Secretaries of State. 

The rules made under the Order of the 9th day of January, 
1863, shall remain in force until rules made under the present 
Order take effect; and references to the Order of the 9th day of 
January, 1863, in the rules made thereunder shall be construed 
. referring to the corresponding provisions of the present 

rder. 

90. A copy of the rules for the time being in force shall be 
exhibited in some conspicuous place in each Consular Court and 
Consulate in the Ottoman dommions. Printed copies shall be 
provided and sold at such reasonable price as the Judge of the 
Supreme Consular Court from time to time directs. 

No penalty shall be enforced in any Court for the breach of 
any rule eal the rule has been so exhibited in the Court for 
one month. | 

91. For the purpose of convicting any person committing a 
breach of any rule, and for all other purposes of law, a printed 
copy of the rule, purporting to be certified under the hand of 
the Judge of the Supreme Consular Court and the seal of the 
Court or under the hand and Consular seal of one of Her 
Majesty’s Consular Officers, shall be taken as conclusive evidence 
of the same, and no proof of the handwriting or seal purporting 
to certify the same hel be required. 

92. In every case, civil or criminal, heard in a Consular 
Court, proper minutes of the procecdings shall be drawn up, 
and shall be signed by the Judge or Consular Officer before whom 
the proceedings are taken, and sealed with the scal of the 
Court, and shall, where Assessors are present, be open for 
ee inspection and for their signature, if soncurred in by 

em. 


The minutes, with depositions of witnesses and notes of 
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evidence taken at the trial by the Judge or Consular Officer, 
shall be preserved in the public office of the Court. 

93. In a civil case a Consular Court may order such costs, or 
costs, charges, and expenses, as to the Court secm reasonable, 
to be paid by any party to the proceeding, or out of any fund 
to which the proceeding relates. 

94. A Consular Court, either of its own motion, or, in civil 
cases, on the application of any party to any suit or proceeding 
or reference, may summon as a witness any British subject in 
the Ottoman dominions,—but so that a Provincial Consular 
Court shall have power so to summon British subjects in its 
own district only. 

Any British subject, duly served with such a summons and 
with reasonable notice of the time and place at which his atten- 
dance is required, failing to attend accordingly, and not excusing 
his failure to the satisfaction of the Court, shail over and above 
any other hability to which he may be subject, be liable to a 
fine of not more than one hundred pounds sterling, or to im- 
prisonment for not more than one month in the discretion of 
the Court. 

95. In civil cases a Consular Court may, where the circum- 
stances appear to justify it, order that the expenses of a witness, 
on his Spree to give evidence, shall be defrayed by the 
parties, or any of them. 

96. Any person appearing before a Consular Court to give 
evidence in any case, civil or criminal, may be examined or give 
evidence on oath, in the form or with the ceremony that he 
declares to be binding on his conscience. 

97. Any Bnitish subject wilfully giving false evidence in an 
suit or proceeding, civil or oniminals or on any reference, sha 
be deemed guilty of wilful and corrupt perjury. 

98. All costs and all charges and expenses of witnesses, 
prosecutions, punishments, and deportations, and other charges 
and expenses, and all fees, fines, forfeitures, and pecuniary 
penalties payable under this Order, may be levied by distress 
and seizure, and sale of ships, goods, and lands; and no bill of 
sale, or mortgage, or transter of property, made with a view to 
security in regard to crimes or offences committed, or to be 
committed, shall be of any avail to defeat the provisions of this 
Order. 

99. All fees, fines, forfeitures, and pecuniary penalties levied 
under this Order shall be carried to the public account, and be 
applied in diminution of the public expenditure on account of

100. A copy of this Order shall be exhibited in each Consular 
Court and Consulate in the Ottoman dominions. Printed copies 
shall be provided and sold at such reasonable price as the Judge 
of the Supreme Consular Court directs. 

101. Any suit or proceeding shall not be commenced in a 
Consular Court against any person for anything done or omitted 
under this Order, or any rule made under it, unless notice in

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writing is given by the intending plaintiff or prosecutor to the 
intended defendant one month at least before the commence- 
ment of the suit or proceeding, nor unless it 1s commenced 
within three months next after the act or omission complained 
of, or in case of a continuation of damage within three months 
next after the doing of such damage has ceased. 

The plaintiff in any such suit shall not succeed if tender of 
sufficient amends is made by the defendant before the com- 
mencement thereof, and if no tender is made, the defendant may, 
by leave of the Court, at any time pay into Court such sum of 
money as he thinks fit, whereupon such proceeding and order 
shall be had and made in and by the Court as may be had and 
made on the payment of money into Court in an ordinary 
suit. 

102. In any case in the decision of which, under the Capitu- 
lations, Articles of Peace, and Treaties with the Sublime Ottoman 
Porte, any of Her Majesty’s Consuls may or ought to concur, 
the Judge of the Supreme Consular Court or a Consular Officer 
exercising jurisdiction under this Order shall exclusively act on 
the part and on behalf of Her Majesty. 

And the Right Honourable the Earl Russcll, and the Right 
Honourable Edward Cardwell, and the Right Honourable Sir 
Charles Wood, three of Her Majesty’s Principal Secretaries of 
State, and the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty, are to 
give the necessary directions herein as to them may respectively 
appertain.

The Deputy Adjutant-General to receive 1. a-day, in addition 
to the Pay of his Rank, until promoted to be Colonel-Comman- 
dant, when his pay was to be made up to 21.

Which rates of Pay have been continued to the present time,

WHEREAS an Act of Parliament was passed in the Session of 
the sixth and seventh years of Her Majesty's reign (chapter 
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eighty) “for the better government of Her Majesty’s subjects 
resorting to China”: 

And whereas by that Act it was enacted (among other 
things) that it should be lawful for Her Majesty, by any Order 
or Orders made with the advice of Her Privy Council, to ordain 
for the government of Her Majesty’s subjects being within the 
dominions of the Emperor of China, or ine within any ship 
or vessel at a distance of not more than one hundred miles 
from the coast of China, any law or ordinance which to Her 
Majesty in Council might seem meet, as fully and effectually as 
any such law or ordinance could be made by Her Majesty in 
Council for the government of Her Majesty’s subjects being 
within Her Majesty’s Island of Hong Kong: : 

And whereas another Act of Parhament was passed in the 
same Session (chapter ninety-four) ‘To remove doubts as to 
the exercise of power and jurisdiction by Her Majesty within 
divers countries and places out of Her Majesty's dominions 
and to render the same more effectual” (to which Act the 
expression The Foreign Junsdiction Act when hereafter used 
in this Order refers): 

And whereas by The Foreign Jurisdiction Act it was enacted 
(among other things) that it was and should be lawful for Her 
Majesty to hold exercise and enjoy any power or junsdiction 
which Her Majesty then had or mght at any time thereafter 
have within any country or place ont of Her Majesty’s 
dominions, in the same and as ample a manner as if Her 
Majesty had acquired such power or jurisdiction by the cession 
or conquest of territory : , 

And whereas Her Majesty has had and now has power and 
jurisdiction in the dominions of the Emperor of China and in 
the dominions of the Tycoon of Japan: 

And whereas Her Majesty was pleased from time to time, 
by and with the advice of Her Pnvy Council, by Orders in 
Council of the several dates in the Schedule to this Order 
specified, to ordain laws and ordinances for the better govern- 
ment of Her Majesty’s subjects being within the dominions of 
the Emperor of China, or being within certain ships or vesscls 
at a distance of not more than one hundred miles from the 
coast of China, and to make provision for the exercise of Her 
Majesty’s power and jurisdiction aforesaid in the dominions of 
the Sore ahs of China and of the Tycoon of Japan respec- 
tively: | 

Rad whereas it has seemed to Her Majesty, by and with 
the advice of Her Privy Council, to be expedient at the present 
time to revise the provisions of the said Orders, and to ordain 
further and other en and ordinances for the better govern- 
ment of Her Majesty’s subjects being within the dominions of 
the Emperor of China, or being within such ships or vessels as 
aforesaid, and to make further and other provision for the due

| And whereas, under the authority of provisions in this 
behalf in the first recited Act contained, ordinances for the 
pone order and good government of Her Majesty's subjects 
eing within the dominions of the Emperor of China or being 
within certain ships or vessels at a distance of not more than 
one hundred miles from the coast of China, have been from 
time to time made by the Superintendent of the Trade of Her 
Majesty’s subjects in China (such Superintendent being also 
the Governor of Hong Kong), with the advice of the Legislative 
Council of Hong Kong, which ordinances are known as Consular 
Ordinances : 

And whereas such of those Consular Ordinances as are 
described in the Schedule to this Order are now in force, wholly 
or in part, but they are liable to repeal by Order of Her Majesty 
in Council, and it is expedient that they be repealed, such of 
their provisions as are not intended to be abrogated being 
consolidated with this Order:

The term “Bnitish vessel” includes every vessel being a 
British ship within the meaning of The Merchant Shipping 
Act, 1854, or any other Act of Parliament for the time 
bemg in force for the regulation of merchant shipping,— 
and any vessel owned wholly or in part by any person 
entitled to be the owner of a British ship in the sense 
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aforesaid,—and any vessel provided with sailing-letters 
from the Governor or Officer administering the Govern- 
ment of Hong Kong, or from the Chief Superintendent of 
Trade: 

The term “Treaty” includes Convention and any Agree- 
ment, Regulations, Rules, Articles, Tariff, or other 
instrument annexed to a Treaty or agreed on in pur- 
suance of any stipulation thereof: 

The term “month” means calendar month: 

Words importing the plural or the singular may be con- 
strued as referring to one person or thing, or more than 
one person or thing, and words importing the masculine 
as referring to females (as the case may require). 

3. The provisions of this Order relating to British subjects 
apply to all subjects of Her Majesty, whether by birth or by 
naturalization. | 

The provisions of this Order relatmg to foreigners apply to 
subjects of the Emperor of China and of the Tycoon of Japan 
respectively and subjects or citizens of any State other daa 
China or Japan (not being enemies of Her Majesty). 

4, All Her Majesty’s jurisdiction exercisable in China or in 
Japan for the judicial hearing and determination of matters in 

ifference between British subjects, or between foreigners and 
British subjects,—or for the administration or control of the 
property or persons of British subjects,—or for the repression or 

unishment of crimes or offences committed by British sub- 
jects,—or for the maintenance of order among British subjects, 
—shall be exercised under and according to the provisions of 
this Order, and not otherwise. 

5. Subject to the other provisions of this Order, the civil 
and criminal jurisdiction aforesaid shall, as far as circumstances 
admit, be exercised upon the principles of and in conformity 
with the Common Law, the Rules of Equity, the Statute Law,

He shall be a subject of Her Majesty (by birth or naturaliza- 
tion) who at the time of his appointment is a member of the 
bar of England, Scotland, or Ireland, of not less than seven 
years’ standing, or has filled the office of Assistant Judge or 
Law Secretary in the Supreme Court, or the office of Judge or 
Legal Vice-Consul or Law Secretary in Her Majesty’s Consular 
Service. 

10. The Judge may, from time to time, in case of his 
absence or intended absence from the district of the Consulate 
of Shanghai, either in the discharge of his duty or with per- 
mission of one of Her Majesty’s Principal Secretaries of State, 
or in case of illness, appoint, by writing under his hand and the 
seal of the Supreme Court, a fit person to be his deputy for the 
time therein mentioned; but every such appointment shall be 
revocable at pleasure by the Judge, by writing under his hand 
and the seal of the Supreme Court. 

The person so appointed shall, during the continuance of 
ae jepomunent have all the like power and authority as the 

udge. 

11. During a vacancy in the office of Judge, or on emer- 
gency: a fit person, approved by one of Her Majesty’s Principal 

ecretaries of State, or (in the absence of notice to Her 
Majesty's Minister in China of any such approval) by Her 
Majesty’s Minister in China, may temporarily be and act as 
Acting Judge, with all the power and authority of the Judge. 

12. There shall be Meached to the Supreme Cowt— 

(1.) An Assistant Judge. 

‘53 A Law Secretary. 

(3.) So many officers and clerks as one of Her Ma- 
jesty’s Principal Secretaries of State from time 
to time thinks fit. 

13. The Assistant Judge shall be appointed by Her Majesty, 
by warrant under Her Royal sign manual. 

14. The Assistant Judge shall hear and determine such 
matters and questions arising in suits and proceedings of a 
civil nature originally instituted in the Supreme Court as are 
from time to time specially referred to him by the Judge; but 
in every such case any party to the suit or proceeding shall be 
entitled, as of course, to a re-hearing before the Judge. 

15. The Assistant Judge shall hear and determine in a 
summary way such erimial charges originally brought before 
the Supreme Court as may be lawfully so heard and deter- 
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ye and as are from time to time referred to him by the 
udge. 

16. In case of the absence or illness of the Assistant Judge, 
or during a vacancy in the office of Assistant Judge, or during 
the temporary saloviient of the Assistant Judge in any other 
capacity, or on emergency, the Judge may, by writing under 
his hand and the seal of the Supreme Court, appoint the Law 
Secretary, or any fit person approved by one of Her Majesty’s 
Principal Secretaries of State, or by Her Majesty’s Minister 
in China, to act as Assistant Judge for the time therein men- 
tioned; but every such appointment shall be revocable at 
pleasure, by the i by writing under his hand and the seal 
of the Supreme Court. 

The ie Secretary, or other person so appointed, shall, 
during the continuance of his appointment, have all the power 
and authority of the Assistant Judge. 

17. The baw Secretary shall be appointed by Her Majesty, 
by warrant under Her Royal sign manual. 

18. The Law Secretary shall be the Registrar of the Court. 

19. The Law Secretary shall hear and determine such 
matters and questions arising in suits and proceedings of a 
civil nature originally instituted in the Supreme Court as the 
Judge from time to time for the despatch of urgent business, 
thinks fit to refer specially to him; but in every such case any 
party to the suit or proceeding shall be entitled, as of course, 
to a re-hearing before the Judge.- 

20. The Law Secretary shall discharge such duties in con- 
nection with the conduct of criminal prosecutions as the Judge 
from time to time directs. 

21. The Law Secretary shall hear and determine in a sum- 
mary way such criminal charges originally brought before the 
Supreme Court as may be lawfully so heard and determined, 
and as the Judge from time to time for the despatch of urgent 
business thinks fit to refer specially to him. 

22. In case of the absence or illness of the Law Secretary, 
or during a vacancy in the office of Law Secretary, or during 
the temporary employment of the Law Secretary in any other 
capacity, or on emergency, the Judge may, by writing under 
his hand and the seal of the Supreme Court, apen any fit 
person approved by one of Her Majesty's Principal Secretaries 
of State, or by Her Majesty’s Minister in China, to act as Law 
Secretary for the time therein mentioned; but every such 
appointment shall be revocable, at pleasure, by the Judge, by 
writing under his hand and the seal of the Supreme Court. 

The person so appointed shall, during the continuance of 
his appointment, have all the power and authority of the Law 
pacar 
23. The Judge, Assistant Judge, and Law Secretary shall 
hold office during the pleasure of Her Majesty, but any warrant 
of appointment to the office of Judge, Assistant Judge, or Law 
Secretary shall not be vacated by reason only of a demise of 
the Crown. 
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In case at any time Her Majesty thinks fit by warrant 
under Her Royal sign manual to revoke the warrant appoint- 
ing any person to be Judge, Assistant Judge, or Law Secre- 
tary,—or while there is a Judge, Assistant Judge, or Law 
Secretary in office, thinks fit, by warrant under Her Royal sign 
manual to appoint another person to be Judge, Assistant Judge, 
or Law Secretary (as the case may be),—then, and in every 
such case, until the warrant of revocation or of new appoint- 
ment is notified by Her Majesty’s Minister in China to the 
person holding office, all powers and authorities vested in that 

erson shall continue and be deemed to have continued in as 
a force,—aud he shall continue and be deemed to have con- 
tinued entitled to all the privileges and emoluments of the 
office as fully,—and all things done by him shall be and be 
deemed to have been as valid in law,—as if such warrant of 
revocation or new appointment had not been made. 

24. One of Her Majesty’s Principal Secretaries of State 
may, and Her Majesty's Ministers in China and Japan respec- 
tively, with the approval of the Judge of the Supreme Court 
in each instance first obtained, may from time to time tempo- 
rarily attach to the Supreme Court any persons holding appoint- 
ments as Consuls or ice dle. 

Every person so attached shall discharge such duties in 
connection with the Court as the Judge from time to time, 
with the approval of one of Her Majesty’s Principal Secretaries 
of State, directs, and shall have the like power and authority 
as the Assistant Judge or Law Secretary has, according as in 
each case the nature of the duties directed to be discharged by 
the person so attached may require. 

25. Each of Her Majesty’s Consuls-General, Consuls, and 
Vice-Consuls (holding a commission as such from Her Majesty) 
resident in China or in Japan (with the exception of Her 
Majesty’s Consul at Shanghai, and with such other exceptions 
as one of Her Majesty’s Principal Secretaries of State at any 
time thinks fit to make),—or any person acting temporarily, 
with the approval of one of Her Majesty’s Principal Secretaries 
of State, or of Her Majesty’s Minister in China or in Japan, as 
and for a Consul-General, Consul, or Vice-Consul, so commis- 
sioned as aforesaid,—shall, for and in his own Consular district, 
hold and form a Court styled Her Britannic Majesty's Court at 
[ Canton, or as the case may be],—hereafter in this Order called a 
Provincial Court. 

Each Provincial Court shall have a seal bearing its style 
and such device as one of Her Majesty’s Principal Secretaries 
of State from time to time directs. 

26. Every male British subject resident in China or in 
Japan,—heing of the age of twenty-one years or upwards,— 
being able to speak and read English,—having or earning a 
gross income at the rate of not less than 250 dollars a year,— 
not having been attainted of treason or felony, or convicted 
of any crime that is infamous (unless he has obtained a free 
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pardon),—and not being under outlawry,—shall be qualified 
to serve on a jury. | | 

27. All persons so qualified shall be liable so to serve, 
except the following :— 

Persons in Her Majesty’s Diplomatic, Consular, or other 

Civil service in actual employment; 
Officers, clerks, keepers of prisons, messengers, and other 
ersons attached to or in the service of any of Her 
Majesty's Courts ; 

. Officers and others on full pay in Her Majesty’s Navy or 
Army, or in actual employment in the service of any 
Department connected therewith ; 

Persons holding appointments in the Civil service, and 
Commissione Officers in the Naval or Military service, of 
the Emperor of China or of the Tycoon of Japan ; 

Clergymen and ministers in the actual discharge of pro- 
fessional duties ; 

Advocates and attorneys in actual practice ; 

Physicians, surgeons, and apothecaries in actual practice ; 

and except persons disabled by mental or bodily infirmity, 

28. On or before the 14th day of Septamber in the year 
1865, and on or before the 14th day of January in every 
subsequent year, each Court shall make out a list of the per- 
sons so qualified and liable, resident within its district. 

The list shall, on or before the 21st day of the same respec- 
tive month, be affixed in some conspicuous place in the Court, 
and shall be there exhibited until the end of that month, with 
a notice annexed that on a day specified, not being sooner 
than the 7th or later than the 14th day of the then next 
month, the Court will hold a special sitting for the revision of 
the list. ; 

The Court shall hold such special sitting accordingly, and 
at such sitting, or at some adjournment thereof (of which 
public notice shall be given), shall revise the list by striking 
out the name of any person appearing to be not qualified or 
not liable to serve, and by inserting the name of any person 
omitted and appearing to be so qualified and liable, either on 
the application of the person omitted, or on such notice to him 
as the Court thinks fit. 

The list shall be finally revised and settled not later than 
the 21st day of October in the year 1865, and not later than 
the 21st day of February in every subsequent year, and when 
settled shall be affixed in some conspicuous place in the Court, 
and be there exhibited during not less than two months. | 

Such list, as settled, shall be brought into use in the year 
1865, on the lst day of November, and in every subsequent 
year on the lst day of March, and in every case shall be used 
as the Jury List of the Court until the lst day of March next 
after the time of its being brought into use. 

29. Where, in pursuance of this Order, a jury is ordered, 
the Court shall summon so many of the persons comprised in 
the jury list, not fewer than fifteen, as seem requisite. 
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Any person failing to attend according to such summons 
shall be liable to such fine, not exceeding 50 dollars, as the 
Court thinks fit to impose. 

Any such fine shall not be levied until after the expiration 
of fourteen days. The proper officer of the Court shall forth- 
with give to the person fined notice in writing of the umposi- 
tion of the fine, and require him within six days after receipt 
of the notice to file an affidavit excusing his non-attendance 
(if he desires to do so). The Court shall consider the affidavit, 
and may, if it seems proper, remit tlic fine. 

30. A jury shall consist of five jurors. 

31. In civil and in criminal cases the like challenges shall 
be allowed as in England, with this addition,—that in civil 
cases each party may challenge three jurors peremptorily. 

32. A jury shall be required to give an unanimous verdict. 

33. Where a provincial Court proceeds, in pursuance of this 
Order, to hear and determine any case, civil or criminal, with 
Assessors, the Court shall nominate and summon as Assessors 
not less than two and not more than four indifferent Bnitish 
subjects of good repute, resident in the district of the Court. 

Where, Towerer by reason of local circumstances, the 
Court is able to obtain the presence of one fit person only as 
Assessor, the Court may sit with him alone as Assessor; and 
where for like reasons the Court is not able to obtain the pre- 
sence of any fit person as Assessor, the Court may (notwith- 
standing anything in this Order) sit without an Assessor; but 
In every such case the Court shall record in the minutes of pro- 
ceedings its reasons for sitting with one Assessor only, or 
without an Assessor. 

34. An Assessor shall not have voice or vote in the decision 
of the Court in any case, civil or criminal; but an Assessor 
dissenting in a civil case from any decision of the Court, or in a 
criminal case from any decision of the Court or the conviction 
or the amount of punishment awarded, may record in the 
minutes of proceedings his dissent and the grounds thereof; 
and an Assessor dissenting shall be entitled to receive gratis a 
certified copy of the minutes. 

35. All Her Majesty’s jurisdiction, civil and criminal, exer- 
cisable in China, shall, for and within the district of the 
Consulate of Shanghai, be vested exclusively in the Supreme 
Court as its ordinary original jurisdiction. 

36. All Her Majesty’s jurisdiction, civil and criminal, exer- 
cisable in China beyond the district of the Consulate of 
Shanghai and not under this Order vested exclusively in the 
Supreme Court,—and all Her Majesty's jurisdiction, civil and 
criminal, exercisable in Japan and not under this Order vested 
exclusively in the Supreme Court,—shall, to the extent and in 
the manner provided by this Order, be vested in the Provincial 
Courts each for and within its own district. 

37. The Supreme Court shall have, in all matters civil and 
criminal, an extra-ordinary original jurisdiction throughout

China and Japan concurrent with the jurisdiction of the several 
Provincial Courts, such extra-ordinary jurisdiction to be exer- 
cised subject and according to the provisions of this Order. 

_ 38. The Judge of the Supreme Court may, from time to 
time, visit in a magisterial or judicial capacity any Provincial 
Court, and there inquire of, or hear and determine, any case, 
civil or criminal, pending in that Court, or arising waitin its 
district,—or, from time to time, may appoint the Assistant 
Judge or the Law Secretary of the Supreme Court to visit in 
ae like capacity and for the hke purpose any Provincial 
ourt. 

39. A Provincial Court may, of its own motion, or on the 
application of any person concerned, report to the Supreme 
Court the pendency of any case, civil or criminal, which appears 
to the Provincial Court fit to be heard and determined by the 
Supreme Court. 

The Supreme Court shall thereupon direct in what mode 
and where the case shall be heard and determined, and (not- 
withstanding anything in this Order) the same shall be soa 
heard and determined accordingly. 

40. Every Court shall, in the exercise of every part of its 
respective jurisdiction, be a Court of Record. 

41. The Judge of the Supreme Court may from time to 
time admit fit persons to practise in the Supreme Court as 
barristers, attorneys, aud solicitors, or in any of those 
capacities. 

The Judge of the Supreme Court may from time to time 
subject to the approval of one of Her Majesty's Principal 
Secretaries of State, make Rules for regulating the admission 
of persons to practise as aforesaid m Provincial Courts. 

42. Her Majesty’s Consul at Shanghai shall have all the 
powers and authonitics of the Shenff of a county in England, 
with all the privileges and immunities of the office, and as such 
Sheriff shall be charged with the execution of all decrees, 
orders, and sentences made and passed by the Supreme Court, 
on the requisition in that behalf of the Supreme Court. 

43. Each Provincial Court shall execute any writ, order, or 
warrant issuing from the Supreme Court and directed to the 
Provincial Court;—and may take security from any person 
named therein for his appearance personally or by attorney, 
according to the’ writ, order, or warrant ;—or may cause such 

erson to be taken, in custody or otherwise, to the Supreme 
Court, or elsewhere in China or Japan, according to the writ, 
order, or warrant. 

44, Any of Her Majesty's Courts in China or in Japan may 
execute any writ, order, or warrant issuing from the Supreme 
Court of Hong Kong, and accompanied by a request for such 
execution in writing under the seal of that Court ;—and may 
take security from any person named in any such writ, order, 
or warrant for his appearance personally or by attorney at 
Hong Kong;—or may cause any such person to be taken, in 
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custody or otherwise, to Hong Kong, according to the writ, 
order, or warrant. 

45. Any of Her Majesty's Judicial or Consular Officers shall 
not be liable to an action for the escape of any person taken 
under any writ, order, or warrant of the Supreme Court of 
Hong Kong. 

46. Her Majesty’s several Courts in China and Japan shall 
be auxiliary to one another in all particulars relative to the 
administration of justice, civil or criminal. 

47. Each Provincial Court shall every six months furnish 
to the Supreme Court for China and Japan a report respecting 
every case, civil and criminal, brought before it, in such form 
as the Judge of the Supreme Court from time to time directs. 

48. Every Court may promote reconciliation, and encourage 
and facilitate the settlement in an amicable way of any suit or 
proceeding pending before it. 

49. A Court may, with the consent of the parties, refer to 
arbitration the final determination of any suit or proceeding 
pending before it, or of all matters in difference between the 
parties, on such terms and with such directions as to appoint- 
ment of an arbitrator and other things as may seem fit, and 
may, if it thimks fit, take from the parties, or any of them, 
security to abide by the result of the reference. 

In any such case the award shall be final and conclusive. 

On the application of any party a decree of the Court ma 
be entered in conformity with the award, and such decree shall 
not be open to any appeal or re-hearing whatever. 

00. Every agreement for reference to arbitration or sub- 
mission to arbitration by consent may, on the application of 
any party, be made a rule of a Court having junsdiction in the 
matter of the reference or submission, which Court shall there- 
upon have power and authority to enforce the agreement or 
submission and the award made thereunder, and to control and 
regulate the proceedings before and after the award in such 
manner and on such terms as may be just. 

51. The Supreme and every other Court shall be a Court of 
Law and of Equity. 

52. The Supreme and every other Court shall be a Court of 
Bankruptcy, and as such shall, as far as circumstances admit, 
have (as to a Provincial Court. for and within its own district), 
with respect to British subjects and to their debtors and 
creditors, being either British subjects or foreigners submitting 
to the jurisdiction of the Court, all such juriadiecon as for the 
time being belongs to the Court of Bankruptcy and the County 
Courts in England, or to any other judicial authority having 
for the time being jurisdiction in Bankruptcy in England. 

53. The Supreme and every other Court shall (as to a 
Provincial Court, for and within its own district) have and 
discharge all the powers, rights, and duties appertaining to the 
office of Coroner in England,—summoning when necessary a 
jury of not less than three persons comprised in the Jury List 
of the Court. 
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Any person failing to attend according to such summons 
shall be fable to the like fine, to be levied in the hike manner, 
as in this Order provided with reference to juries in civil and 
criminal proceedings. 

54. The Supreme Court shall be a Vice-Admiralty Court, 
and as such shall, for and within China and Japan, and for 
vessels and persons coming to and within China or Japan, have 
all such jurisdiction as for the time being ordinarily belongs to 
Vice-Admiralty Courts in Her Majesty’s possessions abroad. 

55. The Supreme Court shall, as far as circumstances admit, 
have in itself exclusively, for and within China and Japan, with 
respect to British subjects, all such jurisdiction relative to the 
custody and management of the persons and estates of persons 
of unsound mind as for the time being belongs to the Lord 
Chancellor or other person or persons in England intrusted by 
virtue of Her Majesty’s sign manual with the care and commit- 
ment of the custody of the persons and estates of persons found 
by inquisition in England, idiot, lunatic, or of unsound mind. 

56. The Supreme Court shall be a Court for Matrimonial 
Causes, and as such shall, as far as circumstances admit, have 
in itself exclusively, for and within China and Japan, with 
respect to Bnitish subjects, all such jurisdiction, except the 
junsdiction relative to dissolution or nullity or jactitation of 
marniage, as for the time being belongs to the Court for Divorce 
and Matrimonial Causes in England. 

57. The Supreme Court shall be a Court of Probate, and as 
such shall, as far as circumstances admit, have, for and within 
China and Japan, with respect to the property of British 
subjects having at the time of death their fixed places of abode 
in China or Japan, all such jurisdiction as for the time being 
belongs to Her Majesty’s Court of Probate in England. 

A Provincial Court shall, however, also have power to grant 
probate or administration where there is no contention respect- 
ing the right to the grant, and it is proved on oath that the 
deceased had at the time of his death his fixed place of abode 
within the jurisdiction of the Provincial Court. 

Probate or administration granted by a Provincial Court 
shall have effect over all the property of the deceased within 
China and Japan, and shall effectually discharge persons 
dealing with an executor or administrator thereunder, and 
that, notwithstanding any defect afterwards appears in the 

t. 

Such a grant shall not be impeachable by reason only that 
the deceased had not at the time of his death his fixed place cf 
abode within the particular jurisdiction. 

58. Any person having in his possession or under his con- 
trol any paper or writing of a deceased British subject beng 
or purporting to be testamentary, shall forthwith bring the 
original to the Court within the district whereof such person is 
at the time of his first knowledge of the death of the ed 
and deposit it there. 

E 
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Any person neglecting to do so for fourteen days after 
having knowledge of the death of the deceased shall be lable 
to such penalty, not exceeding 250 dollars, as the Court thinks 
fit to impose. 

59. From the death of a British subject, having at the time 
of death his fixed place of abode in China or Japan, intestate, 
until adininistration granted, his personal property within 
China and Japan shall be vested in the Judge of the Supreme 
Court, as the personal property of an intestate in England is 
vested in the Judge of Her Majesty’s Court of Probate there. 

60. If any person, other than one of Her Majesty’s Consular 
Officers, takes possession of and in any manner administers any 
part of the personal property of any person deceased without 
obtaining probate or administration within three months after 
the death of the deceased,—or within one month after the term1- 
nation of any suit or dispute respecting probate or administra- 
tion (if there is any such which is not ended within two months 
after the death of the deceased),—he shall be liable to such 
penalty not exceeding 500 dollars as the Court having junisdic- 
tion in the matter of the property of the deceased thinks fit to 
Impose; and in every such case the same fees shall be payable 
by the person so administering as would have been payable by 
him if he had obtained probate or administration. 

61. Where a British subject, not having at the time of 
death his fixed place of abode in China or dacan, dies there, 
the Court within whose district he dies shall, where the circum- 
stances of the case appear to the Court so to require, forthwith 
on the death of the deceased, or as soon after as may be, take 
possession of his personal property within the particular juris- 
diction, or put it under the seal of the Court (in either case, if 
the nature of the property or other circumstances so require, 
making an inventory), and so keep the property until it can be 
dealt with according to law. 

62. Where a suit originally instituted in the Supreme Court 
relates to money goods or other property or any matter at 
issue of the amount or value of 1,500 dollars or upwards,—or is 
brought for recovery of damages of the amount of 1,500 dollars 
or upwards,—the suit shall, on the demand of either party, be, 
under order of the Court, tried with a jury 

Iu uny case (except where, according to the Rules of the 
Court, the suit 1s to be heard and determined in a summary 
way) a suit so instituted may be tried with a jury, if the Court, 
of its own motion or on the application of either party, thinks 
fit so to order. 

One of Her Majesty’s Principal Secretaries of State may, by 
order under his hand, extend the present provision to any 
Provincial Court where it appears to him there is sufficient 
jury list. 

63. Where a suit instituted n a Provincial Court relates to 
money goods or other property of a less amount or value than 
1,500 dollars,—or does not relate to or involve, directly or in-

directly, a question respecting any matter at issue of the 
amount or value of 1,500 dollars or upwards,—or is brought for 
recovery of damages of a less amount than 1,500 dollars,— 
the Court may hear and determine the case without Assessors. 

In all other cases the Court (subject to the provisions of 
this Order respecting inability to obtain an Assessor) shall hear 
and determine the case with Assessors. 

64. Every Court may cause to be apprehended and brought 
before it any British subject being within the district of the 
Court and charged with having committed a crime or offence 
in China or in Japan, and may deal with the accused according 
to the jurisdiction of the Court and in conformity with the 
provisions of this Order ;—or where the crime or offence is - 
triable, and is to be tried,in Her Majesty’s dominions, may take 
the preliminary examination, and commit the accused for trial, 
ne cause or allow him to be taken to the place of intended 
trial. 

65. Where a person charged with having committed a 
crime or offence in the district of one Court escapes or removes 
from that district and is found within the district of another 
Court, the Court within the district of which he is found may 
proceed in the case to examination, indictment, trial, and 
punishment, or in a summary way (as the cuse may require), in 
the same manner as if the crime or offence had been committed 
in its own district ;—or may, on the requisition or with the con- 
sent of the Court of the district in which the crime or offence 
is charged to have been committed, send him in custody to 
that Court, or require him to give security for his surrender to 
that Court, there to answer the charge and be dealt with 
according to law. 

Where any person is to be so sent in custody a warrant 
shall be issued by the Court within the district of which he is 
found, and such warrant shall be sufficient authority to any 
person to whom it is directed to receive and detain the person 
therein named, and carry him to and deliver him up to the 
Court of the district within which the crime or offence was 
committed, according to the warrant. 

66. Where a warrant or order of arrest 1s issued by a com- 
petent authority in Her Majesty's dominions for the apprehen- 
sion of a British subject, who is charged with having committed 
a crime or offence within the jurisdiction of the authority 
issuing the warrant or order, and who is, or 1s supposed to be, 
in China or in Japan, and the warrant or order is produced to 
any Court, the Court may back the warrant or order; and the 
game, when so backed, shall be sufficient authority to any 
person to whom the warrant or order was originally directed, 
and also to any constable or other officer of the Court by which 
it is backed, to apprehend the accused at any place where the 
Court by which the warrant or order is backed has jurisdiction, 
and to carry him to and deliver him up in Her Majesty's 
dominions, according to the warrant or order.

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67. Where any person is charged with the commission of a 
crime or offence the cognizance whereof appertains to any of 
Her Majesty’s Courts in China or in Japan, and it is expedient 
that the crime or offence be inquired of, tried, determined, and 
punished withm Her Majesty’s dominions, the accused may 
(under The Foreign Jurisdiction Act, section 4), be sent for trial 
to Hong Kong. 

The Judge of the Supreme Court may, where it appears 
expedient, by warrant under his hand and seal and the seal of 
the Supreme Court, cause the accused to be taken for trial to 
none Kong accordingly. 

‘here any person is to be so taken to Hong Kong, the 
Court before which he is charged shall take the preliminary 
examination, and shall send the depositions to Hong Kong, and 
(if if seems necessary or proper) may bind over such of the 
proper witnesses as are British subjects in their own recogniz- 
ances to appear and give evidence on the trial. 

68. All crimes which in England are capital shall be tried 
by the Judge of the Supreme Court with a jury. 

Other crimes and offences above the degree of misde- 
meanour, tried before the Judge, Assistant Judge, or Law 
Secretary of the Supreme Court, and not heard and determined 
in a summary way, shall be tried with a jury. 

Any crime or offence tried before the Judge, Assistant 
Judge, or Law Secretary of the Supreme Court, may be tried 
with a jury where the i udge, Assistant Judge, or Law Secre- 
tary so directs. 

Subject to the foregoing provisions, such classes of criminal 
cases tried before the Judge, Assistant Judge, or Law Secre- 
tary of Supreme Court, as the Judge, having regard to the law 
and practice existing in England, from time to time directs, 
shall be heard and determined in a summary way. 

69. Where any person is sentenced to suffer the punish- 
ment of death, the Judge of the Supreme Court shall forthwith 
send a report of the sentence, with a copy of the minutes of 
proceedings and notes of evidence in the case, and with any 
observations the Judge thinks fit, to Her Majesty’s Minister in 
China or in Japan, according as the crime is committed in 
China or in Japan. 

The sentence shall not be carried into execution without 
the direction of Her Majesty’s Minister in China or in Japan (as 
the case may be) in writing under his hand. - 

In any such case, if Her Majesty’s Minister in China or in 
Japan (as the case may be) does not direct that the sentence 
of death be carried into execution, he shall direct what punish- 
ment in lieu of the punishment of death is to be inflicted on 
the person convicted, and the person convicted sball be liable 
to be so punished accordingly. 

70. Where the crime or offence with which any person is 
charged before a Provincial Court is any crime or offence other 
than assault endangering life, cutting, maiming, arson, or 
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housebreaking, and appears to the Court to be such that, if 
proved, it would be adequately punished by imprisonment, 
with or without hard labour, for a term not exceeding three 
months, or by a fine not exceeding 200 dollars, the Court shall 
hear and determine the case in a summary way and without 
Assessors. 

In other cases the Court shall hear and determine the case 
on indictment and with Assessors (subject to the provisions of 
this Order respecting inability to obtain an Assessor). 

71. A Provincial Court may impose the punishment of 1m- 
prisonment for any term not exceeding twelve months, with or 
without hard labour, and with or without a fine not exceeding 
1,000 dollars, or the punishment of a fine not exceeding 1,000 
dollars, without imprisonment. 

72. Where the crime or offence with which any person is 
charged before a Provincial Court appears to the Court to be 
such that, if proved, it would not be adequately punished by 
such punishment as the Court has power to impose, and the 
accused is not to be sent for trial to Her Majesty’s dominions, 
the Court shall reserve the case to be heard and determined by 
or under the special authority of the Supreme Court. 

The Provincial Court shall take the depositions, and forth- 
with send them, with a minute of other evidence, if any, and a 
report on the case, to the Supreme Court. 

The Supreme Court shall direct in what mode and where 
the case shall be heard and determined, and (notwithstanding 
anything in this Order) the same shall be so heard and deter- 
mined accordingly. 

73. Every Cat and authority in imposing and inflicting 
punishments, and Her Majesty’s Ministers in China and Japan 
in directing what punishment is to be inflicted in lieu of the 
punishment of death, shall have regard, as far as circumstances 
admit, and subject to the other provisions of this Order, to the 
punishments imposed by the law of England in like cases, and 
to the mode im which the same are inflicted in England. 

74, Any Court (but, in the case of a Provincial Court, subject 
to the approval of the Supreme Court), may order any person 
convicted before it of any crime or offence to pay all or any 

rt of the expenses of or preliminary to his trial and of his 
Imprisonment or other punishment. 

75. Where it appears to any Court that any charge made 
before it is malicious, or is frivolous and vexatious, the Court 
may order all or any part of the expenses of the prosecution to 
be paid by the person making the charge. 

76. In either of the two last-mentioned cases, the amount 
ordered to be paid shall be deemed a debt due to the Crown, 
and may, by virtue of the order, without further f ein 
be levied on the property of the person convicted or inaking 
the charge as the case may be. 

77. Where any punishment has been awarded by the 
Supreme or any other Court, then, if the circumstances of the 
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case make it just or expedient, the Judge of the Supreme Court 
may at any time, and from time to time, report to one of Her 
Majesty’s Principal Secretaries of State, or to Her Majesty's 
Minister in China or in Japan (according as the crime or offence 
was committed in China or Japan), recommending a mitigation 
or remission of the punishment; and on such recommendation 
any such punishment may be mitigated or remitted by direction 
of the authority to whom the report is made. 

But no such recommendation shall be made with respect to 
any punishment awarded by a Provincial Court, except on the 
recommendation of that Court, or on the dissent of an Assessor 
(if any) from the conviction or from the amount of punishment 
awarded. 

78. The Judge of the Supreme Court may, where it seems 
expedient, by warrant under his hand and the seal of the - 
Supreme Court, cause any offender convicted before any Court 
and sentenced to imprisonment to be taken to and imprisoned 
at any place in China or in Japan from time to time approved 
by one of Her Majesty’s Principal Secretaries of State as a place 
of imprisonment for offenders. 

A warrant of the Supreme Court shall be sufficient authonty 
to the governor or keeper of such place of imprisonment or 
other person to whom it is directed to receive and detain there 
the person therein named, according to the warrant. 

79. Where any offender convicted before a Court in China or 
in Japan is sentenced to suffer imprisonment in respect of the 
crime or offence of which he is convicted, and it is expedient 
that the sentence be carried into effect within Her Majesty’s 
dominions, the offender may (under “ The Foreign Jurisdiction 
Act,” section 5), be sent for imprisonment to Hong Kong. 

The Judge of the Supreme Court may, where it seems expe- 
dient, by warrant under his hand and seal and the seal of the 
Supreme Court, cause the offender to be taken to Hong Kong 
in order that the sentence passed on him may be there carried 
into effect accordingly. 

80. The Judge of the Supreme Court shall, when required 
by one of Her Majesty’s Principal Secretaries of State, send to 
the Secretary of State a report of the sentence passed by the 
Judge, Assistant-Judge, or Law Secretary of the Court in 
every case not heard and determined in a summary way, with 
a copy of the minutes of proceedings and notes of evidence, 
and the Judge may send with such report any observations he 
thinks fit. 

Every Provincial Court shall forthwith send to the Judge of 
the Supreme Court a report of the sentence passed by it in 
every case not heard and determined in a summary way, with 
a copy of the minutes of proceedings and notes of evidence, 
and with any observations the Court thinks fit. The Judge 
of the Supreme Court shall, when required by one of Her 
Majesty's Principal Secretaries of Statc, transmit the same to 
the Secretary of State, and may send therewith any observa- 
tions he thinks fit. 
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81. If any British subject commits any of the following 
offences, that is to say,— 

(1.) In China, while Her Majesty is at peace with the Em- 
peror of China, levies war or takes part in any operation 
of war against the Emperor of China, or aids or abets any 
person in carrying on war, insurrection, or rebellion 
against the Emperor of China; 

(2.) In Japan, while Her Majesty is at peace with the Tycoon 
of Japan, levies war or takes part in any operation of war 
against the Tycoon of Japan, or aids or abets any person 
in carrying on war, insurrection, or rebellion against the 
Tycoon of Japan ;— 

every person so offending shall be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanour, and on conviction thereof shall be liable (in the dis- 
cretion of the Court before which he is convicted) to be punished 
by imprisonment for any term not exceeding two years, with or 
without hard labour, and with or without a fine not exceeding 
5,000 dollars, or by a fine not exceeding 5,000 dollars, without 
imprisonment. 

In addition to such punishment, every such conviction shall, 
of itself and without further proceedings, make the person con- 
victed lable to deportation; and the ee before which he is 
convicted may order that he be deported from China or Japan 
to such place as the Court directs. ° 

82. If any British subject without the license of Her Majesty 
(proof whereof shall le on the party accused) takes part in any 
operation of war in the service of the Emperor of China against 
any persons engaged in carrying on war, insurrection, or rebel- 
lion against the Emperor of China, he shall be deemed guilty of 
a misdemeanour, and on conviction thereof shall be lable (in 
the discretion of the Court before which he is convicted) to be 
punished by imprisonment for any term not exceeding two 
years, with or without hard labour, and with or without. a fine 
not exceeding 5,000 dollars, or by a fine not exceeding 5,000 
dollars, without imprisonment. 

83. If the Court before which any person charged with 
having committed such a misdemeanour as in the two last pre- 
ceding Articles mentioned is brought is a Provincial Court, the 
Court shall report to the Judge of the Supreme Court the 
pendency of the case. 

The Judge of the Supreme Court shall thereupon direct in 
what mode and where the case shall be heard and determined, 
and (notwithstanding anything in this Order) the case shiall be 
so heard and determined accordingly. 

84. If any British subject in China or in Japan violates or 
fails to observe any stipulation of any Treaty between Her 
Majesty, Her heirs or successors, and the Emperor of China or 
the Tycoon of Japan for the time being in force, in respect of 
the violation whereof any penalty is stipulated for in the 
Treaty, he shall be deemed guilty of an offence against the 
Treaty, and on conviction thereof under this Order shall be 
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hable to a penalty not exceeding the penalty stipulated for in 
the Treaty. 

85. Her Majesty’s Minister in China may from time to time 
make such Regulations as seem fit for the peace, order, and 
good government of British subjects resident in or resorting to 

hina, and for the observance of the stipulations of Treaties 
between Her Majesty, Her heirs or successors, and the Emperor 
of China, and for the maintenance of fmendly relations between 
British subjects and Chinese subjects and authorities, and may 
make any such Regulations apply either throughout China, or 
to some one or more of the Cosular districts in China, and 
may by any such Regulations repeal or alter any Regulations 
made for any such purpose as atoresaid before the commence- 
ment of this Order. 

Any such Regulations shall not have effect unless and until 
they are approved by Her Majesty, such approval being signified 
through one of Her Majesty’s Principal Secretaries of State,— 
save that in case of urgency, declared in any such Regula- 
tions, the same shall have effect unless and until they are dis- 
approved by Her Majesty, such disapproval being signified 
through one of Her Majesty’s Principal Secretaries of State, 
and notification of such disapproval is received and published 
by Her Majesty’s Minister in China. 

86. Such Regulations may impose penalties for offences 
against the same, as follows, namely,—for each offence imprison- 
ment for any term not exceeding three months, with or without 
hard labour, and with or without a fine not exceeding 500 
dollars, or a fine not exceeding 5(0O dollars, without imprison- 
ment,—and with or without further fines for continuing cffences 
not exceeding in any case 25 dollars for each day during which 
the offence continues after the original fine is incurred,—but so 
that all such Regulations be so framed as to allow in every case 
of part only of the maximum penalty being inflicted. 

87. All such Regulations shall be printed, and a pmnted 
copy thereof shull be affixed and at all times kept exhibited 
conspicuously in the public office of each Consular Officer in 
China to whose district the Regulations apply. 

Printed copies of the Regulations applicable to each district 
shall be provided and sold therein at such reasonable price as 
Her Majesty’s Minister in China from time to time directs. 

88. No penalty shall be enforced in any Consular district 
for any offence against any such Regulation until the Regula- 
tion has been so affixed and kept exhibited in the public office 
of the Consular Officer for that district during one month. 

89. For the purpose of convicting any person committing 
an offence against any such Regulation, and for all other 
purposes, a printed copy of the Regulation, purporting to be 
certified under the hand of Her Majesty’s Minister in China, or 
under the hand and Consular seal of one of Her Majesty's 
Consular Officers in China, shall be conclusive evidence of the 
Regulation; and no proof of the handwriting or seal purporting 
to certify the same shall be required. 
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90. The foregoing provisions relative to the making, 
printing, publication, enforcement, and proof of Regulations in 
and for China shall extend and apply, mutatis mutandis, to the 
making, printing, publication, enforcement, and proof of Regu- 
lations in and for Japan, with the substitution only of Japan 
for China, and of the Tycoon of Japan for the Emperor of 
China, and of Her Majesty’s Minister in Japan for Her Maj esty’s 
Minister in China, and of Her Majesty’s Consular Officers in 
Japan for Her Majesty’s Consular Officers in China. 

91. Any charge under this Order of an offence against any 
Treaty, or against any such Regulation as cioecaid: shall be 
inquired of, heard, and determined in like manner in all respects 
as any ordinary criminal charge may be inquired of, heard, and 
determined under this Order, subject only to this qualification, 
—that (notwithstanding anything in this ped ales charge 
of an offence against any Treaty or against any Regulation for 
the observance of the stipulations of any Treaty shall be heard 
and determined in a summary way, aad (where the proceeding 
is before a Provincial Court) without Assessors. 

92. All trade of British subjects in, to, or from any part of 
Japan, except such ports and towns as are for the time being 
a to British subjects by Treaty between Her Majesty, 

er heirs or successors, and the Tycoon of Japan, is hereby 
declared unlawful. 

If any person engages in such trade as a principal, agent, 
shipowner, ship-master, or supercargo, he shall be deemed 

ty of a misdemeanour, and on conviction thereof shall be 
lable to be punished (in the discretion of the Court before 
which he is convicted) by imprisonment for any term not 
exceeding two years with or without hard labour, and with or 
without a fine not exceeding 10,000 dollars, or by a fine not 
exceeding 10,000 dollars without imprisonment. 

93. If the Court before which any person charged with 
having committed such a misdemeanour is brought is a 
Provincial Court, the Court shall report to the Judge of the 
Supreme Court the pendency of the casv. 

The Judge of the Supreme Court shall thereupon direct in 
what mode and where the case shall be heard and determined, 
and (notwithstanding anything in this Order) the case shall be 
so heard and determined accordingly. 

94. The Officer commanding any of Her Majesty’s Vessels 
of War or any of Her Majesty's Naval Officers authorized in 
this behalf by the Officer having the command of Her Majesty's 
Naval Forces in Japan by writing under his hand, may seize 
any British vessel engaged or reasonably suspected of bein 
or having been engaged in any trade by this Order declare 
unlawful, and may either detain the vessel, with the master, 
officers, supercargo, crew, and other persons engaged in navi- 
gating the vessel, or any of them, or take or cause to be taken 
the vessel, and the master, officers, supercargo, crew, and other 
persons aforesaid, or any of them, to any port or place in Japan 
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or elsewhere convenient for the prosecution of a charge for the 
misdemeanour alleged to have been committed. 

Any such vessel, master, officers, supercargo, crew, and 
persons may lawfully be detained at the place of seizure or at 
the port or place to which the vessel is so taken under the 
authority of any such officer, or of any of Her Majesty’s 
Consular Officers in China or Japan, until the conclusion of any 
proceedings taken in respect of such misdemeanour. 

95. When and as often as it appears to Her Majesty's 
Minister in Japan that the unrestricted entrance of British 
vessels into or the unrestricted passage of British vessels 
through any strait or other water in Japan may lead to acts 
of disturbance or violence, or may otherwise endanger the 
maintenance of peaceful relations and intercourse between Her 
Majesty’s subjects and the subjects of the Tycoon of Japan, 
Her Majesty's Minister may make any Regulation for prohibit- 
ing, or for restricting in such manner as seems expedient, the 
entrance or passage of any British vessel (other than a Vessel 
of War of Her Majesty) into or through any such strait or 
other water as aforesaid as defined in the Regulation. 

Her Majesty’s Minister may, from time to time, revoke or 
alter any such Regulation. 

96. The foregoing provisions of this Order relative to the 
making, printing, publication, enforcement, and proof of Regu- 
lations to be made by Her Majesty’s Minister in Japan, and to 
the mode of proceeding in respect of any charge for an offence 
against any such Regulations, shall extend and apply, mutatis 
mutandis, to any Regulation made by Her Majesty's Minister 
in Japan, as last aforesaid. 

97. If any person navigating a British vessel wilfully 
violates, or wilfully attempts to violate, any such Regulation, 
the Officer commanding any Vessel of War of Her Majesty, or 
in charge of any boat belonging to such vessel of war, may 
use force for the purpose of compelling him to desist from the 
violation or attempted violation of the Regulation, and if it 
appears necessary or expedient may seize the vessel, and such 
Commanding Officer may either detain her at the place of 
seizure, or take her, or cause her to be taken to any port or 
place in Japan or elsewhere, where the offender may be more 
conveniently prosecuted for such offence. 

Any such vessel may lawfully be detained at the place of 
seizure, or at the port or place to which she is so taken, under 
the authority of any such Commanding Officer, or of any of 
Her Majesty's Consular Officers in Japan, until the conclusion 
of any proceedings taken in respect of the offence. 

98. Any British subject being in China or in Japan may be 
proceeded against, tried, and punished under this Order for the 
crime of piracy wherever committed. 

99. If the Court before which a British subject charged 
with the crime of piracy is brought is a Provincial Court, the 
Court shall report to the Judge of the Supreme Court the 
pendency of the case. 
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The Judge of the Supreme Court shall thereupon direct in 
what mode and where the case shall be heard and determined, 
and (notwithstanding anything in this Order) the case shall be 
so heard and determined accordingly. 

100. If any British subject is guilty of publicly deriding, 
mocking, or insulting any religion established or observed in 
China or in Japan,—or of publicly offermg any insult to any 
religious service, feast, or ceremony established or kept in any 
part of China or in Japan, or to any place of worship, tomb, or 
sanctuary belonging to any such religion, or to the ministers or 
professors thereof,—or of wilfully committing any act tending 
to bring any such religion, or its ceremonies, ode of worship, 
or observances into hatred, ridicule, or contempt, and thereby 
to provoke a breach of the public peace,—he shall be liable (in 
the discretion of the Court before which he is convicted) to 
imprisonment for any term not exceeding two years, with or 
without hard labour, and with or without a fine not exceeding 
500 dollars, or to a fine not exceeding 500 dollars, without 
imprisonment. 

Notwithstanding anything in this Order, every charge 
against a British subject of having committed any such offence 
shall be heard and determined in a summary way, and any 
Provincial Court shall have power to impose the punishment 
aforesaid. 

Her Majesty’s Consular Officers shall take such pre- 
cautionary measures as seem to them proper and expedient for 
the prevention of such offences. 

101. Where a British subject being after the commence- 
ment of this Order in China or in Japan, is charged with having 
committed, either before or after the commencement of this 
Order, any crime or offence within a British vessel at a distance 
of not more than one hundred miles from the coast of China, —or 
within a Chinese or Japanese vessel at such a distance as 
aforesaid,—or within a vessel not lawfuily entitled to claim 
the protection of the flag of any state at such a distance as 
aforesaid,—any of Her Majesty’s Courts in China or in Japan 
within the junsdiction whereof he is found may cause him to 
be apprehended and brought before it, and may take the 
preliminary examination and commit him for trial. 

102. If the Court before which the accused is brought is 
a Provincial Court, the Court shall report to the Judge of the 
Supreme Court the pendency of the case. 

The Judge of the Supreme Court shall thereupon direct in 
what mode, and where the case shall be heard and determined, 
and (notwithstanding anything in this Order) the case shall be 
so heard and determined accordingly. 

103. The provisions of this Order relative to crimes and 
offences, and proceedings in criminal matters, shall in all 
respects, as far as may be, extend and apply to every such 
case, in like manner as if the crime or offence had been com- 
mitted in China or Japan. 
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104. Where a British subject, being after the commence- 
ment of this Order in Hong Kong, is charged with having com- 
mitted, either before or after the commencement of this Order, 
any crime or offence within any British, Chinese, Japanese, 
or other such vessel at such a distance as aforesaid, the 
Supreme Court at Hong Kong shall have and may exercise 
authority and jurisdiction with Ai ie to the crime or offence 
as fully as if it had been committed in Hong Kong. 

105. Her Majesty’s Minister in China or in Japan, the 
Judge or Assistant Judge of the Supreme Court, and any of 
Her Majesty’s Consular Officers in China or in Japan, or the 
Governor or person administering the government of Hong 
Kong, on receiving satisfactory information that any soldier, 
sailor, marine, or other person belonging to any of Her 
Majesty’s Military or N eal forces, has deserted therefrom, and 
has concealed himself in any British, Chinese, Japanese, or 
other such vessel at such a distance as aforesaid, may, in pur- 
suance of such information, issue his warrant for a search after 
and apprehension of such deserter, and on being satisfied on in- 
vestigation that any person so apprehended is such a deserter, 
shall cause him to be with all convenient speed taken and de- 
livered over to the nearest military station of Her Majesty’s 
forces, or to the Officer in command of a vessel of war of Her 
Majesty serving in China or in Japan, as the case may require. 

106. (Lu) Where it is shown on oath, to the satisfaction of 
any of Her Majesty’s Courts in China or in Japan that there is 
reasonable ground to apprehend that any British subject in 
China or in Japan is about to commit a brash of the public 

eace,—or that the acts or conduct of any British subject in 

hina or in Japan are or is likely to produce or excite toa 
breach of the public peace,—the Court within the jurisdiction 
whereof he happens to be may cause him to be brought before 
it, and require him to give security to the satisfaction of the 
Court, to keap the peace, or for lus future good behaviour, as 
the case may require: 

(1i.) Where any British subject is convicted, under this 
Order, of any crime or offence, the Court within the jurisdiction 
whereof he happens to be may require him to give security to 
the satisfaction of the Court for his future good behaviour: 

In either of these cases, if the person required to give secu- 
rity fails to do so, the Court may order that he be deported 
from China or Japin to such place as the Court directs. 

107. In any case where an order of deportation is made 
under this Order, the Court shall not, without the consent of 
the person to be deported, direct the deportation of any person 
to any place other than Hong Kong or baeland: 

108. A Provincial Court shall forthwith report to the Judge 
of the Supreme Court any order of deportation made by it, and 
the grounds thereof. 

he Judge of the Supreme Court may reverse the order, or 
may confirm it with or without variation, and in case of confir- 
mation, shall direct it to be carned into effect. 
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109. The person to be deported shall be detained in custody 
until a fit time and opportunity for his deportation arrives. 

The Judge of the Supreme Court shall then (and in the 
case of a person convicted, either after execution of the sen- 
tence or while it is in course of execution), by warrant cause 
him to be taken to the place of deportation. 

110. The Judge of the Supreme Court may order that the 
person to be deported do pay all or any part of the expenses of 
or preliminary to his deportation. 

111. The Judge of the Supreme Court shall forthwith 
report to one of Her Majesty’s Pricipal Secretaries of State 
any order of deportation made or confirmed by him and the 
grounds thereof, and shall also inform Her Majesty's Ministers 
in China and Japan of the same. 

112. Where any person is deported to Hong Kong, he shall 
on his arrival there be delivered, with the warrant under which 
he is deported, into the custody of the Chief Magistrate of 
Police of Hong Kong, or other Officer of Her Majesty there 
lawfully acting as such, who, on receipt of the person deported, 
with the warrant, shall detain him and shall forthwith report 
the case to the Governor or person administering the govern- 
ment of Hong Kong, who shall either by warrant (if the cir- 
cumstances of the case appear to him to make it expedient) 
cause the person so deported to be taken to Eapland: and in 
the meantime to be detained in custody, (so that the period of 
such detention do not exceed three months), or else shall dis- 
charge him from custody. 

113. If any person deported returns to China or Japan 
without the permission of one of Her Majesty’s Pnincipal 
Secretaries of State, in writing under his hand (which permis- 
sion the Secretary of State may give), he shall be guilty of an 
offence against this Order, and shall be liable on conviction 
thereof to punishment (in the discretion of the Court before 
which he is convicted) by imprisonment for any term not 
exceeding one month, with or without hard labour, and 
with or without a fine not exceeding 200 dollars, or by a 
fine not exceeding 200 dollars, without imprisonment, and also 
to be forthwith again deported in manner hereinbefore pro- 
vided. 

114. Every British subject resident in China or Japan,— 
being of the age of twenty-one years or upwards,—or bein 
married, or a widower or widow, though under that age,—shall, 
in the month of January in the year 1866, and every subse- 
quent year, register himself or herself in a register to be kept 
at the Consulate of the Consular district within which he or 
she resides,—subject to this qualification, that the registration 
of a man shall be deemed to include the registration of his wife 
(unless she is living apart from him), and that the registration 
of the head of a family, whether male or female, shall be 
deemed to include the registration of all females, ae rela- 
tives of the head of the family (in whatever degree of relation- 
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ship), living under the same roof with the head of the family 
at the time of his or ler registration. 

Every British subject not so resident arriving at any place 
in China or Japan where a Consular Office is maintained, unless 
borne on the muster roll of a British vessel there arriving, 
shall within one month after his or her arrival, register himself 
or herself in a register to be kept at the Consular Office,—but 
so that no such person shall be required to register himself or 
herself more than once in any year, reckoned from the lst day 
of January. 

Any person failing so tu register himself or herself, and not 
excusing his or her failure to the satisfaction of the Consular 
Officer, shall not be entitled to be recognized or protected as a 
British subject in China or Japan, and shall be fiable to a fine 
not exceeding 10 dollars for each instance of such failure. 

115. Every person shall on every registration of himself or 
herself pay a fee of such amount as one of Her Majesty’s 
Princi a Secretaries of State from time to time by on 
ener is hand appoints, such amount either to be uniform for 
all persons, or to vary according to the circumstances of 
different classes, as the Secretary of State from time to time 
by such order directs. 

116. The Consular Officer shall issue to every person 80 
registered a certificate of registration under his hand and Con- 
sular seal; and the name of a wife (unless she is living apart 
from her husband) shall be endorsed on her husband's certi- 
ficate ; and the names and descriptions of females whose regis- 
tration is included in that of the head of the family shall be 
endorsed on the certificate of the head of the family. 

117. Where a foreigner desires to institute or take any suit 
or proceeding of a civil nature against a British subject, the 
Supreme or other Court, according to its jurisdiction, may 
entertain the same, and where any such suit or proceeding 18 
entertained shall hear and determine it according to the provi- 
sions of this Order and of the rules made under it applicable 
in the case,—either by the Judge, Assistant Judge, Law Secre- 
tary, or proper Consular Officer sitting alone (or with Assessors 
when the case so requires),—or, if (in any case where a trial 
with a jury may be had under this Order) all parties desire, or 
the Court thinks fit to direct, a trial with a jury, then, but not 
otherwise, by the Judge, Assistant Judge, Law Secretary, or 
proper Consular Officer, with a jury. 

118. Where it is shown to any of Her Majesty’s Courts that 
the attendance of a British subject to give evidence, or for any 
other purpose connected with the administration of justice, 1s 
required in a Chinese or Japanese Court, or before a Chinese or 
Japanese judicial officer, or in a Court or before a judicial 
oficer in China or Japan of any State in amity with Her 
Majesty, the Court may, in cases and under circumstances 
which would require the attendance of that British subject 
before one of Her Majesty’s Courts in China or Japan and if 
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it seems to the Court just and expedient so to do, make an 
order for the attendance of the British subject in such Court or 
before such judicial officer and for such purpose as aforesaid,— 
but so that a Provincial Court shall not have power to make an 
order for such attendance of a British subject at any place 
beyond the particular jurisdiction of the Court. 

Any British subject, duly served with such an order and 
with reasonable notice of the time and place at which his 
attendance is required, failing to attend accordingly and not 
excusing his failure to the satisfaction of the Court making the 
order, shall be lable to a fine not exceeding 500 dollars, or to 
imprisonment for any term not exceeding one month, in the 
discretion of the Court. 

119. Where any decision of a Provincial Court, sitting with 
or without Assessors, is given in a civil case in respect of a sum 
or matter at issue of the amount or value of 250 dollars or 
upwards,—or determines, directly or indirectly, any claim or 
bea respecting property of the amount or value of 250 

ollars or upwards,—any party aggrieved by the decision may 
apply to the Provincial Court for leave to appeal to the Supreme 
Court, and shall be entitled to leave on the terms prescribed by 
the Rules made under this Order, and subject to any restrictions 
and exceptions therein contained. | 

In any other case the Provincial Court may, if it seems just 
and expedient, give leave to appeal on like terms. 

In any case the Supreme Court may give leave to appeal on 
such terms as seem just. 

120. Where any person is convicted otherwise than in a 
summary way of a crime or offence, the Court or Officer trying 
the case may, if it seems fit, reserve for the consideration of the 
Supreme Court any question of law arising on the trial. 

The Court or Officer shall then state a special case, setting 
out the question reserved, with the facts and circumstances on 
which it arose, and shall send the case to the Supreme Court. 

121. Where any person is convicted in a summary way of a 
crime or offence, and is dissatisfied with the conviction as being 
erroneous in point of law, the Court or Officer trying the case 
may, on his application in writing, and on compliance Wy him 
with any terms prescribed by the Rules made under this Order, 
state a special case, setting out the facts and the grounds of 
the conviction, for the opinion of the Supreme Court, and send 
It to that Court. 

122. Where a special case is stated, the Court or Officer 
stating it shall, as seems fit, either postpone judgment on the 
conviction, or respite execution of the judgment, and either 
commit the person cunvicted to prison or take proper security 
for him to appear and receive judgment, or to render himself in 
execution (as the case may require), at an appointed time and 

lace. 

123. The Supreme Court shall hear and determine the 
matter, and thereupon shall reverse, affirm, or amend the judg- 
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ment, conviction, or sentence in question,—or set aside the same, 
and order an entry to be made in the minutes of proceedings to 
the effect that in the judgment of the Supreme Court the person 
convicted ought not to have been convicted,—or arrest the 
judgment,—or order judgment to be given at a subsequent 
sitting of the Court or Officer stating the case,—or make such 
other order as justice requires,—and shall also give all neces- 
sary and proper consequential directions. 

124. The judgment of the Supreme Court shall be delivered 
in open court after the public hearing of any argument offered 
on behalf of the prosecution or of the person convicted. 

125. Before delivering judgment, the Supreme Court may, 
if necessary, cause the special case to be amended by the Court 
or Officer stating it. 

126. If on an application for a special case, on a summary 
conviction, it seems to the Court or Officer that the application 
is merely frivolous, but not otherwise, the Court or Officer 
may refuse to state a case. 

A Court or Officer so refusing shall forthwith send to the 
Supreme Court a report of the sentence, with a copy of the 
minutes of proceedings and notes of evidence, and any obser- 
vations the Court or Officer thinks fit, and with a copy of the 
application for a special case. 

The Supreme Court shall examine the report and documents 
so sent, and, unless the Supreme Court is of opinion that the 
application was merely frivolous, shall on the application in 
that behalf of the appellant, if made within one month after 
the refusal of a special case, proceed to hear and determine the 
matter according to the foregoing provisions, as nearly as may 
be as if a special case had been stated. 

127. The Judge of the Supreme Court may, from time to 
time, frame Rules for any purpose for which it is before in this 
Order expressed or implied that Rules of procedure or practice 
are to be made, and also for the regulation of procedure and 
pleading, forms of writs, and other proceedings, expenses of 
witnesses and prosecutions, costs and fees, in cl and in 
criminal cases, in the Supreme Court and other Courts, including 
the regulation of cross-suits and the admission of counter- 
claims, and the regulation of proceedings thereon, and for the 
regulation of appeals to the Supreme Court from the other 
Courts in civil and in criminal cases, and of rehearings before 
the Judge of the Supreme Court, and may thereby impose 
reasonable penalties. 

Rules affecting the conduct of civil suits shall be so framed 
as to secure, as far as may be, that cases shall be decided on 
their merits according to substantial justice without excessive 
regard to technicalities of pleading or procedure and without 
unnecessary delay. 

Rules framed by the Judge shall not have effect unless and 
until they are approved by one of Her Majesty's Principal 
Secretaries of State,—save that in case of urgency declared 
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in any Rules framed by the Judge, with the approval of Her 
Majesty’s Minister in China, the same shall have effect, unless 
and until they are disapproved by one of Her Majesty’s Prin- 
cipal Secretaries of State, and notification of such disapproval 
is received and published by the Judge. 

128. A copy of the Rules for the time being in force shall be 
kept exhibited conspicuously in each Court and Consulate in 
China and Japan. 

Printed copies shall be provided and sold at such reasonable 
price as the iad: of the Supreme Court from time to time 
directs. 

No penalty shall be enforced in any Court for the breach of 
any Rule until the Rule has been so exhibited in the Court for 
one month. 

129. A printed copy of any Rule, purporting to be certified 
under the hand of the Judge of the Supreme Court and the 
seal of that Court, shall be for all purposes conclusive evidence 
of the due framing, approval, and publication of the contents 
thereof. 

130. From and after the commencement of any Rules made 
by the Judge of the Supreme Court under this Order, all Rules 
and Regulations theretofore made by the Chief Superintendent 
of Trade in China, or by Her Majesty’s Consul-General in Japan, 
in respect of any matter in respect whereof the Judge of the 
Supreme Court is by this Order authorized to make Rules shall 
cease to operate. 

131. Where any final decree or order of the Supreme Court 
is made in a civil case in respect of a sum or matter at issue of 
the amount or value of 2,500 dollars or upwards,—or deter- 
mines directly or indirectly any claim or question respecting 
property of the amount or value of 2,500 dollars or upwards,— 
any party aggrieved by the decree or order may within fifteen 
days after the same is made, apply by motion to the Supreme 
Court for leave to appeal to Her Majesty in Council. 

132. If leave to appeal is applied for by a saa adjudged to 
pay money or perform a duty, the ee ourt shall direct 
ice that the decree or order appealed from be carried into 
execution, or that the execution thereof be suspended, pendin 
the appeal, as the Court considers to be in accordance wit 
substantial justice. 

133. If the Court directs the decree or order to be carried 
into execution, the party in whose favour it is made shall, before 
the execution of it, give security to the satisfaction of the Court 
for the due performance of such order as Her Majesty in 
Council may think fit to make. 

134. If the Court directs the execution of the decree or 
order to be suspended pending the appeal, the party against 
whom the decree is made shall, before any order for suspension 
of execution, give secunty to the satisfaction of the Court for 
the due performance of such order as Her Majcsty in Council 
may think fit to make. 
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135. In all cases security shall also be given by the appel- 
lant to the satisfaction of the Court to an amount not exceeding 
2,500 dollars for the prosecution of the appeal, and for payment 
of all such costs as may be awarded to any respondent by Her 
Majesty in Council, or by the Lords of the Judicial Committee 
of Her Majesty’s Privy Council. 

136. If the last-mentioned security is given within one 
month from the filing of the motion-paper for leave to appeal, 
then, and not otherwise, the Supreme Court shall give leave to 
appeal. 

PPT . In any case other than the cases hereinbefore deseribed, 
the Supreme Court may give leave to appeal on the terms and 
in the manner aforesaid if it considers it just or expedient to 
do so. 

138. In every case where leave to appeal is given as afore- 
said, the appellant shall be at liberty to prefer and prosecute 
his appeal to Her Majesty in Council according to the rules for 
the time being in force respecting appeals to Her Majesty in 
Council from Her Colonies, or such other rules as Her Majesty 
in Council from time to time thinks fit to make concerning 
appeals from the Supreme Court. 

139. Nothing in this Order shall affect the nght of Her 
Majesty at any time, on the humble petition of a party aggrieved 
by a decision of the Supreme Court in a civil case, to admit his 
appeal thereon on such terms and in such manner as Her 

ajesty in Council may think fit, and to deal with the decision 
appealed from in such manner as may be just. 

140. Where any judgment, order, or sentence of the 
Supreme Court is given, made, or passed in the exercise of 
either original or appellate criminal jurisdiction, the party 
charged with the crime or offence, if he considers the judgment 
order, or sentence to be erroneous in point of law, ee appeal 
therefrom to Her Majesty in Council, provided that the Supreme 
Court declares the case to be a fit one for such appeal and that 
the appellant complies with such conditions as the Supreme 
Court establishes or requires, subject always to such rules as 
from time to time Her Majesty in Council thinks fit to make in 
that behalf. 

141. Nothing in this Order shall be deemed to affect Her 
Majesty’s prerogative of pardon. 

142. Except as in this Order expressly provided, nothing in 
this Order shall preclude any of Her Majesty’s Consular Officers 
in China or in Japan from performing any act not of a judicial 
character, that Her Majesty's Consular Officers there might by 
law, or by virtue of usage or sufferance, or otherwise, have 
performed if this Order had not been made. 

143. Every of Her Majesty’s Consular Officers shall, as far as 
there 18 proper opportunity, promote reconciliation and en- 
courage and facilitate the settlement in an amicable way, and 
without recourse to litigation, of matters in difference between 
British subjects in China or in Japan. 
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144. Every signature or seal affixed to any imstrument 
pponene to be the signature of the Judge of the Supreme 
ourt, or of any officer or person acting under this Order, or 
to be the seal of any of Her Majesty’s Courts in China or in 
Japan, shall, for all purposes under this Order, without any 
proof thereof, be presumed to be genuine, and shall be taken as 
genuine until the contrary is proved. 

145. In every case, civil or criminal, heard in any Court, 
‘alas minutes of the proceedings shall be drawn up, and shall 

e signed by the Judge or Officer before whom the proceedings 
are taken, and realed with the seal of the Court, and shall, 
where Assessors are present, be open for their inspection and 
for their signature if concurred in by them. 

The minutes, with depositions of witnesses and notes of 
evidence taken at the trial by the Judge or Officer, shall be 
preserved in the public office of the Court. 

146. In a civil case any Court may order such costs, or costs, 
charges, and expenses, as to the Cuurt seem reasonable, to be 
paid by any party to the proceedings, or out of any fund to 
which the proceeding relates. | 

147. Any Court either of its own motion, or, in civil cases, 
on the application of any party to any suit or proceeding or 
reference, may summon as a witness any British subject in 
China or Japan,—but so that a Provincial Court shall have 
ils so to summon British subjects in its own district 
only. 
Any British subject, duly served with such a summons and 
with reasonable notice of the time and place at which his 
attendance is required, failing to attend accordingly and not © 
excusing his failure to the satisfaction of the Court, shall, over 
and above any other liability to which he may be subject, be 
liable to a fine not exceeding 500 dollars, or to imprisonment 
for any term not exceeding one month, in the discretion of the 


148. In civil cases any Court may, where the circumstances 
appear to justify it, order that the expenses of a witness, on 
his appearing to give evidence, shall be defrayed by the parties 
or any of them. 

149. Any person appearing before a Court to give evidence 
in any case, civil or cnminal, may be examined or give evidence 
on oath in the form or with the ceremony that he declares to 
be binding on his conscience. 

150. Any British subject wilfully giving false evidence in 
any suit or proceeding, civil or criminal, or on any reference, 
shall, on conviction thereof, be deemed guilty of wilful and 
corrupt per) : 

151. All costs and all charges and expenses of witnesses, 
prosecutions, punishments, and deportations, and other charges, 
and expenses, and all fees, fines, forfeitures, and pecuniary 
penalties payable under this Order, may be levied by distress 
and seizure and sale of ships, goods, and lands; and no bill of 
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sale or mortgage, or transfer of property, made with a view to 
security, In regard to crimes or ofontes committed, or to be 
committed, shall be of any avail to defeat any provision of this 
Order. 

152. All fees, fines, forfeitures, confiscations, and pecuniary 
penalties levied under this Order, except confiscations and 
pecuniary penalties by Treaty appropriated or payable to the 
Government of China-or to that of the Tycoon of Japan, shall 
be carried to the public account, and be applied in diminution 
of the public expenditure on account of Her Majesty's Courts 
in China and Japan; but if the Government of China or that of 
the Tycoon of Japan declines to receive any confiscation or 
pecuniary penalty be Treaty appropriated or payable to it, the 
same shall be apphed as other confiscations and pecuniary 
penalties are applicable. 

153. Whenever under this Order any person is to be taken 
in custody or otherwise, for trial or imprisonment, or by way 
of deportation, or for any other purpose, to the Supreme Court 
or elsewhere in China or Japan, or to Hong Kong, England, or 
elsewhere, the Court or other authority by this Order authorized 
to cause him to be so taken, may for that purpose (if necessary) 
cause him to be embarked on board one of Her Majesty’s 
Vessels of War, or if there is no such vessel available, then on 
board any British or other fit vessel, at any port or place 
whether within or beyond the particular jurisdiction or district 
of that Court or authority, and in order to such embarkment 
may (if necessary) cause him to be taken, in custody or other- 
wise, by land or by water, from any place to the port or place 
of embarkment. 

The writ, order, or warrant of the Supreme Court for China 
and Japan, or of a Provincial Court in China or Japan, or of 
the Supreme Court of Hong Kong, or the warrant of the 
Governor or person administermg the government of Hong 
Kong (as the case may be), by virtue whereof any person is to 
be so taken, shall be sufficient authority to every constable, 
officer, or other person acting thereunder, and to the com- 
mander or master of any vessel of war, or other vessel (whether 
the constable, officer, or other person, or the vessel or the 
commander or muster thereof, is named therein or not), to 
receive, detain, take, and deliver up such person, according to 
the writ, order, or warrant. . 

Where the writ, order, or warrant is executed under the 
immediate direction of the Court or authority issuing it, the 
writ, order, or warrant shall be delivered to the constable, 
officer, or other person acting thereunder, and a duplicate 
thereof shall be delivered to the commander or master of any 
vessel in which the person to whom the writ, order, or warrant 
relates 1s embarked. 

Where the writ, order, or warrant issues from the Supreme 
Court for China and Japan, and is executed by a Provincial 
Court in China or Japan,—and where the writ, order, or warrant 
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issues from the Supreme Court of Hong Kong, and is executed 
by any of Her Majesty's Courts in China or Japan,—a copy 
thereof, certified under the seal of the Court executing the 
same shall be delivered to the constable, officer, or other person 
eae thereunder, and to the commander or master of an 
vessel in which the person taken is embarked; and any sich 
copy shall be for all purposes conclusive evidence of the order 
of which it purports to be a copy. 

154. Subject to the other provisions of this Order, all 
expenses of removal of prisoners and others from or to any 
place in China or Japan, or from or to Hong Kong, and the 
expenses of deportation and of the sending of any person to 
England, shall be defrayed as the expenses relating to dis- 
tressed British subjects are defrayed, or in such other manner 
as one of Her Majesty’s Principal Secretaries of State from 
time to time directs. 

155. If any British subject wilfully obstructs by act or 
threat an officer of a Court in the performance of his duty,— 

Or within or close to the room or place where a Court is 
sitting wilfully behaves in a violent, threatening, or disre- 
spectful manner, to the disturbance of the Court, or the terror 
of the suitors or others resorting thereto,— 

Or wilfully insults the Judge, Assistant Judge, or Law 
Secretary of the Supreme Court, or any Consular Officer, or 
any juror or assessor, or any clerk or officer of a Court, during 
his sitting or attendance in Court or in going to or returning 
from Court,— 

He shall be hable to be immediately apprehended by order 
of the Court, and to be detained until the rising of the Court, 
and further on due inquiry and consideration, to be punished 
with a fine not exceeding 25 dollars, or imprisonment for any 
term not exceeding seven days, at the discretion of the Court, 
according to the nature and circumstances of the case. 

A minute shall be made and kept of every such case of 
punishment, recording the facts of the offence and the extent 
of the punishment; and in the case of a Provincial Court, a 
copy of such minute shall be forthwith sent to the Judge of 
the Supreme Court. 

156. If any clerk or officer of a Court acting under pretence 
of the process or authority of the Court is charged with extor- 
tion, or with not duly paying any money levied, or with other 
misconduct, the Court may (without a eae to any other 
liability or punishment to which the clerk or officer would in 
the absence of the present provision be liable) inquire into 
the charge in a summary way, and for that purpose summon 
and enforce the attendance of all necessary persons in like 
manner as the attendance of witnesses and others may be 
enforced in a suit, and may make such order thereupon for the 
repayment of any money extorted or for the due payment of 
any money levied, and for the payment of such damages and 
costs, as the Court thinks just; and the Court may also, if it 
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thinks fit, impose such fine upon the clerk or officer, not 
exceeding 50 dollars for each offence, as seems just. 

157. Any suit or proceeding shall not be commenced in any 
of Her Majesty’s Courts in China or Japan or in any Court in 
Hong Kong against any person for anything done or omitted 
in pursuance or execution or intended execution of this Order, 
or of any regulation or rule made under it, unless notice in 
writing is given by the intending plaintiff or prosecutor to the 
intended defendant one month at least before the commencement 
of the suit or proceeding, nor unless it 1s commenced within 
three months next after the act or omission complaimed of, or in 
case of a continuation of damage within three months next 
after the doing of such damage has ceased. 

The plaintiff im any such suit shall not succeed if tender of 
sufficient amends is made by the defendant before the com- 
mencement thereof; and if no tender is made the defendant 
may by leave of the Court at any time pay into Court such sum 
of money as he thinks fit, whereupon such proceeding and 
order shall be had and made in and by the Court as may be had 
and made on the payment of money into Court in an ordinary 
suit. : 

158. Where a warrant or order of arrest is issued by any of 
Her Majesty’s Courts in China or Japan for the apprehension ot 
a British subject who is charged with having committed a crime 
or offence within the jurisdiction of the Court issuing the 
warrant or order, and who is or is supposed to be in Hong 
Kong, and the warrant or order is produced to any of Her 
Majesty’s Justices of the Peace in and for Hong Kong, such 
Justice may back the warrant or order, and the same when so 
backed shall be sufficient authority to the person to whom the 
warrant or order was originally directed, and also to any con- 
stable or other peace officer in and for Hong Kong, to apprehend 
the accused in Hong Kong and to carry him to and deliver him 
up within the jurisdiction of the Court issuing the warrant or 
order, according to the warrant or order. 

159. The Supreme Court of Hong Kong may take cognizance 
of offences committed by British subjects within the peninsula 
of Macao, and of suits originating there, when the party offend- 
ing or the party sued comes or is found within the jurisdiction 
of that Court; but that Court shall not have power to issue 
any warrant or writ to be executed or served within that 
peninsula. 

160. Save as expressly provided by this Order, all jurisdic- 
tion power and authority of the Supreme Court of Hong Kong 
exercisable in relation to British subjects resident in or resorting 
to China or Japan shall, from the commencement of this Order, 
absolutely cease. 

161. From and immediately after the commencement of this 
Order, the Orders in Council and Consular Ordinances described 
in the Schedule to this Order shall be repealed; but this repeal 
shall not affect the past operation of any such Order or Ordi- 
nance, or any appointment made, or thing done, or right, title, 
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obligation, or liability acquired or accrued thereunder before 
the commencement of this Order. 

162. Nothing in this Order or in any rules made under it 
shall apply to or in any manner affect any suit or proceeding, 
either of a civil or of a criminal nature, pending at the com- 
mencement of this Order, either with reference to the original 
proceedings therein, or with reference to any appeal therein, or 
otherwise, subject, nevertheless, to the following provisions 
and qualifications :— 

(1.) All suits and proceedings, whether of a civil or of a 
criminal nature, instituted or taken before the com- 
mencement of this Order in the district of the Consulate 
of Shanghai, and pending at the commencement. of 
this Order, are ne ee transferred to the jurisdiction ot 
the Supreme Court, and the same may be carried on 
and shall be tried, heard, and determined in and by the 
Supreme Court in like manner as nearly as may be in 
all respects as if the same had been instituted or taken. 
in the district of the Consulate of Shanghai after the 
commencement of this Order: 

(2.) In any suit or proceeding, whether of a civil or of a 
criminal nature, the Court before which the same is 
pending at the commencement of this Order, after 
hearing the parties, either of its own motion, or on 
the application of either party, or by consent, may, if 
it seems fit, from time to time direct that the proce- 
dure and practice prescribed by this Order, or by any 
rule made under it, be followed in any respect. 

163. Nothing im this Order shall take away any nght of 
appeal in any suit of a civil nature pending at the commence- 
ment of this Order,—or interfere with the bringing or prose- 
cution of any appeal in any such suit that might have been 
brought or prosecuted if this Order had not been made,—or 
take away or abridge any jurisdiction, power, or authority of any 
Court, Judge, Officer, or person in rejation to any appeal in any 
such suit, or to the execution or enforcement of any judgment, 
decree, or order made before or after the commencement of this 
Order, in or respecting any appeal in any such suit ;—and, not- 
withstanding this Order, any appeal in any such suit shall lie 
and may be brought and prosecuted, and any such judgment, 
decree, or order, may be made, executed, and enforced in like 
manner and with the like eftect and consequences in all respects 
as if this Order had not been made, subject only to this qualifi- 
cation,—that in case of any appeal which if this Order had not 
been made, would have lain to or been heard and determined 
by the Chief Superintendent, or to or by Her Majesty’s Consul- 
Ce in Japan, the same shall he to and be heard and 
determined by the Supreme Court in a like course of procedure 
as neaey as may be in all respects as if this Order had not been 
made. 

:: 164. This Order shall commence and have effect as fol- 
WB :— 
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(1.) As to the making of any warrant or appointment under 
this Order,—immediately from and after the making of 
this Order: 

(2.) As to the framing of Rules by the Judge of the Su- 

reme Court and the approval thereof by one of Her 
Majesty's Principal Secretaries of State,—immediately 
from and after the first appointment under this Order 
of a Judge of the Supreme Court: 

(3.) As to all other matters and provisions comprised and 
contained in this Order,—immediately from and after the 
expiration of one month after this Order is first exhibited 
in the public office of Her Majesty’s Consul at Shanghai;

his public office, and he is also hereby required to keep 
the same so affixed and exhibited during one month from 
the first exhibition thereof; and of the time of such first 
exhibition notice shall, as soon thereafter as practicable, 
be published in every Consular District in China and 
Japan, in such manner as Her Majesty's Ministers there 
respectively direct ; 

and, notwithstanding anything in this Order, the time of the 
expiration of the said »nonth shall be deemed to be the time of 
the commencement of this Order. 

165. A copy of this Order shall be kept exhibited conspi- 
cuously in each Court and Consulate in China and in Japan. 

Printed copies shall be provided and sold at such reasonable 
price as Her Majesty’s Minister in China directs.

Regulations for the Distribution of. 


WHEREAS Your Majesty was graciously pleased by Your Royal 
Proclamation of the 29th day of December, 1853, to regulate, 
according to the Scheme set forth therein, or recognized 
thereby, the Distribution of the Net Proceeds of Prizes cap- 
tured from the enemy, of Captures and Seizures under the 
several Acts of Parliament. passed relating to the Revenues of 
Customs, and to Trade and Navigation, for the Abolition of the 
Slave Trade, for the Capture and Destruction of Pirates and 
Piratical Vessels, and of the Rewards conferred for the same, 
as also of the Awards for all Salvage granted to the Crews of 
Your Majesty’s Ships and Vessels ot War, when not otherwise 
specially apportioned by the terms of the respective awards 
and allowances: And whereas in consequence of certain new 
Ratings and Denominatiuns having been introduced into Your 
Majesty’s Naval Service since the date of Your Majesty’s Pro- 
clamation, and for other causes, it is expedient that provision 
should be made for the future distnbution of such net Proceeds 
and Salvage not otherwise specially apportioned, and all other 
moneys whatsoever granted to be shared in the manner of Prize 
Money: we do most humbly submit that Your Majesty would 
be graciously pleased by your Order in Council to annul the 
above-mentioned Proclamation from and after the 30th day of 
September next; and to direct that the Proclamation trans- 
mitted for Your Majesty’s gracious approval be substituted in 
leu thereof.

Victoria R. 

WHEREAS by Our Order in Council of this day's date We 
were graciously pleased to annul, from and after the thirtieth 
day of September next, Our Royal Proclamation of the twenty- 
ninth day of December, one thousand eight hundred and fifty- 
three, regulating, according to the Scheme set forth. therein or 
recognized thereby, the Distribution of the net Proceeds of 
Prizes captured from the Enemy, of Captures and Seizures 
under the several Acts of Parliament passed relating to the 
Revenues of Customs, and to Trade and Navigation, for the 
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abolition of the Slave Trade, for the Capture and Destruction 
of Pirates and Piratical Vessels, and of the Rewards conferred 
fur the same, as also of the Awards for all Salvage granted to 
the Crews of Our Ships and Vessels of War, when not otherwise 
specially apportioned by the Terms of the respective Awards 
and Allowances, and in consequence of several new Ratings 
and Denominations, and certain Alterations having been intro- 
duced and made in our Royal Naval Service since the date of 
Our said former Proclamation, and for other Causes, it is expe- 
dient that provision should be made for the future Distribu- 
tion of such net Proceeds and Salvage not otherwise specially 
apportioned, and all other Moneys whatsoever granted to be 
shared among the Officers and Crews of Our Ships and Vessels 
in the Manner of Prize Money. 

We do, therefore, now make known to all Our loving Subjects, 
and to all others whom it may concern, by this our Proclamation, 
by and with the advice and consent of Our Privy Council, that 
Our Royal Will and Pleasure is, and We do hereby direct, That 
Ships or Vessels being in sight of a Pnze, as also of the Captor, 
nilee Circumstances to cause intimidation to the Prize and 
Encouragement to the Captor, shall be alone entitled to share as 
Joint Captors, and that the Distnbution of all such net Proceeds 
of Prizes, Rewards, Allowances, Salvage Awards, and of all 
Bounties and Grants whatsoever distributable to Our Royal Navy 
in the manner of Prize Money, shall be made as follows, viz. :— 

That the Flag Officer or Officers shall have One-twentieth 
Part of the whole net Proceeds arising from Prizes captured from 
the Enemy, and from all other Captures and Seizures, &c., as 
aforesaid, made by any of the Ships or Vessels under his or their 
Command, and of the Rewards conferred for the same, according 
to the following Conditions and Modifications, save and except 
as hereinafter provided and directed, that is to say :— 

When there is but one Flag Officer he shall have the entire 
One-twentieth part; when two Flag Officers shall be 
sharing together, the Chief shall have Two-thirds, and the 
other Flag Officer shall have the remaining One-third of 
the One-twentieth part; and when there shall be more 
than two Flag Officers, the Chief shall have One-half of 
the said One-twentieth part, and the remaining half shall 
be equally divided among the Junior Flag Officers ; Com- 
modores of the First Class and Captains of the Fleet to 
share as Flag Officers: Provided always, that no Flag 
Officer, unless actually on board any of Our Ships or 
Vessels of War, and at the actual taking, sinking, burn- 
ing, or otherwise destroying any Ship or Ships of War, 
Privateer or Privateers balongine to the Enemy, shall 
share in the distribution of any head-money or bounty- 
money granted as a Reward for the taking, sinking, 
burning, or otherwise destroying any such Ship or Vessel 
of the Enemy. 

That no Flag Officer, unless actually present at the Capture 

G 
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or Destruction of any Pirates or Piratical Ship Vessel, or Boat, 
shall share in the Distribution of the Proceeds or Bountyin respect 
of such Pirates, or of the Crews of such Piratical Ship, Weasel. or 
Boat. | 

That no Flag Officer shall share in any Remuneration or 
Reward conferred or awarded to the Crew of any of Our Ships or 
Vessels as Salvage, unless he shall have been actually on board 
the Ship or Vessel to which the award shall be made, or have 
personally aided and assisted in the transaction at the time the 
service was rendered. 

That no Flag Officer commanding in any port in the United 
Kingdom shall share in the proceeds of any Prize captured from 
the Enemy, or in other captures, seizures, rewards, or any dis- 
tributive proceeds as aforesaid, made by any Ships or Vessels 
which shall sail from or leave such Port by order of the Lord 
High Admiral, or of Our Commissioners for executing the Office 
of Lord High Admiral. 

That when Ships or Vessels under the command of several 
Flag Officers belonging to several stations shall be Joint Captors, 
&e., each Flag Officer shall receive a proportion of the One- 
twentieth part, according to the number of Officers and Men 
present under the command of each such Flag Officer; and 
when Ships or Vessels under Orders from the Lord High 
Admiral, or from Our Commissioners for executing the Office of 
Lord High Admiral, are Joint Captors, &c., with other Ships or 
Vessels under a Flag or Flags, the like Regulations as to the 
apportionment of the Flag Share to the Flag Officer or Officers 
are to be observed. 

With reference to Flag Officers it is to be noted,— 

That when an inferior Flag Officer is sent to reinforce a 
superior Officer on any station, the superior Flag Officer shall 
not share in any prize taken by the interior Flag Officer before 
he has arrived within the limits of that station, unless the 
inferior Officer shall have received some Order directly from 
and shall be acting in execution of some Order issued by such 
superior Flag Officer. 

No chief Flag Officer quitting any station, except upon some 
definite urgent service, and with the intention of returning to 
the station as soon as such service is performed, shall share in 
any Pnze taken by Our Ships or Vessels left behind after he 
has passed the limits of the station, or after he has surrendered 
the command to another Flag Officer appointed by the Admi- 
ralty to command in chief upon such station. 

An inferior Flag Officer quitting any station (except when 
detached by Orders from his Commander-in-Chief upon a epecial 
service, accompanied with orders to return to such station as 
soon as the service has been performed), shall have no share in 
Prizes taken by the Ships and Vessels remaining on the station 
after he has passed the limits thereof. 

In hke manner Flag Officers remaining on such station shall 
not share in the Prizes taken by such inferior Officer, or by 


ee. 
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Ships or Vessels under his immediate command, after he has 
quitted the limits of the station, except he has been detached as 
aforesaid. 

A Commander-in-Chief or other Flag Officer belonging to any 
station shall not share in any Prize or Prizes taken out of the 
limits of that station by any Ship or Vessel under the command 
of a Flag Officer of any other station, or under Orders from Our 
Commissioners of the Admiralty, unless such Commander-in-Chief 
or Flag Ofticer 1s expressly authorized by Our said Commis- 
sioners to take the command of that station in which the 
Pnze or Prizes is or are taken, and shall actually have taken 
upon him such command. 

Every Commodore having a Captain under him shall be 
esteemed a Flag Officer with respect to the twentieth part of 
Prizes taken, whether he be Commanding-in-Chief or serving 
under command. 

The First Captain to the Admiral and Commander-in-Chief 
of Our Fleet, and also the First Captain to any Flag Officer 
appointed to command a Fleet of ten ships of the line or up- 
wards, shall be deemed to be a Flag Officer for the purpose of 
sharing in Prize, and shall be entitled to share therein as the 
Junior Flag Officer of such Fleet. 

Any Oficer on board any of Our Ships of War at the time 
of capturing any Prize or Prizes, who shall have more commis- 
sions than one, shall be entitled only to share in such Prize or 
Prizes according to the share allotted to him by the above- 
mentioned Distribution in respect to his Superior Commission 
or Office. 

And with reference to these Regulations it is to be noted, 
that a Captain, Commander, or other Commanding Officer of a 
Ship or Vessel shall be deemed to be under the command of a 
Flag, wren he shall actually have received some Order from, 
or be acting in the execution of some Order issued by, a Flag 
Officer, whether he be or be not within the limits of the station 
of such Flag Officer; and in the event of his being directed to 
join a Flag Officer on any station, he shall be deemed to be 
under the command of such Flag Ofhcer from the time when 
he arrives within the limits of the station, which circumstance 
is always to be carefully noted in the Log-book; and it shall be 
considered that he continues under the Flag Officer of such 
station until he shall have received some Order directly from, 
or be acting in the execution of some Order issued by, some 
other Flag Officer, duly authorized, or by the Lord High Admiral, 
or Our Commissioners for executing: the Office of Lord High 
Admiral. 

And We hereby direct, That the Captain, Commander, Lieu- 
tenant commanding, Staff Commander commanding, Master 
commanding, or any other Officer duly commanding any Ship, 
Sloop, or Vessel of War, singly making a capture or seizure, or 
otherwise entitled to the distributive benefit arising from any 
proceeds, reward, grant, bounty, salvage, or other award as 
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aforesaid, that is to say, the Officer actually in conimand at the 
time shall have One-eighth of the remainder, or if there is no 
Flag, One-eighth of the entire net proceeds, except that if the 
single capturing Ship be a rated Ship having a Commander 
under the Captain, the Commander shall take a portion of the 
One-eighth part as if he were Commander of a Sloop according 
to the proportion hereinafter set forth; and if more than one 
Commanding Officer of the same rank of command shall be en- 
titled to share as Joint Captors, &e., the One-eighth shall be 
equally divided between them ; but when Captains, Commanders, 
Licutenants commanding, Staff Commanders commanding, and 
Masters commanding, respectively, Our Ships and Vessels of 
war, and Commanders under Captains in rated ships, shall share 
together in whatever variety of combination, the One-eighth 
shall be so divided into parts for a graduated apportionment as 
to provide for each Captain receiving fix parts; each Com- 
mander of a Sloop, or Commander under the Captain in a rated 
Ship, three parts; and each Lieutenant commanding, Staff 
Commander commanding, or Master commanding, or other 
Officer actually commanding a small Vessel of War, two parts; 
which we hereby direct shall be the proportion in which they 
shall respectively share; Commodores of the Second Class, and 
Field Officers of Marines or of Land Forces serving as Marines, 
doing duty as Field Officers, above the rank of Major, to share 
as Captains: and Field Officers of Marines or of Land Forces 
services as Mannes, and doing duty in the rank of Major, to 
share as Commanders of Sloops. 

And We further direct, That after provision shall thus have 
been made for the Flag Share (if any), and for the portion of 
the Commanding Officer or Officers and others as fee spe- 
cified, the remainder of the net proceeds shall be distributed in 
Ten Classes, so that each Officer, Man, and Boy composing the 
rest of the complements of Our Ships, Sloops, and Vessels of 
War, and actually on board at the time of any such Capture, 
Seizure, &c., as aforesaid, and every person present assisting, 
shall receive Shares, or a Share, according to his Class, as set 
forth in the following Scale :— 

First Class.—Staff-Captain, Inspector of Steam Machinery 
Afloat, when embarked with a Fleet, Inspector-General, or 
Deputy Inspector-General of Hospitals and Fleets, when em- 
barked with a Fleet :—Forty-five Shares each.

Third Class.—Sea-Lieutenant, Master, Captain of Marines, 
of Marine Artillery, or of Land Forces doing duty as Marines, 
whether having higher Brevet Rank or not, Staff-Surgeon, 
Secretary to an Admiral or to a Commodore of the First Class, 
not Commanding-in-Chief, Chief Engineer :—Twenty-eight 
Shares each. 
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Fourth Class.—Lieutenant or Quartermaster of Marines, 
Lieutenant of Marine Artillery, Lieutenant, Quartermaster or 
Ensign of Land Forces doing duty as Marines, Secretary to a 
Commodore of the Second Class, Chaplain, Surgeon, Paymaster, 
Naval Instructor, Sub-Lieutenant, Chief Gunner, Chief Boat- 
swain, Chief Carpenter, Assistant-Surgeon, Second Master, 
Assistant-Paymaster in Charge, Assistant-Paymaster, Engineer, 
Assistant-Engineer, Gunner, Boatswain, Carpenter :— Eighteen 
Shares each. 

Fifth Class——Midshipman, Master's Assistant, Pilot, Clerk, 
Master-at-Arms, Chief Gunner’s Mate, Chief Boatswain’s Mate, 
Chief Captain of the Forecastle, Admiral’s Coxswain, Chief 
Quartermaster, Chief Yeoman of the Signals, Chiet Carpenter's 
Mate, Naval Schoolmaster, Chief Stoker, Ship’s Steward, Ship’s 
Cook, Chief Bandmaster :—Ten Shares each. 

Sixth Class.—Naval Cadet, Assistant-Clerk, Ship’s Corporal, 
Gunner’s Mate, Boatswain’s Mate, Captain’s Coxswain, Captain 
of the Forecastle, Quartermaster, Vecnon of the Signals, 
Coxswain of the Launch, Captain of the Maintop, Captain of

Ninth Class.—Captain’s Steward and Captain’s Cook in 
Vessels below Sixth Rates, Wardroom Steward and Wardroom 
Cook in Vessels below Fourth Rates, Gun-room Steward, Gun- 
room Cook, Assistant Sick-Berth Attendant, Engineer’s Cook, 
Engineer’s Servant, Captain’s Servant, Commander's Servant, 
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Secretary’s Servant, Warrant Officer’s Cook, Cook’s Mate, 
Barber, Second Class Ordinary Seaman, Captain’s Cook’s 
Assistant, Wardroom Servant, Wardroom Cook’s Assistant, 
Wardroom Officers Servant, Gunroom Servant, Warrant 
Ofticer’s Servant, Krooman, Ship’s Steward’s Boy, Boy First 
Class, Supernumeraries, except as hereinafter provided, Persons 
borne merely as Passengers, and not declining to render 
assistance on any occasion of capture, of seizure, &c.:—Two 
Shares each. 

Tenth Class.—Boy below the First Class.—One Share. 

All Supernumeraries holding Ranks in the Service above 
the Ranks or Ratings specified in the Fifth Class of this Our 
Proclamation, who have been ordered to do duty in any of Our 
Ships and Vessels by the Lord High Admiral, by Our Commis- 
sioners for executing the office of Lord High Admiral, by the 
Senior Officer of the Fleet or Squadron, or if none Senior, theu 
by the Captain or Commanding Officer of the capturing Ship 
or Vessel, if not by special authority employed in higher 
capacities, shall share according to the ranks which they 
respectively hold in the Service; but in all cases, to qualify 
them for so sharing, and not merely as Supernumeraries in the 
Ninth Class, due notation of their being thus respectively 
ordered to do duty must be made on the Victualling fists and 
Prize Lists. 

And with respect of Supernumeraries of Ratings in the 
Service below the denominations of those specified in the 
Fourth Class of this Our Proclamation, and who at full victuals 
are engaged in the ordinary duties of the Ship, it is Our will 
and pleasure that they shall always share according to the 
Ratings which they bear in the Service. 

And in order that Our Royal intentions herein may be duly 
carried into effect, We further direct that when any capture 
or seizure is made, or service performed, for which a distribut- 
able grant or reward is to be, or is expected to be, conferred 
or awarded to any of Our Ships or Vessels of War, the Captain 
or Commanding Officer shall transmit or cause to be trans- 
mitted, as soon as may be, to the Secretary of the Admiralty, a 
true and perfect List of all the Otticers, Seamen, Marines, 
Soldiers, and others who were actually on board on the occa- 
sion, with a notation thereon stating whether any other of Her 
Majesty’s Ships or Vessels was in sight at the time of the 
capture, accompanied by a separate List containing the names 
of those belonging to the crew who were absent on duty or 
otherwise at the time, specifying the cause of such absence; 
each List to contain the quality of the service of each person, 
with their several ratings, to be subscribed by the Captain or 
Commanding Officer, and three or more of the Chief Officers on 
board. 

And when a List of those actually on board, with the sepa- 
rate List of Persons absent, though belonging to the Ship or 
Vessel, shall have been verified on examination with the Ship’s 
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books lodged as official records, the Accountant-General of Our 
Navy shall grant a Certificate that such Lists are correct, or 
have been corrected, as occasion may require, in order that 
distribution of the respective prize or other proceeds, payable 
as prize or salvage money, may be duly made in the Depart- 
ment of the Accountant-General of Our Navy. 

And in the event of difficulty arising with respect to any of 
the Regulations hereby ordered, or if any case should occur not 
herein provided for, or not sufficiently provided for, We are 
Saati hereby to authorize the Lord High Admiral, or Our 

ommissioners for executing the Office of Lord High Admiral 
for the time being, to issue such directions thereupon as may 
appear just and expedient; which directions shall have the 
same force and effect as if specially provided for in this Our 
Royal Proclamation: Provided always, and the distribution 
hereinbefore ordered shall take effect only with respect to the 
proceeds of captures, seizures, and services as aforesaid, which 
shall be made and performed on and after the first day of Octover, 
one thousand eight hundred and sixty-five; and that the pro- 
ceeds arising from all captures, seizures, and services as afore- 
said, made or performed prior to that date, shall be distributed 
im accordance with any Proclamation or Proclamations now in 
force or in force at the time of such captures, seizures, or ser- 
vices respectively and applicable thereto, which We are pleased 
hereby to direct accordingly. 

Given at our Court at Windsor, this twenty-ninth day of 
June, in the year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and 
sixty-five, and in the twenty-ninth year of Our Reign.

COLLISIONS AT SEA. 


Order dated January 9th, 1863, containing Rules for Pre- 
venting.— Made applicable to the Ships of the Hawaiian 
Islands. 


WHEREAS the rules and practice observed for the purpose of 
preventing collisions at sca, which were formerly adopted by 
maritime nations, have proved insufficient to satisfy the require- 
ments of modern navigation; and whereas various alterations 
in such rules and practice have from time to time been made 
by different nations, but the rules so altered have been found to 
be in some cases inconsistent with each other, and in other 
cases to have the force of municipal law only; and whereas 
certain regulations for the purpose aforesaid have been sanc- 
tioned by “ The Merchant Shipping Act Amendment Act, 1862,” 
and are contained in the Table C in the schedule to that Act; 
and whereas for the purpose of correcting certain clerical crrors 
the said regulations have, in pursuance of the provisions in the 
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said Act contained, been modified by an Order in Council, bear- 
ing date the 9th day of January, 1863, and the said regula- 
tions, so modified, are appended to the said Order, and to this 
Order; and whereas by virtue of the said Act and of the said 
Order the said regulations so appended as aforesaid, so far as 
relates to British and French ships, and also so far as relates to 
certain other foreign ships when within British jurisdiction, came 
into operation on the 1st day of June, one thousand eight hun- 
dred and sixty-three; and whereas it is provided by the same 
Act, that, whenever it is made to appear to Her Majesty that the 
Government of any foreign country is willing that the regula- 
tions for preventing collisions, contained in Table C in the sche- 
dule to the said Act, or such other regulations for preventing 
collisions as are for the time being in force under the said Act, 
should apply to the ships of such country when beyond the 
limits of British jurisdiction, Her Majesty may by Order in 
Council direct that such regulations shall apply to the ships of 
the said foreign country, whether within British jurisdiction or 
not. And it is further provided by the said Act that whenever 
an Order in Council has been issued applying any regulation 
made by or in pursuance of the said Act to the ships of any 
foreign country such ships shall, in all cases arising in any 
British Court, be deemed to be subject to such regulation, and 
shall for the purpose of such regulation be treated as if they 
were British ships: and whereas it has been made to appear to 
Her Majesty, that the Government of His Majesty the King of 
the Hawaiian Islands is willing that the said regulations ap- 
pended to the said Order, and to this Order should apply to 
ships belonging to those islands when beyond the limits of 
British jurisdiction : 

Now, therefore, Her Majesty, by virtue of the power vested 
in Her by the said recited Act, and by and with advice of Her 
Privy Council, is pleased to direct, 

That the said regulations appended to the said Order in 
Council, bearing date the ninth day of January, one thousand 
eight hundred and sixty-three, and to this Order, shall from the 
date of this Order apply to ships belonging to the Hawaiian 
Islands, whether within British jurisdiction or not.

Lrghts. 
Art. 2. The Lights mentioned in the following Articles, 


numbered 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, and 9, and no others, shall be carried 
in all weathers, from sunset to sunrise. 


Lights for Steam Ships. 
Art. 3. Sea-going Steam-ships when under weigh shall 


Carry, 

“Ce) At the Foremost Head, a bright White Light, so fixed as 
to show an uniform and unbruken light over an arc of the 
horizon of 20 points of the compass; so fixed as to throw the 
light 10 points on each side of the ship, viz., from right ahead 
to 2 points abaft the beam on either side: and of such a cha- 
racter as to be visible on a dark night, with a clear atmosphere, 
at a distance of at least five miles: 

(b.) On the Starboard Side, a Green Light so constructed as 
to show an uniform and unbroken Light over an arc of the 
horizon of 10 points of the compass, so fixed as to throw the 
light from right ahead to 2 points abaft the beam ou the star- 
board side, and of such a character as to be visible on a dark 
oe with a clear atmosphere, at a distance of at least two 
miles : 

(c.) On the Port Side, a Red Light so constructed as to show 
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an uniform and unbroken light over an arc of. the horizon of 
10 points of the compass, so fixed as to throw the light from 
right ahead to 2 points abaft the beam on the port side, and of 
such a character as to be visible on a dark night, with a clear 
atmosphere, at a distance of at least two miles: 

(d.) The said Green and Red Side Lights shall be fitted 
with inboard screens, projecting at least three feet forward 
from the Light, so as to prevent these Lights from being seen 
across the bow. 


Lights for Steam Tugs. 


Art. 4, Steam Ships, when towing other ships, shall carry 
two bright White Mast-head Lights vertically, in addition to 
their side lights, so as to distinguish them from other Steam 
Ships. Each of these Mast-head Lights shall be of the same 
construction and character as the Mast-head Lights which 
other Steam Ships are required to carry. 


Lights for Sailing Ships. 
Art. 5. Sailing Ships under weigh, or being towed, shall 
carry the same Lights as Steam Ships under weigh, with the 


exception of the White Mast-head Lights, which they shall 
never Carry. 


Exceptional Lights for small Sailing Vessels. 

Art. 6. Whenever, as in the case of small vessels during 
bad weather, the Green and Red Lights cannot be fixed, these 
lights shall be kept on deck, on their respective sides of the 
vessel, ready for instant exhibition; and shall, on the approach 
of or to other vessels, be exhibited on their respective sides in 
sufficient time to prevent collision, in such manner as to make 
them most visible, and so that the Green light shall not be 
seen on the port side, nor the Red light on the starboard side. 

To make the use of these portable lights more certain and 
easy, the lanterns containing them shall each be painted out- 
side with the colour of the light they respectively contain, and 
shall be provided with suitable screens. 


Lights for Ships at Anchor. 


Art. 7. Ships, whether steam ships or sailing ships, when at 
anchor in roadstead or fairways, shal] exhibit, where it can best 
be seen, but at a height not exceeding twenty feet above the 
hull, a White Light, in a globular lantern of eight inches in 
diameter, and so constructed as to show a clear uniform and 
unbroken light visible all round the horizon, and at a distance 
of at least one mile. 


Lights for Pilot Vessels. 

Art. 8. Sailing Pilot Vessels shall not carry the lights 
required for other sailing vessels, but shall carry a White Light 
at the mast head, visible all.round the horizon,—and shall ies 
exhibit a Flare-up Light every fifteen minutes. 
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Lights for Fishing Vessels and Boats. 


Art. 9. Open Fishing Boats and other open boats shall not 
be required to carry the side lights required for other vessels ; 
but shall, if they do not carry such lights, carry a lantern having 
a Green Slide on the one side and a Red Slide on the other 
side; and on the approach of or to other vessels, such lantern 
shall be exhibited in sufficient time to prevent collision, so that 
the Green light shall not be seen on the port side, nor the Red 
light on the starboard side. 

Fishing Vessels and open boats when at anchor, or attached 
to their nets and stationary, shall exhibit a bright White Light. 

Fishing Vessels and open boats shall, however, not be pre- 
— from using a Flare-up in addition, if considered expe- 

lent.

Fog Signals. 


Art. 10. Whenever there is fog, whether by day or night, 
the Fog Signals described below shall be carried and used, and 
shall be sounded at least every five minutes, viz. :— 

(a.) Steam Ships under weigh shall use a Steam Whistle 
placed before the funnel, not less than eight feet from the deck: 

(6.) Sailing Ships under weigh shall use a Fog Horn: 

(c.) Steam Ships and Sailing Ships when not under weigh 
shall use a Bell.

Art. 14. If two ships under steam are crossing so as to 
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involve risk of collision, the ship which has the other on her 
own starboard side shall keep out of the way of the other. 


Sailing Ship and Ship under Steam. 
Art. 15. Iftwo ships, one of which is a sailing ship, and the 


other a steam aS are proceeding in such directions as to 
involve risk of collision, the steam ship shall keep out of the 
way of the sailing ship. 

Ships under Steam to slacken speed. 


Art. 16. Every steam ship, when approaching another eae 
so as to involve risk of collision, shall slacken her speed, or, 
necessary, stop and reverse; and every steam ship shall, when 
in a fog, go at a moderate speed. 


Vessels overtaking other Vessels. 


Art. 17. Every vessel overtaking any other vessel shall‘ keep 
out of the way of the said last-mentioned vessel. 


Construction of Articles 12, 14, 15, and 17. 


Art. 18. Where by the above rules one of two ships is to 
keep out of the way, the other shall keep her course, subject to 
the qualifications contained in the following Article. 


Proviso to save special cases. 


Art. 19. In obeying and construing these rules, due regard 
must be had to all dangers of navigation ; and due regard must 
also be had to any special circumstances which may exist in any 
particular case rendering a departure from the above rules 
necessary in order to avoid immediate danger. 

No Ship, under any circumstances, to neglect proper precautions. 

Art. 20. Nothing in these Rules shall exonerate any ship, 
or the owner, or master, or crew thereof, from the consequences 
of any neglect to carry lights or signals, or of any neglect to 
keep a proper look-out, or of the neglect of any precaution 
which may be required by the ordinary practice of seamen, or 
by the special circumstances of the case.

HYDROGRAPHICAL DEPARTMENT. 


An Officer designated “ Chief Naval Assistant and in 
Charge of the Magnetic Department,” and another 
Officer designated “ Superintendent of Compasses,” to 
be appointed to the. 


WE have had under our consideration the increased duties 
devolving upon the Superintendent of Compasses in the Hydro- 
graphical Department of the Admiralty, an Office which was 
established in 1842, in consequence of the numerous ship- 
wrecks and accidents at sea arising from defective compasses 
or local magnetic variation. 
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This Officer superintends the Compass Observatory at 
Woolwich, where all magnetic experiments connected with Your 
Majesty’s Navy are curried out; he investigates all the Devia- 
tion Returns from every vessel afloat, and visits every ship 
which is constructed, to arrange the position for her compasses 
and swinging them, in addition to many other scientific 
duties. 

Being humbly of opinion that these duties cannot be ade- 
quately performed by one person we beg leave to submit that 
Your Majesty will be graciously pleased to approve of the pre- 
sent Superintendent of Compasses filling the position of the 
Chief Naval Assistant in the Hydrographical Department (now 
vacant), combining with it the charge of the Magnetic Depart- 
ment, under the designation of “Chief Naval Assistant, and in 
charge of the Magnetic Department,” with a Salary of 500. 
a-year, in addition to his half-pay (being 100/. per annum in 
excess of the salary hitherto paid to the Chief Naval Assistant), 
and that an Officer styled the “Superintendent of Compasses,” 
should be appointed on the same salary as at present to relieve 
the Chief Naval Assistant from some of his existing duties. 

The Lords Commissioners of Your Majesty’s Treasury have 
signified their concurrence with this arrangement.

CHEMICAL LECTURER AT PORTSMOUTH. 
His Assistant to be placed on the Establishment. 


WHEREAS we have had under our consideration the onerous 
duties devolving upon the Chemical Lecturer at Portsmouth 
Dockyard, who conducts all the chemical experiments and ana- 
lyses in connection with iron ship-building, and the coating of 
ships with paint or other composition, as well as lecturing to 
the professional officers; and as these duties cannot be efh- 
ciently performed by one person, we beg leave most humbly to 
submit that the Assistant to the Chemical Lecturer, who has 
been temporarily employed, may be placed on the establish- 
ment, with a salary of 2002 per annum, increasing by 15/. a-year 
to 300/. per annum, the same to take effect from the lst of 
Apmil, 1866. 

The Lords Commissioners of your Majesty’s Treasury have 
signified their concurrence with fis arrangement.

VICE-ADMIRALTY COURT OF BRITISH HONDURAS. 
Rules, Regulations, and Fees to be the same as in the 
Court of Natal. 


Weereas by Letters Patent under the Great Seal of the United

Regulations respecting the Payment of Costs incurred on 
Account of Proceedings instituted on behalf of Her 
Majesty’s Ships. 

WHEREAS by the Act 26 Vict., cap. 24, intituled the “ Vice- 

Admiralty-Courts Act, 1863,” it was amongst other things 

enacted that Your Majesty might, by Order in Council, from 

time to time establish rules eoucin the practice to be observed 
in the Vice-Admiralty Courts, and might repeal and alter the 
existing and all future Rules, and establish new rules in addition 
thereto, or in lieu thereof. And whereas by the Act 27 and 

28 Vict., cap. 24, intituled “ The Naval Agency and Distribution 

Act, 1864,” it was amongst other things enacted that Your 

Majesty in Council might from time to time make such orders 

as should seem meet for the better execution of that Act. And 

whereas by an Order in Council of the 22nd day of October, 1859, 

certain Rules, Orders, and Regulations were established touchin 

the practice to be observed in Courts of Vice-Admiralty abroa 

In proceedings instituted on behalf of Your Majesty’s ens and 

it 18 expedient that the said Rules, Orders, and Regulations 

should be repealed, and that new Regulations should be esta- 
blished in lieu thereof. Now, therefore, we, Your Majesty’s 

Commissioners for executing the office of Lord High Admiral 

of the United Kingdom of Great Britain und Ireland, do humbly 

submit that Your Majesty will be graciously pleased to repeal 
the said Rules, Orders, and Regulations established by your 

ye Order in Council of the 22nd day of October, 1859, 

and in lieu thereof to establish the following Regulations :— 

I. Whenever any proceeding has been instituted in any Vice- 
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Admiralty Court within Her Majesty’s dominions by or on behalt 
of any of Her Majesty’s Ships, for or in respect of any of the 
matters enumerated in the 12th section of “The Naval Agency 
and Distribution Act, 1864,” the Proctor who shall have con- 
ducted such proceeding on behalf of Her Majesty’s Ship shall, 
on the termination of the suit, submit his Bill of Costs for taxa- 
tion, and the Court shall thereupon tax the same as between 
Proctor and Client. 

II. Ifin any such proceeding any proceeds have been realized 
and are remaining in Court, the Court may order the amount at 
which the Bill of Costs has been taxed, to be paid thereout, 
and the balance of the proceeds, if any, shall thereupon be paid 
to the Senior Commissariat Officer in the Colony, to the end 
that the same may forthwith be remitted to this country. 

III. If there are not any proceeds, or if the proceeds are 
insufficient to pay the costs, the Commanding Officer shall, 
either by himself or through the Agent of the Ship, make pro- 
vision for the payment of any sum that may be due in respect 
any such Proceeding as may have been instituted in the 

ourt. 

IV. The Registrar of the Vice-Admiralty Court shall, as 
soon as he has taxed the Bill of Costs, and whether the amount 
thereof has or has not been paid out of the proceeds, forward 
the same to the Registrar of the High Court of Admiralty of 
England ; together with a certificate signed by himself, stating 
the amount of the proceeds, if any, the payments thereout, and 
the balance which has been paid to the Commissariat Officer. 

V. The Agent for the Ship shall, when the proceeds and 
bounties have been paid to the Naval Prize Account, leave with 
the Registrar of the High Court of Admiralty of England his 
account for taxation, and may include therein any charges that 
may have been paid by the Pommandie Officer or by himself, 
pe the Registrar may direct the amount at which he shall 
have taxed the said account to be paid out of the proceeds and 
bounties standing in the Naval Prize Account to the credit of 
the Prize. 

VI. The Registrar of each Vice-Admiralty Court shall, within 
a month after the termination of each quarter, send to the 
Registrar of the High Court of Admiralty of England a Return, 
signed by himself, in the form marked No. 1 hereto, of all Prizes 
in respect of which any proceedings have been taken in such 
Vice-Admiralty Court dunng that quarter. 

VII. These Regulations shall, if approved by Her Majesty 
in Council, come into operation on the Ist day of January, 1866.

Regulations respecting the grant of Extra Pensions to 
Seamen and Marines not on the Establishment of. 
Gratuities to the Widows of Men Killed or Drowned 
in the Service. The Government of the Hospital and 
Schools. Admission into the Hospital to be restricted 
to Men who are Infirm or Helpless. And setting 
forth the Establishment and Salaries of Officers and 
Clerks. 


WHEREAS by the 5th Section of an Act passed in the 29th Year 
of Your Majesty’s Reign, cap. 89, entitled “An Act to provide 
for the better government of Greenwich Hospital,” it is amongst 
other things enacted that it shall be fawhil for Your Majesty 
in Council from time to time, by Order in Council, to appoint 
such Pensions as seem fit to Officers, Non-Commissioned 
Officers, and Men of the Royal Navy and Marines and Seamen 
of the Merchant Service, for the time being entitled to the 
benefits of Greenwich Hospital, to be enjoyed by them so long 
only as they are not on the establishment or inmates of Green- 
wich Hospital, but in addition to any half-pay, pension, or 
other allowance coming to them otherwise than under an 
such Order in Council, and to prescribe the conditions on whic 
such pensions are to be held; we beg leave to recommend that 
Your Majesty may be pleased, by Your Order in Council, to 
sanction the under-mentioned pensions being granted :— 

An extra pension of 5d. a may, at the discretion of the 
Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty, be granted to Seamen 
and Marines now in receipt of pensions, over 55 years of age, 
and who shall have been in receipt of the same for five years 
and upwards; and an extra pension of 9d. a-day, at the dis- 
cretion of the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty, to Sea- 
men and Marines now in the receipt of Pensions, over 70 years 
of age, who shall have been in receipt of the same for ten years 
and upwards; the same to be called “Greenwich Pensions.” 
The Widows of Petty Officers and Seamen of the Royal Navy, 
and of Non-commissioned Officers and Privates of the Royal 
Marines, slain, killed, or drowned in the service of the Crown, 
to be allowed a gratuity equal to one year’s full wages accord- 
ing to the rating of their late husbands at the time of their 
death, exclusive of any badge or other extra or additional 

ay. 
: "And whereas by the 20th Section of the said Act it is 
enacted, that “the government of Greenwich Hospital, and of 
the Schools of the Hospital, including the authority to establish 
from time to time regulations for the admission of Inmates into 
the Hospital, and of Children into the Schools, shall be vested 
exclusively in the Admiralty, but any such regulations shall

not have effect unless and until they are approved by Your 
Majesty in Council; and the Admiralty shall from time to time 
continue or appoint such Officers, Clerks, and Servants for the 
purposes of the Hospital and Schools as seem fit; and may 
(subject to the approval of Your Majesty in Council) fix the 
Salaries of such Officers and Clerks, and may regulate the 
Wages of such Servants, and may from time to time remove 
any of the Officers, Clerks, and Servants, and appoint others in 
their stead :” we have, therefore, to request that Your Majesty 
will be pleased to sanction the establishment of the following 
Rules and Regulations, viz. :— 

1. That the admission into Greenwich Hospital be restricted 
to such Petty Officers and Seamen of the Royal Navy and Non- 
commissioned Officers:and Privates of the Royal Marines as 
may be infirm or helpless, and that the Lords Commissioners of 
the Admiralty be empowered to discharge all or any such 
Petty Officers and Seamen of the Royal Navy and Non-com- 
missioned Officers and Privates of the Royal Marines at their 
discretion. 

2. That the present Regulations for the admission of Boys 
itto Greenwich Hospital School continue in force, and the 
establishment remain as at present.

Regulations respecting. 


RATING 


Of Seamen and Marines not to be Lowered on their 
being Discharged, or Transferred from one Ship to 
another. 


WHEREAS by “The Naval and Marine Pay and Pensions Act, 
1865,” it is enacted (among other things) that Her Majesty in 
Council may from time to time make such Orders in Council as 
seem meet for the better execution of any of the purposes of 
that Act, and that the said Act shall commence on such day, 
not later than the Ist day of January, 1866, as Her Majesty in 
Council thinks fit to appoint: 

Now, therefore, Her Majesty, by virtue of the powers in 
this behalf by the said Act or otherwise in Her vested, is 
pleased, by and with the advice of Her Privy Council, to order, 
and it is hereby ordered, as follows :— 

Preliminary. 

1. The said Act and this Order shall commence from and 
immediately after the 3lst day of December, 1865. 

2. The Order in Council of the 11th day of August, 1854, 
under “The Navy Pay and Prize Act, 1854,” and that of the 
19th day of July, 1862, amending the same, are hereby repealed, 
but not so as to revive any Order, Regulation, practice, or other 
thing thereby expressly or virtually repealed or abolished, or to 
affect the past operation of the said Orders respectively, or 
the validity of anything done thereunder. 

3. In this Order— . 

The term “ Pay” includes all Wages, Pensions, Bounty- 
money, Grants, or other Allowances in the nature 
thereof, due in respect of service in Her Majesty’s 
Naval or Marine force to a person being or having 
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been an Officer, Seaman, or Marine, or the Widow or 
any relative of a deceased Officer, Seaman, or Marine: 

Other terms have the same respective meanings as in 
the said Act. 


Confirmation of existing Orders in Council, Queen’s Regulations, §c. 


4, All Orders in Council, and all Queen’s Regulations and 
Admiralty Instructions, and Instructions for Paymasters of the 
Navy, as far as they relate to Naval and Marine Pay, and are in 
force at the commencement of this Order, and are not by this 
Order expressly repealed, are hereby continued and confirmed, 
subject, however, with respect to the Queen’s Regulations and 
Admiralty Instructions, and Instructions for Paymasters, to 
such alterations as the respective proper authority in that behalf 
from time to time thinks fit to make therein. 


Rating. 


5. A Seaman or Marine discharged or transferred from one 
ship to another shall not be rated lower in the latter ship than 
in the former ship on or in consequence of such discharge or 
transfer. 


Allotments and Remittances of Pay by Seamen and Marines, and 
other Remittances. 


6. For the purposes of the provisions of this Order respect- 
ing Allotments and Remittances of Pay by Seamen and Marines, 
and other Remittances, the proper certifying authority shall 
be (in the several cases hereinafter mentioned), the following, 
namely :— 

(1.) Where the Allottees or Payee resides in England, 

Wales, Scotland, the Isle of Man, or the Channel 
Islands, the Minister and Churchwardens or Elders 
of the Parish or District Parish wherein the Allottee 
or Payee resides. 

(2.) Where the Allottee or Payee resides in Ireland, the 
Inspector or Sub-Inspector of Constabulary for the 
County, and a Churchwarden of the Parish wherein 
the Allottee or Payee resides. 

(3.) Where the Allottee or Payee resides at Sierra Leone, 
the Commissariat Officer there. 

(4.) Where the Allottee or Payee resides in any other British 
Possession out of the United Kingdom, two of the 
principal Merchants or Mvatdsepecple of the place of 
residence. 

And the Ministers, Churchwardens, Elders, Inspectors, Sub- 
Inspectors, Commissariat Officer, Merchants and 'l'radespeople 
aforesaid (when respectively the props certifying authority), 
are hereby required to furnish, in the several cases in this Onan 
provided for, such certificates as are requisite for the purposes 
of this Order, in case they respectively are satisfied of Aes truth 
of the matter required to be certified. 
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7. At places where there is not any resident Naval Cashier 
or Paymaster, Allotments and Wages Remittances (home and 
foreign) shall be paid by a Clerk of Her Majesty’s Paymaster- 
General, or any Officer of the Revenue, or (if hereafter deemed 
expedient by the Admiralty and Her Majesty’s Postmaster- 
General) a Postmaster, who respectively shall comply in all 
respects with the instructions of the Admiralty printed on the 
authority for payment addressed to the Paying Officer. 

8. The amounts so paid shall be repaid to the respective 
Departments in the same manner as at present, subject to such 
alterations as the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s 
Treasury and the Admiralty from time to time direct. 

9. Payment shall not be made, except on the production of 
the duplicate of the authority issued to the Paying Officer; or, 
in case of a Remittance other than a foreign Remittance, on 
production of the Letter of Advice or other equivalent document 
sent from the Admiralty Office to the Payee. 

10. An Allotment or foreign Remittance shall not be paid 
without a Certificate from the proper certifying Authority that 
the holder of the duplicate is the person named as Allottee or 
Payee in the duplicate. 

11. Payment shall only be made to the Allottee or Payee 
personally, unless on any occasion the Allottee or Payee is 
unable, from illness or bodily infirmity, to appear personally, in 
which case payment on that occasion shall be made to the 
person producing— 

(1.) The duplicate authonty, together with the Allottee’s 
or Payee’s order in wniting, signed and witnessed, 
for payment to that person; ne 

(2.) A Certificate from the proper certifying Authority of 
the Allottee’s or Payee’s being unable, from illness or 
bodily infirmity, to appear personally ; or, 

(3.) A like Certificate from the Allottee’s or Payee’s legally- 

ualified Medical Attendant : 
Provided the Paying Officer does not doubt the authenticity of 
the order, or the truth of the certificate. 

12. Payment shall not be made unless the Paying Officer is 
satisfied of the title of the claimant. . 

13. Where a wife is Allottee, payment shall not be made 
except on due proof of the marnage. 

14, If on any application for payment the Paying Officer 
entertains any doubt as to the claimant's title to payment, he 
shall inquire into the matter, and may require from the claimant 
such statutory declaration or declarations of the claimant alone, 
or with any other person or persons, as the Paying Officer 
thinks requisite. 

15. On paying an Allotment the Paying Officer shall take 
a receipt, duly witnessed on the usual List, and shall indorse 
on the duplicate authority the date and amount of the payment, 
and the term for which it is made. 

16. On paying a Remittance, the Paying Officer shall take a 
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receipt on the authority for payment addressed to him, and 
shall certify thereon (where so required) to his having satisfied 
himself of the title of the claimant. 

17. Where a Seaman or Marine, having allotted, becomes of 
unsound mind, and his wife, child, or other near relative is 
Allottee, payment of the Allotment may be continued, under 
the direction of the Admiralty, to the Allottee, within the limits 
of the pay due. 

18. Where a wife, being Allottee, dies or deserts her 
children, or so misconducts herself as to be considered un- 
deserving of support from her husband, the Admiralty, on a 
certificate to that effect from the proper certifying Authority, 
may stop further payment under the Allotment. 

If, in any such case, there is a child of the Allottor unpro- 
vided for, the Admiralty, on a Certificate to that effect from the 
proper certifying Authority, may revoke the authority for pay- 
ment to the wife, and make out a new authority in favour of a 
proper person resident in the parish where the child is, recom- 
mended for the purpose by the proper certifying Authority, 
and that person shall apply to the maintenance of the child the 
money allotted. 

19. Where a wife, being Allottee, becomes of unsound mind, 
the Admiralty, on receipt of a Certificate to that effect from the 
proper certifying Authority, may stop further payment under 
the Allotment, and may revoke the authonty for payment to 
the wife, and make out a new authority in favour of a proper 
person recommended for the purpose by the proper certifying 
Authority ; and that person shall apply for the enefit of the 
wife and the children (if any) of the Allottor the money 
allotted. 

20. Where the death of an Allottee comes to the knowledge 
of the proper certifying Authority, or of any one of the persons 
constituting such Authority, immediate notice of the death 
shall be given by such Authority or person to the Admiralty, or 
to the Officer by whom the Allotment is payable, who shall 
mdorse the date of his receipt of the notice on the authority for 
payment, and return the same to the Admiralty. 


21. Every Certificate under this Order shall state the. 


character in which each person certifying subscribes the same. 


Unclaimed Pay. 


22. Pay shall be deemed forfeited if, within six years from 
the Ist day of January next following the time when it became 
payable — 

(1.) It is not claimed; or, 

(2.) A claim made to it is not proved to the satisfaction of 

the Admiralty. 

23. The Admiralty may, however, if they see good cause, in 
any case remit such dofeitars: 
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Stoppage of Pay by “ R.” 


24, A person against whose name the letter “R” is placed 
in the books of the ship to which he belongs, as denoting a 
deserter, shall not, while the “R” so remains, be entitled to 
receive his Pay; but the Admiralty may, in any case, if they 
think fit, order the “R” to be removed, and authorize the pay- 
ment of the Pay accrued. 


Persons of Unsound Mind. 


25. Where it is made to appear to the satisfaction of the 
Admiralty that an Officer, Seaman, or Marine, or other person 
entitled to Pay, 1s of unsound mind (though not found lunatic 
by inquisition), the whole or any part of such Pay may be paid 
over, under the direction of the Admiralty, to the wife, or rela- 
tive, or other person having the care and maintenance of such 
person, to be applied for his maintenance and benefit. 


Vouchers. 


26. Certificates of payment of monthly advance to Seamen 
and Marines, or of the payment of the balances of the Pay of 
Officers, Seamen, and Maritee: other Certificates, founded on 
the books of Her Majesty’s Ships; Certificates of Allotments by 
Seamen and Marines paid by Her Majesty’s Paymaster-General ; 
certified effective Lists of the payment of Marine Pay; certified 
Vouchers of the payment of Wages in Her Majesty’s Dockyard 
and Victualling and other Naval Establishments; and certified 
Lists of Wages and Bounty to Naval Coast. Volunteers; shall, 
when duly attested by the several Officers or other persons 
whose duty it is to attend and attest such payments, be received 
by all authorities and persons, for all purposes, as sufficient 

ouchers in proof of the several payments mm such Certificates 
or Lists respectively charged, conformably with the practice 
which has hitherto prevailed. 

And the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury 
and the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty are to give the 
necessary directions herein, as to them may respectively apper- 
tain.

Now, therefore, Her Majesty, by virtue of the powers in this 
behalf by the said Act or otherwise in Her vested, is pleased, by 
and with the advice of Her Privy Council, to order, and it is 
hereby ordered, as follows:— __ 

Preliminary. 

1. This Order shall commence from and immediately after 
the 3lst day of December, 1865. 

2. The Order in Council of the Ist day of November, 1864, 
under the said Act, is hereby repealed; but not so as to revive 
any regulation, practice, or other thing thereby abolished, or to 
affect the past operation of. that Order, or the validity of any- 
thing done thereunder. 

3. Terms used in this Order have the same respective mean- 
ings as in the said Act. 


Payment of Prize Money into Bank, §c. 

4, All Money distributable among the Officers and Crew of 
any of Her Majesty’s Ships of War, within the meaning of the 
said Act (all which money is comprehended under the term 
“Prize Money” where hereafter used in this Order), shall be 
forthwith paid to the account of Her Majesty's Paymaster- 
General at the Bank of England, on account of Naval Prize, or 
into the hands of some official Accountant (belonging to the 
Naval, Commissariat, or other Department), in order that it may 
be transferred to the said Account. 


Gazette Notice. 


5. Before any Money distributable as aforesaid is actually 
distributed, Notification shall be given by Advertisement in- 
serted in the “London Gazette” under the direction of the 
Admiralty. | 


Prize Remittances. 


6. For the purposes of the provisions of this Order respect- 
ing Prize Remittances, the proper certifying Authority shall be 
(in on several cases herematter mentioned) the following, 
namely ,— 

(1) Where the Payee resides in England, Wales, Scotland, 
the Isle of Man, or the Channel Islands, the Minister 
and Churchwardens or Elders of the Parish or Dis- 
trict Parish wherein the Payee resides. 

(2.) Where the Payee resides in Ireland, the Inspector or 
Sub-Inspector of Constabulary for the County, and 
a Churchwarden of the Parish wherein the Payee 
resides.

Remittance Bills shall be paid in the United Kingdom by 
any Officer of the Revenue, and at Sierra Leone by the Com- 
missariat Officer, who respectively shall comply in al] respects 
with the instructions of the Admiralty printed on the authority 
for Payment addressed to the Paying Officer. 

9. The amounts so paid shall be repaid to the respective 
Departments in the saroe manner as at present, subject to such 
alterations as the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Trea- 
sury and the Admiralty from time to time direct. 

10. A Remittance Bill shall not be paid without a Certificate 
from the proper certifying Authority that the holder of the 
duplicate of the authority issued to the Paying Officer is the 
Person named as Payee in the duplicate. 

11. Payment shall only be made to the Payee personally, 
unless on any occasion the Payee is unable from illness or 
bodily infirmity to appear personally, in which case payment 
on that, occasion shall be made to the Person producing-——

order in writing, signed and witnessed, for payment 
to that Person; and— 

(2.) A Certificate from the proper certifying Authonty of

17. In this Order the term “Subordinate Officer, Seaman, or 
Marine” includes every Person belonging to Her Majesty’s 
Naval Service, or being a Supernnmerary attached thereto, 
except Commissioned and Warrant Officers; and Assistant 
Engineers of the Second Class. 

18. The Share of any Subordinate Officer, Seaman, or Marine 
of any Prize Money shall not be paid to any person other than 
such Subordinate Officer, Seaman, or Marine himself, or the 
nerson named in an order drawn by him as hereafter in this 
Order prescribed; but this restriction shall not apply to any 
money (being such a share or part thereof) remaining unpaid 
on the promotion of a Subordinate Officer to the rank of Com- 
missioned Officer, or of a Seaman to the rank of Warrant 
Officer. 

19. Every such order shall be drawn on & printed form 
issued for the purpose by the Accountant-General of the 
Navy. 

20. Every such order shall be drawn in favour of some one

he Payee being so described in the order. 

21. Every such order shall be signed by the drawer in the 
presence of the Person or Persons who is or are to certify 
according to the directions subjoined to form of order. 

22. Every such order shall be irrevocable during the life of 
the Payee, unless in special circumstances the Admiralty think 
fit to allow of revocation. 


23. Every such order shall be absolutely revoked by the 
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death of the Payee, so that no interest therein shall pass to the 
Payee’s personal representatives. 

24. Nothing im this order shall affect any order drawn by a 
Subordinate Officer, Seamen, or Marine, betorg the Ist day of 
January, 1865. 

25. If at any time a person formerly licensed as an Agent 
or his representative has a lawful claim against the Share of 
any Subordinate Officer, Seaman, or Marine, of any Prize Money, 
in respect of advances made by such Agent before the lst day 
of January, 1865, the claim shall be duly discharged under the 
direction of the Admiralty, as nearly as may be as if the said 
Act had not been passed. 


Unclaimed and Forfeited Shares. 


26. If the Share of any Person of any Prize Money is not 
duly claimed within six years after it is payable to him, it shall 
be deemed unclaimed and shall be dealt with accordingly. 

27. Notwithstanding that any such Share has been forfeited 
or is unclaimed, the Admiralty may, if they see good cause, pay 
the same out of the Naval Prize Cash Balance. 


Closing of Accounts. 


28. All accounts relative to any Prize Money (whether the 
same became distributable before or after the commencement 
of this Order) shall be deemed finally closed at the expiration 
of forty years from the date of distribution. 


Persons of Unsound Mind. 


29. Where it is made to appear to the satisfaction of the 
Admiralty that any person entitled to a Share of any Prize 
Money is of unsound mind (though not found lunatic by inqui- 
sition), the whole or any part of such Share may be paid over 
under the direction of the Admiralty to the wife or relative or 
other person having the care and maintenance of such Person 
to be applied for his maintenance and benefit. 


Repayment from Greenwich Hostal. 


30. All sums from time to time certified by the Accountant- 
General of the Navy to have been paid to Claimants and others 
proving themselves entitled to Shares of any Pmze Money, 
which was before the 1st day of June, 1829, paid into Greenwich 
Hospital, shall from time to time be repaid under the direction 
of the Admiralty out of the property held for the benefit of 
Greenwich Hospital. 


Annual Account. 


31. An account showing all the receipts and expenditure on 
account of Prize Money made up to the 31st day of March in 
each year, and signed bs the Accountant-General of the Naxy, 
shall be annually laid before the House of Commons.

WHEREAS by “ The Navy and Marines (Wills) Act, 1865,” it is 
enacted si other things) that that Act shall commence on 
such day, not later than the Ist day of January, 1866, as Her 
Majesty in Council thinks fit to direct; nevertheless, Her Majesty 
in Council may, if it seems fit, with reference to any places out 
of the United Kingdon, direct that that Act do not commence 
there respectively until a time after that day: 

And whereas by “The Admiralty, &c., Acts Repeal Act, 
1865,” it is enacted (among other things) that that Act shall 
commence on such day, not later than the lst day of January, 
1866, as Her Majesty m Council thinks fit to direct; neverthe-

Regulations respecting. 


Wuereas by “The Navy and Marines (Property of Deceased) 
Act, 1865,” it is enacted (among other things) that Her Majesty 
in Council may from time to time make such Orders in Council 
as seem meet for the better execution of any of the purposes of 
that Act, and that the said Act shall commence on such day not 
later than the Ist day of January, 1866, as Her Majesty in 
Council thinks fit to direct: 

Now, therefore, Her Majesty, by virtue of the powers in this 
behalf by the said Act or otherwise in Her vested, is pleased, 
by and with the advice of Her Privy Council, to order, and it is 
hereby ordered, as follows :— 

Preliminary. | 

1. The said Act and this Order shall commence from and 
immediately after the 31st day of December, 1865. 

2. In this Order— 

The term “Naval Assets” includes all Se affected 
by “The Navy and Marines (Property of Deceased) 


Act, 1865 :” 
The term “ Will” includes Codicil : 
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The term “ Probate” includes Letters of Administration 
with Will annexed: 

Other terms have the same respective meanings as in the 
said Act. 


I—WILLS OF SEAMEN AND MARINES. 
Deposit of Will in Testator’s Lifetime. 


3. In the office of the Inspector of Seaimen’s Wills (here- 
after in this Order called the trspeetar) there shall be a Repo- 
sitory for Wills of Seamen and Marines. 

4. The Will of a Seaman or Marine intended to pass naval 
assets may, as soon as practicable after its execution, be sent to 
the Secretary of the Admiralty, to be examined by the Inspector. 

5. On receipt of any instrument purporting to be such a 
Will, the Inspector shall register it in books kept in his office 
for the purpose, specifying the date and place of execution, the 
name and description of the Testator, the name, description, 
and address of the Person appointed Executor, and those of the 
attesting Witnesses. 

6. If the instrument ioe to the Inspector invalid as a 
Will on account of any informality or of non-accordance in an 
respect with “The Navy and Marines (Wills) Act, 1865,” or 
otherwise, he shall, as soon as may be, return it to the intending 
Testator, with a statement in writing of the objection to its 
validity, and of the mode in which the objection may be 
removed. 

7. If the instrument does not appear to the Inspector invalid 
as a Will, he shall cause it to be stamped with the official stam 
of the Admiralty, and to be placed in the Repository for Wills 
of Seamen and Marines, under official seal, and shall issue a 
receipt for it to the Testator, specityimg the matters required to 
be registered as aforesaid. 

8. With reference to every such Will the Inspector shall 
also proceed as follows :— 


(1.) He shall, with all convenient speed, issue to the person 
appolted Executor, if any, a Cheque of the Will, not 
giving any information respecting the Testator’s dis- 
position of his property, but containing directions as 
to the steps to be taken on the Testator’s death. 

(2.) If there 1s not any person appointed Executor, then, 
with the assent of the Testator, either implied by the 
mode of transmission of the Will to the Admiral 
Office or expressed, but not otherwise, he shall, with 
all convenient speed, issue to the Residuary or the 
Universal Legatee, or other person most beneficially 
interested under the Will, a Cheque in lieu of the 
Will, containing directions as to the steps to be taken 
on the Testator's death. 

3.) If in any such last-mentioned case, by reason of the 
absence of such assent, a Cheque is not issued in the 
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Testator’s lifetime, then he shall, with all convenient 
speed after the Testator’s death, issue to the Resi- 
duary or the Universal Legatee or other person most 
beneficially interested under the Will, a Cheque in 
lieu of the Will, containing directions as to the steps 
to be taken in consequence of the Testator’s death. 


Deposit of Will after Testator's Death. 


9. On the death of a Seaman or Marine leaving a Will, if 
the Will is not already deposited with the Inspector, it shall be 
forthwith sent to the Secretary of the Admiralty by the Exe- 
cutor or other person having possession of it, to be examined by 
the Inspector. 

10. On receipt of any instrument purporting to be such a 
Wil, the Inspector shall register it in books kept in his office 
for the purpose, specifying the date and place of execution, the 
name and description of the Testator, and the name, descrip- 
tion, and address of the person appointed Executor, and those 
of the attesting Witnesses. 

11. If the Inspector doubts the authenticity of the alleged 
Will, or if the instrument appears to him cavalid as a Will on 
account of any informality or of non-accordance in any respect 
with “The Navy and Marines (Wills) Act, 1865,” or otherwise, 
he shall, as soon as may be, give notice in writing to the person 
appointed Executor, or, if none, to the Residuary or the Uni- 
versal Legatee, or other person most beneficially interested 
under the alleged Will, informing him that the alleged Will is 
stopped, and stating the reason thereof. : 

12. If the Inspector does not doubt the authenticity of the 
Will, and the instrument does not appear to him invalid as a 
Will, he shall cause it to be stamped with the official stamp of 
the Admiralty, and shall issue to the person appointed Executor, 
or, if none, to the Residuary or the Universal Legatee or other 

erson most beneficially interested under the Will, a Cheque in 
lie of the Will, containing directions as to the steps to be 
taken in consequence of the Testator’s death. 


Proceedings on Testator's Death. 


13. Where a Seaman or Marine dies leaving a Will, and a 
Cheque has been issued in pursuance of the foregoing provi- 
sions, the following steps shall be taken (in cases where this 
course of proceeding is applicable) by and with respect to the 
Holder of the Cheque :-— 

(1.) The officiating Minister of the Parish or District Parish 
wherein the Holder of the Cheque resides shall, on 
his request, examine bim and two inhabitant House- 
holders of the Parish produced by him for the pur- 


pose. 

(2.) In the presence of the Minister, the Holder of the 
Cheque shall sign the Application, and the House- 
holders shall sign the Certificate, subjoined to the 
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Cheque (all blanks being first filled up according to 
truth, and the Minister having first read over to the 
Holder of the Cheque and Houscholders the caution 
rinted on the Cheque), for which purpose the 
folder of the Cheque and Householders shall attend 
at such time and place as the Minister appoints. 

(3.) The Minister being, on examinaton of the Holder of the 
Cheque and Householders, satisfied of the truth of 
their statements, and of the-Holder of the Cheque . 
being the Executor, or other person therein described 
as qualified to act, and of the persons era ae ons 
inhabitant Householders of the Parish, and having 
seen the parties sign the Application and Certificate 
respectively, shall add a description of the height, 
complexion, colour of eyes and hair, and age of the 
Holder of the Cheque, and of any observable pecu- 
liarities of person about him, and shall certify to the 
several particulars by subscribing his signature 
thereto. 

(4.) The Holder of the Cheque shall, before signing the 
Application, pay to the Minister a fee of 2s. 6d. for 
his trouble in the matter. 

(5.) The Application and Certificates being completed, the 
Minister shall return them with the Cheque addressed 
as directed. 


14. If the Inspector, on the return of the Cheque, Applica- 
tion, and Certificates, is satisfied of the right of the Claimant, 
he shall proceed as follows :— 


(1.) In case representation is required or intended to be 
taken out, he shall indorse on the original Will a 
Certificate (in such form and to such effect as he 
thinks fit), to enable the Claimant to take out repre- 
sentation, and shall deliver the Will to the Claimant ; 
and probate obtained in accordance with the Certifi- 
cate, being produced to the Inspector, and registered, 
and being indorsed by him as available for receipt of 
Naval assets, shall be so available. 

(2.) In case representation is not required or intended to be 
taken out, the Inspector shall issue to the Claimant 
a Certificate, which shall be available for the receipt 
of Naval assets, without probate. 


15. If the Inspector, on the return of the Cheque, Applica- 
tion, and Certificates, is not satisfied of the nght or fitness of 
the Claimant, he may (by indorsement on the original Will) 
certify to that effect, and that he declines to interfere; or, if he 
thinks fit, he may (by indorsement on the original Will) melee 
his objections for the information of the Court, out of whic 
representation would be taken, and if the Court thinks fit to 
grant probate to the Claimant, the same being produced to the 
Inspector and registered, shall be indorsed by him as available 
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for receipt of Naval assets, and shall be so available accord- 
ingly. 

eT. If in any case the Minister is not satisfied that the 
Holder of the Cheque is the person qualified to act according 
to the instructions therein, he shall forthwith advise the Admi- 
ralty of his reasons by letter addressed as directed. 

17. Notwithstanding anything in the foregoing provisions 
where probate or, in Scotland, confirmation of Executor, in case 
of testacy, is obtained without the Inspector’s Certificate, and 
Naval assets form part of the effects, the Inspector, if satisfied 
on subsequent investigation, from official or other information, 
that there is no reason to doubt that representation has been 
obtained by the proper person, may admit the probate or con- 
firmation of Executor as authority for receipt of Naval assets 
by indorsement thereon, and the same shall be available accord- 
ingly. 

II.—INTESTACIES OF SEAMEN AND MARINES. 


18. Where a Seaman or Marine dies intestute, leaving Naval 

assets, the following proceedings shall be taken :— 

(1.) On receipt by the Inspector of a letter from a person 
claiming the Naval assets (as widow or next of kin) 
of the deceased, the Inspector shall, if, after the 
requisite preliminary inquiries, there appear sufficient 
grounds for entertaining the claim, send by post, 

-under cover to the officiating Minister of the Parish 
or District Parish wherein the Claimant resides, a 
form of Application to be filled up, and a letter of 
Instruction for the Minister’s guidance. 

(2.) The Inspector shall at the same time send to the 
Claimant a letter, advising her or him of the trans- 
mission to the Minister of the form of Application, 
and pointing out the steps to be taken by the 
Claimant for substantiating the claim. 

(3.) After the Minister’s receipt of the form he shall, on the 
request of the Claimant, examine her or him and two 
inhabitant Householders of the Parish produced by 
her or him for the purpose. 

(4.) In the presence of the Minister the Claimant shall sign 
the Application, and the Householders shall sign the 
Certificate subjoined thereto (all blanks being first 
filled up according to truth, and the Minister having 
first read over to the Claimant and Householders the 
caution printed on the form of Application), for which 
purpose the Claimant and Householders shall attend 
at such time and place as the Minister appoints. 

(5.) The Minister being, on examination of the Claimant 
and Householders, satisfied of the truth of their state- 
ments, and of the persons certifying being inhabitant 
Householders of the Parish, and having seen the 
parties sign the Application and Certificate respec-

tively, shall add a description of the height, com- 

lexion, colour of eyes and hair, and age of the 
Claimant and of any observable peculiarities of person 
about her or him, and shall certify to the several par- 
ticulars by subscribing his signature thereto. 

(6.) The Claimant shall, before signing the Application, pay 
to the Minister a fee of 2s. 6d. for his trouble in the 
matter. 

(7.) The Application and Certificates being completed, the 
Minister shall return them addressed as directed. 


19. If the Inspector, on the return of the Application and 
Certificates, is satisfied of the right of the Claimant, he shall 
proceed as follows :— 


(1.) In case Representation is required or intended to be 
taken out, he shall issue to the Claimant a Certificate 
(in such form and to such effect as the Inspector 
thinks fit) to enable the Claimant to take out Repre: 
sentation; and Letters of Administration, obtained 
in accordance with the Certificate, bemg produced to 
the Inspector and registered, and being mdorsed by 
him as available for receipt of Naval assets, shall be 
so available. 

(2.) In case Representation is not required or intended to be 
taken out, the Inspector shall issue to the Claimant a 
Certificate, which shall be available for receipt of 
Naval assets, without Administration. 


20. If the Inspector, on the return of the Application and 
Certificates, is not satisfied of the nght or fitness of the Claimant, 
he may certify to that effect, and that he declines to interfere; 
or, if he thinks fit, he may certify his objection for the informa- 
tion of the Court out of which Letters of Administration or 
Confirmation of Executor-dative would be taken, and if the 
Court thinks fit to grant such Letters or Confirmation to the 
Claimant, the same, being produced to the Inspector and regis- 
tered, shall be indorsed by him as available for receipt of Naval 
assets, and shall be so available accordingly. 

21. If, in any case within two calendar months from the 
Minister’s receipt of the Form, a request for examination is not 
made to him by the Claimant, or effectual steps are not taken by 
the Claimant to complete the application, the Minister shall, at 
the expiration of those two months, return the Form, addressed 
as directed, with his reason for so doing so noted thereon. 

22. Ifin any case the Minister rejects any claim for want of 
satisfactory proof, he shall state his reason for such rejection on 
the Form, and forthwith return it, addressed as directed. 

23. Notwithstanding anything in the foregoing provisions, 
where Letters of Administration cc or 1n Scotland, Confirma- 
tion of Executor (on intestacy) has, been obtained without the 
Inspector's Certificate, and Naval assets form part of the effects, 
the Inspector, if satisfied on subsequent investigation, from 
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official or other information, that there is no reason to doubt 
that Representation has been obtained by the proper person, 
may admit the Letters of Administration or Confirmation of 
Executor as authority for receipt of Naval assets by indorse- 
ment thereon, and the same shall be available accordingly. 


IIT.—OFFIcERS, PENSIONERS, CrvIu SERVANTS, AND OTHERS. 


24. Where an Officer, or any person described m Section 4 
of “The Navy and Mannes (Property of Deceased) Act, 1865,” 
dies, testate or intestate, leaving Naval assets not exceeding 
1002, and Representation is not required or intended to be taken 
out in England, the Inspector, after making such preliminary 
inquiries as seem to him requisite, shall proceed as follows :— 

(1.) He may (if he thinks fit) require the Form of Applica- 
tion to be certified by an officiating Minister and two 
Householders, as prescribed in this Order in the case 
of a Seaman or Marine; or else, 

(2.) He may (if he thinks fit) require a statutory Declaration 
by the Claimant, suited to the circumstances of the 
case, and a Certificate from two Householders, certi- 
fying to the Claimant’s identity, and to their belief 
in the truth of the statement declared to; or, 

(3.) He may, in any case where the foregoing provisions do 
not apply, accept such other evidence in support of 
the claim as seems to him sufficient. 

25. On the return to the Inspector of the Application or 
statutory Declaration (as the case may be), and the Certificate 
of the Householders, or after such other investigation as he 
thinks fit under the authority of the last foregoing provision of 
this Order to substitute, and, where there is a Will, on the pro- 
duction to him thereof, then, if he is satisfied of the nght of 
the Claimant, he shall issue to the Claimant a Certificate, which 
shall be available for receipt of Naval assets without Probate 
or Administration. 

26. Where, however, Representation is taken out in any 
Court other than the Court of Probate in England, the In- 
spector may, instead of issuing any Certificate, admit the 
Letters of Administration, Probate, or other equivalent instru- 
ment, as authority for receipt of Naval assets by indorsement 
thereon, and the same shall be available accordingly without 
the seal of the Court of Probate in England. 

27. In every such case the provisions of “The Navy and 
Marines (Property of Deceased) Act, 1865,” with respect to the 
payment of debts out of the residue, shall apply, mutatis mutandis, 
except that, on the claim of a creditor not being entertained or 
allowed, the creditor may take out Representation. 


IV.—INTESTACY GENERALLY. 


28. Notwithstanding anything in this Order, the Inspector 
shall not, in any case of intestacy (except in cases éxempted by 
a General Order of the Admiralty from the operation of the 
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present clause), issue a Certificate available for receipt of Naval 
assets without Administration until after the expiration of three 
calendar months from the receipt by the Admiralty of notice of 
the intestate’s death, unless in special circumstances it appears 
to the Inspector safe and proper to issue his Certificate at an 
earlier time. | 


V.—SPECIAL DISPOSAL OF RESIDUE BY ADMIRALTY. 


29. With respect to any case provided for by paragraph (3) 
of Section 8 of “ The Navy and Marines (Property of Deceased) 
Act, 1865,” the ground of the non-applicability of paragraphs (1) 
and (2) of that section being the absence of proof of the death 
of some person, proof of whose death is requisite to make those 
pea cailie applicable, then and in every such case, if it appears 
to the Inspector that those paragraphs would have been appli- 
cable but for the desertion or misconduct of the person, proof 
of whose death is wanting, the Inspector shall proceed as if the 
death of that person were proved. 


VI.—BASTARDS. 


30. Where a person subject to “The Navy and Marines 
(Property of Deceased) Act, 1865,” dies intestate, being a 
bastard, and not leaving a widow, or children, or descendants, 
and leaving Naval assets, the following provisions shall have 
effect :-— 

(1.) Where the Naval assets exceed 101, no petition to Her 

Majesty for a grant shall be entertained by the 
Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury, 
unless and until the Inspector has investigated the 
facts of the case in such manner as seems to him 
expedient, and has certified, for the information of 
the said Lords Commissioners, the result of his 
investigation. 

(2.) Where the Naval assets do not exceed 101, it shall not 
be necessary that a grant from Her Majesty be 
obtained, but the Inspector may issue a Certificate 
authorizing payment of the Naval assets to the 
person who would (in the judgment of the Inspec- 
tor), according to the practice observed by the 
Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury, 
obtain a grant if the Naval assets exceeded 101. 


VII.— GENERAL PROVISIONS. 


31. Notwithstanding anything in this Order, the Inspector 
may make such investigations as seem to him expedient into 
any statement submitted to him, and into the facts and cir- 
cumstances of the case (in any case whatever, in addition to 
the investigations prescribed by this Order), and in any case 
where the provisions of this Order are not applicable, or the 
Naval assets do not exceed 10s., in substitution for the nvesti- 
gations prescribed by this Order, or any of them.

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32. The provisions of this Order shall have effect, without 
prejudice to the rules and practice for the time being in force, 
and observed under “The Navy and Marines (Property ot 
Deceased) Act, 1865,” with respect to the discharge of the 
claims of creditors. 


VIII.—MEDALS AND DECORATIONS. 


33. Any medal or decoration to which an Officer, Seaman, 
or Marine is entitled, but which is not issued at the time of his 
~ death, shall be issued in favour of his— 

(1.) Wife ; 

(2.) Father or mother ; 

(3.) Son or daughter 

(4.) Brother or sister. 
And not in favour of any other person, except under the special 
directions of the Admiralty. 

34. Any medal or decoration belonging to an Officer, Sea- 
man, or Marine, issued before his death, shall, on coming into 
the custody of the Admiralty, be delivered to his representa- 
tive, unless Representation has been taken out by a creditor as 
such, in which case it shall be disposed of as if it had not been 
issued.

shall be granted a Special Allowance of 301. a-year; and that 
Quartermasters who may desire to continue in Active Regi- 
mental Employment after they have acquired a claim, by thirty 
years’ total service, including ten years as Quartermaster, to 
retire on the Half-Pay of 10s. a-day, may, on the special appli- 
cation of their Commanding Oficers, ee allowed, after two 
years’ further service, an addition to their Regimental Full- 
Pay of 1s.

Now, therefore, Her Majesty, by virtue of the powers in thir 
behalf by the said Act or otherwise in her vested, is pleased, by 
and with the advice of Her Privy Council and on the joint 
recommendation of the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty, 
and the Lords of the Committee of Her Majesty’s Privy Council 
for the consideration of matters relating to trade and foreign 
plantations to order, and it is hereby ordercd, as tullows:— 

1. The following harbours, namely, Dover (the Outer 
Harbour), St. Catherine’s, Jersey, and Alderney, with the 
breakwaters, piers, jetties, quays, wharves, lighthouses, roads, 
approaches, works, buildings, and things belonging thereto, and 
the ground and soil thereof, and the lands and hereditaments 
acquired for the purposes thereof, and all powers and duties in 
relation thereto, as far as the harbours, property, powers, and 
duties aforesaid are now vested in or imposed on the Lords 
Commissioners of the Admiralty, shall be, and the same are 
hereby transferred from the Honda Commissioners of the 
Admiralty to the Lords of the said Committee for Trade, 
subject to the conditions and restrictions in this Order ex- 
pressed.

been made; and for the better use and enjoyment thereof for 
the purposes aforesaid the Lords Commissioners of the Admi- 
pel and the Sceretary of State (as the case requires) may 
exclude the public from the use of any such breakwater, pier, 
jetty, quay, wharf, road, or approach, or any part thereof, 
during such times as having regard to the exigencies of Her 
Majesty's Service to them or him seems fit. 

3. The Admiralty moorings in the harbours of St. Cathe- 
rine’s, Jersey, and Alderney shall be, and the same are hereby 
reserved for the exclusive use of Her Majesty's vessels, or of

Navy for the time being entitled to the benefits of Greenwich 
Hospital, to be enjoyed by them so long only as they are not 
on the Establishment or inmates of Greenwich Hospital, bu$ in 
addition to any half-pay, pension, or other allowance coming to 
them otherwise than under any such Order in Council, and to 
prescribe the conditions on which such pensions are to be held; 
and whereas we are of opinion that it would be expedient to 
award the pensions hereinafter mentioned to Officers of Your 
Majecsty’s Navy, such pensions to be called “ Greenwich Hospital 
Pensions,” and to be pad out of Greenwich Hospital Funds 
We do, therefore, beg leave to recommend that Your Majest ;

FLAG OFFICERS, AND OTHER OFFICERS OF THE 
MILITARY BRANCH. 


Retirement of Flag Officers and Captains ; Reduction of 
the Active List of. 


WHEREAS we would humbly submit to Your Majesty that we 
have had under our serious consideration the present state of 
promotion in the Royal Navy, which, notwithstanding it has 
undergone great improvement of late years, in consequence of 
the introduction of a new system of retirement, nevertheless 
still leaves us without adequate means of rewarding meritorious 
Officers with promotion while they are in the full possession of 
their energies and vigour, thus not only entailing hardship on 
Officers themselves, but threatening to be detrimental to the 
public service. 

As a principal means of remedying these evils, it would be, 
In our opinion, most desirable to introduce into the Flag Lists 
of Your Majesty’s Navy the same compulsory principle of 
retirement which is in force in other classes of Naval Officers; 
such principle, however, to be carefully modified, so as to 
include at present only such Officers as, from the time of life 
which they have attained, and from their not having been 
employed since their service as Captains, may be regarded as 
having already virtually retired from active service; and to 
whom, moreover, we propose to guarantee the advantages of 
rising in rank and pay which they would have enjoyed had 
they remained on the Active List. In order, therefore, to 
carry out the important objects which we have in view, we 
would humbly submit to Your Majesty that Your Majesty be 
graciously pleased to sanction the following alterations and 
amendments in the present system of promotion and retirement 
in the Royal Navy, as provided by Your Majesty’s Orders in 
Council of the 1st August, 1860, and 9th July, 1864 :— 

1, Compulsory retirement to be extended to all the Execu- 
tive Lists.

2. Admirals to be retired on attaining 70 years of age, or 
when physically unfit for service. 

3. Vicce-Admirals to be retired on attaining 68 years of age, 
or when physically unfit tor service.

5. Flag Officers, at present on the Active List, who may be 
retired under these Regulations, will retain all the privileges of 
rising In rank and pay to which they are now entitled, but no 
Flag Officer who has not hoisted his flag will be considered 
eligible for the appointments of Vice and Rear-Admiral of the 
United Kingdom, or for promotion to the rank of Admiral of 
the Fleet. 

6. The Active Flag List to be reduced to 85:—

This reduction to be made gradually, by only filling up two 
out of every three vacancies caused by the removal of Flag 
Officers who accept Greenwich Pensions, and by retirements 
‘from age, whether optional or compulsory. Vacancies from all 
other causes are to be filled up as they occur. Vacancies on 
the List of Flag Officers on Reserved Ilalf-pay in receipt of 
Service Pensions, and on the List of Flag Officers of Greenwich 
Hospital, will not be filled up. 

7. Flag Officers, at present on the Active List, who have 
hoisted their flags, or been employed at the Admiralty sinco 
their promotion to Flag Rank, are to be allowed to retain their 
places on the Active List if they should prefer it; but the 
may be placed on the Retired List at their own request, with 
the consent of the Admiralty. Officers commg on the Flag 
List after this date will be subject to compulsory retirement at 
the ages specificd above, whether they have served or not. 

8. Captains to be retired on attaining 60 years of age, or 
when physically unfit for service, on the terms of the Order in 
Council of the 9th of July, 1864. Those at present on the 
Active List, who, before attaining the age of 60, shall have 
served the necessary time to quality them for promotion to the 
Active Flag List, are to be allowed to retain their places on 
the Active List, if they should prefer it; but no Captain will be 
eligible for promotion to the Active Flag List after 60 years of 
age, or if physically unfit for service. 

9. Officers promoted to the rank of Captain after the date 
authorized by Your Majesty’s Order in Council, to be subjected, 
should Your Majesty graciously approve of our propositions, to 
compulsory retirement on attaining the age of 60, whether they 
have served or not. 
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10. Captains of 60 years of age, who have served the 
necessary time to quality them for promotion to the Active 
Flag List, and who remain on the Gaptain’s List until pro- 
moted to Rear-Admiral, to be placed on the Retired List, but 
will be allowed to rise by seniority to the rank and pay of 
Vice-Admiral and Admiral respectively. Captains who have 
served their time, but who retire voluntarily before reaching 
the top of the list, will not be entitled to mse to higher pay as 
Flag Officers than 25s. a day, in accordance with the Order in 
Council of the 9th July, 1864. 

11. Captains who have not served their time for Active 
Flag Rank, and who have been unemployed for ten years, to 
be retired on the terms of the Order in Council of the 9th July, 
1864. 

12. Captains to be allowed to retire on attaining 50 years 
of age, with the consent of the Admiralty, on the terms of the 
Order in Council of the 9th July, 1864. 

13. The Captains’ List to be reduced gradually to 250, by 
filling up only two out of every three vacancies caused by age 
retirements from that List, whether optional or smpaleare: 
Vacancies from all other causes are to be filled up as they 
occur. 

14, Commanders to be retired at the age of 55, or when 
physically unfit for service, and to be allowed to retire at 50, 
with the consent of the Admiralty, on the terms of the Order 
in Council of the 9th July, 1864. 

15. Lieutenants to be retired at 55, or when physically 
unfit for service, and to be allowed to retire at 45, with the 
consent of the Admiralty, on the terms of the Order in Council 
of the 9th of July, 1864. 

16. Time served by Naval Officers, in future retiring from 
civil employments connected with the Navy, which does not 
entitle them to Civil Superannuation, to be allowed to reckon 
towards increase of Half or Retired Pay in the proportion of 
one year for every two served in that capacity. In the case of 
Captains, twelve years served in such civil capacity will entitle 
an Officer to rise to the higher rates of Retired Pay of Vice- 
Admiral and Admiral respectively. 

Should Your Majesty be graciously pleased to sanction these 
our suggestions, we would humbly submit that Your Majesty 
will authorize us to carry into operation the several arrange-

CAPTAINS. 


To reckon Time served in command of Harbour Ships on 
Foreign Stations as Sea Service. 


WHEREAS by Your Majesty’s Order in Council of the 9th July, 
1864, the time served by Caprains of Your Royal Navy in com- 
mand of harbour ships on foreign stations 1s debarred from 
reckoning as time served in command of seagoing ships, both 
as regards qualifying Officers for promotion to the Active Flag 
Lists and as rendering them eligible to command a stationary 
ship at home or a coast guard laps or to superintend a dock- 
yard, victualling-yard, naval hospital, or naval barracks : 

And whereas having taken into our consideration that in 
consequence of the restriction we have referred to, such appoint- 
ments to command harbour ships abroad are sometimes declined 
or reluctantly accepted by Officers as being calculated to inter- 
fere with their professional success, thus restricting us in our 
selection of duly qualified Officers : 

And having further taken into our consideration the impor- 
tant nature of the dutics which such Officers are required to 
discharge, as well as the fact that Officers while so employed 
are liable to be called upon at any time, in the absence of an 
Officer senior to themsclvcs, to act as Commanders of the 
squadrons employed on their stations, to take command of and 
put to sea with any one or more of Your Majesty's seagoing 
ships or vessels : 

We would humbly submit to Your Majesty that in justice to 
such Officers, viz., to such Captains as may have commanded, or 
may in future command, harbour ships on foreign stations, 
whether at the Island of Ascension, at Bermuda, the Cape of 
Good Hope, Jamaica, Hong Kong, or Rio de‘Janeiro, and who 
at the same time shall have had the superintendence and 
conduct of the duties of any one of the said ports, the time so 
served by such Officers shall be allowed to reckon by them, or 
by any one of them, as in all respects equivalent to time served 
in command of one of Your Majesty’s scagoing ships.

CARPENTER’S CREW, SECOND CLASS. 
Establishing the Rating of. 


WHEREAS we are unable to enter artificers from the shore in 
sufficient numbers to fill the vacancies in Your Majesty’s Fleet 
and we have, therefore, appropriated a ship for training a limited 
number of boys to be hereafter employed as carpenter’s crews 
for the Royal Navy. We most humbly request that Your 
Majesty will be pleased to approve of the rating of “Carpenter's 
Crew, Second Class,” being established on board Your Majesty’s 
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ships with the pay of 1s. 3d. a-day, to be given to the boys 
under training on thcir attaining the age of 18, and to be held 
by them after being sent to sea until they are sufficientl 
advanced in the trade of carpenter to be rated as “‘ Carpenter's 
Crew.” The Lords of Your Maj esty’s Treasury have given their 
sanction to this arrangement.

PRIZE MONEY. 


Distribution of, to be in accordance with the Royal Pro- 
clamation dated May-19, 1866. 


WHEREAS Your Majesty was graciously pleased, by Your Royal 
Proclamation of the 29th of June, 1865, to regulate, according 
to the scheme set forth therein or recognised thereby, the dis- 
tribution of the net proceeds of prizes captured from the enemy, 
of captures and seizures under the several Acts of Parliament 
passed relating to the revenues of customs, and to trade and 
navigation, for the abolition of the Slave Trade, for the capture 
and destruction of pirates and piratical vessels, and of the 
rewards conferred for the same; as also of the awards for all 
salvage granted to the crews of Yovr Majesty's ships and 
vessels of war, when rot otherwise specially apportioned by 
the terms of the respective awards and allowances ; and whereas 
we are of opinion that certain alterations in the apportionment 
and classification of the shares are desirable, and it is expedient 
that provision should be made for the future distribution of 
such net proceeds and salvage not otherwise specially appor- 
tioned, and all other moneys whatsoever granted to be shared 
in the manner of prize moncy, we do most humbly submit that 
Your Majesty would be graciously pleased, by your Order in 
Council, to annul the above-mentioned proclamation from and 
after the 30th day of September next, and to direct that the 
Sa area transmitted for Your Majesty’s gracious approval 
substituted in leu thereof.

Victoria R. 

WHEREAS by Our Order in Council of this day’s date We 
were graciously pleased to annul, from and after the thirticth 
day of September next, Our Royal Proclamation of the twenty- 
ninth day of June, One thousand eight hundred and sixty-five, 
regulating, according to the Scheme set forth therein or recog- 
nized thereby, the Distribution of the net Proceeds of Prizes 
captured from the Enemy, of Captures and Seizures under the 
‘several Acts of Parliament passed relating to the Revenues of 
Customs, and to Trade and Navigation, for the abolition of the 
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Slave Trade, for the Capture and Destruction of Pirates and 
Piratical Vessels, and of the Rewards conferred for the same, as 
also of the Awards for all Salvage granted to the Crews of Our 
Ships and Vessels of War, when not otherwise specially appor- 
tioned by the terms of the respective Awards and Allowances, 
and in consequence of certain alterations in the Apportionment 
and Classification of the Shares being desirable, it 18 expedicnt 
that provision should be made for the future Distribution of 
such net Proceeds and Salvage not otherwise specially appor- 
tioned, and all other Moneys whatsoever granted to be shared 
among the Officers and Crews of Our Ships and Vessels in the 
manner of Prize Money. 

We do, therefore, now make known to all Our loving Sub- 
jects, and to all others whom it may concern, by this Our Pro- 
clamation, by and with the Advice and Consent of Our Privy 
Council, that Our Royal Will and Pleasure is, and We do hereby 
direct, That Ships or Vessels being in sight of a Prize, as also 
of the Captors, under circumstances to cause Intimidation to 
the Prize and Encouragement to the Captor, shall be alone en- 
titled to share as joint Captors, and that the Distribution of all 
such net Proceeds of Prizes, Rewards, Allowances, Salvage 
Awards, and of all Bounties and Grants whatsoever distribu- 
table to Our Royal Navy in the manner of Prize Money, shall 
be made as follows, viz. :— 

That the Flag Officer or Officers shall have one-thirtieth 
part of the whole net procceds arising from Prizes cap- 
tured from the Enemy, and from all other Captures and 
Seizures, &c., as aforesaid, made by any of the Ships or 
Vessels under his or their Command, and of the Rewards 
conferred for the same, according to the following con- 
ditions and modifications, save and except as hereinafter 
provided and directed, that is to say :— 

When thero is but one Flag Officer, he shall have the 
entire one-thirticth part; when two Flag Officers 
shall be sharing together, the Chief shall have two- 
thirds, and the other Flag Officer shall have the re 
maining one-third of the one-thirtieth part; and 
when there shall be more than two Flag Officers, the 
Chicf shall have one-half of the.said one-thirtieth 
part, and the remaining half shall be equally divided | 
among the Junior Flag Officers ; Commodores of the 
First Class and Captains of the Fleet to share as 
Flag Officers: Provided always, that no Flag Officer, 
unless actually on board any of Our Ships or Vesscls 
of War, and at the actual taking, sinking, burning, 
or otherwise destroying any Ship or Ships of War, 
Privateer, or Privateers belonging to ie Enemy; 
shall share in the distribution of any Head Money 
or Bounty Money granted as a Reward for the 
taking, smking, burning, or otherwise destroying 
any such Ship or Vessel of the Enemy. 
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That no Flag Officer, unless actually present at the Capture 
or Destruction of any Pirates or Piratical Ship, Vessel, 
or Boat, shall share in any Distribution of the Proceeds 
or Bounty in respect of such Pirates, or of the Crews of 
such Piratical Ship, Vessel, or Boat. 

That no Flag Officer shall share in any Remuneration or 
Reward couferred or awarded to the Crew of any of Our 
Ships or Vessels as Salvage, unless he shall have been 
actually on board the Ship or Vessel to which the Award 
shall be made, or have personally aided and assisted in 
the transaction at the time the service was rendered, 

That no Flag Officer commanding in any Port of the United 
Kingdom shall share in the Proceeds of any Prize cap- 
tured from the Enemy, or m other Captures, Seizures, 
Rewards, or any distributive proceeds as aforesaid, made 
by any Ships or Vessels which shall sail from or leave 
such Port by order of the Lord High Admiral, or of Our 
Commissioners for executing the Office of Lord High 
Admiral. 

That, when Ships or Vessels under the Command of several 
Flag Officers, belonging to separate Stations, shall be 

joint Captors, &e., each Flag Officer shall receive a pro- 
portion of the One-thirtieth part according to the number 
of Officers and Men present under the Command of each 
such Flag Officer; and when Ships or Vessels under 
orders from the Lord High Admiral, or from Our Com- 
missioners for executing the Office of Lord High Ad- 
miral, are joint Captors, &c., with other Ships or Vessels 
under a Flag or Flags, the like Regulations as to the 
apportionment of the Flag Share to the Flag Officer or 
Ofticers are to be observed. 

With reference to Flag Officers it 1s to be noted,— 

That when an inferior Flag Officer is sent to reinforce a 
superior Officer on any Station, the superior Flag Officer shall 
not share in any Prize taken by the inferior Flag Officer before 
he has arrived within the limits of that Station, unless the 
inferior Officer shall have received some order directly from, 
and shall be acting in execution of some order issued by, such 
superior Flag Officer. 

No chief Flag Officer, quitting any Station, except upon 
some definite urgent service, and with the intention of return- 
ing to the Station as soon as such service is performed, shall 
share in any Prize taken by Our Ships or Vessels left behind 
after he has passed the limits of the Station, or after he has 
surrendered the Command to another Flag Officer appointed by 
the Admiralty to command in chief upon such Station. 

An inferior Flag Officer quitting any Station (except when 
detached, by orders from his Commander-in-Chicf, upon a 
special service, accompanied with orders to return to such 
Station as soon as the service has been performed) shall have 
no share in Prizes taken by the Ships and Vessels remaining 
on the Station after he has passed the limits thereof. 
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In like manner, Flag Officers remaining on such Station 
shall not share in the Prizes taken by such infcrior Officer, or 
by Ships or Vessels under his immediate Command, after he has 
quitted the limits of the Station, except he has been detached 
as aforesaid. 

A Commander-in-Chief or other Flag Officer belonging to 
any Station shall not share in any Prize or Prizes taken out of 
the limits of that Station by any Ship or Vessel under the Com- 
mand of a Flag Officer of any other Station, or under orders 
from Our Commissioners of the Admiralty, unless such Com- 
mander-in-Chief or Flag Officer is expressly authorized by Our 
said Commissioners to take the Command of that Station in 
which the Prize or Prizes is or are taken, and shall actually 
have taken upon him such Command. 

Every Commodore having a Captain under him shall be 
esteemed a Flag Officer with respect to the Thirtieth part of 
Prizes taken, whether he be Commanding-in-Chief or serving 
under Command. 

The First Captain to the Admiral and Commander-in-Chief 
of Our Fleet, as also the First Captain to any Flag Officer 
appointed to command a Fleet of Ten Ships of the Line or 
upwards, shall be deemed to be a Flag Officer for the purpose 
of sharing in Prize, and shall be entitled to share therein as 
the Junior Flag Officer of such Flcet. 

Any Officer on board any of Our Ships of War at the time 
of capturing any Prize or Prizes who shall have more Com- 
missions than one, shall be entitled only to share in such Prize 
or Prizes according to the share allotted to him by the above- 
mentioned distribution in respect to his superior Commission 
or Office. ; 

And with reference to these Regulations it 1s to be noted, 
that a Captain, Commander, or other Commanding Officer of a 
Ship or Vessel shall be deemed to be under the Command of a 
Flag when he shall actually have received some order from, or 
_ be acting in the execution of some order issued by, a Flag 
Officer, whether he be or be not within the limits of the Station 
of such Flag Officer; and in the event of his bemg dirccted to 
join a Flag Officer on any Station, he shall be deemed to be 
under the Command of such Flag Officer from the time when 
he arrives within the limits of the Station, which circumstance 
is always to be carefully noted in the Log Book; and it shall 
be considered that he continucs under the Flag Officer of such 
Station until he shall have received some order directly from, 
or be acting in the execution of some order issued by, some 
other Flag Officer duly authorized, or by the Lord High 
Admiral, or Our Commissioners for executing the oflice of Lord 
High Admiral. 

And We hereby direct, That the Captain, Commander, 
Lieutenant commanding, Staff Commander commanding, 
Master commanding, or any other Officer duly commanding 
any Ship, Sloop, or Vessel of War, singly making a capture or 
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seizure, or otherwise entitled to the distributive benefit arising 
from any proceeds, reward, grant, bounty, salvage, or other 
award as aforesaid, that is to say, the Officer actually in com- 
mand at the time shall have One-tenth of the remainder, or if 
there is no Flag, One-tenth of the entire net proceeds, except 
that if the single capturing Ship be a rated cag having a 
Commander under the Captain, the Commander shall take a 

ortion of the One-tenth part as if he were Commander of a 
Bloun, according to the proportion hereinafter set forth ; and if 
more than one Coiendie Officer of the same rank of com- 
mand shall be entitled to share as joint Captors, &c., the One- 
tenth shall be equally divided between them; but when 
Captains, Commanders, Lieutenants commanding, Staff Com- 
manders commanding, and Masters commanding, respectively, 
Our Ships and Vessels of War, and Commanders under Captains 
in rated Ships, shall share together, in whatever vanety of 
combination, the One-tenth hall be so divided into parts for a 
graduated apportionment as to provide for each Captain re- 
ceiving six parts; each Commander of a Sloop, or Commander 
under the Captain in a rated Ship, three parts; and each Lieu- 
tenant commanding, Staff Commander commanding, or Master 
commanding, or other Officer actually commanding a small 
Vessel of War, two parts; which We hereby direct shall be the 
proportion in which they shall respectively share ; Commodores 
of the Second Class, and Field Officers of Marines or of Land 
Forces serving as Marines, doing duty as Field Officers, above 
the rank of Major, to share as Captains; and Field Officers of 
Marines or of Land Forces serving as Marines, and doing duty 
in the rank of Major, to share as Commanders of Sloops. 

And We further direct, That after provision shall thus have 
been made for the Flag share (if any), and for the portion of 
the Commanding Officer or Officers and others as above speci- 
fied, the remainder of the net proceeds shall be distributed in 
‘Ten Classes, so that each Officer, Man, and Boy composing the 
rest of the complements of Our Ships, Sloops, and Vessels of 
War, and actually on board at the time of any such Capture, 
Seizure, &c., as aforesaid, and every person present and assist- 
ing, shall receive shares, or a share, according to his Class, as 
set forth in the following Scale:— 

First Class.—Inspector-General or Deputy Inspector-Gene- 
ral of Hospitals and Fleets, when embarked with a Fleet ; 
Inspector of Steam Machinery afloat when embarked 
with a Fleet ; Staff Captain, Secretary to Admiral of the 
Fleet or Commander-in-Chief, Paymaster-in-Chief, in the 
event of such Officer being employed afloat:—Forty-five 
Shares each. 

Second Class.—Senior Lieutenant of a rated Ship not bear- 
ing a Commander under the Captain, Staff Commander, 
Staff Surgeon, Paymaster over fifteen years’ seniority, 
Chief Engineer over fifteen years’ seniority, Secretary 
to an Admiral, or to a Commodore First Class, not com- 
manding-in-chief :—Thirty-five Shares each.

All Supernumeraries holding ranks in the service above the 
ranks or ratings specified in the Fifth Class of this Our Procla- 
mation who have been ordered to do duty in any of Our Ships 
and Vessels by the Lord High Admiral, by Our Commissioners 
for executing the office of Lord High Admiral, by the Senior 
Officer of the Fleet or Squadron, or, if none senior, then by the 
Captain or Commanding Officer of the capturing Ship or Vessel, 
if not by special authority employed in hhichar capacities, shall 
share according to the ranks which they respectively hold in 
the Service; but in all cases, to qualify them for so sharing, 
and not merely as Supernumeraries in the Ninth Class, due 
notation of their being thus respectively ordered to do duty 
must be made on the Victualling Lists and Prize Lists. 

And with respect to Supernumeraries of ratings in the Service 
below the denominations of those specified in the Fourth Class 
of this Our Proclamation, and who, at full victuals are engaged 
in the ordinary duties of the Ship, it is Our Will and Pleasure 
that they shall always share according to the ratings which they 
bear in the Service. 

And in order that Our Royal intentions herein may be duly 
carried into effect, We further direct that, when any Capture or 
Seizure is made, or service performed for which a distributable 
Grant or Reward is to be a or is expected to be conferred or 
awarded to any of Our Ships or Vessels of War, the Captain or 
Commanding Officer shall transmit, or cause to be transmitted, 
as soon as may be, to the Secretary of the Admiralty, a true 
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and perfect List of all the Officers, Seamen, Marines, Soldiers, 
and others who were actually on board on the occasion, with a 
notation thereon, stating whether any other of Her Majesty’s 
Ships or Vessels was in sight at the time of the Capture, accom- 

anied by a separate List containing the names of those belong- 
ing to the crew who were absent on duty or otherwise at the 
time, specifying the cause of such absence, each List to contain 
the quality of the service of each person, with their several 
ratings, to be subscribed by the Captain or Commanding Officer, 
and three or more of the Chief Officers on board. 

And when the List of those actually on board, with the 
separate List of persons absent, though belonging to the Ship 
or Vessel, shall have been verified on examination with the 
Ship’s Books lodged as Official Records, the Accountant-General 
of Gur Navy shall grant a Certificate that such Lists are correct 
or have been corrected, as occasion may require, in order that 
distribution of the respective Prize or other proceeds payable 
as Prize or Salvage Money may be duly made in the Dee 
ment of the Accountant Getieral ot Our Navy. 

And in the event of difficulty arising wiih respect to any of 
the Regulations hereby ordered, or if any case should occur not 
herein provided for, or not sufficiently provided for, We are 

leased hereby to authorize the Lord High Admiral, or Our 
Domuiesoners for executing the Office of Lord High Admiral for 
the time being, to issue such directions thereupon as may appear 
just and expedient, which directions shall have the same force 
and effect as if specially provided for in this Our Royal Pro- 
clamation: Provided always, and the distribution hereinbefore 
ordered shall take effect only with respect to the proceeds of 
Captures, Seizures, and services as aforesaid, which shall be 
made and performed on and after the first day of October, one 
thousand eight hundred and sixty-six; and that the proceeds 
arising from all Captures, Seizures, and services as aforesaid, 
made or performed prior to that date, shall be distributed in 
accordance with any Proclamation or Proclamations now in 
force, or in force at the time of such Captures, Seizures, or 
services respectively and applicable thereto, which We are 
pleased hereby to direct accordingly.

MEDICAL OFFICERS. 


Revised Scale of Pay and Allowance of, and other matters 
relating to. 


RANK OF STAFF COMMANDERS. 


And certain Officers of the Civil Branch. 


WHEREAS in consequence of the great and increasing difficulty 
of obtaining properly qualified Medical Officers for Your Ma- 
festy Navy, we deemed it advisable, in conjunction with Your 
ajesty’s Secretary of State for War, to appoint a joint Com- 
mittee composed of Officers of both Services, to which also the 
Royal Colleges of Physicians and Surgeons each sent a Member, 
to consider the whole question of the rank, pay, and position 
of the Medical Officers of Your Majesty’s Army and Navy; and 
whereas, after a careful consideration of the Report of the said 
Committee, we are of opinion that it will be for the benefit of 
Your Majesty’s Service that the following regulations shall be 
established as far as regards Your Majesty’s Navy, we beg to 
submit them most humbly for Your Majesty’s approval :— 

1. That Staff Surgeons shall be placed on a separate list and 
be considered as a distinct rank, and that promotion to that rank 
(although twenty years’ service on full pay may not have been 
completed) shall be open to Officers for distinguished or special 
service.

WHEREAS we have had under our consideration the pay and 
osition of Inspectors of Machinery Afloat and of Engineers of 
your Majesty’s Navy, and whereas we are of opinion that it 
would be expedient, with the view of retaining properly quali-. 
fied Officers in Your Majesty’s Service, to create a new rank of 
Chief Inspector of Machinery Afloat, and to increase the pay of 
the Inspectors of Machinery Afloat, and to grant Ordinary 
Pensions to the Widows, and Ordinary and Special Compas- 
sionate Allowances to the Children, of Engineers, we beg leave 
to recommend that Your Majesty will be graciously pleased by 
Your Order in Council to sanction the following proposals :— 

1. That a new rank of Chief Inspector of Machinery Afloat 
should be created; such Officer to rank with Paymasters-in- 
Chief and Secretaries to Admirals of the Fleet, and to be paid 
full pay at the rate of 11. 7s. 5d. a-day, or 500J. 7s. 1d. a-year. 
These appointments to be held by the three Inspectors of 
Machinery Afloat for the Steam Reserve, whose pay will be 
increased to 5001. 7s. 1d. a year accordingly, and by the two 
Assistants to Chief Engineers in the Steam Factories, whose 
salay of 400/. a-year we propose to increase to 500. 

2. That the pay of other Inspectors of Machinery Afloat 
should be increased to 11. 4s. 8d. a-day, or 4501. 3s. 4d. a-year. 

38. That the widows of Engineers should be granted an 
ordinary pension of 40/. a-year in the event of their not being 
entitled to the special rates of pension established for those 
whose husbands oe been slain in action, drowned, or killed 
on duty, or have died from the effects of any injury or disease 
caused by extraordinary exposure or exertion on service within 
six months after being first certified to be ill. 

4. That the children of Engineers should be granted the 
following compassionate allowances :— 

51. to 101. a-year, ordinary compassionate allowance ; 

6l. to 121. a-year, if the father was drowned or killed on 
duty, or died from the effects of any injury or disease caused 
by extraordinary exposure or exertion on service within six 
months after being first certified to be ill: 

81. to 142. a-year if the father was killed in action, or died 
within six months of wounds received in action. 

The same regulations to be followed im awarding those 
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pensions and compassionate allowances as in the case of widows 
and children of other Officers. 

The Lords of Your Majesty’s Treasury have expressed their 
concurrence in the foregoing proposals.

WHEREAS we have had under our consideration the position of 
the Chief Officers, Senior Mates, and Second Mates of Your 
Majesty's Coast-Guard Cruizers, who, having entered the 
service subsequently to the lst January, 1858, the date of the 
transfer of the Coast-Guard Service to this Department, are 
not entitled to any superannuation allowances: :

89, intituled “ An Act 
for the better Government of Greenwich Hospital and the more 
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beneficial application of the revenues thereof,” it is amongst 
other things enacted that “the Admiralty shall sell and convey 
the Advowsons of and Kights of Presentation to the Benefices 
and Perpetual Curacies belonging to Greenwich Hospital,” 
subject to the provisions of a scheme to be prepared with the 
advice and assistance of the Ecclesiastical Commissioners of 
England, and to be approved by Your Majesty in Council. 

Ve therefore beg leave most humbly to submit the inclosed 
scheme, and to request that Your Majesty will be graciously 
pleased by Your Order in Council to sanction the same. 


SCHEME required by the 44th section of “The Greenwich 
Hospital Act, 1865,” in respect of the sale of Advowsons 
and Rights of Presentation to the Benefices and Perpetual 
Curacies belonging to Greenwich Hospital. ; 


It is proposed by the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty 
to carry out the provisions of this section in the following 
manner :— 

1st. To seek for purchasers for each of these advowsons by 
public advertisements in the daily and pou newspapers, and 
to request that any person desirous of purchasing any of the 
said advowsons will make to their Lordships an offer in writing, 
signed by the applicant, stating the terms and conditions on 
which he is willmg and submits to purchase the advowson 
therein mentioned, their Lordships stipulating that they may 
be at liberty to receive two or more offers for the same advow- 
son, and shall not be under any legal obligation to accept the 
highest offer. 

2ndly. That their Lordships shall require from each incum- 
bent of these advowsons a return or statement in wniting, 
according to the best of his knowledge, information, or belief, 
and in a form to be prescribed by their Lordships, of the gross 
income or yearly benefit of his benefice, any tithe, rent-charge 
therein being returned at par, and also a similar return of all 
rates, taxes, tenths, dues, and other out-goings, including the 
charges of collectior, but not including income or property-tax, 
which shall have been paid by or chargeable on such incumbent 
in sa a of his benefice during the five years immediately 
prece 
respect of which such imcome and out-goings may have 
arisen. 

If the incumbent has a Curate, the stipend of the Curate 
must be stated, and the reasons of his‘appomtment. 

If, at the time of making such returns so required by their 
Lordships, a living shall be subject to a charge of annual pay- 
ments in respect of money borrowed for building or re-building 
the parsonage or other buildings, or for drainage or other im- 
provements of the glebe or lands of the living, no reduction 
shall be made from the net yearly value in respect of such 
annual payments, but a separate statement shall be made by 


g Lady Day 1865, distinguishing the various items in > 
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the incumbent of the number and amount of the annual pay- 
ments remaining to be made. 

That before accepting any offer made for the purchase of 
any of the aforesuid advowsons, their Lordships will seek the 
advice of the Ecclesiastical Commissioners, who will be re- 
quested to certify that the price offered is an adequate one. 

When the sale of any of these advowsons shall have been 
completed, the purchase-money will be applied in the manner 
prescribed in the before-mentioned Act, videlicet :— 

As to one moiety thereof, by the creation of a fund for the 
benefit of retired Naval Chaplains, and as to the other moiety, 
inasmuch as the income of the living of Alston is small with a 
large mining population, and the incomes of the other livings 
large in comparison with small agricultural populations, their 
Lordships propose to apply it in augmentation of the income 
of the living of Alston until, in their Lordships’ opinion, it has 
been sufficiently augmented, and then in augmentation of the 
income of any of the other livings deemed je their Lordships 
to be most necessitous.

ZANZIBAR. 


Her Majesty’s jurisdiction over British Subjects in the 
Dominions of the Sultan of. 


WHEREAS by an Act of Parliament made and passed in the 
Session of Parliament, holden in the 6th and 7th years of Her 
Majesty’s reign, intituled “An Act to remove doubts as to the 
exercise of power and jurisdiction by Her Majesty within divers 
countries and places out of Her Majesty’s dominions, and to 
render the same more effectual,” it is, amongst other things, 
enacted that it is and shall be lawful for Her Majesty to hold. 
exercise, and enjoy any power or jurisdiction which Her Majesty 
now hath, or may at any time hereafter have, within any country 
or place out of Her Majesty’s dominions, in the same and as 
ample a manner as if Her Majesty had acquired such power or 
jurisdiction by the cession or conquest of terntory : 

And whereas Her Majesty hath power and jurisdiction in 
the dominions of His Highness the Sultan of Zanzibar and ite 
dependencies : 

And whereas it is expedient to make provision for the due 
and effectual exercise of such power and jurisdiction: 

I. Now, therefore, in pursuance and by virtue of the said 
recited Act of Parliament, Her Majesty is pleased, by and with 
the advice of Her Privy Council, to order, and it is hereby 
ordered, that Her Majesty’s Consuls appointed to reside in the 
dominions of the Sultan of Zanzibar shall have full power and 
authority to carry into effect, and to enforce by the means and 
in the manner hereinafter mentioned and provided, the obser- 
vance of the stipulations of any Treaty or Convention, or of any 
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regulations appended to any Treaty or Convention, now exist- 
ing, or which may hereafter be made between Her Majesty, her 
heirs and successors, and the Sultan of Zanzibar, his heirs and 
successors ; and to make and to enforce, by fine or imprisonment, 
or both, Rules and Regulations for the observance ot the stipu- 
lations of any such Treaty or Convention, and for the peace, 
order, and good government of Her Majesty’s subjects being 
within the Somos of the Sultan of Zanzibar, his heirs and 
successors. 

II. And it is further ordered, that a copy of all such Rules 
and Regulations made by the said Consul shall forthwith be 
affixed, and kept affixed and exhibited in some conspicuous place 
in the public office of the said Consul, and that printed copies 
of the said Rules and Regulations shall, as soon as possible, be 
provided by the said Consul, and sold at a price not exceeding 
one dollar for each copy; and for the purpose of convicting any 
person offending against the said Rules and Regulations, and 
for all other purposes of law whatsoever, a printed copy of the 
said Rules and Regulations certified under ne hand of the said 
Consul to be a true copy thereof, shall be taken as conclusive 
evidence of such Rules and Regulations and all things therein 
respectively contained, and no penalty shall be incurred or shall 
be enforced for the breach of any such Rules and Regulations to 
be hereafter made, until the same shall have been so affixed and 
exhibited for one calendar month in the public office of the 
Consul: Provided always, that any such Rule or Regulation 
made by Her Majesty’s Consul and to be enforced by a penalty, 
shall, before the first day on which the same shall be so affixed 
or exhibited, be transmitted to Her Majesty’s Principal Secre- 
tary of State for Foreign Affairs for allowance or disallowance ; 
and if any such Rule or Regulation shall be disallowed by Her 
Majesty’s Principal Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, the 
same shall cease to have effect from the receipt by the Consul 
of such disallowance; nevertheless, the Consul hall not be liable 
to be proceeded against in any of Her Majesty’s Courts in 
regard to any act done by him under such Rule or Regulation 
previously to the receipt of its disallowance by such Consul. 

III. And it is further ordered, that it shall be lawful for Her 
Majesty’s Consul as aforesaid, upon information or upon the 
complaint of any person that a British subject has violated any 
of the stipulations of any Treaty or Convention, or of any regu- 
lations appended to any Treaty or Convention, between Her 
Majesty and the Sultan of Zanzibar, or has disregarded or in- 
fringed any of the Rules or Regulations for the observance of 
the stipulations of any such Treaty or Convention, affixed and 
exhibited according to the provisions of the next preceding 
Article of this Order, to summon before him the accused person 
and to receive evidence and to examine witnesses on oath, as to 
the guilt or innocence of such person in regard to the offence 
laid to his charge, and to award such penalty of fine or im- 
prisonment against any person convicted of an offence against 
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any such Treaty or Convention or appended Regulations, or 
against the said Rules and ge aaa as war} be specified 
therein respectively; and any charge against a British subject 
for a breach of any such Treaty or Convention, or appended 
Regulations, or for a breach of such Rules and Regulations for 
the observance of any such Treaty, shall be heard and deter- 
mined by the Consul without Assessors: Provided always, that 
in no case shall the penalty to be incurred by a breach of such 
Rules and Regulations exceed five hundred dollars, or three 
calendar months’ imprisonment. 

IV. And it is further ordered, that any charge against a 
British subject for a breach of Rules and Regulations other than 
those relating to the observance of Treaties shall, in ike manner, 
be heard and determined by Her Majesty’s Consul; and in all 
cases in which the penalty shall not exceed two hundred dollars, 
or one calendar month’s imprisonment, the Consul shall hear and 
determine the charge summarily without the aid of Assessors; 
but where a penalty attached to a breach of the Rules and Regu- 
lations other than those relating to the observance of Treaties 
shall amount to more than two hundred dollars, or to imprison- 
ment for more than one calendar month, the Consul, before he 
shall proceed to hear the charge, shall summon two disinterested 
Britich subjects of good repute to sit with him as Assessors, 
which Assessors, however, shall have no authority to decide on 
the innocence or guilt of the person charged, or on the amount 
of fine or imprisonment to be awarded to him on conviction, 
but it shall rest with the Consul to decide on the guilt or inno- 
cence of the person charged, and on the amount of fine or im- 
prisonment to be awarded to him: Provided always, that in no 
case shall the penalty be attached to a breach of Rules and 
Regulations other than those for the observance of Treaties 
exceed five hundred dollars, or three calendar months’ impri- 
sonment; and provided further, that in the event of the said 
Assessors, or elther of them, dissenting from the conviction of 
the party charged, or from the penalty of fine or imprisonment 
awarded to him by the Consul, the Consul shall take a note of 
such dissent, with the grounds thereof, and shall require good 
and sufficient security for the appearance of the person con- 
victed at a future time, im order to undergo his sentence or 
receive his discharge; and in default of such security being 

iven, it shall be lawful for the Consul to cause the person to 
detained in custody until such security is given. 

V. And it is further ordered, that if any person who shall 
have committed or been charged with any breach of or offence 
against any such ‘Treaty or Convention, or any such Rules and 
Regulations as sire, shall escape or remove from the Con- 
sular District within which the fact was committed, and shall 
be found within another Consular District, it shall be lawtul for 
the Consul within which district such person shall be so found 
to proceed against him in the same manner as if the fact had 
been committed within such district. 
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ences, and causes of litigation of a civil nature arismg between 
British subjects within the dominions of the Sultan of Zanzibar, 
shall be heard and determined by Her Majesty’s Consul, who 
shall be the sole judge and arbiter thereof respectively ; subject 
nevertheless to an appeal against the decision of the Consul 
therein to the High Court of Bombay, in cases where the sum 
or matter at issue, is of the amount or value of two hundred 
dollars or upwards: provided always, that the party intending 
so to appeal against the decision of the said Consul shall, within 
fifteen days afer the determination of the case by the Consul, 
by himself or his agent, give to the Consul notice in wniting of 
his appeal to the said High Court of Bombay; whereupon the 
Consul shall, as speedily as possible, transmit to the said High 
Court all the documents which were produced before him in the 
case, and none other, together with a statement of the evidence 
taken before him in the case, and of the grounds on which his 
decision was formed, and shall forthwith notify to the several 

arties the transmission of the said proceedings to the said 
High Court; provided also, that it shall be lawful for the Consul 
to require from any person so appealing to the said High Court 
reasonable security, to consist in part of one or two sufficient 
sureties, to be approved by the Ginsu that such person so 
applying will duly prosecute his appeal, and will abide by the 
decision to be given therein by the said High Court, and that in 
case such appeal shall fail, he will answer and satisfy all costs, 
loss, and damages sustained by the other party by reason of 
such appeal. 

VII. And it is further ordered, that it shall be lawful for Her 
Majesty's Consul to summon not less than two, and not more 
than four, disinterested British subjects of good repute to sit 
with him as Assessors at the hearing of any suit, dispute, differ- 
ence, or cause of litigation whatever, of a civil nature brought 
before him for decision, and in case the sum sought to be 
recovered shall exceed five hundred dollars such suit shall not 
be heard by the Consul without Assessors, if within a reason- 
able time such Assessors can be procured; but the Assessors 
aforesaid shall have no authority to decide on the merits of such 
suit, but in the event of such Assessors, or any of them, dis- 
senting from the decision of the Consul, the Consul shall enter 
the fact of such dissent and the grounds thereof in the minutes 
of the proceedings, and in case of appeal shall transmit the same 
to the High Court of Bombay together with the documents 
relating to the suit. : 

VIII. And it is further ordered, that it shall be lawful for Her 
Majesty’s Consul to enforce his decision in favour of or against 
a British subject in a civil suit, dispute, difference, or cause of 
litigation, by distress and sale, or imprisonment, in like manner 
as a decision of the High Court of Bombay in a civil suit is 
enforced within the same. 


IX. And it is further ordered, that in case of an appeal to 
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the High Court of Bombay from the decision of Her Majesty’s 
Consul, it shall be lawful for the said High Court, upon such 
terms as to costs and otherwise as it shall think proper, to admit 
any further legal evidence besides that adduced before the 
Consul on its being established to the satisfaction of the said 
High Court, by oath or affidavit, that the party desiring to pro- 
duce such further evidence was ignorant of the existence of 
such evidence, or was taken by surprise at the hearing befora 
the Consul, or was unable to produce it before the Consul after 
due and reasonable diligence and exertion on his part, or where, 
under the circumstances of the case, it shall appear to the said 
High Court that further evidence ought to be received. 

X. And it is further ordered, that Her Majesty’s Consul shall 
have power in any civil suit, dispute, difference, or cause of liti- 
gation, to examine on oath, or in such form and with such 
ceremonies as the witness may declare to be binding on his con- 
Bcience, any witness who my appear before him, and shall have 
power, on the application of any party in such suit, to issue a 
compulsory order for the attendance of any person being a 
British subject who may be competent to give evidence in such 
suit; and any British subject who shall have been duly served 
with any such compulsory order, and with a reasonable notice 
of the day of hearing of such suit, and upon his expenses of 
appearing as a witness having been paid or tendered to him by 
the party at whose application he shall have been ordered to 
attend, shall, on his wilful default to appear as a witness at the 
hearing of such suit, be punished with a fine not exceeding one 
hundred dollars, or with imprisonment for a period not exceed- 
ing thirty days, at the discretion of the said Consul. 

XI. Every witness, being a British subject, so examined on 
oath, whether before the Consul or before a Kadi or other officer 
of the Zanzibar Government, duly authorized to act judicially, 
who shall in any such examination give wilfully false testimony, 
may be convicted of and punished for the crime of wilful and 
corrupt perjury. 

XII. And it is further ordered that it shall be lawful for Her 
Majesty’s Consul to promote the settlement of any civil suit, 
dispute, difference, or cause of litigation, by amicable agreement 
between the parties; and with the consent of the several parties, 
to refer the decision of a suit or contention to one or more 
Arbitrators, and to take eran from the parties that they will 
be bound by the result of such arbitration; and the award of 
such Arbitrator or Arbitrators shall be, to all intents and pur- 

oses, deemed and taken to be a judgment or sentence of Her 

ajesty’s Consul in such civil suit, dispute, difference, or cause 
of litigation. and shall be entered and recorded as such, and shall 
have the like effect and operation, and shall be enforced accord- 
ingly, and shall be final and conclusive to all intents and pur- 
poses, and shall not be open to appeal, unless the same shall, 
within a reasonable time, have been ordered by the Consul to be 
set aside, on the ground that it is not final, or is defective, or 
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that the Arbitrator or Arbitrators have exceeded their authority, 
or have been guilty of misconduct in the matter. 

XIII. And it is further ordered, that it shall be lawful for 
Her ae aie Consul to cause to be apprehended and brought 
before him, any British subject who may be charged with 
having committed any crime or offence within the dominions of 
the Sultan of Zanzibar; and such Consul shall thereupon pro- 
ceed with all convenient speed to inquire of the same, and for 
such purpose shall have power to examine on oath, or in such 
form and with such ceremony, as the witness shall declare to 
be binding on his conscience, any witness who may appear 
before him to prove the charge; and also shall have power to 
compel any person, being a British subject, who may be com- 
petent to give evidence as to the ouilt or innocence of the 
party so charged, to appear and give evidence, and to punish 
the wilful default of any such person to appear and give 
evidence, after reasonable notice of the day of the hearing of 
such charge, by fine or imprisonment, in like manner as 1s pro- 
vided in Article X. of this Order, and shall examine every such 
witness in the presence and hearing of the party accused, and 
shall afford the party accused all reasonable facility for cross- 
examining such witness, and shall cause the deposition of every 
such witness to be reduced to writing, and the same to be read 
over and, if necessary, explained to the party accused, together 
with any other evidence that may have aes urged against him 
during the course of the inquiry, and shall require such accused 
party to defend himself against the charge brought against 

im, and, if necessary, advise him of the legal effect of any 
voluntary confession, and shall take the evidence of any 
witness whom the accused party may tender to be examined in 
his defence; and every witness being a British subject so 
examined as aforesaid, who shall upon any such occasion give 
wilfully false testimony, may be convicted of and punished for 
the crime of wilful and corrupt perjury ; and when the case has 
been fully inquired into, and the innocence or guilt of the 
aa accused has been established to the satisfaction of the 

onsul, the Consul, as the case may be, shall either discharge 
the party accused from custody, if satisfied of his innocence, or 
proceed to pass sentence on him if satisfied of his guilt; and it 
shall be lawful for the Consul, having inquired of, tried, and 
determined in the manner aforesaid, any charge which may be 
brought before him, to award to the party convicted any 
amount of punishment not exceeding imprisonment for one 
calendar month, or a fine of 200 dollars. 

XIV. And it is further ordered, that if the crime or offence 
whereof any person being a British subject may be accused 
before Her Majesty’s Consul as aforesaid, shall appear to such 
Consul to be of such a nature as, if proved, would not be ade- 
quately punished by the infliction of. such punishment as afore- 
said, it shall be lawful for such Consul to summon not less then 
two, or not more than four, disinterested British subjects of 
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good repute to sit with him as Assessors for inquiring of, trying, 
and determining the charges against such person; and the 
Consul, when he shall try any such charge with the assistance 
of Assessors as aforesaid shall, if he is himself convinced of the 
guilt of the party accused, have power to award any amount of 
punishment not exceeding imprisonment for twelve calendar 
months, or a fine of one thousand dollars; and the Assessors 
aforesaid shall have no authority to decide on the innocence or 
poe of the party accused, or on the amount of punishment to 

awarded to him on conviction, but in the event of the said 
Assessors, or any of them, dissenting from the conviction of or 
from the amount of punishment awarded to the accused party, 
the Assessors or Assessor so dissenting shall be authorized to 
record in the minutes of the proceedings the grounds on which 
they or he may so dissent, and the Consul shall forthwith 
report to the High Court at Bombay the fact of such dissent, 
and. of its having been so recorded in the minutes of the pro- 
ceedings, and shall, as soon as possible, lay before the said 
Court copies of the whole of the depositions and proceedings, 
with the dissent of the Assessor or Assessors recorded therein, 
and it shall be lawful thereupon for the Court, by warrant 
under seal addressed to the Consul, to confirm, or vary, or . 
remit altogether, as to the Court may seem fit, the sentence 
and punishment awarded to the party accused, and such Consul 
shall give immediate effect to the injunction of any such 
warrant: Provided always, that im any case in which the 
Assessor or Assessors shall dissent from the conviction of or 
from the amount of punishment awarded tu the accused party, 
it shall be lawful for Her Majesty’s Consul to take good and 
sufficient bail from the accused party to appear and undergo 
the punishment awarded to him, provided the same or any 
portion thereof be confirmed by the Court, which punishment 
so confirmed shall commence and take effect from the day on 
which the decision of the Court shall be notified to the party 
accused. 

XV. And in order more effectually to repress crimes and 
offences on the part of British subjects within the dominions of 
the Sultan of Zanzibar, it is further ordered, that it shall and 
may be lawiul for Her Majesty's Consul to cause any British 
subject who shall have been twice convicted before him of any 
crime or offence, and punished for the same, and who, after 
execution of the sentence of the Consul, on any second convic- 
tion, shall not be able to find good and sufficient security to 
the satisfaction of the Consul for his future good behaviour, or 
who, having been deported under any sentence, shall during 
such sentence return, to be sent out of the dominions of the 
Sultan of Zanzibar; and to this end the Consul shall have 
power and authority, as soon as may be practicable after 
execution of the sentence on such second conviction, to send 
any such twice-convicted party, or any person so returning as 
aforesaid, to Bombay, and in the meantime to detain such 
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party in custody until a suitable opportunity for sending him 
out of the dominions of the Sultan of Zanzibar shall present 
itself; and any persons so to be sent out of the said dominions 
as aforesaid shall be embarked in custody on board of one of 
Her Majesty’s vessels of war, or, if there shall be no such 
vessel available for such purpose, then on board any Bnitish 
vessel bound to Bombay; and it shall be lawful for the Com- 
mander of any of Her Majesty’s ships of war, or of any Bntish 
vessel bound to Bombay, to receive any such person as afore- 
said under a warrant from the Consul to him addressed, and 
thereupon to convey such person in custody to Bombay as 
aforesaid, in the sume manner as if he were a distressed British 
subject, unless he shall be willing and able himself to defray 
the expenses of his passage. 

XVI. And it is further ordered that in any case in which 
any British subject shall be accused before Her Majesty’s Consul 
of the crime of arson, or housebreaking, or cutting and maim- 
ing, or stabbing or wounding, or of any assault endangering 
life, or of wilfully causing any bodily injury dangerous to life, 
or of wilful or corrupt perjury, or of engaging in or bemg 
accessory to the purchase or af of slaves, or of having slaves 
illegally in his possession, the proceedings before the Consuls 
shall be carried on with the aid of Assessors convened in the 
manner aforesaid; and it shall be lawful for the Consul, if to 
him it shall seem fit, to cause any person convicted before him 
of any of the crimes aforesaid, over and above any fine or 
imprisonment which may be awarded to such person, to be sent 
out of the dominions of the Sultan of Zanzibar for such tmme as 
to him shall seem meet, in the manner pointed out in the next 
preceding Article of this Order, notwithstanding the crime laid 
to the charge of such person may be the first of which he has 
been convicted before the Consul. 

XVII. And it is further ordered, that it shall be lawful for 
Her Majesty’s Consul within the dominions of the Sultan of 
Zanzibar, upon information laid before him by one or more 
credible witnesses, that there is reasonable ground to appre- 
hend that any British subject is about to commit a beac of 
the public peace, to cause such British subject to be brought 
before him, and to require such British subject to give sufficient 
security to keep the peace; and in the event of any British 
subject being convicted of and punished for a breach of the 
peace, to cause such British subject, after he shall have under- 
gone the punishment which may have been awarded to him by 
the Consul, to find security for his good behaviour; and in the 
event of any British subject who may be required as aforesaid 
to give sufficient security to keep the peace, or to find security 
for his good behaviour, bane unable or wilfully omittmg to do 
so, then and in any such case it shall be lawful for Her Majesty’s 
Consul to send such British subject out of the dominions ot the 
Sultan of Zanzibar, in the manner pointed out in Article XV. 
_ of this Order. 
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XVIII. And it is further ordered, that in all cases in which 
a British subject shall have been sent out of the dominions of 
the Sultan of Zanzibar, as provided in the three next preceding 
Articles of this Order, the Consul sending him out shall forth- 
with report such act of deportation, with the grounds of his 
decision thereon, to the High Court at Bombay. 

XIX. And it is further ordered, that it ail be lawful for 
Her Majesty’s Consul to cause to be apprehended and brought 
before him any British subject who may be charged with smug- 
gling or importing into the dominions of the said Sultan any 
goods whereon any duty shall be charged or payable to the 
said Sultan, with intent to evade the payment of such duty, or 
any goods the importation whereof shall be prohibited; and 
such Consul shall thereupon proceed with all convenient speed 
to inquire into the same on oath or solemn affirmation, and to 
hear the witnesses on both sides, with like powers and in like 
manner in all respects as is provided by Article X. of this 
Order. And it shall be lawful for the Consul, having inquired 
into and heard the said charge, to determine the same, and if 
he shall find the party guilty, if the charge against him shall 
be of importing into the suid dominions prohibited goods, then 
to award him to pay a fine not exceeding treble the value of 
the said goods at the current price of the day; and if the 
charge shall be of smuggling or importing goods with intent to 
evade the payment of duty as aforegaid, then to award him to 
pay a fine not exceeding treble the amount of the duties leviable 
thereon, and in case of non-payment of any such fine or fines 
to award him to be imprisoned for a period not exceeding three 
months, or it shall be lawful for such Consul, without awarding 
the payment of any fine, to award that such party shall be 
eee for a period not exceeding six months in such place 
as he shall appoint: Provided always, that no British subject 
charged only with importing prohibited goods shall be appre- 
bended, unless and until he shall have had one week’s notice 
to appear and answer the charge, and shall have refused, failed, 
or omitted so to appear. 

XX. And it is further ordered, that in cases of common 
assault, it shall be lawful for the Consul before whom the com- 
plaint is made, to promote reconciliation between the parties, 
and to suffer compensation and amends to be made, and the 
proceedings thereby to be finally stayed. 

XXI. And it is further ordered, that a minute of the pro- 
ceedings in every case heard and determined before the Consul, 
in pursuance of this Order, shall be carefully drawn up, and be 
signed by the Consul, and shall, in cases where the Assessors 
are present, be open for the inspection of such Assessors and 
for their signatures if they therein shall concur; and every such 
minute, together with the depositions of the witnesses, shall b: 
preserved in the public office of the said Consul. 

XXII. And it is further ordered, that save and except as 
regards offences committed by British subjects against the 
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stipulations of any Treaty between Her Majesty and the Sultan 
of Zanzibar, or against any Rules and Regulations for the 
observance of the stipulations of any such Treaty or Convention, 
duly affixed and exhibited according to the provisions of Article 
II. of this Order, or against any Rules and Regulations for the 
peace, order, and good government of Her Majesty’s subjects 
_ being within the dominions of the Sultan of Zanzibar, no act 
done by a British subject within the dominions of the said 
Sultan shall by Her Majesty’s Consul be deemed and taken to 
be a crime or misdemeanour, or offence rendering the person 
committing it amenable to punishment, which, if done within 
any part of Her Majesty’s deranigus would not by a Court of 
Justice having criminal jurisdiction in Her Majesty’s dominions, 
have been deemed and taken to be a crime or misdemeanour or 
offence, rendering the person committing it amenable to punish- 
ment; and Her Majesty is pleased to appoint, by and with the 
advice of Her Privy Council, Her Majesty’s territory of Bombay 
as the place where crimes and offences committed by British 
subjects within the dominions of the Sultan of Zanzibar, which 
it may be expedient shall be inquired of, tried, determined, 
anil punished within Her Majesty’s dominions, shall be so 
inquired of, tried, determined, and punished; and Her Majesty's 
Consul resident in Zanzibar shall have authority to cause any 
British subject charged with the commission of any crime or 
offence, the cognizance whereof may at any time appertain to 
him, to be sent for trial at Her Majesty’s said territory of 
Bombay. 

XXIII. And it is further ordered, that it shall be lawful for 
Her Majesty’s Consul to cause any British subject, charged with 
the commission of any crime or offence, the cognizance whereof 
may at any time appertain to him, to be sent, in any of Her 
Majesty's ships of war, or in any British vessel, to Her 
Majesty’s territory of Bombay, for trial before the High Court 
of the said territory ; and it shall be lawful for the Commander 
of any of Her Majesty’s ships of war, or of any British vessel, 
to receive any such person on board, with a warrant from the 
said Consul 5 to the Chief Magistrate of Police of the 
said territory; and thereupon to keep and detain in lawful 
custody, and to convey him in custody to Bombay, and on his 
arrival there to deliver him, with the said warrant, into the 
custody of the said Chief Magistrate of Police, or other Officer 
within the said territory lawfully acting as such, who, on receipt 
of the said warrant, and of the party therein named, shall be 
authorized to commit, and shall commit, such party so sent, for 
trial to the common gaol of the said territory; and it shall be 
lawful for the keeper of the said common gaol to cause such 
party to be detained in safe and ss a custody, and to be pro- 
duced upon the order of the said High Court; and the High 
Court at the Sessions to be holden next after such committal 
shall proceed to hear and determine the charge against such 
party, and to punish him for the same, if found guilty, in the 
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same manner as if the crime with which he may be charged 
had ee committed within Her Majesty's said territory of 
Bombay. 

XXIV. And it is further ordered, that Her Majesty's Consul, 
on any occasion of sending a prisoner to Bombay for trial, 
shall observe the provisions made with regard to prisoners sent 
for trial to a British Colony in an Act passed in the sixth and 
seventh years of Her Majesty’s reign, intituled “An Act to 
remove doubts as to the exercise of Power and Jurisdiction by 
Her Majesty withm divers Countries and Places out of Her 
Majesty’s Dominions, and to render the same more effectual.” 

XXV. And it is further ordered, that the High Court of 
Bombay shall have and may exercise, concurrently with Her 
Majesty’s Consul, authority and jurisdiction in regard to all 
suits of a civil nature between British subjects amsing within 
any part of the dominions of the Sultan of Zanzibar: Provided 
always, that the said High Court shall not be bound, unless in 
a fit case it shall deem it right so to do, by writ of certiorari or 
otherwise, to debar or prohibit the Consul from hearing and 
determining, pursuant to the provisions of the several Articles 
of this Order, any suit of a civil nature between British subjects, 
or to stay the proceedings of the Consul in any such matter. 

XXVI. And it is further ordered, that all fines and penalties 
imposed under this Order may be levied by distress a seizure, 
and sale of ships, and of goods and chattels; and no bill of sale, 
mortgage, or transfer of property made by a party accused 
after his apprehension, or with a view to securing such party 
against any crime or offence committed or to be committed by 
him, or against the consequences thereof, shall avail to defeat 
any of the provisions of this Order. 

XXVII. And it is further ordered, that it shall be lawful for 
Her Majesty's Consul, from time to time, to establish rules of 
practice to be observed in proceedings before him, and to make 
regulations for defraying the expenses of witnesses in such 
proceedings, and the cost of crimmal prosecutions, and also to 
establish rates and scales of fees to be taken in regard to civil 
suits heard and determined before the said Consul; and it shall 
be lawful for the said Consul to enforce by seizure and sale of 
goods, or, if there be no sufficient goods, by imprisonment, the 
payment of such established fees, and of such costs or expenses 
as may be adjudged against the parties, or any of them: Pro- 
vided always, that a table specifying the rates of fees to be so 
taken shall be affixed and kept exhibited m the public office of 
the said Consul. 

XXVIII. And it is further ordered, that all fees, penalties, 
fines, and forfeitures levied under this Order, save and except 
such penalties as may by Treaty be payable to the Sultan of 
Zante, shall be paid to the public account, and shall be 
applied in diminution of the public expenditure on account of 

er Majesty’s Consulate in Zanzibar: Provided always, that in 
the event of any of the Zanzibar authorities declining to receive 
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fines payable to the Government of Zanzibar as aforesaid, the 
same shall also be paid to the public account, and applied in 
the manner last mentioned. 

X XIX. And it is further ordered, that Her Majesty’s Consul 
within the dominions of the Sultan of Zanzibar shall, for and 
within the said dominions, and for vessels and persons coming 
within those dominions, and in regard to vessels captured on 
suspicion of being engaged in the Slave Trade within those 
dominions, have all such jurisdiction as for the time being 
ordinarily belongs to Courts of Vice-Admiralty in Her Majesty’s 
icra abroad. And it is turther ordered, that it shall be 


‘lawful for Her Majesty’s Consul to grant probate of will or 


letters of administration to the intestate estate of any Bnitish 
subject, or any native of a State or place under British protec- 
tion, who shall die and leave property within the dominions of 
the Sultan of Zanzibar; and if such probate or letters of admi- 
nistration shall not be applied for within thirty days after the 
death of the deceased person, it shall be lawful for the Consul 
to administer to the estate of such person, and for so doing to 
reserve to himself out of the peeeie of such estate a commis- 
sion not exceeding two-and-a-half per cent. on the account 
thereof. 

XXX. And it is further ordered, that a register shall be 
kept by Her Majesty’s Consul of all British subjects, and of all 
natives of British protected States in India who may claim 
British protection, residing within the dominions of the Sultan 
of Zanzibar;. and that every British subject now residin 
within such dominions who shall not have been already enrolled 
in such Consular register, shall, within a reasonable time after 
the promulgation of this Order, such time to be specified in a 
note affixed and publicly exhibited in the Consular Office, appl 
to the Consul to be enrolled in such register; and every British 
subject who may arrive within the said dominions (except 
British subjects borne on the muster-roll of any British ship 
arriving in any port of Zanzibar), shall, within a reasonable 
time after his arrival, such time to be specified as aforesaid, 
also apply to the Consul to be enrolled in such register; and 
any British subject who shall refuse or neglect to comply to be 
so enrolled as hereinbefore mentioned, and who shall not excuse 
such refusal or neglect to the satisfaction of the Consul, shall 
not be entitled to ie recognized or protected as a British sub- 
ject in respect to any suit, dispute, or ditticulty in which he 
may have been, or may be, engaged or involved within the 
dominions of the Sultan of Zanzibar, at any time when he shall 
not have been or shall not be so enrolled. 

XXXI. And it is further ordered, that Her Majesty’s Consul 
shall and may exercise all or any of the powers which, by any 
Act or Acts of the Imperial Parlhament for the regulation of 
merchant seamen, or for the regulation of the mercantile 
marine, may now at any time hereafter be exercised by any 
Justice or Justices of the Peace within Her Majesty’s dominions. 
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XXXII And it is further ordered, that nothing in this 


Order contained shall be deemed or construed to prevent Her 
Majesty's Consul within the dominions of the Sultan of Zan- 
zibar from doing or performing any act whatsoever which 
British Consuls within any other State in amity with Her 
Majesty are by law, usage, or sufferance entitled or enabled to 
do or perform. 

XXXIIL And it is further ordered, that every action or 
suit brought against Her Majesty's Consul by reason of any- 
thing done under the authority of this Order, shall be com- 
menced within six calendar months next after the doing thereof, 
and not otherwise; and the defendant in every such action or 
suit shall be entitled to the benefit of the provisions made with 
respect to defendants in actions or suits in the said herein- 
before recited Act of the sixth and seventh years of Her 
Majesty's reign. 

XXXIV. And it 1s further ordered, that the word “Consul” 
in this Order shall include every person duly authorized to act 
in the aforesaid capacity, within the dominions of the Sultan of 
Zanzibar; and that, in the construction of this Order, words 
importing the singular number shall, if necessary, be under- 
stood to include several persons, matters, or things; and words 
importing the masculine gender only shall, if necessary, be 
understood to import the feminine gender, unless there be 
something in the subject or context repugnant to such con- 
struction. . 

XXXV. And it is further ordered, that the provisions of 
this Order, relating to British subjects, shall extend and apply 
tu all subjects of Her Majesty, whether by birth or by natura- 
lisation, and also to all persons enjoying Her Majesty’s protec- 
tion in the dominions of the Sultan of Zanzibar. And it is 
further ordered, that this Order shall take effect on and after 
the first day of September next. : 

XXXVI. And the Right Honourable Viscount Cranborne 
and the Right Honourable Lord Stanley, two of Her Majesty’s 
Principal Secretaries of State, and the Lords Comuaissioners of 
the arias, are to give the necessary directions herein, as 
_ to them may respectively appertain.

NAVAL SAVINGS BANKS. 
Regulations respecting. 


Wuereas by “The Naval Savings Banks Act, 1866,” it 1s 
enacted (among other things), that the said Act shall, with 
respect to the making of any Order in Council under it, take 
effect from its passing, and shall in all other respects take 
effect from the time appointed for its commencement by any 
such Order : 
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And whereas by the same Act it is also enacted that the 
Admiralty may establish Naval Savings Banks for the receipt 
of deposits of money from petty officers and seamen borne on 
the books of any vessel in Her Majesty’s Service, and from non- 
commissioned officers and privates of the Royal Marines: 

And whereas by the same Act it is further enacted that it 
shall be lawful for Hor Majesty in Council from time to time to 
make, by Order in Council, such Regulations as to Her Majesty 
in Council seem meet for the management of Naval Savings 
Banks, and thereby to prescribe (among other things) the rate 
of interest to be allowed on deposits, not exceeding the rate of 
3/. 15s. per centum per annum, and the terms and conditions 
on which deposits are to be received and interest is to be paid. 

Now, therefore, Her Majesty, by virtue of the powers in 
this behalf by tle said Act or otherwise in Her vested, 1s 
pleased, by and with the advice of Her Privy Council, to order, 
and it is hereby ordered, as follows :— 


Preliminary. 


1. The said Act and this Order shall commence from and 
immediately after the making of this Order: 
2. In this Order— 


The term Admiralty means the Lord High Admiral of 
the United Kingdom, or the Commissioners for 
executing the office of Lord High Admiral : 

The term Paymaster includes Assistant Paymaster or 
Clerk, having the charge of the ship’s books and 
accounts, or the Paymaster of a division of Royal 
Marines. 


How Savings Banks to be Established. 


3. Upon directions being given by the Admiralty a Naval 
Savings Bank may be established on board any of Her Majesty’s 
ships, or at the head-quarters of a division of Royal Marines (in 
this Order called quarters or marine quarters). 


Savings Bank Committee. 


4. Where a Naval Savings Bank is established, the super- 
vision of the accounts and the general management of the 
bank, subject and according to the provisions of this Order, 
shall be vested in a Committee, consisting : 


(1.) On board a ship: of the Commanding Officer, the 
Second in-‘Command, and the Senior Coriniasioncd 
Officer of Marines: 

(2.) At Marine quarters: of the Commanding Officer, the 
Second in Command, and the Adjutant. 


5. On board a ship where there is no Commissioned Officer 
of Marines, the third Member of the Committee shall be the 
Chaplain or the Senior Medical Officer. 
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When Bank to be Open. 


6. On board a ship in which a Naval Savings Bank is estab- 
lished, the Bank shall be open on the days (due notice being 
previously given) when monthly advances are paid, and in an 
month in which advances are not wanted the Gommities shall 
appoint a day when the Bank shall be open. 

7. At Marine quarters where a Naval Savings Bank is estab- 
lished, the Bank shall be open (due notice ee previously 

iven) upon such days as the Committee and the Accountant- 
eneral of the Navy appoint. 


Deposits. 
8. The Paymaster, under the direction ot the Committee, 
shall receive into his chest,:as public money to be repaid out of 
public money, any sum presented for deposit by a person 


eligible to become a depositor, but no sum less than 1s. shall 
be received, nor any fractional part of a shilling. 


Depositors to invest their own Money only. 


9. To prevent persons not specified in the Act as eligible to 
become depositors from availing themselves of the advantages 
afforded by the Naval Savings Banks, no Seaman, Marine, or 
other Person so eligible shall, on any pretence, deposit in his 
own name the money of any other person, whether a Seaman 
or Marine or not; and in case any money is so deposited in 
contravention of this Order it shall be forfeited to the public, 
and one-half of the amount, or 5/. where a moiety would exceed 
that sum, shall be allowed the informer, unless the whole 
amount shall, upon a special consideration of the circumstances 
of the case by the Admiralty, be restored to the owner of the 
money so deposited. 


Minority of Depositors. 

10. Where the depositor is an infant, the deposit, with any 
interest thereon, shall be repayable to himself only, and his 
receipt shall be a sufficient discharge for the same, notwith- 
soi his infancy; but in anycase of fraud the Admiralty 
shall not be liable to pay the amount twice. 


Depositors becoming of Unsound Mind. 


11. Where it is made to appear to the satisfaction of the 
Admiralty that a depositor has become of unsound mind (though 
not found lunatic by inquisition), the whole or any parts of his 
deposits, with interest thereon, may be paid over, under the 
direction of the Admiralty, to the wife or relative or other 
faba having the care and maintenance of such depositor, to 

applied for his maintenance and benefit. 


Depositors Deserting. 


12. Deserters from a ship surrendering before the ship is put 
out of commission shall not forfeit their deposits, or the interest 
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thereon; and the Admiralty may, in any case of desertion, if 
they think fit, remit the forfeiture of deposits and interest. 


Payments Final. 


13. Payment to a depositor in the presence of any member 
of the Committee as at shall be oe and sufficient discharge 
for any principal or interest so paid to any depositor; and 
every payment made by the Admiralty under this Order shall 
be good and valid against all persons, and the Admiralty shall 
be absolutely discharged from all liability in respect of money 


Bo paid. 
Withdrawals. 


14. A depositor afloat wishing to withdraw the whole or 
any portion of his deposit shall give to the Paymaster seven 
days’ notice prior to the next day of paying the monthly 
advances, in order that the necessary arrangements may be 
made on the same. 

15. A depositor at Marine quarters wishing to withdraw 
the whole or any portion of his deposit shall give to the 
Captain of his Company seven days’ notice prior to a day on 
which the Bank may be open, in order that the Paymaster may 
be duly informed. | 

16. Payment may, however, be made forthwith, if the 
Commanding Officer is satisfied of the urgency of the case, and 
that the immediate withdrawal of the deposit would be for the 
advantage of the depositor. 

17. No sum less than 1s. shall be withdrawn. 


Lasts of Deposits and Withdrawals. 


18. At the time of receipt of the amounts deposited, the 
Paymaster shall prepare a list of the same to be transmitted 
on the same day to the Accountant-General of the Navy. 

19. On the fast day of each month a list of deposits with- 
drawn during the month shall be made by the Paymaster, and 
transmitted to the Accountant-General of the Navy. 

20. Before transmission, the correctness of both lists shall 
be certified by the Committee. 

21. In case no deposits or no withdrawals are effected 
during the month, a nil return, signed by the Committee and 
the Paymaster, shall, in either case, be transmitted to the 
Accountant-General of the Navy. 


Depositors transferred to other Ships, or Marine Quarters. 


22. When a depositor is transferred from one ship to unother, 
or if a Marine, from one division of quarters to another, or from 
quarters to a ship, or from a ship to quarters, his account shall 
be closed on board the ship or at the quarters he leaves; and, 
unless he requires to withdraw his deposits as provided by 
Section 16 of this Order, it shall be re-opened on board the 
ship, or at the quarters he joins, by a Transfer List, showing 
the balance and interest due to him. 


Admiralty Orders in Council. 171 


23. The Transfer List shall be made out by the Paymaster, 
and certified by the Committee, in duplicate: one copy to be 
sent with the depositor to the ship or quarters to which he is 
transferred, and the other copy to the Accountant-General of 
the Navy. 

24. ‘The Paymaster of the ship or quarters to which the 
depositor is transferred shall in like manner prepare in dupli- 
cate, to be certified by the Committee in the latter ship or 
quarters, an abstract of the number of depositors so transferred 
at one time; and of the amount of the balances and interest 
due to them: one copy to be sent to the Commanding Officer 
of the ship or at the quarters from which the depositors are 
received, and the other to the Accountant-General of the N avy. 

25. Should there not be a Naval Savings Bank in the ship 
or quarters to which a depositor is transferred, no further 
deposit shall be received from him while he remains there, but 
he may withdraw any portion of his deposits, or the whole, 
with the interest thereon, in cash, or on his discharge have the 
total, principal and interest, assigned for payment at the Office 
of the Admiralty; and the Commanding Officer and the Pay- 
master of such ship or quarters shall, so far as relates to such 
withdrawals, govern themselves by this Order in the same 
manner as if a Naval Savings Bank were established therein. 

26. On the further transfer of any such depositor from a 
ship or quarters in which there is not a Naval Savings Bank, or 
his return to his former ship or quarters, unless he has with- 
drawn the whole amount to bis credit, Sections 22 to 24 of this 
Order shall apply, except that when all the depositors, whether 
one or more, eluded in the Transfer List received with them 
are re-transferred, such Transfer List shall be the List required 
by Section 23 to be sent to the Commanding Officer, and a 
copy of the same shall be sent to the Accountant-General of 
the Navy. , 

27. Every payment made on a Transfer List in a ship or 
quarters where a Naval Savings Bank is not established, and 
every re-transfer therefrom, shall be noted on the Trausfer List; 
and when the whole of the credits thereon are severally paid, 
or re-transferred, or merg<d in the effects of a depositor dying 
while in such ship or quarters, of which notation shall also be 
made thereon, the Transfer List shall be sent to the Accountant- 
General of the Navy. 


Deposit or Puss Book, 


28. Each depositor, on making his first deposit, shall be 
farnished by the Paymaster, for retention in his own custody, 
with a deposit or pass book, in which shall be entered at the 
time of receipt or payment the several sums deposited or with- 
drawn, and the Paymaster and a member of the Committee 
shall acknowledge, by their initials therein, the receipt of all 
deposits, and the payment of all sums withdrawn. 

29, Each pass book on issue to a ship or quarters shall bear 
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a distinguishing number, not necessarily as recording the con- 
secutive order of deposit accounts, but for identification. _ 

30. Should a depositor lose his pass book, the Committee 
may direct that he be supplied with a duplicate book. 


Savings Bank Ledger. 


31. Under the inspection of the Committee, and secured by 
lock and key, the Paymaster shall keep an account book or 
ledger, in which shall be entered on the same day that the 
deposits, or withdrawals, or transfers are effected, the several 
sums to the debit or credit of each depositor. 


Abstract Account. 


32. Auxiliary to the Savings Bank Ledger, the Paymaster 
shall keep an abstract account of the deposits, withdrawals, 
and transfers, regularly posted, by inserting therein the totals 
of the respective lists in the order of the dates of the several 
aggregates of transactions occurring on the same days, and 
also on those dates, the interest accrued on each aggregate 
balance left from the date of the previous aggregate oF trans- 
actions, in order that this account may afford an efficient check 
on the correctness of the depositor’s accounts. 

33. From a ship in which a Naval Savings Bank is established 
the abstract account shall be rendered as provided by Sections 
47 and 49 of this Order. 

34. From Marine quarters where a Naval Savings Bank is 
established, the Paymaster shall transmit a duplicate of the 
abstract account to the Accountant General of the Navy an- 
nually. 


Interest. 


35. Interest on deposits shall he allowed for every completed 
day on every 1s. deposited, at the full rate sanctioned by the 
Act, namely, 3/. 15s. per cent. per annum, so far as the same can 
be conveniently computed, but no interest shall be allowed on 
interest accruing on deposits. 

36. To insure accuracy in the computation of the interest, 
and to provide an efficient aggregate check thereon, it shall be 
calculated in decimals, and inserted in the depositors’ accounts, 
as sltown in the Appendix (A). 

37. Interest on each deposit shall be computed and entered :— 


(1.) In the Savings Bank ledger to the depositor’s 
credit whenever an amount is withdrawn, or a 
fresh deposit is made, or the depositor is trans- 
ferred to another ship. 

(2.) In the depositor’s pass book (excluding fractions 
of a penny), either at the time of each transac- 
tion or subsequently, on the same day, when 
the depositor’s account in the Savings Bank 
ledger 1s checked, as may be most convenient. 
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38. If the whole balance due to a depositor is withdrawn 
the interest shall be paid with it, but not otherwise. 


Depositors Discharged or Promoted. 


39. On a depositor being discharged the service, or ceasing, 
by promotion or otherwise, to be eligible to continue a depo- 
sitor, his account shall be closed, and he may either receive his 
principal and interest in cash from the Paymaster, or have the 
same remitted for investinent in a Post-Office Savings Bank, as 
hereinafter provided. 

40. In the case of a depositor afloat discharged the service 
before the ship is put out of commission, the amount due may, 
in lieu of either of the above specified alternatives, be assigned 
on a Savings Bank Transfer List for payment at the Office of 
the Adiiicaliy. 

41. Where the amount due is remitted for investment in a 
Post-Office Savings Bank, or assigned for payment at the Office 
of the Admiralty, interest shall accrue to the day on which the 
Bank is next opened, and the amount so withdrawn shall be 
shown Spamiele on the Withdrawal List for the month. 


Depositors Dying. 


42. On the death of a depositor his account shall be closed. 
Interest on his deposits to the day on which the Bank is next to 
be opened shall be computed, and, with the principal, withdrawn, 
added to his other effects, and deemed money payable by the 
Admiralty within the meaning of “The Navy and Marines 
(Property of Deceased) Act, 1865.” | 

43. In the case of his decease on a day when the Bank is 
open, or in the case of the Bank not being opened in the month 
ensuing his death, the interest shall be computed to the day of 
his death. 

44, The amount withdrawn and the interest thereon shall be 
separately shown in the next monthly Withdrawal List trans- 
mitted after the death. 


Closing of Accounts on Ships’ Paying Off. 


45. As soon as it is officially ascertained on what day a shi 
on board which a Naval Savings Bank is established will be paid 
off, the Paymaster shall close the depositors’ accounts then open, 
and insert therein the interest due to the date of the pay off. 
46. Marines having deposits, and desiring to transfer the 
sume to the Naval Savings Banks of their respective Divisions, 
shall be dealt with as depositors transferred from a ship to 
uarters, a Transfer List shall be made out as cparovel by 
Sections 22—25 of this Order, and the deposits so transferred 
shall not appear in the final Withdrawal List. 
For the purposes of a transfer by a Marine under this section, 
if a Naval Savings Back is not established at the quarters to 
which the Marine belongs, a local Savings Bank, approved by 
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the proper authority, shall be regarded as the Naval Savings 
Bank of the Division. 

47. The interest on the balances in the Abstract Account 
having been inserted from time to time as directed in Section 32 
of this Order, the Paymaster shall next compute and insert 
therein interest on the last balance to the date of the paying off 
of the ship, and prepare the Balance Account and the final 
Withdrawal List requisite to,close each depositor'’s account. 

48, In the final Withdrawal List, except in the cases speci- 
fied in Section 46 of this Order, the Paymaster shall insert the 
name of each depositor whose account is then open, the balance 
amount of his deposits, and the interest due to him to the date 
of the paying off of the ship; and the amounts so inserted, 
except such portions as are remitted for investments in a Post- 
Office Savings Bank, of which notation shall be made on the 
List, shall be paid in the presence of the Committee at the time 
the ship’s company are paid their wages. 

49. The final Withdrawal List, the Abstract and Balance 
Account, with all other Savings Bank accounts on board, shall 
then be transmitted to the Accountant-General of the Navy. 


Transfer of Deposits to Post Office Savings Banks. 


50. On a ship being put out of commission, as well as in the 
case specified in Section 39 of this Order, depositors in a Naval 
Savings Bank established on board shall be furnished with 
facilities for investing in a Post Office Savings Bank the 
amounts, or any parts thereof, respectively due to them; for 
which purpose the Accountant-General of the Navy, or other 
Officer appointed by the Admiralty for the purpose, shall be 
the General Attorney for all such depositors. 

51. As soon as it is officially ascertained on board when the 
ship will be put out of commission, a notice shall accordingly 
be posted in some conspicuous place on board that depositors 
not wishing to draw their savings can have the same trans- 
ferred to a Post Office Savings Bank by intimating such a 
desire to the Paymaster. 

52. The Paymaster, on receiving such intimation, shall send 
to the Accountant-General of the Navy a Remittance List of 
the amounts to be so invested, accompanied by a declaration 
from each depositor in the form prescribed by the Postmaster- 
General. 

53. The Accountant-General of the Navy, on receipt of the 
Remittance List and declarations, shall, in the names of the 
respective depositors, invest the amounts comprised therein, by 
forwarding to the Postmaster-General, with the declarations, 
a, schedule containing the names and addresses of the several] 
depositors and the amounts to be invested, and, to Her Majesty’s 
Paymaster-General, a bill authorizing the transfer of the eum- 
total to the credit of the Postmaster-General at the Bank of 
England. 

54. The Postmaster-General shall thereon cause to be sent 
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to the several Postmasters of the towns in which the depositors 
respectively reside, pass books, with the deposits entered 
therein, for delivery to the respective depositors on their per- 
sonal application, and duly advise the Accountant- Gaueral of 
the Navy of the same. 


Withdrawal of Deposits from Post Office Savings Banks. 


55. Should any such depositor, when subsequently serving 
afloat in any of Her Majesty’s ships, or any person eligible to 
become a depositor in a Naval Savings Bank, desire to with- 
draw the whole or any part of the deposits he may have in a 
Post Office Savings Bank, the Postmaster-General shall, on 
receipt of an order from the depositor in favour of the Account- 
ant-General of the Navy, or other Officer appointed by the 
Admiralty for the purpose, accompanied by the pass book, pay 
over to the Accountant-General of the Navy or such Officer, for 
pag to the depositor, the amount, if due, specified in the 
order. 


No Savings Bank transactions to appear in Pay Documents or 
Ships’ Books. 


56. No transaction arising out of the business of Naval 
Savings Banks shall be shown in any way in the depositors’ 
pay documents, or the ship’s books, or the books of the Division 
of Marine quarters, but, as provided by the foregoing Regula- 
tions, the records of the same shall be kept perfectly distinct 
and disconnected from all other accounts, except only the Pay- 
masters’ Cash Accounts, in which shall be debited and credited 
respectively the amounts deposited and withdrawn on board 
ship, or at quarters. 

And the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury, 
and the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty, are to give the 
necessary directions herein, as to them may respectively ap- 
pertain. 


APPENDIX (A). 
NAVAL SAVINGS BANKS. 
Computation of Interest. 


Interest at 3/. 15s. per centum per annum is 9d. per 11. 
per annum, or 36 farthings for 365 days. 

Cutting off the last figure from the number of days will, 
therefore, give the interest in farthings on each pound. 

But in multiplying several pounds into a large number of 
days, it is obvious that the last figure being also multiplied 
would in some cases cause an excess in the results obtained. 

To compensate for this, fractions of a penny must not be 

aid, and the fractions discarded will reduce the average 
interest within the prescribed limit. 

To facilitate the accurate computation of interest, a time- 
table and interest paper are provided with the Naval Savings 
Bank formes. 


/ 
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By the former the number of days in any given period under 
twelve months may be mentally iloalated thus :— 

The table shows the number of complete days (from the 9th 
to the 10th is to be reckoned one day in computing interest, 
not two, a8 when computing wages) from any day in any 
month to the corresponding day in any subsequent month. 

Examples :-— 

1. Reqwred, the number of days from 24th May to 9th 
August. May to August in the table gives 92; but 15 days 
are wanted in August to carry the date to the corresponding 
day in May. Deduct that number from 92, and the result, 77, 
is the number of days between 24th May and 9th August. 

Proof: 7 + 30 + 31 + 9 = 77. 

2. Required, the number of days from 9th May to 24th 
August. Here there are 15 days in excess of the number 
obtained from the table (92), which gives 9th May to 9th 
August only. Add the excess to the number obtained from the 
table, and the result,. 107, is the number of days from 9th May 
to the 24th August. 

Proof: 22 + 30 + 31 + 24=107. 

When the number of days is thus ascertained, it is to be 
inserted in the proper column in the depositor’s account, 
and multiplied by the number of pounds in the deposit or 
balance due, with the last figure decimally pointed, thus: 
107 days x 3l. = 32:1; then by half the number of shillings 
with the two ,right-hand figures, pointed (2s. being +), of a 
pound) thus: 6s. + 2 x 107 = 3:21; and added together thus:—

35°31 = 8d., 3°31 farthings lost ; 
And the result shown in the adjoining columns of the depositors 
account. 

But observe, that, should the number of days be odd, and 
the number of shillings to be multiplied thereby be also odd, 
the three right-hand figures of the product must be decimally 
pointed before being added to the product of the days multiplied 
into the pounds. 

The interest paper will only be wanted when the calculation 
is intricate; it should then be used, and the calculations pre- 
served amongst the vouchers.

WHEREAS by Your Majesty's Order in Council of the 9th of 
July, 1864, the time served by Exceutive Officers of Your 
Royal Navy in Harbour Ships on Foreign Stations is debarred 
from reckoning, as time served, in sea-going ships, both as 
regards qualifying such Officers for promotion, and as renderin 
them eligible to command a stationary ship at home; an 
whereas having taken into our consideration that m consequence 
of the restrictions we have referred to, such Appointments 
to Harbour Ships abroad are reluctantly accepted by Officers as 
being calculated to interfere with their professional advance- 
ment, thus restricting us in our selection of Officers, as well as 
the fact that Officers while so employed are hable to be called 
upon on any emergency to proceed to sea with any one of Your 
Majesty’s sea-going Ships or Vessels; and further, Your Majesty

MADAGASCAR. 
Provision for Consular Jurisdiction over British Subjects. 


WHEREAS by an Act of Parliament made and passed in the 
Session of Parliament holden in the 6th and 7th years of Her 
Majesty’s reign, intituled “An Act to remove doubts as to the 
exercise of power and jurisdiction by Her Majesty within divers 
countries and places out of Her Majesty’s dominions, and to 
render the same more effectual,” it is, amongst other things 
enacted that it is and shall be lawful for Her Majesty to h old 
exercise, and enjoy any power or jurisdiction which Her Majesty 
now hath, or may at any time hereafter have, within any 
country or place out of Her Majesty’s dominions, in the same 
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and as ample a manner as if Her Majesty had acquired such 
power or jurisdiction by the cession or conquest of territory: 

And whereas Her Majesty hath power and junisdiction in 
the dominions of Her Majesty the Queen of Madagascar : 

And whereas it is expedient to make provision for the due 
and effectual exercise of such power and jurisdiction : 

1. Now, therefore, in pursuance and by virtue of the said 
recited Act of Parliament, Her Majesty is pleased, by and with 
the advice of Her Privy Council, to order, and it is hereby 
ordered, that Her Majesty’s Consul appointed to reside in the 
dominions of the Queen of Madagascar shall have full power 
and authority to carry into effect, and to enforce by the means 
and in the manner hereinafter mentioned and provided, the 
observance of the stipulations of the Treaty of June 27, 1865, 
or of any regulations appended to that Treaty, or any which 
may hereafter be made between Her Majesty, her heirs and 
successors, and the Queen of Madagascar, her heirs and succes- 
sors; and to make and to enforce, by fine or imprisonment, or 
both, Rules and Regulations for the observance of the stipula- 
tions of any such Treaty, and for the peace, order, and good 
government of Her Majesty's subjects being within the domin- 
ions of the Queen of Madagascar, her heirs and successurs. 

2. And it is further ordered, that a copy of all such Rules 
and Regulations made by the said Consul shall forthwith be 
affixed, and kept affixed and exhibited in some conspicuous 
place in the public office of the said Consul, and that printed 
copies of the said Rules and Regulations shall, as soon as pos- 
sible, be provided by the said Consul, and sold at a price not 
exceeding one dollar for each copy; and for the purpose of 
convicting any person offending against the said Rules and 
Regulations, and for all other purposes of law whatsoever, a 
printed copy of the said Rules and Regulations certified under 
the hand of the said Consul to be a true copy thereof, shall be 
taken as conclusive evidence of such Rules and Regulations and 
all things therein respectively contained, and no penalty shall 
be incurred or shall te enforced for the breach of any such 
Rules and Regulations to be hereafter made, until the same 
shall have been so affixed and exhibited for one calendar month 
in the public office of the Consul: Provided always, that any 
such Rule or Regulation made by Her Majesty’s Consul, and to 
be enforced by a penalty, shall, before the first day on which 
the same shall be so affixed or exhibited, be transmitted to Her 
Majesty’s Principal Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs for 
allowance or disallowance; and if any such Rule or Regulation 
shall be disallowed by Her Majesty’s Principal Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs, the same shall cease to have effect 
from the receipt by the Consul of such disallowance; neverthe- 
less, the Consul shall not be liable to be proceeded against in 
any of Her Majesty’s Courts in regard to any act done by him 
under such Rule or Regulation previously to the receipt of its 
disallowance by such Consul. 
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3. And it is further ordered, that it shall be lawful for Her 
Majesty’s Consul as aforesaid, upon information or upon the 
complaint of any person that a British subject has violated any 
of the stipulations of any Treaty, or of any Regulations ap- 

ended to any Treaty, between Her Majesty and the Queen of 
Midxenacar or has disregarded or infringed any of the Rules 
or Regulations for the observance of the stipulations of any 
such Treaty affixed and exhibited according to the provisions 
of the next preceding Article of this Order, to summon before 
him the accused person and to receive evidence and to examine 
witnesses on oath, as to the guilt or innocence of such person 
in regard to the offence laid to his charge, and to award such 
penalty of fine or imprisonment against any person convicted of 
an offence against any such Treaty or appended Regulations, 
or against the said Rules and Regulations, as may be specitied 
therein respectively ; and any charge against a British subject 
for a breach of any such Treaty, or appended Regulations, or 
for a breach of such Rules and Regulations for the observance 
of any such Treaty, shall be heard and determined by the 
Consul without Assessors: Provided always, that in no case 
shall the penalty to be incurred by a breach of such Rules and 
Regulations exceed 500 dollars, or three calendar months’ 
imprisonment. 

4, And it is further ordered, that any charge against a 
British subject for a breach of Rules and Regulations other than 
those relating to the observance of Treaties shall, in like 
manner, be heard and determined by Her Majesty’s Consul; 
and in all cases in which the penalty shall not exceed 200 dol- 
lars, or one calendar month’s imprisonment, the Consul shall 
hear and determine the charge summarily without the aid of 
Assessors; but where a penalty attached to a breach of the 
Rules and Regulations other than those relating to the obser- 
vance of Treaties shall amount to more than 2U0 dollars, or to 
imprisonment for more than one calendar month, the Consul, 
before he shall proceed to hear the charge, shall summon two 
disinterested British subjects of good repute to sit with him as 
Assessors, which Assessors, however, shall have no authority to 
decide on the innocence or guilt of the person charged, or on 
the amount of fine or imprisonment to be awarded to him on 
conviction, but it shall rest with the Consul to decide on the 

iit or innocence of the person charged, and on the amount of 
ne or imprisonment to be awarded to him: Provided always, 
that in no case shall the penalty to be attached to a breach of 
Rules and Regulations other than those for the observance of 
Treaties exceed 500 dollars, or three calendar months’ imprison- 
ment; and provided further, that in the event of the said 
Assessors, or either of them, dissenting from the conviction of 
the party charged, or from the penalty of fine or imprisonment 
awarded to him by the Consul, the Consul shall take a note ot 
such dissent, with the grounds thereof, and shall require good 
and sufficient security for the appearance of the person con— 
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victed at a future time, in order to undergo his sentence or 
receive his discharge; and in default of such security being 
given, it shall be lawful for the Consul to cause the person to 
be detained in custody until such security 1s given. 

5. And it is further ordered, that if any person who shall 
have committed or been charged with any breach of or offence 
against the Treaty, or any such Rules and Regulations as afore- 
said, shall escape or remove from the Consular District within 
which the fact was committed, and shall be found within 
another Consular District, it shall be lawful for the Consul 
within which district such person shall be so found, to proceed 
avainst him in the same manner as if the fact had been com- 
mitted within such district. 

6. And it is further ordered, that all suits, disputes, diffe- 
rences, and causes of litigation of a civil nature arising between 
British subjects within the dominions of the Queen of Mada- 
gascar, shall be heard and determined by Her Majesty's Consul, 
who shall be the sole judge and arbiter thereof respectively ; 
subject nevertheless to an appeal against the decision of the 
Consul therein to the High Court of the Mauritius, in cases 
where the sum or matter at issue is of the umount or value of 
200 dollars or upwards: Provided always, that the party mn- 
tending so to appeal against the decision of the said Consul 
shall, within fifteen days after the determination of the case by 
the Consul, by himself or his agent, give to the Consul notice in 
writing of his appeal to the said High Court of the Mauritius ; 
whereupon the Consul shall, as speedily as possible, transmit to 
the said High Court all the documents which were produced 
before him in the case, and none other, together with a state- 
ment of the evidence taken before him in the case and of the 
grounds on which his decision wae formed, and shall forthwith 
notify to the several parties the transmission of the said pro- 
ceedings to the said High Court: Provided also, tnat it shall 
be lawful for the Consul to require from any person so appeal- 
ing to the said High Court reasonable security, to consist in 
part of one or two sufficient sureties, to be approved by the 
Consul, that such person so applying will duly prosecute his 
appeal, and will abide by the decision to be given therein by 
the said High Court, and that in case such appeal shall fail, he 
will answer and satisfy all costs, loss, and damages sustained 
by the other party by reason of such appeal. 

7. And it is Finther ordered, that it shall be lawful for Her 
Majesty’s Consul to summon not less than two, and not more 
than four, disinterested British subjects of good repute to sit 
with hirn as Assessors at the hearing of any suit, dispute, diffe- 
rence, or cause of litigation whatever of a civil nature brought 
before him for decision; and in case the sum sought to be re- 
covered shall exceed 500 dollars, such suit shall not be heard 
by the Consul without Assessors, if within a reasonable time 
such Assessors can be procured: but the Assessors aforesaid 
shall have no authority to decide on the merits of such suit; 
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but in the event of such Assessors, or any of them, dissenting 
from the decision of the Consul, the Consul shall enter the fact 
of such dissent and the grounds thereof in the Minutes of the 
Proceedings, and in case of appeal shall transmit the same to 
the High Cart of the Mauritius together with the documents 
relating to the suit. 

8. And it is further ordered, that it shall be lawful for Her 
Majesty’s Consul to enforce his decision in favour of or against 
a British subject in a civil suit, dispute, difference, or cause of 
litigation, by distress and sale, or imprisonment, in like manner 
as a decision in the High Court of the Mauritius, in a civil suit 
is enforced within the same. 

9. And it is further ordered, that in case of an appeal to the 
High Court of the Mauritius from the decision of Her Majesty's 
Consul, it shall be lawful for the said High Court, upon such 
terms as to costs and otherwise as it shall think proper, to 
admit any further legal evidence besides that adduced before 
the Consul, on its being established to the satisfaction of the 
said High Court, by oath or affidavit, that the party desiring to 
produces uch further evidence was ignorant of the existence of 
such evidence, or was taken by surprise at the hearing before 
the Consul, or was unable to produce it before the Consul after 
due and reasonable diligence and exertion on his part, or where, 
under the circumstances of the case, it shall appear to the said 
High Court that further evidence ought to be received. 

10. And it is further ordered, that Her Majesty’s -Consul 
shall have power in any civil suit, dispute, difference, or cause 
of litigation, to examine on oath, or in such form and with such 
ceremonies as the witness may declare to be binding on his 
conscience, any witness who may appear before him, and shall 
have power, on the application of any party in such suit, to 
issue a compulsory order for the attendance of any person 
being a British subject who may be competent to give evidence 
in such suit: and any British subject who shall have been duly 
served with any such compulsory order, and with a reasonable 
notice of the day of hearing of such suit, and upon his expenses 
of appearing as a witness having been paid or tendered to him 
by the party at whose application he shall have been ordered to 
attend, shall, on his wilful default to appear as a witness at the 
hearing of such suit, be punished with a fine not exceeding 
100 dollars, or with imprisonment for a period not exceeding 
thirty days, at the discretion of the said Consul. 

11. Every witness, being a British subject, so examimed on 
oath, whether before the Consul or before an Officer duly 
wuuthonized by Her Majesty the Queen of Madagascar to act 
judicially, who shall in any sucb examination give wilfully false 
testimony, may be convicted of and pinned for the crime of 
wilful and corrupt perjury. 

12. And it is further ordered, that it shall be lawful for Her 
Majesty's Consul to promote the settlement of any civil suit, 
dispute, difference, or cause of litigation, by amicable agreement 
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between the parties; and, with the consent .of the several 
parties, to refer the decision of a suit or contention to one or 
more Arbitrators, and to take security from the parties that they 
will be bound by the result of such arbitration; and the award 
of such Arbitrator or Arbitrators shall be, to all intents and 
purposes, deemed and taken to be a judgment or sentence of 
Her Majesty’s Consul in such civil suit, dispute, difference, or 
cause of litigation, and shall be entered and recorded as such, 
and shall have the like effect and operation, and shall be 
enforced accordingly, and shall be final and conclusive to all 
intents and purposes, and shall not be open to appeal, unless 
the same shall, within a reasonable time, have been ordered by 
the Consul to be set aside, on the ground that it is not final, or 
is defective, or that the Arbitrator or Arbitrators have exceeded 
their authority, or have been guilty of misconduct in the 
matter. | 

13. And it is further ordered, that it shall be lawful for Her 
Majesty's Consul to cause to be apprehended and brought 
before him any British subject who may be charged with having 
committed any crime or offence within the dominions of the 
Queen of Madagascar; and such Consul shall thereupon pro- 
ceed with all convenient speed to inquire of the same, and for 
such purpose shall have power to examine on oath, or in such 
form and with such ceremony as the witness shall declare to be 
binding on his conscience, any witness who may appear before 
him to prove the charge, and also shall have power to compel 
any person, being a British subject, who may ke competent to 
give evidence as to the guilt or mnocence of the party so 
charged to appear and give evidence, and to punish “ite wilful 
default of any such person to appear and give evidence, after 
reasonable notice of the day of the hearing of such charge, by 
fine or imprisonment, in like manner as 1s provided in Article 10 
of this Order, and shall examine every such witness in the 
presence and hearing of the party accused, and shall afford the 
party accused all reasonable facility for cross-examining such 
witness, and shall cause the deposition of every such witness 
to be reduced to writing, and the same to be read over, and, if 
necessary, explained to the party accused, together with any 
other evidence that may have been urged against him during 
the course of the inquiry, and shall require such accused party 
to defend himself against the charge brought against him, and, 
if necessary, advise him of the legal effect of any voluntary 
confession, and shall] take the evidence of any witness whom 
the accused party may tender to be examined in his defence; 
and every witness, being a British subject, so examined as 
aforesaid, who shall upon any such occasion give wilfully false 
testimony, may be convicted of, and punished for, the cnme otf 
wilful and corrupt perjury; and, when the case has been fully 
inquired into, and the innocence or guilt of the person accused 
has been established to the satisfaction of the Consul, the 
Consul, as the case may be, shall either discharge the party 
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accused from custody, if satisfied of his innocence, or proceed 
" to pass sentence on him, if satisfied of his guilt; and it shall be 
lawful for the Consul having inquired of, tried, and determined 
in the manner aforesaid any charge which may be brought 
before him, to award to the party convicted any amount of 
punishment not exceeding imprisonment for one calendar 
month, or a fine of 200 dollars. 

14. And it is further ordered, that if the crime or offence 
whereof any person, being a British subject, may be accused 
before Her Majesty’s Consul as aforesaid, shall appear to such 
Consul to be of such a nature as, if proved, would not be ade- 
quately punished by the infliction of such punishment as afore- 
said, it shall be lawful for such Consul to summon not less than 
two, or not more than four, disinterested British subjects of good 
repute to sit with him as Assessors for inquiring of, trying, and 
determining the charges against such person; and the Consul, 
when he shall try any such charge with the assistance of Asses- 
sors as aforesaid shall, if he is himself convinced of the guilt of 
the party accused, have power to award any amount of punish- 
ment not exceeding imprisonment for twelve calendar months, 
or a fine of 1,000 dollars; and the Assessors aforesaid shall have 
no authority to decide on the innocence or guilt of the party 
accused, or on the amount of punishment to be awarded to him 
on conviction; but, in the event of the said Assessors, or any of 
them, dissenting from the conviction of, or from the amount of 
punishment awarded to, the accused party, the Assessors or 
Assessor so dissenting shall be authorized to record in the 
minutes of the aor the grounds on which they or he 
may so dissent, and the Consul shall forthwith report to the 
High Court at the Mauritius the fact of such dissent, and of its 
having been so recorded in the minutes of the proceedings, and 
shall, as soon as possible, lay before the said Court copies of 
the whole of the depositions and proceedings, with the dissent 
of the Assessor or Assessors recorded therein; and it shall be 
lawful thereupon for the Court, by warrant under seal addressed 
to the Consul, to confirm, or vary, or remit altogether, as to the 
Court may seem fit, the sentence and ar ae awarded to 
the party accused, and such Consul shall give immediate effect 
to the injunction of any such warrant: Provided always, that in 
uny case in which the Assessor or Assessors shall dissent from 
the conviction of, or from the amount of punishment awarded 
to, the accused party, it shall be la for Her Majesty’s 
Consul to take good and sufficient bail from the accused party 
to appear and undergo the punishment awarded to him, provided 
the same or any portion thereof be confirmed by the Court, 
which punishment so confirmed snall commence and _ take effect 
from the day on which the decision of the Court shall be notified 
to the party accused, 

15. And in order more effectually to repress crime and 
offences on the part of British subjects within the dominions of 
the Queen of Madagascar, it is further ordered, that it shall and 
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may be lawful for Her Majesty’s Consul to cause any British 
subject who shall be found guilty of having openly offended 
against the laws of Madagascar, or who shall have been twice 
convicted before him of any crime or offence, and punished for 
the same, and who, after execution of the sentence of the 
Consul, shall not be able to find good and sufficient security to 
the satisfaction of the Consul for his future good behaviour, or 
who, having been deported under any sentence, shall, during 
such sentence return, to be sent out of the dominions of the 
Queen of Madagascar; and to this end the Consul shall have 
power and authority, as soon as may be practicable after execu- 
tion of the sentence, to send any such person to the Mauritius, 
and in the meantime to detain such party in custody until a 
suitable opportunity for sending him out of the dominions of 
the Queen of Madagascar shall present itself; and any persons 
so to be sent out of the said dominions as aforesaid shall be 
embarked in custody on board one of Her Majesty’s vessels of 
war, or, if there shall be no such vessel available for such pur- 
pose, then on board any British vessel bound to the Mauritius; 
and it shall be lawful for the Commander of any of Her Majesty’s 
ships of war, or of any British vessel bound to the Mauritius, 
to receive any such person as aforesaid under a warrant from 
the Consul to him addressed, and thereupon to convey such 
person in custody to the Mauritius as aforesaid, in the same 
manner as if he were a distressed British subject, unless he shall 
be willing and able himself to defray the expenses of his 
passage. 

16. And it is further ordered, that in any case in which any 
British subjects shall be accused before Her Majesty’s Consul of 
the crime of arson, or housebreaking, or cutting and maiming, 
or stabbing or wounding, or of any assault endangering life, or 
of wilfully causing any bodily injury dangerous to life, or of 
wilful or corrupt perjury, or of engaging in or being accessory 
to the purchase or sale of slaves, or of having slaves illegally 
in his possession, the proceedings before the Consul shall be 
carried on with the ae of Assessors convened in the manner 
aforesaid ; and it shall be lawful for the Consul, if to him it shall 
seem fit, to cause any person convicted before him of any of the 
crimes aforesaid, over and above any fine or imprisonment 
which may be awarded to such person, to be sent out of the 
dominions of the Queen of Madagascar for such time as to him 
shall seem meet, in the manner pointed out in the next pre- 
ceding Article of this Order, notwithstanding the crime laid to 
the charge of such person may be the first of which he has been 
convicted before the Consul. 

17. And it is further ordered, that it shall be lawful for Her 
Majesty’s Consuls within the dominions of the Queen of Mada- 
gascar, upon information laid before him by one or more credible 
witnesses that there is reasonable ground to apprehend that any 
British subject is about to commit a breach of the public peace, 
to cause such British subject to be brought before him, and to 

0) 
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require such British subject to give sufficient security to keep 
the peace; and in the event of any British subject being con- 
victed of, and punished for, a breach of the peace, to cause such 
British subject, after he shall have undergone the punishment 
which may have been awarded to him by the Consul, to find 
security for his good behaviour; and in the event of any British 
subject who may be required as aforesaid to give sufficient 
security to keep the peace, or to find security for his good beha~ 
viour, ae unable or wilfully omitting to do so, then and in 
any such case it shall be lawful for Her Majesty’s Consul to send 
such British subject out of the dominions of the Queen of 
Madagascar, in the manner pointed out in Article 15 of this 
Order. | 

18. And it is further ordered, that in all cases in which a 
British subject shall have been sent out of the dominions of 
the Queen of Madagascar as provided in the three next prece- 
ding Articles of this Order, the Consul sending him out shall 
forthwith report such act of deportation, with the grounds of his 
decision thereon, to the High Court at the Mauritius. 

19. And it is further ordered, that it shall be lawful for Her 
Majesty’s Consul to cause to be apprehended and brought before 
him any British subject who may be charged with smuggling or 
importing into the dominions of the Queen of Madagascar any 
goods whereon any duty shall be charged or payable to the said 
Queen, with the intent to evade the payment of such duty, or 
any goods the importation whereof shall be prohibited; and 
such Consul shall thereupon proceed with all convenient speed 
to inquire into the same on oath or solemn affirmation, and to 
hear the witnesses on both sides, with like powers and in like 
manner in all respects as is provided by Article 10 of this Order. 
And it shall be lawful for the Consul, having inquired into and 
heard the said charge, to determine the same, and if -he shall 
find the party guilty, if the charge against him shall be of im- 
porns into the said dominions prohibited goods, then to award 

im to pay a fine not exceeding treble the value of the raid 
goods at the current price of the day; and if the charge shall 
be of smuggling or importing goods with intent to evade the 
payment of duty as aforesaid, then to award him to pay a fine 
not exceeding treble the amount of duties leviable thereon, and 
in case of non-payment of any such fine or fines to award him 
to be imprisoned tor a period not exceeding three months, or it 
shall be lawful for such Consul, without awarding the payment 
of any fine, to award that such party shall be imprisoned for a 
period not exceeding six months in such place as he shall 
appoint: Provided etek that no British subject charred 
only with importing prohibited goods shall be apprehended, 
unless and until he shall have one week’s notice to appear and 
answer the charge, and shall have refused, failed, or omitted go0 
to appear. 

20. And it is further ordered, that in cases of common 
assault it shall be lawful for the Consul before whom the com- 
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plaint is made, to promote reconciliation between the parties, 
and to suffer compensation and amends tu be made, and the 
proceedings thereby to be finally stayed. 

21. And it is further oilered. that a minute of the proceed- 
ings in every case heard and determined before the Consul, in 
pursuance of this Order, shall be carefully drawn up, and be 
signed by the Consul, and shall, in cases where the Assessors 
are present, be open for the inspection of such Assessors and 
for their signature if they therein shall concur; and every such 
minute, together with the depositions of the witnesses, shall be 
preserved in the public office of the said Consul. 

22. And it is further ordered, that save and except as 
regards offences committed by British subjects against the 
stipulations of any Treaty between Her Majesty and the Queen 
of Madagascar, or against any rules and regulations for the 
observance of the stipulations of any such Treaty or Conven- 
tion, duly affixed and exhibited according to the provisions of 
Article 2 of this Order, or against any rules and regulations for 
the peace, order, and good government of Her Majesty’s subjects 
Leing within the dominions of the Queen of Madagascar, no 
act done by a British subject within the dominions of the said 
Queen shall by Her Majesty’s Consul be deemed and taken to 
be a crime or misdemeanour, or offence rendering the person 
committing it amenable to punishment, which, if done within 
any part of Her Majesty's dominions, would not, by a Court of 
Justice having criminal jurisdiction in Her Majesty's dominions, 
have been deemed and taken to be a crime or misdemeanour or 
oftence rendering the person committing it amenable to p'11ish- 
ment ; and Her Majesty is pleased to appoint, by and with the 
advice of Her Privy Council, Her Majesty’s colony of the 
Mauritius as the place where crimes and offences committed 
by British subjects within the dominions of the Queen of 
Madagascar which it may be expedient shall be inquired of, 
tried, determined, and punished within Her Majesty's dominions, 
shall be so inquired of, tried, determined, and punished; and 
Her Majesty’s Consul resident in Madagascar shall have 
authority to cause any British subject charged with the com- 
mission of any crime or offence, the cognizance whereof may at 
any time appertain to him, to be sent for trial at Her Majesty’s 
said colony of the Mauritius. 

23. And it is further ordered, that it shall be lawful for Her 
Majesty’s Consul to cause any British subject charged with the 
commission of any crime or offence, the cognizance whereof may 
at any time appertain to him, to be sent, in any of Her Majesty's 
ships of war, or in any British vessel, to Her Majesty’s colony 
of the Mauritius, for trial before the High Court of the said 
colony; and it shall be lawful for the Commander of any of 
Her Majesty’s ships of war, or of any British vessel, to receive 
any such person on board, with a warrant from the said Consul 
addressed to the Chief Magistrate of Police of the said colony ; 
and thereupon to keep and detain in lawful custody, and to 
° 02 
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convey him in custody to the Mauritius, and on his arrival 
there to deliver him, with the said warrant, into the custody of 
the said Chief Magistrate of Police, or other officer within the 
said colony lawfully acting as such, who on receipt of the said 
warrant, and of the party therein named, shall be authorized to 
commit, and shall commit, such party so sent for trial to the 
common gaol of the said colony; and it shall be lawful for the 
keeper of the said common gaol to cause such party to be 
detained in safe and proper custody, and to be produced upon 
the order of the said High Court; and the High Court at the 
sessions to be holden next after such committal shall proceed 
to hear and determine the charge against such party, and to 

unish him for the same, if found guilty, in the same manner as 
if the crime with which he may be charged had been committed 
within Her Majesty’s said colony of the Mauritius. 

24. And it is further ordered, that Her Majesty’s Consul, on 
any occasion of sending a prisoner to the Mauritius for trial, 
shall observe the provisions made with regard to prisoners sent 
for trial to a British colony in an Act passed in the sixth and 
seventh years of Her Majesty’s reign, intituled “An Act to 
remove Doubts as to the exercise of Power and Jurisdiction by 
Her Majesty within divers Countries and Places out of Her 
Majesty’s Dominions, and to render the same more effectual.” 

25. And it is further ordered, that the High Court of the 
Mauritius shall have and may exercise, concurrently with Her 
Majesty’s Consul, authority and jurisdiction in regard to all 
suits of a civil nature between British subjects arismg within 
any part of the dominions of the Queen of Madagascar: Pro- 
vided always, that the said High Court shall not be bound, 
unless in a fit case it shall deem it rght so to do, by wnit of 
certiorarl or otherwise, to debar or prohibit the Consul from 
hearing and determining, pursuant to the provisions of the 
several Articles of this Order, any suit of a civil nature between 
British subjects, or to stay the proceedings of the Consul in 
such matter. 

26. And it is further ordered, that all fines and penalties 
imposed under this Order may be levied by distress and seizure, 
and gale of ships, and of goods and chattels; and no bill of 
sale, ‘mortgage, or transfer of property made by a part 
accused after his apprehension, or with a view to securing anh 
party against any crime or offence committed or to be com- 
mitted by him, or against the consequences thereof, shall avail 
to defeat any of the provisions of this Order. 

27. And it is further ordered, that it shall be lawful for Her 
Majesty’s Consul, from time to time, to establish rules of 
practice to be observed in proceedings before him, and to make 
regulations for defraying the expenses of witnesses in such 
proceedings, and the cost of criminal prosecutions, and also to 
establish ratcs and scales of fees to be taken in regard to civil 
suits heard and determined before the said Consul; and it shall 
be lawful for the said Consul to enforce by seizure and sale of 
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goods, or, if there be no sufficient goods, by imprisonment, the 
payment of such established fees, and of such costs or expenses 
as may be adjudged against the parties, or any of them: Pro- 
vided always, that a Table specifying the rates of fees to be so 
taken shall be affixed and kept exhibited in the public office of 
the said Consul. 

28. And it is further ordered, that all fees, penalties, fines, 
and forfeitures levied under this Order, save and except such 
poe as ey by Treaty be payable to the Queen of 

ladagascar, shall be paid to the public account, and shall be 
applied in diminution of the public expenditure on account of 

er Majesty’s Consulate in Madagascar: Provided # ways, that 
in the event of any of the Malagasy authorities declining to 
receive fines payable to the Government of Madagascar as 
aforesaid, the same shall also be paid to the public account, 
and applied in the manner last mentioned. 

29. And it is further ordered, that Her Majesty's Consul 
within the dominions of the Queen of Madagascar shall, for and 
within the said dominions, and for vessels and persons coming 
within those dominions, and in regard to vessels captured on 
suspicion of being engaged in the Slave Trade within those 
dominions, have al such jurisdiction as for the time being ordi- 
narily belongs to Courts of Vice-Admiralty in Her Majesty's 
aera abroad. And it is further ordered, that it shall be 
awful for Her Majesty's Consul to grant probate of will or 
letters of administration to the intestate estate of any British 
subject, or any native of a State or place under British protec- 
tion, who shall die and leave property within the dominions of 
the Queen of Madagascar; and if such probate or letters of 
administration shall not be apphed for within thirty days after 
the death of the deceased person, it shall be lawful for the 
Consul to administer to the estate of such person, and for so 
doing to reserve to himself out of the proceeds of such estate a 
commission not exceeding two and a-half per cent. on the 
account thereof. | 

30. And it is further ordered, that a register shall be kept 
by Her Majesty's Consul of all British subjects, and of all 
natives of British-protected States in India who may claim 
Bnitish protection, residing within the dominions of the Queen 
of Madagascar; and that every British subject now residing 
within such dominions who shall not have been already enrolled 
in such consular register, shall, within a reasonable time after the 
promulgation of this Order, such time to be specified in a notice 
affixed and publicly exhibited in the consular office, apply to 
the Consul to be enrolled in such register; and every British 
subject who may arrive within the said dominions (except 
Bnitish subjects borne on the muster-roll of any British ship 
arriving in any port of Madagascar), shall, within a reasonable 
time after his arrival, such time to be speciticd as aforesaid, also 
applv to the Consul to be enrolled in such register; and any 
British subject who shall refuse or neglect to comply to be so 
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enrolled as hereinbefore mentioned, and wko shall not excuse 
such refusal or neglect to the satisfaction of the Consui, shall 
not be entitled to be recognized or protected as a British sub- 
ject in respect to any suit, dispute, or difficulty in which he 
may have been, or may be, engaged or involved within the 
dominions of the Queen of Madagascar, at any time when he 
shall not have been or shall not be so enrolled. 

31. And it is further ordered, that Her Majesty’s Consul 
shall and may exercise all or any of the powers which, by any 
Act or Acts of the Inperial Paviament for the regulation of 
merchant seamen, or for the regulation of the mercantile marine, 
may now or at any time hereafter be exercised by any Justice 
or Justices of the Peace within Her Majesty’s dominions. 

32. And it is further ordered, that nothing in this Order 
contained shall be deemed or construed to prevent Her Majesty’s 
Consul within the dominions of the Queen of Madagascar from 
doing or performing any act whatsoever which British Consuls 
within any other State in amity with Her Majesty are by law, 
usage, or sufferance entitled or enabled to do or perform. 

33. And it is further ordered, that every action or suit 
brought against Her Majesty’s Consul by reason of anything 
done under the authority of this Order, shall be commenced 
within six calendar months next after the doing thereof, and 
not otherwise; and the defendant in every such action or suit 
shall be entitled to the benefit of the provisions made with 
respect to defendants in actions or suits in the said hereinbefore 
recited Act of the sixth and seventh years of Her Majesty's 
reign. 

34. And it is further ordered, that the word “Consul” in 
this Order shall include every person duly authorized to act in 
the aforesaid capacity, within the dominions of the Queen of 
Madagascar; and that, in the construction of this Order, words 
importing the singular number shall, if necessary, be understood 
to include several persons, matters, or things; and words 
Importing the masculine gender only, shall, if necessary, be 
understood to import the feminine gender, unless there be 
something in the subject or context repugnant to such con- 
struction. 

35. And it is further ordered, that the provisions of this 
Order, relating to British subjects, shall extend and apply to 
all subjects of Her Majesty, whether by birth or by naturaliza- 
tion, and also to all persons enjoying Her Majesty’s protection 
in the dominions of the Queen of Madagascar. <And it is further 
ordered, that this Order shall take effect on and after the 

36. And the Right Honourable Sir Stafford Henry Northcote, 
Baronet, and the Right Honourable Lord Stanley, two of Her 
Majesty’s Principal Secretaries of State, and the Lords Commis- 
sioners of the Admiralty, are to give the necessary directions 
herein, as to them may respectively appertair.

WHEREAS we have had under our consideration the great want 
of Artificers in Your Majesty's Fleet, occasioned by the small- 
ness of such men’s pay as contrasted with the wages earned by 
Artificers on shore; and whereas we are of opinion that the 
only way to obtain competent workmen for Vous Majesty's 
ships is to increase the Pay at present allowed to such persons: 
we do, therefore, beg leave to recommend that Your Majesty 
will be graciously pleased, by Your Order in Council, to sanction 
the following Continuous-Service Rates of Pay for Artificers :—

NAVIGATING OFFICERS. 
Regulations respecting. 


WHEREAS we have had under our consideration the claims of 
the Staff Commanders and Masters in Your Majesty's Fleet, for 
increased Rank, Pay, and Retirement; and whereas, after a 
careful consideration of the subject, we are of opinion that it 
will be tor the benefit of Your Majesty’s Service that the fol- 
lowing Regulations shall be established, we beg to submit them 
most humbly for Your Majesty’s approval :— 
I. The titles of the Officers composing the Class to be— 
Navigating Cadet (in lieu of Naval Cadet 2nd Class). 
Navigating Midshipman (in lieu of Master's Assistant). 
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Navigating Sub-Lieutenant (in lieu of Second Master). 
Navigating Lieutenant (in heu of Master). 

Staff Commander. 

Staff Captain. 

II. Gentlemen to be entered as Navigating Cadets between 
the ages of 13 and 15, under the regulations now in force; the 
regulations for the entry of Officers at later ages from the 
Merchant Service, either as Navigating Cadets, Midshipmen, or 
Sub-Lieutenants, to be cancelled. 

III. The examinations to be the same as at present, except 
that the regulations regarding forfeiture of time for rejection at 
the Royal Naval College are to be assimilated to those now in 
force for Sub-Lieutenants. 

Officers not passing at the Trinity House within two months 
after passing at the Royal Naval College, to be discharged to 
the shore, and to be deprived of three months’ seniority. 

Officers not passing within three months to be dealt with as 
we may think fit, either as to further deprivation of time, or 
removal from Your Majesty’s Service, as the circumstances in 
each case may deserve. 

IV. Navigating Lieutenants, instead of passing at the 
Trinity House for ineof tattle ships after three years’ service 
in that rank, to be required to pass for ships of the First Class, 
drawing 26 feet of water and upwards. 

V. Navigating Sub-Lieutenants to rank with Sub-Lieute- 
nants, according to date of Commission, and above Chief 
Gunners, Chicf Boatswains, and Chief Carpenters. Navigating 
Lieutenants to rank with Lieutenants, and Staff Commanders 
with Commanders, both according to date of Commission. 
Staff Captains to rank with Captains under three years’ 
standing. 

VI. The regulation that Navigating Sub-Lieutenants must 
serve two years in that rank before being qualified for promo- 
tion to the rank of Navigating Lieutenant to be abolished. 

VII. Navigating Lieutenants to be qualified for promotion 
to the rank of Staff Commander after ten years’ service as 
Navigating Lieutenant, or on attaining fifteen years’ seniority, 
with not less than seven years’ service as Navigating Lieute- 
nant. In both cases, five years’ service must be Sea Service, as 
defined by Your Majesty’s Order in Council of 9th July, 1864, 
and the Officer must have passed for First-Class Ships. 

It is, however, to be distinctly understood, that promotion 
to the rank of Staff Commander is at our discretion, and is only 
to be given to Officers of good character and qualifications. 

VIII. Navigating Jieutenants to be eligible for promotion 
to the rank of Staff Commander for distinguished or highly 
meritorious service, provided they have completed two years’ 
Sea Service as Navigating Lieutenant. Should an Officer to be 
B0 ieee not have passed for First-Class Ships, he is only 
to be promoted to the rank of Acting Statf Commander,.but to 
be confirmed with his original seniority, provided he pass within 
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a reasonable time after his arrival in England. In such cases 
the regulation that an Officer must serve three years before he 
can pass, 18 to be dispensed with. 

X. Officers of the navigating class may be transferred for 
distinguished service in presence of the enemy to the Active 
Lists of those Executive Officers with whom they may rank at 
the time of performing such service, carrying with them their 
seniority, and the benefit of their larger rates of full and 
half-pay (if any), until subsequently promoted to a higher 
rank 


Navigating Officers may also, at our discretion, be promoted 
to a higher rank in the Executive Branch, should the circum- 
stances of the case appear to deserve it. 

X. The rank of Staff Captain to be confined to Master’s 
Attendant, Assistant Master's Attendant, and Queen’s Harbour 
Masters, and to Masters of the Fleet, when so employed. 

XI. The pay of Navigating Cadets and Navigating Midship- 
men to be the same as at present. __ ; 

XII. Navigating Sub: Dieutcuaiits to receive 5s. per diem, to 
be increased to 7s. 6d. per diem after two years’ service. Half- 
pay to be the same as at present. 

XIII. The full pay of Navigating Lieutenants and Staff 
Commanders to be as pila —

XIV. Staff Commanders on promotion to receive 14s. per 
diem, or such higher pay as they may be entitled to by 
service. 

XV. Half-pay to remain the same as at present, except 
that Staff Commanders on promotion are to receive 88. per 
diem, or such higher pay as they may be entitled to by 
service. 

XVI. Navigating Lieutenants and Staff Commanders, 
when in command of any of Your Majesty’s ships or vessels, 
to receive the same rate of command money as Lieutenants 
and Commanders. ‘ 

XVII. Store and other allowances, widows’ pensions, 
compassionate allowances, &c., to be the same as at present. 

VIII. All Navigating Officers to be ea on the 
Reserved List on attaiming the age of 60. They may also 
be removed to that list under the conditions laid down in 
paragraphs 1, 2, and 3 of Your Majesty's Order in Council of 
31st March, 1865. 

XIX. Staff Commanders to be allowed to retire. when 
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unfit for further service, or on attaining the age of 55, on the 
following scale; viz.:—

No Officer 
is, however, to be entitled to the increased rank, or to the 
increased pay on retirement, unless he shall have in the ranks 
of Navigating Lieutenant and Staff Commander at least seven 
yous Sea Service, as defined by Your Majesty’s Order in 

ouncil of 9th July, 1864. 

XX. All time served as Acting Navigating Lieutenant, 
and four years of time served as Navigating Sub-Lieutenant, 
to reckon towards increase of Full and Half-pay, and Reserved 
Half-pay. 

XXL. Time served as Master Attendant, Assistant Master 
Attendant, and Queen’s Harbour Master, to reckon as service 
towards increase of Full and Half-pay, and Reserved Half-pay. 
On retirement from these positions, Officers will be granted 
the rank of Retired Captain, and will be allowed sixpence 
a-day for every complete year’s service in such capacity, in 
addition to their Half-pay or Reserved Half-pay. 

XXII. Navigating icewtenanta who may hereafter be 
placed on the Reserved List may, at our discretion, be 
promoted to the rank of Staff Commander on attaining fifteen 
years’ seniority, if of good character and qualifications. 

XXIII. Time served in command of revenue vessels to 
count as Sea Time. 

Time served in the Coast Guard on shore, or in the 
Transport Service on shore, to count as Sea Time, in the 
proportion of two years in the Coast Guard or Transport 
Service as one of Sea Nervice. 

Time served as Mail Agent, or Transport Agent afloat or 
abroad, to count as Sea Time for the first three years, and after 
that in the proportion of three years of Agent’s time as two of 
Sea Service. 

These Regulations only to apply to increase of Full and 
Half-pay, and Reserved Half-pay. 

XXIV. Navigating .Officers, whatever their rank and 
seniority may be, are, in all matters of Command, and in all 
details relating to the duties of the Flcet, and to the discipline 
and interior economy of Your Majesty’s Ships, to be held 
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subject to the authority of any Officer not below the rank of 
Lieutenant, who may be in charge of the executive duties of 
the Ship, or in charge of any other special service or duty, of 
whatever seniority such Officer may be. 

XXV. Navigating Officers in command of any of Your 
Majesty’s Yachts and Store Ships, are not to be interfered with 
by Officers commanding any of Your Majesty’s Ships or Vessels 
of War, except under special or exceptional circumstances, nor 
are they when on the Acme Station to be required to wait on 
any Officer in command of one of Your Majesty’s Ships or 
Vessels of War under the rank of Commander; but on Foreign 
Stations they are to report themselves to the Senior Officer 
present, whatever his rank and senionty may be. 

XXVI. The Officers borne on the books of Home Ships for 
pilotage and other duties, and for the command of small Vessels 
and Tugs, who ure styled Acting Masters and Acting Second 
Masters, although they have never passed the examinations 
tequired for those ranks, in future to be styled Chief Officers in 
Your Majesty’s Fleet instead uf Acting Masters, and Senior 
Mates in Your Majesty’s Fleet instead of Acting Second 
Masters, as laid down by Your Majesty’s Order in Council of 
11th December, 1865, in the case of Acting Masters and Acting 
Second Masters in the Coast Guard Service. 

XXVII. These Regulations to come into force on the Ist 
July, 1867, and to apply to all Navigating Officers on the 
Active Lists. 

And we beg leave to represent to Your Majesty, that the 
Lords of Your Majesty’s Treasury have signified their concur- 
rence in the proposed arrangements.

Yocr Majesty having been pleased, by your Orders in Council 
of the 25th of June, 1851, and 30th of January, 1856, to 
establish, with the view of meeting the claims of old Officers 
who had served long and well, and who sought their promo- 
tion, rather as a reward for past services, than in expectation of 
further employment, a List of Captains on Reserved Halt-pay

Provision for Consular Jurisdiction. 


Waereas by an Act of Parliament made and passed in the 
session of Parliament holden in the 6th and 7th years of Her 
Majesty’s reign, intituled, “An Act to remove doubts as to the 
exercise of power and jurisdiction by Her Majesty within divers 
countries and places out of Her Majesty’s dominions, and to

' 1. Now, therefore, in pursuance and by virtue of the said 
recited Act of Parliament, Her Majesty is pleased, by and with 
the advice of Her Privy Council, to order, and it is hereby 
ordered, that Her Majesty’s Consuls appointed to reside in the 
dominions of the Sultan of Muscat shall have full power and 
authority to carry into effect, and to enforce by the means and 
in the manner hereinafter mentioned and provided, the observ- 
ance of the stipulations of any Treaty or Convention, or of any 
Regulations appended to any Treaty or Convention now 
existing, or which may hereafter be made between Her Majesty, 
her heirs and successors, and the Sultan of Muscat, his heirs 
and successors; and to make and to enforce, by fine or 
imprisonment, or both, Rules and Regulations for the observ- 
ance of the stipulations of any such Treaty or Convention, and 
for the peace, order, and good government of Her Majesty’s 
subjects being within the dominions of the Sultan of Muscat, 
his heirs and succssors. 

2. And it is iurther ordered, that a copy of all such Rules 
and Regulations made by the said Consul chall forthwith be 
affixed, and kept affixed and exhibited, in some conspicuous 
place in the public office of the said Consul, and that printed 
copies ot the said Rules and Regulations shall, as soon as 
possible, be provided by the said Consul, and sold at a price 
not exceeding one dollar for each copy; and for the purpose of 
convicting any person offending against the said Rules and 
Regulations, ad for all other purposes of law whatsoever, a 
printed copy of the said Rules and Regulations, certified under 
the hand of the said Consul to be a true copy thereof, shall be 
taken as conclusive evidence of such Rules and Regulations, 
and all things therein respectively contained; and no penalt 
shall be incurred or shall be enforced for the breach of any fick 
Rules and Regulations to be hereafter made, until the same 
shall have been so affixed and exhibited for one calendar 
month in the public office of the Consul: Provided always, 
that any such Rule or Regulation made by Her Majesty's 
Consul, and to be enforced by a penalty, shall, before the first 
day on which the same shall be so affixed or exhibited, 
be transmitted to Her Majesty’s Principal Secretary of State 
for Foreign Affairs for allowance or disallowance; and if an 
such Rule and Regulation shall be disallowed by Her Majesty's 
Principal Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, the same shall 
cease to have effect from the receipt by the Consul of such 
disallowance ; nevertheless, the Consul shall not be liable to be 
proceeded against in any of Her Majesty’s Courts in regard to 
any act done by him under such Rule or Regulation previously 
to the receipt of its disallowance by such Consul. 

3. And it is further ordered, that it shall be lawtul for Her 
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Majesty’s Consul as aforesaid, upon information or upon the 
complaint of any person that a British subject has violated 
any of the stipulations of any Treaty or Convention, or of any 
regulations appended to any Treaty or Convention, between 
Her Majesty and the Sultan of Muscat, or has disregarded or 
infringed any of the Rules or Regulations for the observance of 
the stipulations of any such Treaty or Convention, affixed and 
exhibited according to the provisions of the next preceding 
Article of this Order, to summon before him the accused person, 
and to receive evidence and to examine witnesses on oath as to 
the guilt or mnocence of such person in regard to the offence 
laid to his charge, and to award such penalty of fine or im- 
prisonment against any person convicted of an offence agaist 
any such Treaty or Convention, or appended Regulations, or 
against the said Rules and Regulations, as may be specified 
therein respectively; and any charge against a British subject 
for a breach of any such Treaty or Convention, or appended 
Regulations, or for a breach of such Rules and Regulations for 
the observance of any such Treaty, shall be heard and deter- 
mined by the Consul without Assessors: Provided always, that 
in no case shall the penalty to be incurred by a breach of such 
liules and Regulations excced 5V0 dollars or three calendar 
months’ imprisonment. 

4, And it is further ordered, that any charge against a British 
subject for a breach of Rules and Regulations other than those 
relating to the observance of Treatics shall, m lke manner, be 
heard and determined by Her Majesty’s Consul: and in all cases 
in which the penalty shall not exceed 200 dollars or one calendar 
month’s imprisonment, the Consul shall hear and determine the 
charge summarily without the aid of Assessors; but where a 
penalty attached to a breach of the Rules and Regulations other 
than those relating to the observance of Treaties shall amount 
to more than 2U0 dollars, or to imprisonment for more than one 
calendar month, the Consul, before he shall proceed to hear the 
charge, shall summon two disinterested British suljects of good 
repute to sit with him as Asscssors, which Assessors, however, 
shall have no authority to decide on the innocence or guilt of 
the person charged, or on the amount of fine or imprisonment to 
be awarded to him on conviction, but it shall rest with the 
Consul to decide on the guilt or imnocence of the person 
charged, and on the amount of fine or imprisonment to be 
awarded to him: Provided always, that in no case shall the 
penalty to be attached to a breach of Rules and Regulations 
other than those for the observance of ‘Treatics exceed 500 
dollars, or three calendar months’ imprisonment; and provided 
further, that, in the event of the said Assessors, or either of 
them, dissenting from the conviction of the party charged, or 
from the penalty of fine or imprisonment awarded to him by the 
Consul, the Consul shall take a note of such dissent, with the 
eres thereof, and shall require good and sufficient secunty 
or the appearance of the person convicted at a future time, in 
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order to undergo his sentence or receive his discharge; and in 
default of such security being given, it shall be lawful for the 
Consul to cause the person to be detained in custody until such 
security 1s given. 

5. And it is further ordered, that if any person who shall 
have committed or been charged with any breach of or offence 
against any such Treaty or Convention, or any such Rules and 
Regulations as aforesaid, shall escape or remove from the 
Consular District within which the fact was committed, and 
shall be found within another Consular District, it shall be 
lawful for the Consul within which district such person shall be 
so found, to proceed against him in the same manner as if the 
fact had been committed within such district. 

6. And it is further ordered, that all suits, disputes, differ- 
ences, and causes of litigation of a civil nature arising between 
British subjects within the dominions of the Sultan of Muscat, 
shall be heard and determined by Her Majesty’s Consul, who 
shall be the sole judge and arbiter thereof respectively ; subject 
nevertheless to an appeal against the decision of the Consul 
therein to the High Court of Bombay, in cases where the sum 
or matter at issue is of the amount or value of 200 dollars or 
upwards: Provided always, that the party intending so to 
appeal against the decision of the idl Consul shall, within 
fifteen days after the determination of the case by the Consul, 
by himself or his agent, give to the Consul notice in writing of 
his appeal to the said High Court of Bombay; whereupon the 
Consul shall, as speedily as possible, transmit to the said High 
Court all the documents which were produced before him in the 
case, and none other, together with a statement of the evidence 
taken before him in the case, and of the grounds on which his 
decision was formed, and shall forthwith notify to the several 
parties the transmission of the said proceedings to the said High 
Court: Provided also, that it shall be lawful for the Consul to 
require from any person so appearing to the said High Court 
reasonable security, to consist in part of one or two sufficient 
surctics, to be approved by the Consul, that such person so 
applying will duly prosecute his appeal, and will abide by the 
decision to be given therein by the said High Court, and that in 
case such appeal shall fail, he will answer and satisfy all costs, 
loss, and damages sustained by the other party by reason of 
such appeal. 

7. And it is further ordered, that it shall be lawful for Her 
Majesty’s Consul to summon not less than two, and not more 
than four, disinterested British subjects, of good repute, to sit 
with him as Assessors at the hearing of any suit, dispute, differ- 
ence, or cause of litigation whatever, of a civil nature, brought 
before him for decision, and in case the sum sought to be re- 
covered shall exceed 500 dollars, such suit shall not be heard b 
the Consul without Assessors, if within a reasonable time suc 
Assessors can be procured; but the Assessors aforesaid shall 
have no authority to decide on the merits of such suit, but in 
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the event of such Assessors, or any of them, dissenting from the 
decision of the Consul, the Consul shall enter the fact of such 
dissent and the grounds thereof in the minutes of the aes 
ings, and in case of appeal shall transmit the same to the High 
Court of Bombay together with the documents relatmg to the 
suit. 

8. And it is further ordered, that it shall be lawful for Her 
Majesty’s Consul to enforce his decision in favour of or against 
a British subject in a civil suit, dispute, difference, or cause of 
litigation, by distress and sale, or imprisonment, in lke manner 
as a decision of the High Court of Bombay in a civil suit is 
enforced within the same. 

9. And it is further ordered, that in case of an appeal to the 
High Court of Bombay from the decision of Her Majesty’s 
Consul, it shall be lawful for the said High Court, upon such 
terms as to costs and otherwise as it shall think proper, to admit 
any further legal evidence besides that adduced before the 
Consul, on its being established to the satisfaction of the said 
High Court, by oath or affidavit, that the party desiring to pro- 
duce such further evidence was ignorant of the existence of 
such evidence, or was taken by surprise at the hearmg before 
the Consul, or was unable to produce it before the Consul after 
due and reasonable diligence and exertion on his part, or where, 
under the circumstances of the case, it shall appear to the said 
High Court that further evidence ought to be received. 

10. And it is further ordered, that Her Majesty’s Consul 
shall have power, in any civil suit, dispute, difference, or cause 
of litigation, to examine on oath, or in such form and with such 
ceremonies as the witness may declare to be binding on his 
conscience, any witness who may appear before him, and shall 
have power, on the application of any party in such suit, to issue 
a compulsory order for the attendance of any person being a 
British subject who may be competent to give evidence in such 
suit; and any British subject who shall have been duly served 
with any suc compulso order, and with a reasonable notice 
of the day of hearing of such suit, and upon his expenses of 
appearing as a witness having been paid or tendered to him by 

e party at whose application he shall have been ordered to 
attend, shall, on his wilful default to appear as a witness at the 
hearing of such suit, to be punished with a fine not exceeding 
100 dollars, or with imprisonment for a period not exceeding 
thirty days, at the discretion of the said Consul. 

11. Every witness, being a British subject, so examined on 
oath, whether before the Consul or before a Kadi or other officer 
of the Muscat Government, duly authorized to act judicially, 
who shall in any such examination give wilfully false testimony, 
may be convicted of and punished for the crime of wilful and 
corrupt Fe jury. 

12. 4 it is further ordered, that it shall be lawful for Her 
Majesty's Consul to promote the settlement of any civil suit, 
dispute, difference, or cause of litigation, by amicable agreement 
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between the parties; and, with the consent of the several parties, 
to refer the decision of a suit or contention to one or more 
Arbitrators, and to take security from the partics that they will 
be bound by the result of such arbitration; and the award of 
such Arbitrator or Arbitrators shall be, to all intents and pur- 
ani deemed and taken to be a judgment or sentence of Her 
ajesty’s Consul in such civil suit, dispute, difference, or cause 
of litigation, and shall be entered and recorded as such, and 
shall have the like effect and operation, and shall be enforced 
accordingly, and shall be final and conclusive to all intents and 
purposes, and shall not be open to appeal, unless the same shall, 
itt a reasonable time, have been ordered by the Consul to 
be set aside, on the ground that it is not final, or is defective, 
or that the Arbitrator or Arbitrators have exceeded their 
authority, or have been guilty of misconduct in the matter. 

13. And it is further ordered, that it shall be lawful for Her 
Majesty’s Consul to cause to be apprehended and brought before 
him, any British subject who may be charged with net! com- 
mitted any crime or offence withm the dominions of the Sultan 
of Muscat; and such Consul shall thereupon proceed with all 
convenient speed to inquire of the same, and for such purpose 
shall have power to examine on oath, or in such form and with 
such ceremony as the witness shall declare to be binding on 
his conscience, any witness who may appear before him to 
prove the charge; and also shall have power to compel any 
person, being a British subject, who may be competent to give 
evidence as to the guilt or innocence of the party so charged, 
to appear and give evidence, and to punish the wilful default of 
any such person to appear and give evidence, after reasonable 
notice of the day of the hearing of such charge, Py fine or im- 
ee in lke manner as is provided in Article 10 of this 

rder, and shall examine every such witness in the presence 
and hearing of the party accused, and shall afford the party 
accused all reasonable facility for cross-examining such wit- 
ness, and shall cause the deposition of every such witness to 
be reduced to wniting, and the same to be read over, and, if 
necessary, explained to the party accused, together with any 
other evidence that may have been urged against him during 
the course of the inquiry, and shall require such accused part 
to defend himself against the charge brought against him, and, 
if necessary, advise him of the legal effect of any voluntary 
confession, and shall take the evidence of any witness whom 
the accused party may tender to be examined in his defence; 
and every witness being a British subject so examined as afore- 
said who shall upon any such occasion give wilfully false 
testimony, may be convicted of and punished for the crime of 
wilful and corrupt perjury; and when the case has been fully 
inquired into, and the innocence or guilt of the person accused 
has been established to the satisfaction of the Consul, the 
Consul, as the case may be, shall either discharge the party 
accused from custody, if satisfied of his innocence, or proceed 
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to pass sentence on him, if satisfied ef his guilt; and it shall be 
lawful for the Consul, having inquired of, tried, and determined, 
in the manner aforesaid, any charge which may be brought 
before him, to award to the party convicted any amount of 
punishment not excceding imprisonment for one calendar 
month, or a fine of 200 dollars. 

14. And it is further ordered that if the crime or offence 
whereof any person being a British subject may be accused 
before Her Majesty's Consul as aforesaid, shall appear to such 
Consul to be of such a nature as, if proved, would not be ade- 
quately punished by the infliction of such punishment as afore- 
said, it shall be lawful for such Consul to summon not less than 
two or not more than four disinterested British subjects of good 
repute to sit with him as Assessors for inquiring of, trying, and 
determining the charges against such person; and the Consul, 
when he shall try any such charge with the assistance of 
Assessors as aforegaid, shall, if he is himself convinced of the 
guilt of the party accused, have power to award any amount of 
punishment not exceeding imprisonment for twelve calendar 
months, or a fine of 1,000 dollars; and the Assessors aforesaid 
shall have no authority to decide on the innocence or guilt of 
the party accused, or on the amount of punishment to be 
awarded to him on conviction, but in the event of the said 
Asscssors, or any of them, dissenting from the conviction of or 
from the amount of punishment awarded to the accused party, 
the Assessors or Assessor so dissenting shall be authorized to 
record in the minutes of the proceedings the pounds on which 
they or he may so dissent, and the Consul shall forthwith report 
to the High Court at Bombay the fact of such dissent and of its 
having been so recorded in the minutes of the proceedings, and 
shall, as soon as possible, lay before the said Court copies of the 
whole of the depositions and proceedings, with the dissent of 
the Assessor or Assessors recorded therein, and it shall be lawful 
thereupon for the Court, by warrant under seal addressed to the 
Consul, to confirm, or vary, or remit altogether, as to the Court 
may seem fit, the sentence and punishment awarded to the party 
accused, and such Consul shall give immediate effect to the 
injunction of any such warrant: Provided always, that in any 
case in which the Assessor or Assessors shall dissent from the 
conviction of or from the amount of punishment awarded to the 
accused party, it shall be lawful for Her Majesty’s Consul to 
take good and sufficient bail from the accused party to appear 
and undergo the punishment awarded to him, provided the same 
or any portion thereof be confirmed by the Court, which punish- 
ment so confirmed shall commence and take effect from the 
day on which the decision of the Court shall be notified to the 
party accused. 

15. And in order more effectually to repress crimes and 
offences on the part of British subjects within the dominions af 
the Sultan of Muscat, it is further ordered, that it shall and may 
be lawful for Her Majesty’s Consul to cause any Bnitish subject 
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who shall have been twice convicted before him of any crime or 
offence, and punished for the same, and who, after execution of 
the sentence of the Consul, on any second conviction shall not 
be able to find good and sufficient security, to the satisfaction of 
the Consul, for his future good behaviour, or who having been 
deported under any sentence shall during such sentence return, to 
be sent out of the dominions of the Sultan of Muscat; and to this 
end the Consul shall have power and authority as soon as may 
be practicable after execution of the sentence on such second 
conviction, to send any such twice-convicted party, or any person 
so returning as aforesaid, to Bombay, and in the meantime to de- 
tain such party in custody until a suitable opportunity for sending 
him out of the dominions of the Sultan o Muscat shall present 
itself; and any person so to be sent out of the said dominions 
as aforesaid, shall be embarked in custody on board of one of 
Her Majesty’s vessels of war, or, if there shall be no such vessel 
available for such purpose, then on board any Bnitish vessel 
bound to Bombay; and it shall be lawful for the Commander of 
any of Her Majesty’s ships of war, or of any British vessel 
bound to Bombay, to receive any such person as aforesaid under 
@ warrant from the Consul to him addressed, and thereupon to 
convey such person in custody to Bombay as aforesaid, in the 
same manner as if he were a distressed Bnitish subject, unless 
he shall be willing and able himself to defray the expenses of his 
passage. | 

16. And it is further ordered, that in any case in which any 
British subject shall be accused before Her Majesty’s Consul of 
the crime of arson, or house-breaking, or cutting and maiming, 
or stabbing or wounding, or of any assault endangering life, or 
of wilfully causing any bodily injury dangerous to life, or of 
wilful or corrupt perjury, or of engaging in or being acces- 
sory to the purchase or sale of slaves, or of having slaves ille- 
pally in his possession, the proceedings before the Consul shall 
be carried on with the aid of Assessors convened in the manner 
aforesaid; and it shall be lawful for the Consul, if to him it shall 
seem fit, to cause any person convicted before him of any of the 
crimes aforesaid, over and above any fine or imprisonment which 
may be awarded to such person, to be sent out of the domi- 
nions of the Sultan of Muscat for such time as to him shall 
seem meet, in the manner pointed out in the next preceding 
Article of this Order, notwithstanding the crime laid to the 
charge of such person may be the first of which he has been 
convicted before the Consul. © 

17. And it is further ordered, that it shall be lawful for Her 
Majesty’s Consul within the dominions of the Sultan of Muscat, 
upon information laid before him by one or more credible wit- 
nesses, that there is reasonable ground to apprehend that any 
British subject is about to commit a breach of the public peace, 
to cause such British subject to be brought before him, and to 
require such British subject to give sufficient security to keep 
the peace; and in the event of any British subject being con- 
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victed of and punished for a breach of the peace, to cause such 
British subject, after he shall have undergone the punishment 
which may have been awarded to him by the Consul, to find 
security for his good behaviour; and in the event of any British 
subject who may be required as aforesaid to give sufficient secu- 
rity to keep the peace, or to find security for his good behaviour, 
being unable or wilfully omitting to do so, then and in any such 
case it shall be lawful for Her Majesty's Consul to send such 
Bnitish subject out of the dominions of the Sultan of Muscat, in 
the manner pointed out in Article 15 of this Order. 

18. And it is further ordered, that in all cases in which a 
Bnitish subject shall have been sent out of the dominions of the 
Sultan of Muscat, as provided in the three next preceding 
Articles of this Order, the Consul sending him out shall forth- 
with report such act of deportation, with the grounds of his 
decision thereon, to the High Court of Bombay. 

19. And it is further saléved. that it shall be lawful for Her 
Majesty’s Consul to cause to be apprehended and brought before 
him any British subject who may be charged with smuggling 
or importing into the dominions of the said Sultan any goods 
whereon any duty shall be charged or payable to the said 
Sultan, with the intent to evade the payment of such duty, or 
any goods the importation whereof shall be prohibited; and 
such Consul shall thereupon proceed with all convenient speed to 
inquire into the same on oath or solemn affirmation, and to hear 
the witnesses on both sides, with like powers and in like manner 
in all respects as is provided by Article 10 of this Order. And it 
shall be tawfal for the Consul, having inquired into and heard 
the said charge, to determine the same, and if he shall find the 
party guilty, if the charge against him shall be of importing 
into the said dominions prohibited goods, then to award him to 
pay a fine not exceeding treble the value of the said goods at 
the current price of the day; and if the charge shall be of 
smuggling or importing goods with intent to evade the payment 
of duty as aforesaid, then to award him to pay a fine not 
exceeding treble the amount of the duties leviable thereon, and 
In case of non-payment of any such fine or fines, to award him 
to be impnisoncd for a period not exceeding three months, or it 
shall be lawful for Sach Consul, without awarding the payment 
of any fine, to award that such party shall be imprisoned for a 
period not exceeding six months im such place as he shall 
appoint: Provided always, that no British subject charged only 
with importing prohibited goods shall be apprehended, unless 
and until he shall have had one weck’s notice to appear and 
answer the charge, and shall have refused, failed, or omitted so 
to appear. 

20. And it is further ordered, that in cases of common 
assault, it shall be lawful for the Consul before whom the com- 
plaint is made, to promote reconciliation between the parties, 
and to suffer compensation and amends to be made, and the 
proceedings thereby to be finally stayed. 
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21. And it is further ordered, that a minute of the proceed- 
ings in every case heard and determined before the Consul, in 
pursuance of this Order, shall be carefully drawn up and be 
signed by the Consul, and shall, in cases where the Assessors 
are present, be open for the inspection of such Assessors and for 
their signature if they therein shall concur; and every such 
minute, together with the depositions of the witnesses, shall be 
preserved in the public office of the said Consul. 

22. And it is further ordered, that save and except as regards 
offences committed by British subjects against the stipulations 
of any Treaty between Her Majesty and the Sultan of Muscat, 
or against any Rules or Regulations for the observance of the 
stipulations of any such Treaty or Convention, duly affixed and 
exhibited according to the provisions of Article 2 of this Order, 
or against any Rules and Regulations for the peace, order, and 
good government of Her Majesty's subjects being within the 
dominions of the Sultan of Muscat, no act done by a British 
subject within the dominions of -the said Sultan shall by Her 
Majesty’s Consul be deemed and taken to be a crime or mis- 
demeanour, or offence rendering the person committing it 
amenable to punishment, which, if done within any part of Her 
Majesty’s dominions, would not, by a Court of Justice having 
criminal jurisdiction in Her Majesty’s dommions have been 
deemed and taken to be a crime or misdemeanour or offence 
rendering the person committing it amenable to punishment ; 
and Her Majesty is pleased to appoint, by and with the advice 
of Her Privy Council, Her Majesty’s territory of Bombay as the 
place where crimes and offences committed by Bnitish subjects 
within the dominions of the Sultan of Muscat, which it may be 
expedient shall be inquired of, tried, determined, and punished 
within Her Majesty’s dominions, shall be so inquired of, tried, 
determined, and punished; and Her Majesty’s Consul resident 
in Muscat shall have authority to cause any British subject 
charged with the commission of any crime or offence, the cogni- 
zance whereof may at any time appertain to him, to be sent for 
trial at Her Majesty’s said territory of Bombay. 

23. And it is further ordered, that it shall be lawful for Her 
Majesty’s Consul to cause any British subject charged with the 
commission of any crime or offence, the cognizance whereof 
may at any time appertain to him, to be sent, in any of Her 
Majesty’s ships of war, or in any British vessel, to Her Majesty’s 
territory of Bombay, for trial before the High Court of the said 
territory; and it shall be lawful for the commander of any of 
Her Majesty’s ships of war, or of any British vessel, to receive 
any such person on board, with a warrant from the said Consul 
addressed to the Chict Magistrate of Police of the said territory ; 
and thereupon to keep and detain in lawful custody. and to 
convey him in custody to Bombay; and on his arrival there to 
deliver him, with the said warrant, into the custody of the said. 
Chief Magistrate of Police, or other officer within the said. 
territory lawfully acting as such, who, on receipt of the said. 
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warrant, and of the party therein named, shall*be authorised to 
commit, and shall commit, such party so sent for trial to the 
common gaol of the said territory ; and it shall be lawful for the 
keeper of the said common gaol to cause such party to be 
detained in safe and proper custody, and to be produced upon 
the order of the said High Court; and the High Court at the 
Sessions to be holden next after such committal shall proceed 
to hear and determine the charge against such party, and to 
punish him for the same, if found guilty, in the same manner as 
if the crime with which he may be charged had been committed 
within Her Majesty’s said territory of Bombay. 

24. And it is further ordered, that Her Majesty’s Consul, on 
any occasion of sending a prisoner to Bombay for trial, shall 
observe the provisions made with regard to prisoners sent for 
trial to a British Colony in an Act passed in the sixth and 
seventh years of Her Majesty’s reign, intituled “ An Act to 
remove doubts as to the exercise of power and junsdiction by 
Her Majesty within divers countrics and places out of Her 
Majesty’s dominions, and to render the same more effectual.” 

25. And it is further ordered, that the High Court of Bombay 
shall have and may exercise, concurrently with Her Majesty's 
Consul, authority and jurisdiction in regard to all suits of a civil 
nature between British subjects arising within any part of the 
dominions of the Sultan of Muscat: Provided always, that the 
said High Court shall not be bound, unless in a fit case it shall 
deem it right so to do, by wnt of certiorari or otherwise, to 
debar or prohibit the Consul from hearing and determining, 
pursuant to the provisions of the several Articles of this Order, 
any suit of a civil nature between British subjects, or to stay 
the proceedings of the Consul in any such matter. 

26. And it is further ordered, that all fines and penalties 
imposed under this Order may be levied by distress A seizure, 
and sale of ships, and of goods and chattels; and no bill of 
sale, mortgage, or transfer of property made by a party accused 
after his apprehension, or with a view to securing such party 
against any crime or offence committed or to be committed by 
him, or against the consequences thereof, shall avail to defeat 
any of the provisions of this Order. 

27. And it is further ordered, that it shall be lawful for Her 
Majesty’s Consul, from time to time, to establish rules of prac- 
tice to be observed in proceedings before him, and to make 
regulations for defraying the expenses of witnesses in such 
procecdings, and the cost of criminal prosecutions, and also to 
establish rates and scales of fees to be taken in regard to civil 
suits heard and determined before the said Consul; and it shall 
be lawful for the said Consul to enforce by seizure and sale of 
goods, or, if there be no sufficient goods, by imprisonment, the 
payment of such established fees, and of such costs or expenses 
as may be adjudged against the parties, or any of them: Pro- 
vided always, that a table specifying the rates of fees to be so 
taken shall be affixed and kept exhibited in the public office of 
the said Consul. 
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28. And it is further ordered, that all fees, penalties, fines, 
and forfeitures levied under this Order, save and except such 
penalties as may by Treaty be payable to the Sultan of Muscat, 
shall be paid to the public account, and shall be applied in 
diminution of the public expenditure on account of Her 
Majesty’s Consulate in Muscat: Provided always, that in the 
event of any of the Muscat authorities declining to receive fines 
payable to the Government of Muscat as aforesaid, the same 
shall also be paid to the public account, and applied in the 
manner last mentioned. 

29. And it is further ordered, that Her Majesty’s Consul 
within the dominions of the Sultan of Muscat shall, for and 
within the said dominions, and for vessels and persons coming 
within those dominions, and in regard to vessels captured on 
suspicion of being engaged in the slave trade within those 
dominions, have all such jurisdiction as for the time being 
ordinarily belongs to Courts of Vice-Admiralty in Her Majesty’s 
Possessions abroad. And it is further ordered, that it shall be 
lawful for Her Majesty's Consul to grant probate of will or 
letters of administration to the intestate estate of any British 
subject, or any native of a state or place under British protec- 
tion, who shall die and leave property within the dominions of 
the Sultan of Muscat; and if such probate or letters of adminis- 
tration shall not be applied for within thirty days after the 
death of the deceased person, it shall be lawful for the Consul 
to administer to the estate of such person, and for so doing to 
reserve to himself out of the proceeds of such estate a commis- 
sion not exceeding two and a half per cent. on the account 
thereof. 

30. And it is further ordered, that a register shall be kept 
by Her Majesty’s Consul of all British subjects, and of all 
natives of Bnitish-protected states in India who may claim 
British protection, residing within the dominions of the Sultan 
of Muscat, and that every British subject now residing within 
such dominions who shall not have been already enrolled in 
such Consular register shall, within a reasonable time after the 
promulgation of this Order—such time to be specified in a 
notice affixed and publicly exhibited in the Consular Office— 
apply to the Consul to be enrolled in such register; and every 
British subject who may arrive within the said dominions 
rae British subjects borne on the muster-roll of any British 
ship arriving in any port of Muscat), shall, within a reasonable 
time after his arrival—such time to be specified as aforesaid— 
also apply to the Consul to be enrolled in such register; and 
any British subject who shall refuse or neglect to apply to be 
so enrolled as hereinbefore mentioned, and who shall not excuse 
such refusal or neglect to the satisfaction of the Consul, shall 
not be entitled to be recognized or protected as a British sub- 
ject in respect to any suit, dispute, or difficulty in which he 
may have ee or may be, engaged or involved within the 
dominions of the Sultan of Muscat, at any time when he shall 
not have been or shall not be so enrolled. 
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31. And it is further ordered, that Her Majesty's Consul 
shall and may exercise all or any of the powers which, by any 
Act or Acts of the Imperial Parhament for the regulation of 
merchant seamen, or for the regulation of the mercantile 
marine, may now, or at any time hereafter, be exercised by 
any Justice or Justices of the Peace within Her Majesty’s 
dominions. 

32. And it is further ordered, that nothing in this Order 
contained shall be deemed or construed to prevent Her 
’ Majesty’s Consul, within the dominions of the Sultan of Muscat, 
from doing or performing any act whatsoever which British 
Consuls within any other State in amity with Her Majesty are by 
law, usage, or sufferance entitled or enabled to do or perform. 

33. And it is further ordered, that every action or suit 
brought against Her Majesty's Consul, by reason of anything 
done under the authority of this Order, shall be commenced 
within six calendar months next after the doing thereof, and 
not otherwise; and the defendant in every such action or suit 
shall be entitled to the benefit of the provisions, made with 
respect to defendants in actions or suits in the said herein- 
before-recited Act of the sixth and seventh years of Her 
Majesty’s reign. | 

34. And it is further ordered, that the word “ Consul ” in 
this Order, shall include every person duly authorized to act in 
the aforesaid capacity, within the dominions of the Sultan of 
Muscat; and that, in the construction of this Order, words 
importing the singular number shall, if necessary, be under- 
stood to include several persons, matters, or things; and words 
importing the masculine gender only shall, if necessary, be 
understood to import the feminine gender, unless there be 
something in the subject or context repugnant to such con- 
struction. 

35. And it is further ordered, that the provisions of this 
Order, relating to British subjects, shall extend and apply to 
all subjects ot Her Majesty, whether by birth or by naturalisa- 
tion, and also to all persons enjoying Her Majesty's protection 
in the dominions of the Sultan of Muscat. And it is further 
ordered, that this Order shall take effect on and after the first 
day of December next. |

Promoted to Rank of Admiral of the Fleet, Reserved 
List. 


WHEREAS we have had under our consideration the position of 
Admiral Sir James Alexander Gordon, G.C.B., Admiral in 
Your Majesty’s Fleet on Reserved Half-pay, who has now become 
the Semior Flag Officer in Your Majesty’s Fleet. 

The distinguished career of this Officer commenced in the 
year 1793, and comprised, among other services, participation 
_ as a Midshipman in Lord Bridport’s action of 23rd June, 1795: 
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in the Battle of Cape St. Vincent in 1797; and in that of the 
Nile, 1799. Captain Gordon was Captain of the “Active” in 
the action off Lissa in 1811, for which service a gold medal was 
awarded, and he assisted, in the same ship, in the capture of the 
French frigate “Pomone,” 29th November, 1811, in which 
engagement he lost a leg. When, in 1814, in the “Seahorse,” 
Captain Gordon was detached in command of a small] squadron 
op the Potomac. This expedition resulted in the capitulation 
of the City of Alexandria. Captain Gordon was subsequently 
in the expedition to New Orleans, and was employed on shore 
there with the army in 1815. His services as a Captain in 
command of Active Sea-going Ships extend over seventeen 
years, and he has been frequently mentioned in the “Gazette” 
with high praise for his valuable services. Sir James A. Gordon 
has held the appointment of Lieutenant-Governor and Governor 
of Greenwich Hospital since July, 1840, and though his Active 
duties in the capacity of Governor were brought to an end by 
the Act of Parliament of 1865, the little allowances and emolu- 
ments incidental to the same still continue to be enjoyed by » 
him under the Greenwich Hospital Act.

Now, therefore, Her Majesty, by virtue of the powers in this 
behalf, by the said Act or otherwise, in Her vested, is pleased, 
by and with the advice of Her Privy Council, to order, and it 1s 
hereby ordered, as follows :—

6. If at any time a merchant or other private vessel hooks 
any of Her Majesty’s moorings, the master of such vessel shall 
not proceed to unhook the same, but shall forthwith give notice 
to the Queen’s Harbour Master, or to the Chief Officer of the 
nearest of Her Majesty’s Dockyards, in order that aid may be 
given for clearing the mooring without damage. : 

7. No merchant or other private veal being light or 
drawing less than eight feet of water, shall anchor or moor in 
the mid-channel or fair stream of the tide in any part of the 
Thames from the Nore upwards, as far up as where any of Her 
Majesty’s moorings are placed. 

8. No vessel laid by or neglected as unfit for sea service 
shall hie within the limits prescribed in Article 4 of this Order. 

9. The master of every merchant or other private vessel to

4. No merchant or other private vessel (except such as are 
engaged in the service of the Dockyard) shall be anchcred 
between the Dockyard and any of Her Majesty’s vessels moored 
off the Dockyard. 

5. No merchant or other private vessel shall, without licence 
in writing from the Superintendent of the Dockyard, be moored 
or fastened to any of Her Majesty’s moorings, buoys, piles, or 
vessels at or near the Dockyard, unless forced thereto by un- 
avoidable accident. 

6. If at any time any merchant or other private vessel hooks 
any of Her Majesty’s moorings, the master of the vessel shall 
not proceed to unhook the same, but shall forthwith give notice 
to the Superintendent of the Dockyard, in order that aid may 
be given for clearing the mooring without damage. 

7. A merchant or other private paddle-wheel steamer, while 
passing within the following limits, namely, between the north- 
west angle of the Dockyard near Charlton Pier, and the eastern 
or lower end of the Dockyard Wharf wall, shall not proceed at 
a rate exceeding five miles an hour over the ground.

19. Merchant and other private vessels, if drawing: eleven 
feet of water or upwards and less than sixteen feet, shall moor 
on the flat between Turnchapel Rock and Mount Batten; if 
drawing sixteen feet of water or upwards, shall moor in tiers 
below and above Turnchapel Rock with their stern cables made 
fast to the shore and their jibbooms ngged in, yards topped, 
and spritsail yards fore and aft. 

20. An open channel of not less than fifty fathoms in width 
on the north side of the Harbour shall be kept clear for the 
navigation of vessels from the entrance of Catwater up towards 
the Bear’s Head and Turnchapel Rock, and as far as Her 
Majesty’s Breakwater Establishment at Oreston; and no mer- 
chant or other private vessel shall anchor in or obstruct this 
channel. 

21. Merchant and other private vessels frequenting the 
Port of Plymouth and anchoring in Deadman’s Bay shall leave 
a clear passage of fifty fathoms at least open between them 
and the sailing vessels occupying the south side of the 
Harbour.

quirements of Her Majesty’s Naval Service: 

And whereas the Harbour of Pembroke is a Dockyard Port 
within the meaning of the said Act: 

Now, therefore, Her Majesty, by virtue of the powers in this 
behalf by the said Act, or otherwise, in Her vested, is pleased 
by and with the advice of Her Privy Council, to order, and it 
hereby ordered as follows: 

1. This Order shall take effect on the expiration of thirty 
days from its publication in the “London Gazette.” 

2. On this Order taking effect, all rules, orders, and regula- 
tions of the Admiralty relative to the matters comprised in this 
Order shall cease to operate. 

3. Terms used in this Order have the same meaning as in 
the said Act. 

4. A merchant or other private vessel shall not be moored, 
anchored, or placed in the Harbour of Pembroke (in this Order 
called the Harbour) within the following limits, namely :— 

An imaginary straight line extending from the shore at the 
north-west anes of Fort Pater to the Red Beacon Buoy 
at the Carr Spit, and thence eastward to the Red Buoy 
at the Dockyard Bank, and thence to the eastern Red 
Buoy on the Dockyard Bank, and thence to the south 
shore at the Camber in the Dockyard, near its eastern 
extremity,— 

unless she is forced thereto by unavoidable accident, or anless 
she is consigned to the Dockyard (in which latter case she shall 
be subject to the directions of the Queen’s Harbour Master). 

The lmits of the Harbour are delineated on the chart 
annexed to this Order. 

5. The Queen’s Harbour Master may direct the removal of 
any merchant or other ae vessel that is at any time so 
moored, anchored, or placed in the North Channel off the 
Dockyard as to obstruct the passage of any vessel employed 
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by Her Majesty’s Government in the conveyance of troops or 
of stores or other things between the Dockyard and. Hobbe 
Point, or of any of Her Majesty’s vessels. 

6. No merchant or other private vessel shall be made fast 
to or moored, or secured by any of the mooring anchors or 
chains to which access can be had when the tide is.out, or be 
made fast to any of the buoys or piles belonging to Her Majesty 
within the Harbour, in front of the Dockyard or property be- 
longing to it, or be anchored or moored so as to swing within 
any of the said buoys or piles. 

7. No merchant or other private vessel shall be breamed in 
any part of the Harbour of Milford except on the shore at Pem- 
broke, or to the westward of the Pennarmouth and eastward of 
Pembroke Ferry. 

8. No merchant or other private vessel shall come into the 
Harbour above Milford laden with gunpowder, or having on 
board any quantity of gunpowder exceeding five pounds weight 
in the whole; and all gunpowder exceeding that weight on 
board any such vessel shall be deposited at the depdt esta- 
blished for that purpose on board Her Majesty’s vessel Andro- 
mache (or other vessel for the time being set apart for the 
purpose), moored to the eastward of the quarantine ground, 
nearly opposite the town of Milford, which vessel may be 
distinguished during the day by wearing a red burgee. 

But this provision does not apply to any vessel having on 
board gunpowder not exceeding two tons in weight, and keep- 
ing to the northward of the Beacon on the Carr Rocks, or 
having on board gunpowder not exceeding one ton in weight 
for the use of the stone quarnes and town of Pembroke, and 
passing up Pennar Pill. 

9. Any quantity of powder exceeding five pounds in 
weight in the whole shall not be landed between the town of 
Milford and Lawrenny Ferry, or below Bentlass in Pinnar Pill, 
or from any part of the south side of the Harbour of Milford 
above Bullwell.

in the fairway so as to obstruct the passage or entrance into the 
Port, unless forced thereto by unavoidable accident. 

8. If at any time any merchant or other private vessel 
hooks any of Her Majesty’s moorings, the master of such vessel 
shall not proceed to unhook the same, but shall forthwith give 
notice to the Queen’s Harbour Master, or to the Chief Officer of 
the nearest of Her Majesty's Dockyards, in order that aid may 
be given for clearing the moorings without damage.

Hostilities between Mikado and other Belligerents. 
Enforcing Neutrality. | 


WHEREAS an Act of Parliament was passed in the session of the 
sixth and seventh years of Her Majesty's reign, chapter ninety- 
four, “'T'o remove doubts as to the exercise of power and juris- 
diction by Her Majesty within divers countries and places 
out of Her Majesty’s dominions, and to render the same more 
effectual :” 

And whereas by the said Act it was enacted, amongst other 
things, that it was, and should be, lawful for Her Majesty to 
hold, exercise, and enjoy, any power or jurisdiction which Her 
Majesty then had, or might at any time thereafter have, within 
any country or place out of Her Majesty's dominions, in the 
same and as ample a manner, as if Her Majesty had acquired 
such power or jurisdiction by the cession or conquest of 
territory : 

Aad wheteas Her Majesty has had and now has by Treaty, 
usage, sufferance, and other lawful means, power and jurisdic- 
tion within the Japanese dominions: 

And whereas Her Majesty has been pleased from time to 
time, by and with the advice of Her Privy Council, by Orders 
in Council, to make -provision for the exercise of Her Majesty’s 
said power and jurisdiction, and to ordain laws and ordinances 
for the peace, order, and good government of Her Majesty’s 
subjects within the Japanese dominions, and for the constitu- 
tion of certain Courts for enforcing obedience to such laws and 
ordinances : 

And whereas hostilities have unhappily commenced, and are 
being carried on between the Mikado and other belligerents 
within the Japanese dominions, and whereas Her Majesty is at 
peace with the Government of Japan, and whereas it hag 
seemed to Her Majesty, by and with the advice of Her Pnvy 
Council, to be expedient for the peace, order, and good govern- 
ment of Her Majesty’s subjects, being with the Japanese

ordain such rules and orders as hereinafter mentioned. 

Now, therefore, Her Majesty is pleased, by and with the 
advice of Her Privy Council, to order, and it is hereby ordered as 
follows :—If any British subject shall during such hostilities as 
aforesaid, without the license of Her Majesty (proof whereot 
shall lie on the party accused), take part in any operation of war 
in the service of the Mikado, or of any Power or person engaged 
in carrying on such hostilities as aforesaid, or shall aid or abet 
any or either of the contending parties in carrying on such 
hostilities as aforesaid, by delivering or causing to be delivered 
to them, or either of them, any ship or vessel equipped, 
furnished, fitted out or armed with intent or in order that such 
ship or vessel should be employed in the military or naval 
service of either of the said contending parties against the 
other of such contending parties, every person so offendin 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanour, and on conviction shareok 
shall be hable (in the discretion of the Court before which he is 
convicted) to be punished by imprisonment for any term not 
exceeding two years, with or without hard labour, and with or 
without a fine not exceeding five thousand dollars, or by a fine 
not exceeding five thousand dollars without imprisonment.

We do therefore beg leave to recommend that Your Majesty 
will be graciously pleased by Your Order in Council to cancel 
the provision in question, and to direct that in future Greenwich 
Hospital Pensions, as well as Naval Pensions, be forfeited on 

romotion, except in the case of the Ten Greenwich Hospital 
Pensions for Flag Officers.

DIRECTOR OF TRANSPORTS. 


Captain Mends promoted to Retired Rear-Admiral and to 
retain appointment as Director of Transports. 


WHEREAS Captain William Robert Mends, C.B., the Director of 
Transports, has attained by seniority the position on the List 
of Your Majesty's Navy which will entitle him to promotion 
to the rank of Rear-Admiral on the occurrence of the next 
vacancy on the List of Flag Officers of Your Majesty's Fleet; 
and whereas we consider that it would be for the advantage 
of Your Majesty’s Service to retain this Officer in his present 
situation during pleasure, but we are humbly of opinion that a 
continued tenure of the same office would be incompatible with 
his holding Flag Rank on the Active List of the Royal Navy; 
- we would therefore, with all humility, submit to Your Majesty, 

that we be empowered to promote and permanently to remove 
the said Captain William Robert Mends to the Retired instead 
of the Active List of Flag Officers, allowing him to rise both 
in Rank and to increased rates of Half-pay, as he may be 
entitled to the same, retiring him from such date as we may 
think proper; we would observe that this Officer has signified 
to us his assent to being so retired.

ADMIRALTY BOARD, CONSTITUTION OF, AND 
POSITION OF CONTROLLER. 


WHEREAS we have had under our consideration the present 
recognized constitution of the Board of Admiralty, the posi- 
tion occupied by the Controller of the Navy, in regard to the 
Board, and the general transaction of business at the Admi- 
aa Offices. 

F he Board of Admiralty as hitherto constituted consisted 
oI— 


“ — Lord, receiving four thousand five hundred a-year 
Four Naval Lords at a salary of one thousand (1,000/.) 
a-year each, with allowances and a house, or twelve hundred 
a-year without a house; and 
ao Civil Lord, who receives one thousand (1,000/.) a-year 
only. 
The First or Parliamentary Secretary receives two thousand 
(2,000/.) a-year, with allowances and shone. 
The Second or Permanent Secretary receives fifteen hun- 
dred (1,500/.) a-year, with allowances and a house. 
The Secretaries have jointly charge of the Secretariat; and 


the First Secretary has important duties in Parliament in con- 
nexlon with the Department. 


Admiralty Orders in Council. 255 


We most humbly beg leave to propose to Your Majesty 
that, with a view of simplifying and facilitating the transaction 
of the business of the Department, and more effectually con- 
troling Naval Expenditure, the office of Controller of Your 
Majesty's Navy should be merged into that of the Third Lord, 
the office of Fourth Naval Lord being dispensed with. 

The Board will then be constituted as follows :— 


The First Lord of the Admiralty. 
The First Naval Lord. 
The Third Lord and Controller. 
The Junior Naval Lord, and 

, The Civil Lord, 


with the Parliamentary Secretary and the Permanent Secre- 


The First Lord being responsible to Your Majesty and to 
Parliament for all the business of the Admiralty, the other 
Members of the Board should act as his Assistants in the trans- 
action of the duties, which we propose should be divided into 
three principal branches. 

(a.) The First Naval Lord to be responsible to the First 
Lord of the Admiralty for the administration of so much of the 
business as relates to the “ Personnel ” of the Navy, and for 
the movement and condition of Your Majesty’s Fleet. 

The Junior Naval Lord to assist the First Naval Lord in 
this division of the business. 

(b.) The Controller of the Navy being, as we have proposed, 
the Third Lord, to be responsible to the First Lord of the 
Admiralty for the administration of so much of the business as 
relates to the “ Matériel ” of Your Majesty’s Navy, i.e., to the 
Se and Repairing of Ships, to Guns and to Naval 

tores. 

So) The Parliamentary Secretary to be responsible to the 
First Lord of the Admiralty for the “ Finance ” of the Depart- 
ment, and the Civil Lord to act as an Assistant to the Secre- 


The Permanent Secretary should have the exclusive charge 
of the Secretariat, under the directions of the First Lord of the 
Admiralty. 

The merging of the Controllership of the Navy in the Office 
of the Third Lord, and the reduction of one of the Naval Lords, 
will effect a saving of two thousand five hundred pounds 
ee a-year; but to mark the special responsibilities of the 

irst Naval Lord and the Third Lord, we humbly propose that 
their Salaries should be increased by five hundred: (5002.) a-year 
each, with official residences, the other allowances to the Mem- 
bers of the Board ceasing. 

We are further of opinion that the Parliamentary Secretary 
should have the salary as hitherto apportioned to that appoint- 
ment, but without a house or allowances. 

And we beg leave most humbly to acquaint Your Majesty 
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that the Lords of the Treasury have signified their concurrence 
- in the financial part of these arrangements.

MADAGASCAR. 
Provisions for Consular Jurisdiction. 


WHEREAS by an Act of Parliament made and passed in the 
Session of Parliament holden in the 6th and 7th years of Her 
Majesty’s reign, intituled “An Act to remove doubts as to the 
exercise of power and jurisdiction by Her Majesty within divers 
countries and places out of Her Majesty's dominions, and to 
render the same more effectual,” it 1s, amongst other things, 
enacted that it is and shall be lawful for Her Majesty to hold 
exercise, and enjoy any power or Jurisdiction which Her Majesty 
now hath, or may at any time hereafter have, within any 
country or place out of Her Majesty’s domimions, in the same 
and as ample a manner as if Her Majesty had acquired such 
power or jurisdiction by the cession or conquest of territory ; 

And whereas Her Majesty hath power and jurisdiction in 
the dominions of Her Majesty the Queen of Madagascar ; 

And whereas it is expedient to make provision for the due 
and effectual exercise a such power and jurisdiction : 

1. Now, therefore, in pursuance and by virtue of the said 
recited Act of Parliament, Her Majesty is pleased, by and with 
the advice of Her Pnvy Council, to order, and it is hereby 
ordered, that Her Majesty’s Consuls appointed to reside in the 
dominions of the Queen of Madagascar shall have full power and 
authority to carry into effect, and to enforce by the means and 
in the manner hereinafter mentioned and provided, the observ- 
ance of the stipulations of the Treaty of June 27, 1865, or of 
any Regulations appended to that Treaty, or any which may 
hereafter be made between Her Majesty, her heirs and succes- 
sors, and the Queen of Madagascar, her heirs and successors; 
and to make and to enforce by fine or imprisonment, or both, 
Rules and Regulations for the observance of the stipulations of 
any such Treaty, and for the peace, order, and good govern- 
ment of Her Majesty's subjects being within the dominions of 
the Queen of Madagascar, her heirs and successors. 

2. And it is further ordered, that a copy of all such Rules 
and Regulations made by the said Consul shall forthwith be 
affixed and kept affixed and exhibited in some conspicuous place 
in the public office of the said Consul, and that printed copies 
of the said Rules and Regulations shall, as soon as possible, be 
provided by the said Consul, and sold at a price not exceeding 
one dollar tor each copy; and for the i ed eae of convicting any 

erson offending against the said Rules and Regulations, and 
for all other purposes of law whatsoever, a i te copy of the 
said Rules and Regulations, certified under the hand of the said 
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Consul to be a true copy thereof, shall be taken as conclusive 
evidence of such Rules and Regulations and all things therein 
respectively contained, and no penalty shall be incurred or shall 
be enforced for the breach of any such Rules and Regulations to 
be hereafter made, until the same shall have been so affixed and 
exhibited for one calendar month in the public office of the 
Consul: Provided always, that any such Rule or Regulation 
made by Her Majesty’s Consul, and to be enforced by a penalty, 
shall, before the first day on which the same shall be so affixed 
or exhibited, be transmitted to Her Majesty’s Principal Secretary 
of State for Foreign Affairs for allowance or disallowance; and 
if any such Rule or Regulation shall be disallowed by Her 
Majesty's Principal Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, the 
same shall cease to have effect from the soe the Consul 
of such disallowance; nevertheless, the Consul shall not be 
liable to be proceeded against in any of Her Majesty’s Courts 
“in regard to any act done by him under such Rule or Regula- 
tion previously to the receipt of its disallowance by such 
Consul. 

3. And it is further ordered, that it shall be lawful for Her 
Majesty's Consul as aforesaid, upun information or upon the 
complaint of ny person that a British subject has violated 
any of the stipulations of any Treaty, or of any Regulations 
appended to any Treaty, between Her Majesty and the Queen 
of adagascar, or has disregarded or infringed any of the Rules 
or Regulations for the observance of the stipulations of any 
such Treaty affixed and exhibited according to the provisions 
of the next preceding Article of this Order, to summon before 
him the accused person and to receive evidence, and to examine 
witnesses on oath, as to the guilt or mnocence of such person 
in regard to the offence laid to his charge, and to feats such 
penalty of fine or imprisonment against any person convicted 
of an offence against any such Treaty or appended Regulations, 
or against the said Rules and Regulations, as may be specified 
therein respectively; and any charge against a British subject 
for a breach of any such 'l'reaty or appended Regulations, or 
for a breach of such Rules and Regulations for the observance 
of any such Treaty, shall be heard and determined by the 
Consul without Assessors: Provided always, that in no case 
shall the penalty to be incurred by a breach of such Rules and 
Regulations exceed 500 dollars, or three calendar months’ im- 
prisonment. 

4, And it is further ordered, that any charge against a 
British subject for a breach of Rules and Regulations other than 
those relating to the observance of Treaties shall, in like 
manner, be heard and determined by Her Majesty’s Consul, and 
in all cases in which the penalty shall not exceed 200 dollars, 
or one calendar month’s imprisonment, the Consul shall hear and 
determine the charge summanly without the aid of Assessors ; 
but where a penalty attached to a breach of the Rules and 
Regulations other than those relating to the observance of 

S 
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Treaties shall amount to more than 200 dollars, or to mprison- 
ment for more than one calendar month, the Consul, belore he 
shall proceed to hear the charge, shall summon two disinterested 
Britich subjects of good repute to sit with him as Assessors, 
which Assessors, however, shall have no authority to decide on 
the innocence or guilt of the person charged, or on the amount 
of fine or imprisonment to be awarded to him on conviction, 
but it shall rest with the Consul to decide on the guilt or inno- 
cence of the person charged, and‘on the amount of fine or impri- 
sonment to be awarded to him: Provided always, that in no 
case shall the penalty to be attached to a breach of Rules and 
Regulations oe than those for the observance of Treaties 
exceed 500 dollars or three calendar months’ imprisonment ; and 
provided further, that in the event of the said Assersors, or 
either of them, dissenting from the conviction of the party 
charged, or from the penalty of fine or imprisonment awarded 
to him by the Consul, the Consul shall take a note of such 
dissent, with the grounds thereof, and shal! require good and 
sufficient security for the appearance of the person convicted 
at a future time, in order to undergo his sentence or receive his 
diecharge; and in default of such security being given, it shall 
be lawful for the Consul to cause the person to be detained in 
custody until such security is given. 

5. And it is further ordered, that if any person who shall 
have committed or been charged with any breach of or offence 
against the Treaty, or any such Rules and Regulations as 
aforesaid, shall escape or remove from the Consular District 
within which the fact was committed, and shall be found within 
another Consular District, it shall be lawful for the Consul 
within whose district such person shall be so found, to proceed 
against him in the same manner as if the fact had been com- 
mitted within such district. 

6. And it is further ordered that all suits, disputes, differences, 
and causes of litigation of a civil nature arising between British 
subjects within the dominions of the Queen of Madagascar, shall 
be heard and determined by Her Majesty’s Consul, who shall be 
the sole judge and arbiter thereof respectively; subject never- 
theless to an appeal against the decision of the Consul therein 
to the Supreme Court of the Mauritius, in cases where the sum 
or matter at issue is of the amount or value of 200 dollars or 
upwards: Provided always, that the party intending so to appeal 
against the decision of the said Consul shall, within fifteen days 
after the determination of the case by the Consul, by himeelf 
or his agent, give to the Consul notice in writing of his appeal to 
the said Supreme Court of the Mauritius ; whereupon the Consul 
shall as speedily as possible, transmit to the said Supreme Court 
all the documents which were produced before him in the case, 
and none other, together with a statement of the evidence 
taken before him in the case, and of the grounds on which his 
decision was formed, and shall forthwith notify to the several 
parties the transmission of the said proceedings to the said 
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Supreme Court: Provided also, that it shall be lawful for the 
Consul to require from any person so appealing to the said 
Supreme Court reasonable security, to consist in part of one or 
two sufficient sureties, to be approved by the Consul, that such 
popon so applying will duly prosecute his appeal, and will abide 

y the decision to be given therein by the said Supreme Court, 
and that in case such appeal shall fail he will answer and satisfy 
all costs, loss, and damages sustained by the other party, by 
reason of such appeal. 

7. And it is further ordered, that it shall be lawful for Her 
Majesty’s Consul to summon not less than two, and not more 
than four, disinterested British subjects of good repute, to sit 
with: him as Assessors at the hearing of any suit, dispute, 
difference, or cause of litigation whatever of a civil nature 
brought before him for decision; and in case the sum sought to 
be recovered shall exceed 500 dollars, such suit shall not be 
heard by the Consul without Assessors, if within a reasonable 
time such Assessors can be procured; but the Assessors afore- 
said shall have no authority to decide on the merits of such suit ; 
but in the event of such Assessors, or any of them, dissenting 
from the decision of the Consul, the Consul shall enter the fact 
of such dissent and the grounds thereof in the minutes of the 
proceedings, and in case of appeal shall transmit the same to 
the Supreme Court of the Mauritius, together with the docu- 
ments relating to the suit. 

8. And it is further ordered, that it shall be lawful for Her 
Majesty's Consul to enforce his decision in favour of or against 
a British subject in a civil suit, dispute, difference, or cause of 
litigation, by distress and sale, or imprisonment in like manner 
as a decision of the Supreme Court of the Mauritius m a civil 
suit 1s enforced within the same. 

9. And it is further ordered, that in case of an appeal to the 
Supreme Court of the Mauritius from the decision of Her Ma- 
jesty’s Consul, it shall be lawful for the said Supreme Court, 
upon such terms as to costs and otherwise as it shall think 

roper, to admit any further legal evidence besides that adduced 
fore the Consul, on its being established to the satisfaction of 
the said Supreme Court, by oath or affidavit, that the party 
desiring to produce such further evidence was ignorant of the 
existence of such evidence, or was taken by surprise at the 
hearing before the Consul, or was unable to produce it before 
the Consul after due and reasonable diligence and exertion on 
his part, or where, under the circumstances of the case, it shall 
appear to the said Supreme Court that further evidence ought 
to be received. 

10. And it is further ordered, that Her Majesty's Consul 
shall have power in any civil suit, dispute, difference, or cause of 
litigation to examine on oath, or in such form and with such 
ceremonies as the witness may declare to be binding on his con- 
science, any witness who may appear before him, and shall have 
power, on the application of any party in such sult, oe a 
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compulsory order for the attendance of any person being a 
British subject who may be competent to give evidence in such 
suit: and any British subject who shall have been duly served 
with any such compulsory order, and with a reasonable notice 
of the day of hearing of such suit, and upon his expenses of 
appearing as a witness having been a or tendered to him by 
the party at whose application he shall have been ordered to 
attend, shall, on his wilful default to appear as a witness at the 
hearing of such suit, be punished with a fine not exceeding 100 
dollars, or with imprisonment for a period not exeeeding thirty 
days, at the discretion of the said Consul. 

11. Every witness, being a British subject, so examined on 
oath, whether before the Consul or before an officer duly autho- 
rized by Her Majesty the Queen of Madagascar to act judicially, 
who shall in any such examination give wilfully false testimony, 
may be convicted of and punished for the crime of wilful and 
corrupt perjury. 

12. And it is further ordered, that it shall be lawful for Her 
Majesty's Consul to promote the settlement of any civil suit, 
dispute, difference, or cause of litigation, by amicable agreement 
between the parties: and with the consent of the several pares 
to refer the decision of a suit or contention to one or more 
Arbitrators, and to take security from the parties that they will 
be bound by the result of such arbitration: and the award of 
such Arbitrator or Arbitrators shall be, to all intents and - 

oses, deemed and taken to be a judgment or sentence of Her 
Majesty's Consul in such civil suit, dispute, difference, or cause 
of isieacon. and shall be entered and recorded as such, and 
shall have the like effect and operation, and shall be enforced 
accordingly, and shall be final and conclusive to all intents and 
purposes, and shall not be open to appeal, unless the same shall, 
within a reasonable time, have been ordered by the Consul to 
be set aside, on the ground that it is not final, or is defective, or 
that the Arbitrator or Arbitrators have exceeded their authority, 
or have been guilty of misconduct in the matter. 

13. And it is further ordered, that it shall be lawful for Her 
Majesty’s Consul to cause to be apprehended and brought before 
him any British subject who may be charged with having com- 
mitted any crime or offence within the dominions of the Queen 
of Madagascar; and such Consul shall thereupon proceed with 
all convenient speed to inquire of the same, and for such 
purpose shall have power to examine on oath, or in such form 
and with such ceremony as the witness shall declare to be 
binding on his conscience, any witness who may appear before 
him to prove the charge, and also shall have power to compel 
any person, being a Fritish subject, who may be competent to 
give evidence as to the guilt or mnocence of the party so 
charged, to appear and give evidence, and to punish the wilful 
default of any such person to appear and give evidence, after 
reasonable notice of the day of the hearing of such charge, by 
fine or imprisonment, in like manner as is provided in Article 10 
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of this Order, and shall examine every such witness in the 
presence and hearing of the party accused, and shall afford the 
party accused all reasonable facility for cross-examining such 
witness, and shall cause the deposition of every such witness 
to be reduced to writing, and the same to be read over, and, if 
necessary, explained to the party accused, together with any 
other evidence that may have been urged against him during 
the course of the inquiry, and shall require such accused party 
to defend himself against the charge brought against him, and, 
if necessary, advise him of the legal effect of any voluntary 
confession, and shall take the evidence of any witness whom 
the accused party may tender to be examined in his defence ; 
and every witncss, being a British subject, SO examined as 
aforesaid, who shall upon any such occasion give wilfully false 
testimony, may be convicted of, and punished for, the crime of 
wilful and corrupt perjury; and, when the case has been fully 
inquired into, and the innocence or guilt of the person accused 
has been established to the satisfaction of the Consul, the 
Consul, as the case may be, shall either discharge the party 
accused from custody, if satisfied of his innocence, or proceed 
to pass sentence on hin, if satisfied of his guilt; and it shall 
be \awful for the Consul, having inquired of, tried, and deter- 
mined in the manner aforesaid any charge which may be 
brought before him, to award to the party convicted any 
amount of punishment not exceeding imprisonment for one 
calendar month, or a fine of 200 dollars. 

14. And it is further ordered, that if the crime or offence 
whereof any person, being a British subject, may be accused 
before Her Majesty's Consul as aforeeaid. shall appear to such 
Consul to be of such a nature as, if proved, would not be 
adequately punished by the infliction of such punishment as 
aforesaid, it shall be lawful for such Consul to summon not less 
than two, or not more than four, disinterested British subjects 
of good repute to sit with him as Assessors for inquiring of, 
trying, and determining the charges against such person; and 
the Consul, when he shall try any such charge with the assist- 
ance of Assessors as aforesaid shall, if he is himself convinced 
of the guilt of the party accused, have power to award any 
amount of punishment not exceeding imprisonment for twelve 
calendar months, or a fine of 1,000 dollars; and the Assessors 
aforesaid shall have no authority to decide on the innocence or 
guilt of the party accused, or on the amount of punishment to 
be awarded to him on conviction; but, in the event of the said 
Assessors, or any of them, dissenting from the conviction of, or 
from the amount of punishment awarded to, the accused party, 
the Assessors or Assessor so dissenting sha'l be authorized to 
record in the minutes of the proceedings the grounds on which 
they or he may so’ dissent, and the Consul shall forthwith 
report to the Supreme Court at the Mauritius the fact of such 
dissent, and of its having been so recorded in the minutes of 
the proceedings, and shall, as soon as possible, lay before the 
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said Court copies of the whole of the depositions and proceed- 
ings, with the dissent of the Assessor or Assessors recorded 
therein; and it shall be lawful thereupon for the Court, by 
warrant under seal addressed to the Consul, to confirm, or vary, 
or remit altogether, as to the Court may seem fit, the sentence 
and punishment awarded to the party accused, and such Consul 
shall give immediate effect to the injunction of any such 
warrant: Provided always, that in any case in which the 
Assessor or Assessors shall dissent from the conviction of, or 
from the amount of punishment awarded to, the accused party, 
it shall be lawful for Her Majesty’s Consul to take Baad and 
sufficient bail from the accused party io appear and undergo 
the punishment awarded to him, provided the same or any 
portion thereof be confirmed by the Court, which punishment 
so confirmed shall commence and take effect from the day on 
which the decision of the Court shall be notified to the party 
accused. 

15. And in order more effectually to repress crime and 
offences on the part of Bntish subjects within the dominions of 
the Queen of Madagascar, it is further ordered, that it shall and 
may be lawful for Her Majesty’s Consul to cause any British 
subject who shall be found guilty of having openly offended 
against the laws of Madagascar, or who shall have been twice 
convicted before him of any crime or offence, and punished for 
the same, and whe, after execution of the sentence of the 
Consul, shall not be able to find good and sufficient security to 
the satisfaction of the Consul for his future good behaviour, or 
who, having been deported under any sentence, shall during 
such sentence return, to be sent out of the dominions of the 
Queen of Madagascar; and to this end the Consul shall have 
power and authority, as soon as may be practicable after 
execution of the sentence, to send any aia person to the 
Mauritius, and in the meantime to detain such party in custody 
until a suitable opportunity for sending him out of the domr 
nions of the Queen of Madagascar shall present itself; and an 

ersons so to Le sent out of the said dominions as aforesaid shall 
be embarked in custody on board of one of Her Majesty’s vessels 
of war, or, if there shall be no such vessel available for such 
pe aa then cn board any British vessel bound to the 

Tauritius; and it shall be lawful for the Commander of any of 
Her Majesty’s ships of war or of any British vessel bound to 
the Mauritius, to receive any such person as aforesaid under a 
warrant from the Consul to him addressed, and thereupon to 
convey such person in custody to the Mauritius as aforesaid, in 
the same manner as if he were a distressed British subject, 
unless he shall be willing and able himself to defray the 
expenses of his passage. 

16. And it is further ordered, that in any case in which any 
British subject shall be accused before Her Majesty’s Consul of 
the crime of arson, or housebreaking, or cutting and maiming, 
or stabbing or wounding, or of any assault endangering Jife, or 
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of wilfully causing any bodily injury dangerous to life, or of 
wilful or corrupt perjury, or of engaging in or being accessory 
to the purchase or sale of slaves, or of having slaves illegally in 
hig possession, the proceedings before the Consul shall be 
carried on with the aid of Assessors convened.in the manner 
aforesaid ; and it shall be lawful for the Consul, if to him it 
shall seem fit, to cause any person convicted before him of any 
of the crimes aforesaid, over and above any fine or imprison- 
ment which may be awarded to such person, to be sent out of 
the dominions of the Queen of Madagascar for such time as to 
him shall seem meet, in the manner pointed out in the next 
preceding Article of this Order, notwithstanding the crime laid 
to the charge of such person may be the first of which he has 
been convicted before the Consul. 

17. And it is further ordered, that it shall be lawful for Her 
Majesty’s Consuls within the dominions of the Queen of Mada- 
gascaiz, upon information laid before him by one or more 
credible witnesses that there is reasonable ground to apprehend 
that any British subject is about to commit a breach of the 
public peace, to cause such British subject to be brought before 
him, and to require such Bnitish subject to give suftcient 
security to keep the peace; and in the event of any Bnitish 
subject being convicted of, and punished for, a breach of the 
peace, to cause such British subject, after he shall have under- 
gone the punishment which may have been awarded to him by 
the Consul, to find security rg good behaviour; and in the 
event of any British subject, who may be required as aforesaid 
to give sufficient secunty to keep the peace, or to find security 
for his good behaviour, being unable or wilfully omitting to 
do so, then and in any such case it shall be lawful for Her 
Majesty’s Consul to send such British subject out of the domi- 
nions of the Queen of Madagascar, in the manner pointed out in 
Article 15 of this Order. 

18. And it is further ordered, that in all cases in which 
a British subject shall have been sent out of the dominions of 
the Queen of Madagascar as provided in the three next preced- 
ing Articles of this Order, the Consul sending him out shall 
forthwith report such act of deportation, with the grounds of 
his decision thereon, to the Supreme Court at the Mauritius. 

19. And it is further ordered, that it shall be lawful for Her 
Majesty’s Consul to cause to be apprehended and brought 
balers him any British subject who may be charged with 
smuggling or importing into the dominions of the Queen of 
Madagascar any goods whereon any duty shall be charged or 
payable to the said Queen, with the intent to evade the pay- 
ment of such duty, or any goods the importation whereof shall 
be prohilited ; and such Consul shall thereupon proceed with 
all convenient speed to inquire into the same on oath or solemn 
affirmation, and to hear the witnesses on both sides, with like 
powers and in like manner in all respects as is provided by 
Article 10 of this Order. And it shall be lawful for the Consul, 
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having inquired into and heard the said charge, to determine 
the same, and if he shall find the party guilty, if the charge 
against him shall be of importing into the said dominions pro- 
hibited goods, then to award him to pay a fine not eecesiiie 
treble the value of the said goods at the current price of the 
day; and if the charge shall be of smuggling or importing 
goods with intent to evade the payment of duty as aforesaid, 
then to award him to pay a fine not exceeding treble the 
amount of duties leviable thereon, and in case of nonpayment 
of any such fine or fines to award him to be imprisoned for a 
period not exceeding three months, or it shall be lawful for 
such Consul, without awarding the payment of any fing, to 
award that such party shall be imprisoned for a period not 
exceeding six months in such place as he shall appoint: Pro- 
vided always, that no Bnitish subject ihareed only with 
importing prohibited goods shall be apprehended, unless and 
until he shall have one week’s notice to appear and answer the 
charge, and shall have refused, failed, or omitted so to appear. 

20. And it is further ordered, that in cases of common 
assault it shall be lawful for the Consul before whom the com- 
plaint is made, to promote reconciliation between the parties, 
and to suffer compensation and amends to be made, and the 
proceedings thereby to be finally stayed. 

21. And it is further ordered, that a minute of the proceed- 
ings in every case heard and determined before the Consul, in 
pursuance of this Order, shall be carefully drawn up, and be 
signed by the Cousul, and shall, in cases where the Assessors 
are present, be open for the inspection of such Assessors and 
for their signature if they therein shall concur; and every such 
minute, together with the depositions of the witnesses, shall be 
preserved in the public office of the said Consul. : 

22. And it is further ordered, that save and except as 
regards offences committed by British subjects against the 
stipulations of any Treaty between Her Majesty and the Queen 
of Madagascar, or against any Rules and Regulations for the 
observance of the stipulations of any such Treaty or Conven- 
tion, duly affixed and exhibited according to the provisions of 
Article 2 of this Order, or against any Rules and Regulations 
for the peace, order, and good government of Her Majesty’s 
subjects being within the dominions of the Queen of Mada- 
gascar, no act done by a British subject within the dominions 
of the said Queen shall by Her Majesty’s Consul be deemed and 
taken to be a crime or misdenieanour, or offence rendering the 
person committing it amenable to punishment, which, if done 
within any part of Her Majesty’s dominions, would not, by a 
Court of Justice having criminal jurisdiction in Her Majesty’s 
domirions, have been deemed and taken to be a crime or mis- 
demeanour or offence rendering the person committing it 
amenable to punishment; and Her Majesty is pleased to 
appoint, by and with tne advice of Her Privy Council, Her 
Majesty’s Colony of the Mauritius as the place where crimes 
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‘and offences committed by British subjects within the domi- 
nions of the Queen of Madagascar, which it may be expedient 
shall be inquired of, tried, determined, and punished within Her 
Majesty’s dominions, shall be so inquired of, tried, determined, 
and punished; and Her Majesty’s Consul resident in Mada- 
gascar shall have authority to cause any British subject charged 
with the commission of any crime or offence, the cognizance 
whereof may at any time appertain to him to be sent for trial 
at Her Majesty’s said Colony of the Mauritius. 

23. And it is further ordered, that it shall be lawful for Her 
Majesty’s Consul to cause any British subject charged with the 
commission of any crime or offence, the cognizance whereof 
may at any time appertain to him, to be sent, in any of Her 
Majesty's ships of war, cr in any British vessel, to Her Majesty’s 
Colon of the Mauritius, for trial before the Supreme Court of 
the said Colony; and it shall be lawful for the Commander of 
any of Her Majesty’s ships of war, or of any British vessel, to 
receive any such person on. board, with a warrant from the 
said Consul addressed to the Magistrate of the District Court of 
Port Louis sitting on the criminal side; and thereupon to keep 
and detain in lawful custody, and to convey him in custody to 
the Mauritius, and on his arrival there to deliver him, with the 
said warrant, into the custody of the said Magistrate, or other 
officer within the said Colony lawfully acting as such, who, on 
receipt of the said warrant, and of the party therein named, 
shall be authorized to commit, and shall commit, such party so 
sent for trial to the Port Louis prison; and it shall be lawful for 
the keeper of the said prison to cause such party to be detained 
in safe and proper custody, and to be produced upon the order 
of the said Supreme Court, and the Supreme Court at the 
sessions to be holden next after such committal shall proceed 
to hear and determine the charge against such party, and to 
punish him for the same, if found guilty, in the same manner as 
if the crime with which he may be charged had been committed 
within Her Majesty’s said Colony of the Mauritius. 

24. And it is further ordered, that Her Majesty’s Consul, on 
any occasion of sending a prisoner to the Mauritius for trial, 
shall observe the provisions made with regard to prisoners sent 
for trial to a British Colony in an Act passed in the sixth and 
seventh years of Her Majesty’s reign, intituled “ An Act to 
remove Doubts as to the Exercise of Power and Jurisdiction by 
Her Majesty within divers Countries and Places out of Her 
Majesty's Dominions, and to render the same more effectual.” 

25. And it is further ordered, that the Supreme Court of 
the Mauritius shall have and may exercise, concurrently with 
Her Majesty’s Consul, authority and jurisdiction in regard to all 
suits of a civil nature between British subjects arising within 
any part of the dominions of the Queen of Madagascar: Pro- 
vided always, that the said Supreme Court shall not be bound, 
unless in a fit case it shall deem it nght so to do, by writ of 
certiorari or otherwise, to debar or prohibit the Consul . from 
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hearing and determining, pursuant to the provisions of the 
several Articles of this Order, any suit of a civil nature between 
_ British subjects, or to stay the proceedings of the Consul in 
such matter. . 

26. And it is further ordered, that all fines and penalties 
imposed under this Order may be levied by distress and 
seizure, and sale of ships, and of goods and chattels ; and no 
bill of sale, mortgage, or transfer of property made by a party 
accused after his apprehension, or with a view to securing suc 
party against any crime or offence committed or to be com- 
mitted by him, or against the consequences thereof, shall avail 
to defeat any of the provisions of this Order. 

27. And it is further ordered, that it shall be lawful for Her 
Majesty’s Consul, from time to time, to establish rules of prac- 
tice to be observed im proceedings before him, and to make 
regulations for defraying the expenses of witnesses in such 
proceedings, and the cost of criminal prosecutions, and also 
to establish rates and scales of fees to be taken in regard to 
civil suits heard and determined before the said Consul; and 
it shall be lawiul for the said Consul to enforce by seizure and 
sale of goods, or, if there be no sufficient goods, by imprison- 
ment, the payment of such established fees, and of such costs 
or expenses as ai be adjudged against the parties, or any of 
them: Provided always, that a table specifying the rates of 
fees to be so taken shall be affixed and kept exhibited in the 
public office of the said Consul. 

28. And it is further ordered, that all fees, penalties, fines, 
and forfeitures levied under this Order, save and except such 
penalties as may by Treaty be payable to the Queen of Mada- 
gascar, shall be paid to the public account, and shall be applied 
in diminution of the public expenditure on account of Her 
Majesty’s Consulate in Madagascar: Provided always, that in 
the event of any of the Malagasy authorities declining to 
receive fines payable to the Government of Madagascar as 
aforesaid, the same shall also be paid to the public account, 
and applied in the manner last mentioned. 

29. And it is further ordered, that Her Majesty’s Consul 
within the dominions of the Queen cf Madagascar, shall, for 
and within the said dominions, and for vessels and persons 
coming within those dominions, and in regard to vessels 
captured on suspicion of being engaged in the slave trade 
within those dominions, have all such jurisdiction as for the 
time being ordinarily belongs to Courts of Vice-Admiralty in 
Her Majesty's possessions abroad. And it is further ordered, 
that it shall be lawful for Her Majesty’s Consul to grant probate 
of will or letters of administration to the intestate estate of an 
British subject, or any native of a state or place under Britiah 
protection, who shall die and leave property within the domi- 
nions of the Queen of Madagascar; and if such probate or 
letters of administration shall not be applied for within thirty 
days after the death of the deceased person, it shall be lawful 
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for the Consul to administer to the estate of such person, and 
for so doing to reserve to himself out of the proceeds of such 
estate a commission not exceeding two and a half per cent. on 
the amount thereof. 

30. And it is further ordered, that a register shall be kept 
by Her Majesty’s Consul of all British subjects, and of all 
natives of Bnitish-protected states in Jndia who may claim 
British protection, residing within the dominions of the Queen 
of Madagascar; and that every British subject now rezidin 
within such dominions who shall not have been already enrolled 
in such Consular register, shall, within a reasonable time after 
the promulgation of this Order, such time to be specified in a 
notice affixed and publicly exhibited in the Consular Office, 
apply to the Consul to be enrolled in such register; and every 
Bnitish subject who may arnive within the said dominions 
(except British subjects borne on the muster roll of any British 
ship arriving in any port of Madagascar). shall within a reason- 
able time atter his arrival, such time to be specified as aforesaid, 
also apply to the Consul to be enrolled in such register; and 
any British subject who shall refuse or neglect to comply to 
be so enrolled as hereinbefore mentioned, and who shall not 
excuse such refusal or neglect to the satisfaction of the Consul, 
shall not be entitled to be recognised or protected as a British 
subject in respect to any suit, dispute, or difficulty in which he 
may have been, or may be engaged or involved within the 
dominions of the Queen of Madagascar, at any time when he 
shall not have been or shall not be so enrolled. 

31. And it is further ordered, that Her Majesty’s Consul 
shall and may exercise all or any of the powers which by any 
Act or Acts ot the Imperial Parliament for the regulation of 
merchant seamen, or for the regulation of the mercantile 
manne, may now or at any time hereafter be exercised by an 
Justice or Justices of the Peace within Her Majesty’s domi 
nions. 

32. And it is further ordered, that nothing in this Order 
contained shall be deemed or construed to prevent Her 
Majesty’s Consul within the dominions of the Queen cf Mada- 

ascar from doing or performing any act whatsoever which 

ritish Consuls within any other state in amity with Her 
Majesty are by law, usage, or sufferance entitled or enabled 
to do or perform. 

33. And it is further ordered, that every action or suit 
brought against Her Majesty’s Consul by reason of anythin 
done under the authority of this Order, shall be commence 
within six calendar months next after the doing thereof, and 
not otherwise; and the defendant in every such action or suit 
shall be entitled to the benefit of the provisions made with 
respect to defendants in actions or suits in the said herein- 
before-recited Act of the sixth and seventh years of Her 
Majesty’s reign. 

34. And it is further ordered that the word “ Consul ” in 
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this Order shall include every person duly authorized to act in 
the aforesaid capacity, within the dominions of the Queen of 
Madagascar ; and that, in the construction of this Order, words 
importing the singular number shall, if necessary, be under- 
stood to include several persons, matters, or things; and words 
importing the masculine gender only, shall, if necessary, be 
understood to import the femmine gender, unless there be 
something in the subject or context repugnant to such con- 
struction. 

35. And it is further ordered, that the provisions of this 
Order, relating to British subjects, shall extend and apply to 
ali subjects of Her Majesty, whether by birth or by naturalisa- 
tion, and also to all persons enjoying Her Majesty’s protection 
in the dominions of the Queen of Madagascar. And it is fur- 
ther ordered, that this Ord2r shall take effect on and after this 


day. 

"36. And the Most Noble the Duke of Argyll, and the Right 
Honourable the Earl of Clarendon, two of Her Maiesty’s Prin- 
cipul Secretaries of State, and the Lords Commissioners of the 
Admiralty are to give the necessary directions herein, as to 
them may respectively appertain.

ROYAL MARINES. 
Re-distribution of, on breaking up of Woolwich Division. 


WHEREAS it will be necessary to make a re-distnbution of Your 
ri bia Royal Marines, in consequence of the reduction of 
those forces in the ensuing financial year to 14,900, as ordered 
by Your Majesty’s Order in Council of the 15th February, 1869 : 
we humbly beg that Your Majesty will be graciously pleased, 
by your Order in Council, to authorize us to make the distri- 
bution according to the accompanying scheme. In order to effect 
the reduction of Officers consequent on this re-distribution, and 
following the established usage of the Service in like cases, we 
propose: (1) To remove from the Active to the Half-pay List, 
the numbers in each grade in excess of the Establishment 
taking them from the bottom of the List, with the exception of 
Lieutenants, who it 1s proposed should be borne as Supernu- 
meraries, on Full-pay, until absorbed: (2) That the names of 
the Officers so removed from Full-pay to Half-pay be placed on a 
separate List, with a view to their future claims and eligibility for 
restoration to Full-pay being considered individually as vacancies 
shall occur: (3) That Officers who have been allowed to retire 
on Half-pay at their own request be placed on the old, or Retired 
Half-pay, and not be considered eligible for restoration to Full- 
pay: (4) That the rank of Lieutenant and Quartermaster be 
finally abolished ; and that consequent on the reduction of one 
of the four Infantry Divisions, the two appointments now held 
respectively by a Lieutenant and a Second Captain of that 
branch of the Corps shall cease from the date of Your Majesty’s 
Order in Council sanctioning this arrangement.

WHEREAS Your reuse Order in Council of the 24th March, 
1866, lays down the following regulations,— 


Captains who have not served their time for Active Flag 
Rank, and who have been unemployed for 10 years, to 
be retired on the terms of the Order in Council of the 
9th July, 1864 : . 


And whereas the Order in Council of the 9th July, 1864, 
paragraphs 4 and 5 contains the following words— 


4, Captains who shall be found physically unfit for service, 
may, at the discretion of the Board of Admiralty, be 
allowed to retire, irrespective of age, at the several rates 
of 18s. or 20s. a-day, &c., &c., such Officers to be allowed 
to rise in rank and pay with other Captains of their 
standing, &c., &c. 

5. A limited number of Captains who may have attained the 
age of 50, and who are not desirous of further employ- 
ment, to be allowed, at the discretion of the Board of 
Admiralty, to retire on the foregoing conditions, &c., &e. 

And whereas doubts have arisen whether the words, “at the 
discretion of the Board of Admiralty,” in the Order in Council 
of 1864, apply to the Order in Council of 1866, We humbly beg 
to point out to Your an ae) the advisability of setting the 
oint at rest,—in order that Officers who are in the prime of 
Fife, and are fit for Sea Service, may not, on the plea of not 
having served 10 years, be entitled to claim retirement,—which 
would be prejudicial to the interests of Your Majesty’s Service.

WHEREAS by Your Majesty’s Order in Council of the 3rd day of 
February, 1866, certain Regulations for the admission of Seamen 
and Marines into Greenwich Hospital were established under 
the provisions of the 20th section of the Greenwich Hospital 
Act, 1865; and whereas by the 3rd section of an Act passed in 
the 32nd year of Your Majesty's reign, chapter 44, intituled 
“An Act to make better provision respecting Greenwich Hos- 
pital and the application of the revenues:thereof,” it is enacted 
that the Admiralty may, under regulations to be from time to 
time made by them, admit temporarily or permanently, to the 
benefits of Greenwich Hospital, Non-commissioned Officers 
and Men of the Royal Navy and Marines, who, although not in 
receipt of Naval Pensions, have been, before or after the passing 
of the said Act, discharged as invalided for disease or wounds 
contracted or received in or by the service of the Crown, or are 
infirm and helpless ; and whereas by the fourth section of the said 
Act, it 1s enacted that the Admiralty may, under regulations to 
be from time to time made by them, send any Non-commuissioned 
Officers and Men admitted to the benefits of Greenwich Hospital 
to a Naval Hospital or Infirmary, to be there maintained at the 
expense of Greenwich Hospital; and whereas by the sixth

MIDSHIPMEN. 
Time to Qualify for Promotion to Lieutenant reduced to 
Five Years. | 


WHEREAS by Your Majesty’s Order in Council of the 20th No- 
vember, 1861, it is provided that no Midshipman shall be 
promoted to the rank of Lieutenant in Your Majesty’s Navy, 
until he shall have completed 5} years’ actual service in the 
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Navy—including the time that may be awarded him on leaving 
the Training Ship,—and shall have attained the full age of 
19 years; and whereas We think it will be beneficial to reduce 
such period of service to 5 years, as we have extended the 
period of Training in the Training Ships to 3 years; 2 of which 
will in future be passed on board the Harbour Training Ship, 
and one on board a Sea-gomg Training Ship. We humbly 
beg that Your Majesty will be graciously pleased, by Your 
Order in Council, to amend the existing Rule, by directing that 
5 years, instead of 5} years, shall be the period of service (in 
the case of Cadets entered at or after the examination in 
December next) requisite to qualify a Midshipman for promo- 
tion to the rank of Lieutenant under the new arrangement, 
but adhering to the present rule as regards age.

Distinguishing Marks or Badges on Jack displayed by 
Military, Diplomatic, and Consular Branches, and 
Governors of Colonies, &c. 


THe Union Jack having been established by Your Majesty's 
ri gat for the Naval Service as the distinguishing Flag 
to be borne by the Admiral of the Fleet, and whereas great 
inconvenience has at times been experienced by the Union 
Jack having been carried in boats and other vessels by Go- 
vernors of Colonies, Military Authorities, Diplomatic Officers, 
and Consular Agents when embarked, We have deemed it ex- 
pedient to place ourselves in communication on this subject 
with the Commander-in-Chief of Your Majesty’s Forces, and 
the Principal Secretaries of State for Foreign Affairs, for the 
Colonies, and for War, and, with their concurrence, We most 
humbly submit that Your Majesty may be graciously pleased, 
by Your Order in Council, to prescribe and direct that in future 
the Union Jack to be displayed by the Military Branch of Your 
Majesty’s Service on such occasions, shall bear in the centre 
gence as a distinguishing mark, the Royal Initials surrounded 
by a Garland on a Blue Shield and surmounted by the Crown; 
that the Union Jack to be used by Your Majesty's Diplomatic 
Servants—Ministers Plenipotentiary, Chargés d’Affaires, &c.— 
shall bear the Royal Arms in the centre thereof on a White 
Shield; whilst Consuls and Consular Agents, &c., shall be limi- 
ted to the use of the Blue Ensign with the Royal Arms in the 
fly thereof. We further submit that Governors of Your Ma- 
jesty’s dominions in foreign parts, and Governors of all ranks 
and denominations administering the Governments of British 
Colonies and Dependencies, be authorized to fly the Union 
Jack with the Arms or Badge of the Colony emblazoned in 
the centre thereof.

Appointment of, Dockyard Ports. 


WaHeErEaS by “The Dockyards’ Port Regulation Act, 1865,” it is 
enacted (among other things), that in relation to any Dockyard 
Port it shall be lawful for Her Majesty in Council, from time to 
time, by Order in Council, to make regulations for all or ny 
of the purposes therein particularly mentioned, and for suc 
other purposes as from time to time seem necessary with a view 
to the proper protection of Your Majesty’s Vessels, Dockyards, 
or Property, or to the requirements of Your Majesty’s Naval 
Service ; We humbly beg leave to submit that Your Majesty 
will be graciously pleased to authorize us to appoint from time 
to time, as we may think proper, at any Dockyard Port a fit 
person or fit persons to assist the Queen’s Harbour Master for 
the Port in superintending the execution of the Act in question, 
and in otherwise protecting the Port, each such person to be 
called Assistant Queen’s Harbour Master for the Port, and to 
have all such powers, authoritics, and discretions as by virtue 
of any Order m Council made under the Act before the making 
of this Order belong to the Queen’s Harbour Master to whom 
he is Assistant, but to act in all things under the direction of 
the Queen’s Harbour Master. :

Masters and Seamen of Mercantile Marine. 


WHEREAS by the 12th section of an Act passed in the 32nd year 
of Your Majesty’s reign, ae 44, intituled “An Act to make 
better provision respecting Greenwich Hospital, and the appli- 
cation of the Revenues thereof,” it is enacted that the Admiralty 
shall, from time to time, pay to the Board of Trade a sum or sums 
not exceeding in the whole, in any year, the sum of 4,000/., which 
sum or sums the Board of Trade shall apply in payment of Pen- 
sions to some of such masters and seamen of ihe: Mercantile 
Marine as contributed out of their wages the sum of sixpence a 
month towards the support of Greenwich Hospital: 

And whereas by ihe same section of the said Act it is 
further provided that it shall be Jawful for Your Majesty, from 
time to time, by Order in Council, made on the joint recommen- 
dation of the Admiralty and the Board of Trade, to make 
regulations respecting the qualifications for and amount of such 
pensions : 
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We beg leave to recommend that Your Majesty will be gra- 
ciously pleased, by Your Order in Council, to sanction the follow- 
ing Regulations for the award of the Pensions in question :— 

I. Only such masters and seamen of the Mercantile Marine 
as can prove, to the satisfaction of the Board of Trade, at least 
five years’ service previous to Ist of January, 1835; and who 
contributed sixpence a month to the funds of Greenwich Hos- 
pital during that period; to be considered as eligible for the said 
pensions. 

IT. Only such masters and seamen of the Mercantile Marine 
as have been disabled or incapacitated from age, and who are 
not less than 55 years of age, to be considered as eligible for 
the said pensions. 

III. The amount of the said pensions to be limited to the 
sum of 3/. 8s. Od. a-year each. 

IV. If the master or seaman is already in receipt of a pension 
amounting to that sum from the Merchant Seamen’s Fund, no 
additional pension will be awarded from the funds of Greenwich 
Hospital ; but if the master or seaman is in receipt of a pension 
of less amount from the Merchant Seamen’s Fund, he will 
allowed from the funds of Greenwich Hospital, such additional 
. pension as will, with his other pension, mais up a sum not ex- 
ceeding 3/. 8s. Od. a-year. 

V. The said pensions will, in the first instance, be granted to 
those masters and seamen who can prove the greatest length of 
service prior to the lst of January, 1835, and who in other re- 
spects come under the foregoing conditions; provided the sum 
of 4,000/. in any one year be not exceeded. 

VI. Vacancies on the pension list will be filled up half 
yearly.

Widows Re-married. 


WHEREAS we have had under our consideration several very 
distressing cases of Widows of Naval and Marine Officers who 
re-married before the 6th August. 1861, the date of the present 
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Regulations for the government of the Navy, and have been left 
in extreme poverty and destitution on the death of their second 
husbands; and whereas we are unable to restore to such Widows 
the Pensions which were granted to them on the death of their 
first husbands in consequence of the said Regulations, which 
admit of Widows, who re-marry after the 6th August, 1861, 
reverting to their Pensions on the death of their second 
husbands, not being retrospective; and whereas we are humbly 
of opinion that it would be expedient to make the said Regula- 
tions retrospective, so as to meet such cases as are herein 
alluded to: We therefore most humbly submit that Your 
Majesty will be graciously pleased, by Your Order in Council, 
to authorize us to restore, at our discretion, to Widows of Naval 
and Marine Officers, who re-married at any time before the 
6th August, 1861, and who have again become Widows, the 
Pensions which were awarded to them on the death of their first 
husbands. 

The Lords Commissioners of Your Majesty’s Treasury have, 
by a letter dated the 17th instant, signified to us their con- 
currence in this proposal.

WHEREAS we have had under our consideration the Active Lists 
of Chief Warrant Officers, Warrant Officers, and Engineers of 
Your Majesty’s Fleet. We would humbly submit to Your 
Majesty the following propositions by means of which We 
should be enabled to carry out the measures We consider 
essential to the efficiency of Your Majesty’s Service, and in 
which We have duly respected the existing privileges of Officers. 


We propose to Your Majesty :— | 

A reduction of these Lists, and the establishment of fixed 
numbers for the future ; 

The abolition of the distinction between the Second and 
Third Classes of Warrant Officers ; 

An extension of the system of compulsory retirement ; 

Greater facilities for optional retirement ; 

An augmentation of the scale of retiring pensions ; 

An improvement of some of the existing rates of pay; and 
the alteration of certain rules relating to service. 


We beg leave further to recommend to Your Majesty that, 
in consideration of the peculiar circumstances of their case, We 
be empowered to grant pensions to Widows of Warrant Officers 
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who died between July 19, 1830, and January 1, 1860, should 
such Widows be otherwise qualified under existing Regulations. 

Should Your Majesty be pleased to sanction these Our pro- 
posals, We would must humbly suggest that We be empowered 
to carry them into effect from the lst of April, 1870.

3. Officers to be allowed, at their option, to retire either 
upon the above scale or on the active Halecay of their rank at 
the time of retirement. 

4. The Retired Pay of Officers who entered, or who shall 
hereafter enter Your Majesty's Service after the age of 25, and 
in Cases of Chaplains or Chaplains and Naval Instructors, 
after the age of 30, will not depend on their age, but on their 
service only. The provisions contained in first and fourth 
columns of the Scale of Retired Pay will not apply to such 
Officers; but the Retired Pay shall in no case exceed the fixed 
maximum for each rank.

8. Retirement from the Active List not to disqualify any 
Officer for employment at or under the Admiralty. 

9, All Officers to be allowed, at their own request, and with 
our consent, to compound their Retired Pay under the Rules laid 
down by the Lords Commissioners of Your Majesty's Treasury 
for administering Act 32 and 33 Vict., cap. 32. 


XI.— Pensions. 


1. Naval and Greenwich Hospital Pensions to be awarded to 
old, infirm, wounded, and disabled Officers on the Retired List of 
long service, but not to be conferred as a qualification for 
retirement. Except, as herein stated, the qualification for and 
the distribution and amounts of these Pensions to remain as 
defined by existing Regulations.

XI.— Temporary Provisions. 


1. The following provisions to apply to Navigating Officers, 
Chief Inspectors, and Inspectors of Machinery, Chief Engineers, 
Chaplains, Naval Instructors, Medical Officers, Paymasters, and 
Assistant Paymasters now holding those ranks on the Active 
List. 

2. All Officers to whom, under the following clauses, an op- 
tion is given, must signify to us, in writing, within such time as 
may be prescribed, in what manner they elect to exercise such 
option. In the event of their failing to intimate their wishes, 
it will be assumed that they have elected the new Regulations 
for Retirement laid down in this scheme. 

3. The new Scales of Pay and Allowances to apply to all 
Officers, unless they request in writing, within such time as may 
be prescribed, to be paid according to those now in force, in 
which case they will continue to receive the cld rates of Pay 
and Allowances during all their future service; except present 
Assistant Paymasters, who, when promoted to the rank of Pay- 
master, will only be entitled to receive Pay according to the 
new scale. 

4, Officers to whom option 1s given, and who elect to be 
dealt with under the old regulations, will retain their present 
rights as to Half-pay, promotion, and retirement, except so far 
as they are expressly limited by these temporary provisions, 
but they will have none of the advantages of the new Regula- 
tions, except as to Pay and Allowances in accordance with the 
preceding clause. 

5. Officers to whom option is given, and who elect to be 
dealt with under the “ New Regulations” will receive Half-pay, 
and will be promoted and retired in accordance with them, and 
_ will retain no nghts abolished by them, except so far as is 
expressly laid down in these Temporary Provisions. 

6. Present Navigating Officers, Chief Inspectors, and In- 
spectors of Machinery, Chief Engineers, Medical Officers, and 
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Paymasters, to be retired under the conditions as to age and 
non-service within a term of years, which are fixed by the new 
Regulations; but to be allowed an option of retiring on the 
scale herein provided, or on the terms they now enjoy. 

7. Present Chaplains and Naval Instructors to be allowed, 
at their option, aiihet the terms of the “New Regulations” as 
to Half-pay and retirement or the privilege of remaining under 
the old Regulations; but in no case to be allowed to remain on 
the Active List after they have attained the age of 60. 

8. Chief Engineers who entered Your Majesty’s Service 
before 27th February, 1847, to be allowed to count towards 
retirement all time served as Ist class and 2nd class En- 

eer. 

9. Until the Assistant Paymasters’ List is reduced to 200, 
Assistant Paymasters of three years’ standing may, with their 
consent, be retired with the Pay of 3s. 6d. per diem, an addi- 
tional 6d. being given for each complete year beyond three 
served as Assistant Paymaster, until the maximum is reached, 
viz., 6s. per diem. 

10. Until the Active Lists shall have been reduced to the 
numbers proposed, Officers, of whatever age, may be retired 
with their consent and our discretion; if they are above 40 
years of age, upon the terms of the new Regulations; if they 
are under 40, upon the Half-pay of their rank, according to the 
new Regulations. 

All present Rules and Regulations, except in so far as they 
are expressly altered or limited by these General or Temporary 
Provisions, shall be deemed to remain in force. . 

In conclusion, we beg leave to represent to Your Majesty 
that, although an immediate increase of expenditure will be 
occasioned in consequence of the advantages conferred on 
Officers by the proposals herein contained, there will ultimately 
arise a considerable annual saving, and that the expenditure 
consequent on the propositions herein contained has been 
sanctioned by the Lords Commissioners of Your Majesty’s 
Treasury.

ROYAL MARINES. 
Retirement and Promotion; New Scheme. 


WHEREAS we are of opinion that it will greatly tend towards 
the efficiency of Your Majesty’s Service were we empowered 
to introduce certain alterations into the existing system of pro- 
motion and retirement of Officers in Your Majesty’s Royal 
Marine Forces: we would, therefore, venture to submit to Your 
Majesty the following propositions :— _ 

That the system of compulsory retirement be extended to 
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all the higher grades, so as to cause a more even and constant 
flow of promotion ; 

That a scheme of retirement be established on a scale more 
liberal than that now existing, and more duly proportioned to 
the length of the service of Officers. 

Should Your Majesty be pleased to approve of these our 
propositions, We would humbly submit that the same should 
take effect from the lst April, 1870. 


As relates to Officers of the Royal Marines. 


1. There shall be a fixed establishment of twelve General 
Officers of Royal Marines, to be appointed as follows :—

All present rules and regulations, except in so far as they 
are altered or limited by these general or temporary provisions, 
shall be deemed to remain in force. 


We beg leave to represent to Your Majesty that the Lords 
Commissioners of Your Majesty’s Treasury Lave sanctioned the 
expenditure which may be mncurred.

Retirement and Promotion. 


WHEREAS we have had under our consideration the present 
state of the Active Lists of Flag Officers, Captains, Comman- 
ders, and Lieutenants, and the Regulations. now in force 
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overning the retirement of these Officers as sanctioned by 
Vous Majesty’s several Orders in Council of 1st August, 1860, 
9th July, 1864, and 24th March, 1866; and whereas We are of 
opinion that, notwithstanding the reductions effected by these 
successive schemes of retirement, the Lists still exceed in 
number the requirements of Your Majesty’s Service, and that, 
with the view of increasing the efficiency of Officers by securing 
to them more frequent employment, an extended and more 
comprehensive scheme of compulsory and voluntary retirement 
should be made, applicable to all ranks in these portions of the 
Executive Branch of the Naval Service. 
We would propose to Your Majesty, in order to effect the 
changes which appear to Us so manifestly imperative :-— 


a reduction in the number of Flag Officers on the Active 
List and of the above-named Officers of the military 
ranks of Your Majesty’s Navy generally; 

an improved scale of retired pay as a just and honourable 
reward for past and meritorious service ; 

a more equal and rapid promotion to the higher grades of 
the Service, and due encouragement to Officers to serve 
whilst in health and vigour. 


We further most humbly submit certain alterations in the 
definition of Sea Service and Harbour Service; in the length of 
Sea Service hitherto required to qualify Officers for promotion, 
which in some cases We have not deemed sufficient; and in the 
amount and distribution of Good Service and Greenwich 
Hospital Pensions; all of which we are convinced will greatly 
peste aie to the advantage of Your Majesty’s Naval Service. 

We would further submit to Your Majesty some temporary 
provisions which we are humbly of opinion will fully compen- 
sate Officers whose future prospects are affected, and allay any 
possible feelings of regret at being compulsonily retired from 
the Active List of Your Majesty’s Navy. 

In order to accomplish the important objects which We have 
in view, we humbly submit that Your Majesty will be gracious] 
pleased to sanction the following propositions, and authorise Us 
to carry the several arrangements herein contemplated into 
operation from the Ist April, 1870.

VIII. Retired Pay. 


1. The Scale of Retired Pay, according to age and service, 
to be as follows, for Flag Officers, Captains, Commanders, and 
Lieutenant. An addition to be made, as specified, for each full 
year of additional Sea Service or its equivalent, but the same 
not to exceed five years; and a deduction to be made for each 
full year wanting to complete the periods specified, but the 
same not to exceed ten years :—

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2. No Retired Flag Officer to be allowed to receive in re- 
spect of Retired Pay and Good Service Pension an amount ex- 
ceeding the Half-pay of an Admiral of the Fleet. 

3. A Captain retired from that rank to receive in Retired 
Pay, together with Good Service Pension, a sum not exceeding 
6001; but should the two together exceed that amount, he will 
be retired on 6002. a-year, relinquishing his Good Service 
Pension. | 

4. The Pay of Commanders and Lieutenants, retired from 
those ranks, not to excced 4001. and 3002. a-ycar respectively. 

5. After retirement, no increase of pay to be allowed to any 
Officer. The only addition possible will be in the form of 
pension. 

6. No Officer to rise more than one step in rank at or after 
retirement. 

7. All service as Sub-Licutenant and Acting Sub-Lieutenant 
to reckon for increase of retired pay. 

8. Power to be reserved to Us to suspend at any time, and 
with respect to any rank, the provisions of the Order under 
which an Officer may at his option retire, at an age less than 
that fixed for compulsory retirement in each rank. 

9. The power vested in Us to grant lower rates of half-pay 
in cases of misconduct, to be extended to retired pay. 

10. Retirement from the Active List not to disqualify any 
Officer for employment at or under the Admiralty, 

11. Officers to be allowed, at their own request, and with 
Our consent, to compound their retired pay under the Rules laid 
down by Your Majesty’s Treasury for administering Act 32 and 
and 33 Vict., cap. 32. 


IX. Pensions. 


1. No Officer to be allowed to hold two pensions at the same 
time, unless one of such pensions be a pension conferred for 
wounds received in the Service. 

2. No Naval Aide-de-Camp, deriving emolument from his 
office, to be allowed to hold any pension, unless it shall be a 
pension conferred for wounds received in the Service. 

3. Good Service Pensions to be awarded for good and men- 
torious service at sea, preference being given, in cases of special 
gallantry, to Officers who have commanded a ship in action 
against the enemy. Ten pensions of 300. a-year each to be given 
to Flag Officers of all ranks on the Active List; the intention 
being that two may be held by Vice-Admirals and two by Rear- 
Admirals qualified for promotion. Twenty-five pensions of 
1501. a-year each to be given to Captains. 

4, All Officers in receipt of these pensions to be allowed to 
retain them after being retired. 

5. In consideration of the increase in the number of Good 
Service Pensions, the salaries attached to the offices of Vice- 
Admiral and Rear-Admiral of the United Kingdom will cease 
after the next vacancies. 
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6. Should any Officer holding a Good Setvice Pension be in 


receipt of or be appointed to full pay or civil salary, or become 
entitled to a Civil Pension, exceeding the value of his Good 
Service Pension, the latter pension to be suspended so long as 
he receives such pay, or ae or Civil Pension; and the va- 
cancy thus occasioned may be filled up. 

7. When such employment shall have ceased, the Officer will 
resume a Good Service Pension although the list be full; in 
such case the next vacancy will not be filled up. 

8. A Captain not to be allowed to retain his Good Service 
Pension when promoted on the Active List; a Flag Officer to 
give up his Good Service Pension if he shall become Governor 
of Greenwich Hospital or Naval Aide-de-Camp to Your 
Majesty. | 

9. No Admiral of the Fleet to be allowed to hold a pension 
unless conferred for wounds received in the Service. 

10. Greenwich Hospital Pensions for Flag Officers to be 
awarded to old, infirm, wounded, or disabled Officers on the 
Retired List, of long service, but not to be conferred as a quali- 
fication for retirement. 

11. No Officer, except Flag Officers, in receipt ot a Naval or 
Greenwich Hospital Pension, to be allowed to retain it after 
being promoted. 

12. No Pension, except a Pension for Wounds, can be com- 
pounded. 


X. Temporary Provisions. 


The following provisions to apply to Flag Officers, Captains, 
Commanders, and Lieutenants now holding those ranks on the 
Active List. 

1. All Officers to whom, in the following clauses, an option’ 
is given, must signify to Us, in writing, within such time as may 
be prescribed, in what manner they elect to exercise such op- 
tion. In the event of their failing so to intimate thcir wishes, 
it will be deemed that they have elected the new Regulations 
laid down in this scheme. 

2. The new scales of full pay and allowances to apply to all 
Officers, unless they request, in writing, within such time as may 
be prescribed, to he paid according to those now in force, in 
which case they will continue to receive the old rates of pay 
and allowances during all their future service. 

3. Officers to whom option is given as to half-pay, promo- 
tion, and retirement, and who elect to be dealt with under the 
old Regulations, will retain their present rights, except so far 
as they are expressly limited by these Temporary Provisions; 
but, in that case, it must be clearly understood that they will 
have none of the advantages of the new Regulations. 

4. Officers to whom the above option is given and who 
elect to be dealt with under the new Regulations, will receive 
half-pay, and will be promoted and retired in accordance with 
them, but will retain no rights abolished by them, except 80 
far as is expressly laid down in these Temporary Provisions. 
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5. Officers retired may, at their own request, and after 
obtaining in each case Our consent, commute their half or 
retired pay, under the Rules laid down by the Lords Commis- 
sioners of Your Majesty's Treasury for administering Act 32 
and 33 Vict., cap. 32. 

6. Admirals of the Fleet, and Admirals who commanded a 
ship as Captain or Commander prior to the termination of the 
War in 1815, to be allowed to remain on the Active List; such 
Admirals to be eligible for promotion to the rank of Admiral 
of the Fleet. 

7. All other Flag Officers now on the Active List to have 
the option of being promoted and retired, either under the 
new Regulations, or under the terms of the Order in Council 
of March 24, 1866, but with the following modifications in the 
latter case :— 


(a) To be retired at 70, if an Admiral of the Fleet or Ad- 
miral; at 68, if a Vice-Admiral; at 65, if a Rear-Ad- 
miral; whether or not they have hoisted their flag or 
have been employed at the Admiralty; provided also, 
that Officers promoted to Active Flac rank, subse- 
quently to 24th March, 1866, will be subject to the new 
scale of age for retirement when promoted to the rank 
of Vice-Admiral. 

(L) To be retired as soon as 10 years have elapsed since 
their flag was hauled down, or (if they have not 
hoisted their flag) since their service as Captain 
ceased. | 

(c) When so retired, the names of those who have hoisted 
their flags, or have been employed at the Admiralty, 
will, if they should desire it, be retained on the Active 
List according to seniority, until such time as they 
would have been compulsorily retired under the Order 
in Council of 24th March, 1866; but they will not be 
entitled 1o mse above the rank of Admiral or Retired 
Admiral. Their names to be supplementary to the 
established numbers of the List, and to be printed in 
italics ; and when ultimately removed from the List 
by death or otherwise, the vacancies so caused not to 
be filled up. 

(d) Flag Officers so retired to retain their Good Service 
Pensions. 

(e) It shall be lawful for Your Majesty, in cases of distin- 
guished service, to confer the rank of Retired Admiral 
of the Fleet on any present Flag Officer retired under 
the above conditions, provided he shall be qualified for 
that rank by seniority, and according to these Regula- 
tions; provided that there shall not be already three 
retired Admirals of the Fleet. 


8. Flag Officers now on the Active List who elect to be re- 
tired under the new Regulations, to be promoted accord- 
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ing to seniority to the rank of Admiral on the retired list, but 
without increase of retired pay. 

9. The new requirement of service for promotion to the 
active rank of Vice-Admiral not to be enforced with regard to 
Rear Adinirals now on the Active List. 

10. Rear-Admirals now on the Active List, who elect or are 
allowed to be retired at once under the new Regulations, to be 
entitled to 675/. instead of 60U/. a-year, as retired pay, subject 
to the deduction specified in the scale, but without the addition 
allowed for extra service. 

11. Until the Active List of Admirals shall have been re- 
duced to seven, only one in every two vacancies caused by re- 
tirement, or promotions consequent thereon, to be filled up. 

12. Until the Active Lists of Vice-Admirals and Rear-Ad- 
mirals shall have been reduced to 15 and 25 respectively, only 
one in every three vacancies caused by retirement, or promo- 
tions consequent thereon, to be filled up. 

13. All vacancies caused by death to be filled up as they 
occur. 

14. The Officers now holding the appointments of Vice- 
Admiral] and Rear-Admiral of the United Kingdom, and First 
and Principal Naval Aide-de-Camp to Your Majesty, if retired 
as Admirals under the new Regulations, to receive an addition 
to their Retired Pay, not greater than the salary of their office; 
but the whole amount not to exceed the Half-pay of an Admiral 
of the Fleet. 

15. The new requirements of service for promotion to the 
rank of Rear-Admiral not to be enforced with regard to 
Captains now on the Active List, who are at present qualified 
by service for promotion under the old Regulations. 

16. All Captains now on the Active List, of more than eight 
years’ standing, to be allowed the option of accepting, as to pro- 
motion and retirement, either the new Regulations, or those of 
Your Majesty’s Order in Council of 24th March, 1866, but with 
the following modifications in the latter case :— 


(a) Not to be allowed to remain on the Active List of 
Captains after the age of 60, or after seven Die have 
elapsed since their service as Captain ceased ; 

(5) When promoted to the Active Flag List to be subject to 
the new Regulations in all respects, except that they 
will only be entitled, on retirement, to half-pay, ac- 
cording to the terms of the Order in Council of 24th 
March, 1866. 


17, All Captains now on the Active List, of less than eight 
years’ standing, to be allowed the same option, except that they 
will in no case be allowed to remain on the Active List after the 
ape of 55. 

18. Until the Active Lists of Captains, Commanders and 
Lieutenants, shall have been reduced to 150, 2U0, and 600 re- 
spectively, only one in every four vacancies caused by retirement, 
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and promotions consequent thereon, to be filled up. Vacancies 
caused by death to be filled up as they occur. 

19. No further additions to be made to the List of Reserved 
Flag Officers. 

20. The new requirements of service for promotion not to 
be enforced with regard to Commanders and Lieutenants now | 
on the Active List, who are at the present time qualified by 
service for promotion under the old Regulations. 

21. Such Commanders and Licutcnants now on the Active 
List, as are not at the present time qualified by service for pro- 
motion, will be promoted under the new Regulations. 

22. All Commanders and Lieutenants now on the Active 
List, who may be retired under the provisions of this scheme, to 
be allowed the option of retiring on the terms of the new 
Regulations, or on the retired scale provided by Your Majesty’s 
Orders in Council of Ist August, 1860; 9th July, 1864; and 
24th March, 1866. In either case, however, they will be retired 
at the respective ages of 50 and 45, or when they have not 
served for five years, but they will retain their present privilege 
as to rising in rank. 

23. The advantages conferred by the Order in Council of 
26th June, 1867, on some of the Reserved Captains (F, G List) 
to be extended to all such Captains; these Officers to be placed, 
according to seniority, as vacancies occur, on the Retired List, 
under Orders in Council of 24th April, 1847, 25th June, 1851, 
and 26th June, 1867, and to rise to Flag Rank according to their 
seniority as Captain. 

24. Until the present Active Lists shall have been reduced 
to the proposed numbers, any Officers may, with their consent, 
and at Our discretion, be retired: if above 40 years of age, on 
the terms of the new Regulations, if under 40 years of age, on 
the active half-pay of their rank. 

All present Rules and Regulations, exccpt in so far as they 
are expressly altered or limited by these General or Temporary 
Provisions, shall be deemed to remain in force. 

In conclusion, We beg leave to represent to Your Majesty 
that, although by the great advantages conferred on Naval 
Officers by the schon herein proposed, a considerable expense 
will for the present be incurred, the final result will be not only 
to make liberal provisions for Officers on retirement, and to 
increase the efficiency of the Active List, but eventually to 
effect an annual saving; and We beg further to inform Your 
Majesty that the Lords Commissioners of Your Majesty's 
Treasury have sanctioned the expenses which will be entailed 
in carrying out Our proposals.

TROOPS WHEN EMBARKED AND MARINES. 
Discipline. 


WHEREAS it is provided by Section 88 of an Act passed in the 
29th year of Your Majesty’s reign, entitled “ An Act to make 
provision for the Discipline of the Navy,” as follows :— 

“ Her Majesty’s Land Forces, when embarked on board any 
of Her Majesty’s Ships, shall be subject to the provisions of this 
Act, to such extent and under such regulations as Her Majesty, 
Her Heirs and Successors, by any Order or Orders in Council, 
shall at any time or times direct.” 

And whereas We are of opinion that it would conduce to 
the better maintenance of order and discipline on board Your 
Majesty’s ships in which Your Majesty’s Land Forces ma 
be embarked if the followmg Regulations were eatabhched, 
namely :— 

1. Whenever any of Your Majesty’s Land Forces, or any 
Royal Marines formed into a separate Corps or Battalion, sha 
be embarked as passengers in any of Your Majesty’s Ships, the 
Officers and Soldiers shall, from the time of embarkation, strictly 
observe the laws and regulations established for the govern- 
ment and discipline of Your Majesty’s Navy, and shall for these 

urposes be under the command of ihe Senior Officer of the 
Ship as well as of the Superior Officer of the Squadron, if any, 
to which such Ship may belong. 

2..If any Officer or Soldier shall commit any act against the 
good order and discipline of the Ship mm which he is embarked, 
the Commanding Officer of the Ship may, by his own authonty 
and without reference to any other person, cause him to be put 
under arrest, or to be confined as a close prisoner, and shall 
thereupon, if he thinks the case requires it, transmit a report, 
in writing, of the charges against such Officer or Soldier to his 
Superior Officer, or if there be no Senior Officer present, to the 
Commander-in-chief of Land Forces, in order that the offender 
may be brought before a Military Court-Martial. 

3. If any Officer or Soldier commits any act which, in the 
opinion of the Commanding Officer of Troops, requires a trial 
by Court-Martial, such Commanding Officer shall cause him to 
be disembarked on the first opportunity, or to be removed to a 
transport ship, and be there proceeded against according to 
Military Law. 

No Military Court-Martial shall be held on board any of 
Your Majesty’s Ships in commission. 

4, If any private Soldier shall commit any act against the 
good order and discipline of the Ship, the Commanding Officer 
of the Ship shall, if he thinks the case requires the summary 
infliction of punishment, apply for the concurrence, in writing, 
of the Commanding Officer of the Troops, as to the nature and 
amount of such punishment, if any, to be inflicted, and upon 
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obtaining such concurrence in writing shall, by warrant under 
his hand, sentence the offender to suffer such punishment 
accordingly. 

5. The sentence shall in all respects conform to the pro- 
visions contained in the Naval Discipline Act, 1866, relating to 
summary punishments awarded by Commanding Officers. 

6. If the Commanding Officer of the Troops shall decline to 
give his concurrence as aforesaid, he shall state his reasons in 
writing, and deliver the same to the Commanding Officer of 
the Ship. 

Your Majesty’s Secretary of State for War, and His Royal 
Highness the Field Marshal Commanding-in-chief, have signi- 
fied their concurrence in these Regulations.

COAST GUARD AND MAIL AGENTS. 
Abolition of Annual Promotions. 


WHEREAS by Orders in Council of 5th February, 1834, 29th 
June, 1842, 30th January, 1856, Ist August, 1860, and 4th 
February, 1861, Your Majesty has been graciously pleased to 
make provision empowering Us to confer Promotion to the 
Active and Retired Lists of Your Majesty’s Navy, on certain 
Officers who may be annually recommended to Us for the good 
and faithful discharge of their duties in the Coast Guard - 
Service or in Revenue Cruizers, as well as to grant advantages 
as regards Retired pay upon some of these Officers; whereas by 
Orders in Council of 7th February, 1857, and 1st August, 1860, 
Your Majesty has been pleased also to confer power on Us to 
select annually for promotion either to the Active or Retired 
Lists one of the Licutenants employed as Admiralty Agents on 
board Contract Mail Steam Vessels; and whereas the position 
of these branches of Your Majesty’s Service has been materially 
altered, the prospects of Officers serving in them, as regards 
advancement and retirement, have been greatly improved, and 
the number of Officers employed considerably diminished; We 
are of opinion that such promotions are no longer needed, the 
more especially as, by Our proposals, the Active Lists generally 
of Your Majesty’s Navy will be reduced; We would, therefore, 
most humbly submit to Your Majesty that, in future, no special 
annual promotions be made either to the Active or Retired 
Lists for service in the Coast Guard, Revenue Cruizers, or 
Contract Mail Steam Vessels, and that ‘the provisions of Your 
Majesty’s several Orders in Council authorizing such promo- 
tions be repealed.

SIGNAL BOYS, SECOND AND THIRD CLASS 
SIGNALMEN. 


New Ratings. 


WHEREAS We deem it advisable that certain additions should 
be made to the complements of Your Majesty’s Ships in com- 
mission with the view of establishing a well trained body of 
men for the use of the new system of Signals which has lately 
been adopted to enable communication to be kept up in a Fleet 
by night as well as by day; and whereas the lords Commis- 
sioners of Your Majesty's iecasury have sanctioned the pay of 
the new ratings hereinafter proposed: We, therefore, most 
humbly request that Your Majesty will be pleased to approve 
of a certain number of Boys being trained in Your Majesty’s 
Training Ships to the use of Signals, and when discharged to 
Sea-going Ships, that they should be borne under a new rating 
as “ Signal Boys,” with the same pay as Boys of the Ist Class, 
viz., 7d. a-day; also that new ratings of “ 2nd Class Signal- 
men,” with the pay of 1s. 7d. a-day, and the position of 
Continuous Service Able Seamen, and of “ 3rd Class Signal- 
men,” with the pay of 1s. 3d. a-day, and position of Continuous 
Service Ordinary Seamen, should also be established.

ROYAL MARINES. 
Good Service Pensions. 


WHEREAS a question has arisen as to the correct interpretation 
of clause 15 of Your Majesty’s Order in Council of the 22nd 
day of February last, relative to the Good Service Pensions for 
General Officers of Your Majesty’s Corps of Royal Marines ; 
and whereas We are of opinion that it would be desirable to 
explain the provisions of the said clause with greater clearness ; 
We beg leave to recommend that Your Majesty will be gra- 
ciously pleased, by Your Order in Council, to direct that the 
present Good Service Pension of 3001. a-year be abolished; and 
that the Retired Pay of the General Officer of Royal Marines 
now holding such Good Service Pension be deemed to include 
one of the six Good Service Pensions of 200/. a-year established 
by the clause in question.

STAFF CAPTAINS. 
Qualifications for. 


WHEREAS the rank of Staff Captain has heretofore been con- 
fined to Officers holding the appomtment of Master Attendant, 
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Assistant Master Attendant, and Queen’s Harbour Master, and 
to Masters of the Fleet when so employed; We are of opinion 
that the rank of Staff Captain heal) now no longer be hmited 
to persons holding the shove appointments (though such a 
pointments should still carry that rank with them), and We 
therefore humbly submit that Your Majesty will be graciously 
pleased by Your Order in Council to sanction the promotion of 
any Staff Commander to the rank of Staff Captain at Our dis- 
cretion, provided always that the established number is not 
exceeded, that the promotions are for special service,—the 
nature of the service to be mentioned in the Gazette,—and that 
the Officer is qualified by twenty years’ sea-service in the rank 
of Navigating Sub-Lieutenant, Navigating Lieutenant, and 
Staff Commander: Should Your Majesty be graciously pleased to 
approve of this Our suggestion, We would turther most humbly 
recommend that the same should take effect from this date.

OFFICERS ON COMMITTEES OR COMMISSIONS 
OF ENQUIRY. 


WHEREAS by Your Majesty’s Order in Council of the 22nd 
February, 1870, Your Majesty was pleased to sanction certain 
proposals for the retirement of the Executive and Civil Officers 
of Your Majesty’s Fleet; whereas We are of opinion it is desi- 
rable that further regulations be laid down on certain points 
connected with the Scheme of Retirement then sanctioned, We 
would humbly propose to Your Majesty :— 

Ist. As regards service of Officers on Committees or Com- 
missions of Enquiry in connection with naval matters of im- 
portance, We are of opinion, that, considering the value of such 
enquiries, it is but just to allow a certain portion of such service 
to count as full service as regards Pay, Half-Pay, and Retire- 
ment, though not to reckon as service to save Officers from 
compulsory retirement on account of non-service; We would, 
therefore, submit, that We be empowered to allow Officers to 
count a portion of the time so employed, namely, up to six 
months on Committees and Commissions, as full time; after- 
terwards as two-thirds of full time; but the maximum addition 
to what an Officer would have been allowed if all his Committee 
time had counted as Half-pay time, to be two years. 

2nd. As regards civil employment at or under the Admi- 
miralty, We would humbly submit that when an Officer is 
retired from the Active List on account of age, non-service, or 
otherwise, and we deem it advisable to retain him in such civil 
employment, he should continue in receipt of his former emolu- 
ments as though he had remained on the Active List, until he 
ceases to be in such civil employment; that his retired pay 
should then be calculated according to the total period of ser- 
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vice he may have completed, reckoning his civil employment as 
service for this purpose. 

3rd. As regards promotion on the Lists of Navigating and 
Medical Officers, and in the ranks of Paymaster and Chief Engi- 
neer, We would submit to Your Majesty that We be allowed. to 
fill up not more than one in four vacancies which may be caused 
by Retirement, or Promotion consequent on Retirement, until 
the Lists may be reduced to the numbers authorized by Your 
Majesty’s above-named Orders in Council; and We would beg 
to point out that provision for making such promotion in the 
ranks of Captain, Sominantler and Lieutenant, was contained 
in the Order of Council of 22nd February, 1870. 

4th. As regards the Promotion on Retirement of Staff Com- 
manders and Paymasters, whereas it is laid down by Your 
Majesty's Order in Council of 26th June, 1867, that Staff Com- 
manders having served 20 years in the ranks of Navigatin 
Lieutenant and Staff Commander shall receive, when retire 
the rank of Retired Captain, and that Officers having served 
15 years in those ranks shall retire with the rank of Retired 
Commander; and by Your Majesty’s Order in Council of 9th 
July, 1864, it is laid down that Paymasters who may have 
completed 20 years’ service, including Acting Paymaster's time, 
and not more than 4 years’ time as Assistant Paymaster, shall 
be retired with the rank of Paymaster-in-Chief: And whereas 
by Your Majesty’s Order in Council of 22nd February, 1870, it 
has been provided as to Commanders and Licutenants placed 
on the Retired List, that these Officers shall be granted the 
rank of Retired Captain and Retired Commander only at Our 
discretion,x— We are of opinion that it will be for the benefit of 
Your Majesty’s Service that similar conditions should be made 
applicable to the Promotion on Retirement of Staff Commanders 
and Paymasters, so that these Officers should no longer be en- 
titled to claim the respective ranks of Retired Captain, Retired 
Commander, and Paymaster-in-Chief, when removed from the 
Active List, but that such promotion should, in addition to the 
above-mentioned requirements of service, be governed also by 
qualifications of good and meritorious service: We, therefore, 
humbly submit that, in future, such Promotions on Retirement 
be made at Our discretion. We beg further to represent that, so 
far as financial arrangements are affected, the ens Commis- 
sioners of Your Majesty’s Treasury have signified their concur- 
rence in the above-mentioned proposals.

CIVIL SERVICE APPOINTMENTS. 
Open Competition for Departments named. 


WHEREAS it is expeclicnt to continue, with certain amendments, 
the existing provisions for testing according to fixed rules the 
qualifications of persons who may from time to time be pro- 
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posed to be appointed, either dala! or temporarily, to 
any situation or employment in any of Her Majesty’s Civil 
establishments, except as hereinafter mentioned: 

I. Now, therefore, Her Majesty, by and with the advice 
of Her Privy Council, doth order, and it is hereby ordered, 
that the Right Hon. Sr Edward Ryan, now First Commis- 
sioner under Her Majesty’s Orders in Council of the 21st of 
May, 1855, and the 26th of April, 1862, and George Webbe 
Dasent, Esq., Doctor of Civil Law, or such other persons as Her 
Majesty may from time to time approve in the stead of them, 
or either of them, shall be Her Majesty’s Civil Service Commis- 
sioners for testing the qualifications of the persons so proposed 
to be appointed to any situation or employment in the Civil 
Betabbahnents as aforesaid, and shall hold their offices during 
the pleasure of Her Majesty; the said Sir Edward Ryan con- 
tinuing to be the First Commissioner, and the said George 
Webbe Dasent being the Second Commissioner; and shall 
have power, subject to the approval of the Commissioners 
of Her Majesty’s Treasury, to appoint from time to time such 
assistant examiners and others as may be required to assist 
them in the performance of the duties harsinates assigned to 
them. 

IJ. And it is hereby ordered, that (except as may be 
excepted under Clause VII of this Order, and in the schedule 
marked B, annexed Pen: the qualifications of all such persons 
as may be proposed to be appointed, either permanently or 
temporarily, to any situation or employment in any department 
of the Civil Service shall, before they are employed, be tested 
by or under the directions of the said Commissioners; and no 
person (except as aforesaid) shall be employed im any depart- 
ment of the Civil Service until he shall have been reported by 
the said Commissioners to be qualified to be admitted on pro- 
bation to such situation or employment. 

III. No person shall be appointed to any office or employ- 
ment in any of Her Majesty’s Civil Establishments until he 
shall be reported by the said Commissioners to have satisfied 

em— 


Ist. That he is within the limits of age prescribed for the 
situation or employment to which he desires to be 
admitted. 

2nd. That he is free from any physical defect or disease 
which would be likely to interfere with the proper 
discharge of his duties. 

3rd. That his character is such as to qualify him for such 
situation or employment ; and, 

4th. That he possesses the requisite knowledge and ability 
to enter on the discharge of his official duties. 


IV. The rules applicable to each department, under each of 
the above heads, shall be settled, subject to the approval of 
the Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury, by the said Civil 
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Service Commissioners and the chief authorities of the depart- 
ment. | 

V. Except as hereinafter is excepted, all appointments 
which it may be necessary to make, after the 3lst day 
of August next, to any of the situations included or to be 
included in Schedule A to this Order annexed, shall be made 
by means of competitive examinations, according to regulations 
to be from tine to time framed by the said Civil Service 
Commissioners, and approved by the Commissioners of Her 
Majesty’s Treasury, open to all persons (of the requisite age, 
health, character, and other qualifications prescribed in the said 
regulations) who may be desirous of attending the same, subject 
to the payment of such fees as the said Civil Service Commis- 
sioners, with the consent of the said Commissioners of Her 
- Majesty’s Treasury, may from time to time require; such 
examinations to be held at such periods, and for such situa- 
tions, or groups of situations in the same or different depart- 
ments, as the said Civil Service Commissioners, with the 
approval of the said Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury, 
shall from time to time determine, and to have reference either 
to the vacancies existing at the time of the examinations 
yee or to the number which may be estimated to occur 
within any period not exceeding six months after the com- 
mencement of the examinations, as the said Civil Service 
Commissioners, after consultation with the chief authorities of 
the various departments, and with the approval of the said 
Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury, may deem expedient. 

VI. After the candidate, reported as aforesaid by the Com- 
missioners, has been appointed to an office or employment, he 
shall enter on a period of probation, during which his conduct 
and capacity in the transaction of business shall be subjected 
to such tests as may be determined by the chief of the depart- 
ment to which he is attached, and he shall not remain in the 
public service after six months from the date of his appoint- 
ment, unless satisfactory proofs of his fitness shall have been 
furnished to the chief of such department, and a certificate of 
his qualification shall have been issued by the Civil Service 
Commissioners. A formal record of the particulars and of the 
result of such probation, signed by the chiet of the department, 
shall be furnished to the Civil Service Commissioners, and filed 
in their office, and they shall thereupon, and not sooner, if such 
record should be satisfactory, issue their certificate of the can- 
didate’s qualifications for employment. The candidate after, 
no less than before, tho issue of such certificate shall hold lis 
office at the pleasure of the chief of his department. 

VII. In case the chief of a department to which a situation 
belongs, and the Lords of the Treasury shall consider that the 
qualifications in respect of. knowledge and ability deemed 
requisite for such situation are wholly or m part professional, or 
otherwise peculiar, and not ordinarily to be acquired in the Civil 
Service, and the said chief of the department shall propose to 
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appoint thercto a person who has acquired such qualifications in 
other pursuits. or in case the said chicf of the department and the 
Lords of the Treasury shall consider that, either for the purpose 
of facilitating transfers from the Redundant List, or for other 
reason, it would be for the public interest that examination 
should be wholly or partially dispensed with, the Civil Service 
Commissioncrs may dispense with examination, wholly or 
partially, and may grant their certificate of qualification upon 
evidence satisfactory to them that the said person possesses the 
requisite knowledge and ability, and is duly qualified in respect 
of age, health and character. 

VU. And it is lastly hereby ordered, that the situations 
mentioned or referred to in the Schedule marked B, hereto 
annexed, shall be wholly excepted from the operation of this 
Order, provided that the chicf authorities of any department, 
with the concurrence of the Lords of the Treasury, by notice 
in the London Gazette, may from time to time add situations 
to either of the said schedules, or withdraw situations therefrom, 
or restore thereto situations which may have been withdrawn.

GREEN WICH HOSPITAL PENSIONS. 
Masters and Seamen of Mercantile Marine. 


WHEREAS by an Order in Council, dated the seventh day of 
October, one thousand eight hundred and sixty-nine, Her 
Majesty, in pursuance of the powers conferred upon Her by 
the twelfth Section of an Act passed in the 32nd year of Her 
reign, chapter forty-four, intituled “ An Act to make better 
provision respecting Greenwich Hospital, and the application 
of the revenues thereof,” was pleased, on the joint recommen- 
dation of the Right Honorable the Lords Commissioners of the 
Admiralty and the Right Honorable the Lords of the Committee 
of Privy Council for Trade, to sanction the following regula- 
tions (therem contained) for the award of Pensions, not exceed- 
ing in the whole in any one year the sum of 4,0001, to be paid 
to some of such Masters and Seamen of the Mercantile Marine 
as contributed out of their wages the sum of 6d. per month 
towards the support of Greenwich Hospital, that is to say :— 
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“TI, Only such Masters and Seamen of the Mercantile Marine 
as can prove to the satisfaction of the Board of Trade at least 
five years’ service previous.to the first day of January, one 
thousand eight hundred and thirty-five, and who contributed 
6d. a month to the funds of Greenwich Hospital during that 
period, to be considered as eligible for the said Pensions. 

“TI. Only such Masters and Seamen of the Mercantile Marine 
as have been disabled or incapacitated from age, and who are 
not less than 55 years of age, to be coneidseed as eligible for 
the said Pensions. 

“TJ. The amount of the said Pensions to be limited to the 
sum of 3/. 8s. a-year each. 

“TV. If the Master or Scamen is already in receipt of a 
Pension amounting to that sum from the Merchant Seamen’s 
Fund, no additional Pension will be awarded from the funds of 
Greenwich Hospital; but if the Master or Seaman is in receipt 
of a Pension of less amount from the Merchant Seamen’s Fund, 
he will be allowed, from the funds of Greenwich Hospital, such 
additional Pension as will, with his other Pension, make up a 
sum not exceeding 3/. 8s. a-year. 

“ V. The said Pensions will, in the first instance, be granted 
to those Masters and Seamen who can prove the greatest length 
of service prior to the first day of January, one thousand eight 
hundred and thirty-five, and who, in other respects, come 
under the foregoing conditions; provided the sum of 4,000. in 
any one year be not exceeded. 

“VI. Vacancies on the Pension List will be filled up half 
yearly.” 


And whereas it is expedient that the said Order should be 
so modified as to enable the Board of Trade to take into con- 
sideration other circumstances besides length of service: 

Now, therefore, Her Majesty, having taken into considera- 
tion the said recommendation, is pleased, by and with the 
advice of Her Privy Council, to direct that the said Pensions of 
3l. 8s. a-year each, to be granted to such Masters and Scamen 
as aforesaid, shall not of necessity be granted, in the first 
instance, to Masters and Seamen who can prove the greatest 
length of service prior to the first day of January, one thousand 
eight hundred and thirty-five, if it appears to the Board of 
Trade that there are others, fulfiling the required conditions, 
whose length of service is Jess, but whose necessities are 
greater: 

And the Right Honorable the Lords Commissioners of the 
Admiralty, and the Right Honorable the Lords of the Com- 
mittee of Privy Council for Trade, are to give the necessary 
directions herein accordingly.

GREENWICH HOSPITAL SCHOOLS. 
Regulations for admission of Boys. 


WHEREAS there was this day read at the Board a Memonial 
from the Right Honorable the Lords Commissioners of the 
Admiralty, dated the 4th day of August, 1870, in the words 
following, viz. :— 


“ Whereas by the twenticth section of an Act passed in the 
twenty-ninth year of Your Majesty's reign, chapter eighty-nine, 
entitled An Act to provide for the better government of Green- 
wich Hospital, it is among other things enacted, that the regu- 
lations for the admission of children into Greenwich Hospital 
School ‘ shall be vested exclusively m the Admiralty, but any 
such regulations shall not have effect unless and until they are 
approved by Your Majesty in Council; and whereas We are of 
opinion that it would be expedient to establish definite regu- 
lations with respect to the admission of children intg the said 
school, We beg leave to recommend that Your Majesty will be 
pleased, by Your Order in Council, to sanction the establish- 
ment of the following regulations :— 


Regulations for the Admission of Boys to Greenwich Hospital 
School. 


“The School consists of eight hundred Boys, the sons of 
Petty Officers and Seamen, and of Non-commissioned Officers 
and Privates of Marines, who have scrved or are now serving 
in the Royal Navy or Coast Guard, and of other seafaring 
persons. 

“ All claims for admission to the School will be judged of 
by a Committee of Sclection appointed by.their Lordships, in 
the following order of precedence, special consideration being 
given to length of service at sca :— 

“1, Orphans, both parents dead. 

“2. Sons of fathers killed, drowned, deceased, wounded, or 
seriously maimed m Her Majesty’s Service, or while employed 
by Her Majesty on board a merchant ship, or in action with an 
enemy, pirate, or rebel. ss 

«3, Those whose fathers, having served in the Royal Navy 
or Marines, are dead. 

“4, Those whose fathers are serving, and whose mothers 
are dead. 

“5. Sons of Naval Pensioners, and sons of Scamen and 
Marines now serving, both parents living. 

“6. Sons of Scamen and Marines* entitled to the benefits 
of Greenwich Hospital. 

“7. Sons of other seafarmg persons. 

“ N.B.—The sons of Commissioned and other Officers are 


* Including the Royal Naval Reserve. 
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not absolutely excluded, provided that the peculiar circum- 
stances of their case render them eligible for this charity. 

“ Applications for admission are to be made to the Secretary 
of the Admiralty (Greenwich Hospital Branch), London, when 
the necessary forms will be sent, which, when properly filled up, 
must be returned as directed, with the two following certifi- 
cates :— 

“1. A certificate of the marriage of the parents; or, 1f not 
attamable, other satisfactory proof thereof. 

“2. Register of the child's birth. 

“The services of the fathers upon which the claim is 
founded will be ascertained at the Admiralty, and due notice 
will be given without further application should the child be 
selected for admission into the School. 

“ Boys eligible for admission must be between nine and 
ten and a quarter years of age, physically fit for sea service, 
be able to read an easy sentence, and possess a knowledge 
of the first four rules in arithmetic. 

“ Boys will be discharged from the School on the first day 
of the month succeeding that in which they shall attain thir- 
teen years of age, unless either they succeed by them talents, 
industry, and good conduct in obtaining admussion into the 
Selected Division, after competitive examination, or volunteer, 
with the consent of their parents, to enter the Royal Navy as 
Boys. 

- In the latter case, if they are reported physically fit, they 
will be retained until fourteen and a half years, and then 
entered for continuous service. 

“ Vacancies, occasioned by Boys unwilling or unfit for 
service in the Royal Navy, will be filled up by selection from 
the sons of Seamen and Maries who are thirtcen years of age, 
fit and willing for service, and able to pass a sufficient examina- 
tion in reading, writing, and arithmetic. 

“ Applications for admission ef Boys at the age of thirteen 
must be made six months previously, in the same manner as 
above directed, and the parents or guardians must sign an 
agreement, before the Boy is admitted, that he shall serve in 
the Royal Navy for a period of ten years’ continuous and 
general service from the age of eighteen, in addition to what- 
. ever period may be necessary until he attain that age. 

« The ‘Selected Division ’ will consist of eighty Boys. At 
the age of fourteen the Boys in this division of the School will 
be required to enter into an agreement, jointly with their 
parents or guardians, to enter the Royal Navy at the conclu- 
sion of their tuition, in such capacities as they may be found 
best qualified to fill, They will then be retained in the School 
until fifteen and a half years of age, otherwise they will be 
discharged. 

“ The education of the Boys will comprise the usual ele- 
ments of a sound English education, alternating with practical 
seamanship, and other industrial occupations designed to 
prepare them for a seafaring life. 
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“In the ‘Selected Division ’ elementary mathematics and 
mechanics, navigation, nautical astronomy, and French, will be 
taught. | 

“ Children of Roman Catholics, or of Protestants not being 
members of the Church of England, will not be required to 
learn the Church Catechism, and will be allowed to attend con- 
venient places of public worship, in accordance with the 
religious persuasion of their fathers, provided application be 
made to that effect at the time of admission, by ite father, if 
living; and if the father be dead at the time of the child's 
admission, then the marriage certificate or baptismal register of 
such child, according to the mtes and ceremonies of any estab- 
lished religious community, of a date previous to the said 
father’s death, will be received as evidence of the religious 
tenets of the father; that is, provided no authentic document 
written by the deceased father be produced, expressing a con- 
trary wish or direction as regards the religious instruction of 
such child.”

Retirement of. 


WHEREAS doubts have arisen as to the meaning of the Para- 
graph 8, Section 12, of Your Majesty's Order in Council of the 
22nd February, 1870, relative to the retirement of Navigating 
and Civil Officers, which states: “Chief Engineers who entered 
Your Majesty’s Service before the 27th February, 1847, to be 
allowed to count towards retirement all time served as Ist Class 
and 2nd Class Engineer :” 

And whereas it was intended by that paragraph that in the 
ease of such Chief Engineers time served as Ist or 2nd Class 
Engineer should be counted as if it were time served as Engi- 
necr and Assistant Engineer of the 1st Class, which is by the 
same Order in Council defined as Junior Service for Engineers 
generally : , 

And whereas it 1s expedient that, in order to remove these 
doubts, the paragraph in question of Your Majesty’s Order in 
Council should be amended as follows: “Chief Engineers who 
entered Your Majesty’s Service before 27th February, 1847, to 
be allowed to reckon as Junior Service, in the proportion speci- 
fied in the Scales for Full pay and Half-pay herein set forth, all 
time served as Ist Class and 2nd Class Engineer.” 

We therefore most humbly submit that Your Majesty will 
be graciously ets to authorize this arrangement, which We 

ropose should take effect from the date of Your Majesty’s

ROYAL MARINES BOUNTY. 
Abolition of on Enlistment. 


WHEREAS it 1s deemed expedient to discontinue the bounty on 
enlistment, and to shorten the periods heretofore necessary to 
entitle Royal Marines to the various rates of Good Conduct 
Pay; also to abolish the additional pay of One Penny a day 
now granted to men after the completion of their first term of 
limited service. 

_ We humbly beg Your Majesty may be pleased to autho- 
rize— 

Ist. That all enlistments be henceforth without bounty ; 

2nd. That Article 12 of the Revised Good Conduct Regula- 
tions of 15th February, 1870, be, from the date of Your Majesty’s 
Order, cancelled, and that the following Article be substituted 
in lieu, viz. :— 

12. A reward of additional pay and Good Conduct Badges 
is to’ be granted to every Corporal, Bombardier, Bugler, Gunner, 
and Private under the followmg rules, at the rates specified :— 

Having served two years, provided his character shall have 
been noted on his parchment certificate as “ Very Good” for 
two years eee RA preceding his claim— 

One Penny a day with One Good Conduct Badge. 

Having served siz years, and having been uninterruptedly 
in the receipt of One Penny a day for two ycars cnrnedintly 
preceding his claim— 

Two Pence with Two Good Conduct Badges. 

Having served twelve years, and having been uninterruptedly 
in the receipt of Two Pence a-day for two years caneciely 
preceding his clazm— 

Three Pence a-day with Three Good Conduct Badges. 

Having served eighteen years, and having been uninterrupt- 
edly in the faa of Three Pence a-day for two years immedi- 
ately preceding his clam— 

Four Pence a-day with Four Good Conduct Badges. 

Having served twenty-three years, and having been uninter- 
ruptedly in the receipt of Four Pence a-day for two years 
immediately preceding his claim— 

Five Pence a-day with Five Good Conduct Badges. 

Having served twenty-eight years, and having been unin- 
terruptedly in the receipt of Five Pence a-day for two years 
immediately preceding his claim— 

Six Pence a-day with Six Good Conduct Badges. 

That the additional pay of One Penny a-day granted b 
Your Majesty’s Order in Council of the 3rd August, 1867, shall 
not be issued to any Marine who shall re-engage after the 
expiration of three calendar months from the date of the receipt 
of this present Order in Council, in the Division, Depot, Ship, 
or Station in which he may be serving. 
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The Lords Commissioners of Your Majesty’s Treasury have 
- expressed concurrence in this proposal.

WHEREAS Your Majesty was graciously pleased by the 12th 
Clause of Your Royal Warrant, dated the 27th day of Septem- 
ber, 1861, to appoint for 2nd Class Serjeant-Instructors of 
Muskestry nm Your Majesty’s Army a special Scale of Pension, 
the maximum of which should not exceed two shillings and 
threepence a-day: And whereas We are humbly of opinion that 
it would be for the benefit of Your Majesty’s Service to extend 
this boon to Ist Class Instructors in Your Majesty’s Corps of 
Royal Marines, and to Ist Class Gunnery Instructors in Nous 
Majesty's Corps of Royal Marine Artillery and Infantry, such 
non-commissioned Officers holding relative rank with 2nd Class 
Scrjeant-Instructors of Musketry in Your Majesty’s Army. 

We do, therefore, beg leave to recommend that Your 
Majesty will be graciously pleased, by Your Order in Council, 
to direct that the sum of One Penny and One Halfpenny a-day 
be allowed for each year’s service in such ranks, in addition to 
the Pension to ahi the Officers may be otherwise entitled, 
the total Pension, however, not to exceed the sum of two shil- 
lings and threepence a-day. 

The Lords Cenc of Your Majesty’s Treasury have 
signified to Us their approval of this proposal.

“CAPTAIN” AND “SLANEY,” LOSS OF. 
Special Pensions to Mothers and Sisters of those lost in. 


WHEREAS We have had under Our consideration the cases of the 
relatives of the Officers who were lost in the foundering of Your 
Majesty’s Ship “Captain ;” and whereas We are of opinion that, 
in consequence of the magnitude and unprecedented nature of 
that catastrophe, special provision should be made for the 
mothers and sisters of those Officers who did not leave widows 
or children under the same regulations as govern the award of 
Pensions to the mothers and sisters of Officers who are killed in 
action; and whereas We have also had under Our consideration 
the circumstances of the recent total loss of Your Majesty's 
Gun Vessel “Slancy,” a disaster of less magnitude than the 
foundering of Your Majesty’s Ship “Captain,” though not less 
calamitous in its effects to the relatives of the Officers who 
perished; and whereas We are humbly of opinion that at the 
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present time, when it is proposed to deal specially with the 
cases of the mothers and sisters of the Officers of the “Captain,” 
it would be proper to deal similarly with those of the mothers 
and sisters of the Officers of the “Slaney;” We do, therefore, 
beg leave to recommend that Your Majesty will be graciously 
pleased by Your Order in Council to sanction the following pro- 
posals, which have received the approval of the Lords Commis- 
sioners of Your Majesty's Treasury. 


Mothers. 


In the event of an Officer of Your Majesty’s late Ships 
“Captain” and “Slaney” having left no widow nor legitimate 
child, but having left a mother who is a widow in distressed 
circumstances, and who was dependent on him, such mother to 
receive a Pension equal to the ordinary rate of Widow’s Pension 
attached to the rank which her son held at the time of his 
death; but if such mother shall herself be in the receipt of a 
Pension as an Officer’s Widow, or shall have any other provision 
of any kind from the public, in that case no allowance to be 
made to her on account of her son, unless she gives up the 
other Pension, or allowance. ‘The Pension given to such Mother 
on account of her son to be forfeited on re-marriage, and not to 
be restored in the event of her again becommg a widow. 


Sisters. 


In the event of an Officer of Your Majesty’s late Ships 
“Captain” and “Slaney” having left no widow, legitimate child, 
nor mother, but having left a sister who is in distressed circum- 
stances, and who was dependent on him, such sister to receive a 
Pension not excecding that which would be given to a mother, 
such Pension not to be given unless the sister be an orphan, 
having no surviving brother. Every Pension so granted to 
cease when the person receiving it shall marry, or be in any 
other manner sufliciently provided for. In the event of there 
being more than one sister dependent on the Officer who was 
lost, the Pension to be equally divided.

SEAMAN PENSIONER RESERVE FORCE. 


WHEREAS We deem it expedient that a Reserve of the Seamen. 
of Your Majesty’s Navy should be formed, to be called “ The 
Seaman Pensioner Reserve Force,’ We beg most humbly to 
submit to Your Majesty that You will be graciously pleased by 
Your Order in Council to sanction the formation of a Reserve 
Force upon the basis of the accompanying Regulations. _ 

We beg further to state that the funds for the preliminary 
expenses attending the formation of the proposed Force have 
already been voted in the last Session of Parliament, and that 
the Lords Commissioners of Your Majesty’s Treasury have sig- 
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nified their concurrence in the various rates of pay and allow- 
ances proposed to be given to the men of the Force. 

We also beg to submit that We may be authorized to make 
from tinie to time such alterations in the Regulations as may be 
required for the effective working of the Force. 


REGULATIONS FOR THE FORMATION OF A SEAMAN PENSIONER 
RESERVE. 


1. All Petty Officers and Seamen of Her Majesty’s Navy, 
under 45 years of age, who may be pensioned for length of 
service between the Ist of April, 1871, and the 31st of March, 
1872, will be called upon by their Captains to state, at the time 
they are recommended for Pension, areuliee they would wish to 
join the Seaman Pensioner Reserve Force under the Regulations 
hereinafter stated. 

2. Petty Officers and Seamen who may be pensioned after 
the 3lst of March, 1872, will not be admitted into this Reserve 
Force unless they are either Seamen Gunners or Trained Men. 

3. All Petty Officers and Seamen referred to in the preceding: 
clauses who, after the lst of April, 1871, apply, through their 
Captains, at the time they may be recommended for Long Ser- 
vice Pensions, to join the Reserve, will be duly informed, when 
they are acquainted of the amount of their Naval Pensions, 
whether their names have been enrolled, and the date of such 
enrolment will be noted on their Pension Ticket. 

4. Naval Pensioners who fulfil the conditions of the Reserve, 
as hereinafter stated, will be entitled to the Greenwich Hospital 
Age Pension of dd. per diem on attaining the age of 50, instead 
of at 55 as heretofore. 

5. The Seaman Pensioner Reserve will be called out every 
alternate year for thirty days’ drill at sea, or at either Ports- 
mouth, Portland, or Devonport, or any other port to which they 
may be directed to proceed. 

‘6. When called out for drill they will be entitled to receive 
their Naval Pensions, and the pay of Non-continuous Service 
Able Seamen. 

7. When required to live on board they will receive rations, 
and will each be allowed the use of a bed and blanket, or, if 
permitted to live on shore while undergoing drill, they will be 
entitled to ration moncy at the rate of 1s. 1d. per diem. 

8. When residing beyond a radius of ten miles from the port 
to which they may be summoned to embark or to attend drill, 
they will be paid travelling allowance at the rate of 14d. per 
mile, on proceeding to, or returning from drill, unless provided 
with passages or railway passes; but the time occupied on 
the journey will not be counted as part of the thirty days’ 
drill. 

9, While on drill the men of the Seaman Pensioner Reserve 
will be subject to the same discipline as the Seamen of the 
Fleet.

of certain Alterations in the Apportionment and Classification 
of the Shares being desirable, it is expedient that Provision ~ 
should be made for the future Distribution of such net Proceeds 
and Salvage not otherwise specially apportioned, and all other 
Moneys whatsoever granted to be shared among the Officers 
and Crews of Our Ships and Vessels in the manner of Prize 
Money. 

We do, therefore, now make known to all Our loving Subjects, 
and to all others whom it may concern, by this our Proclama- 
tion, by and with the Advice and Consent of Our Privy Council, 
that Our Royal Will and Pleasure is, and we.do hereby direct, 
That Ships or Vessels being in sight of a Prize, as also of the 
Captor, under Circumstances to cause Intimidation to the Prize 
and Encouragement to the Captor, shall be alone entitled to 
share as joint Captors, and that the Distribution of all such net 
Proceeds of Prizes, Rewards, Allowances, Salvage Awards, and 
of all Bounties and Grants whatsoever distributable to Our 
Royal Navy in the Manner of Prize Money, shall be made as 
follows; videlicet,— 


That the Flag Officer or Officers shall have One Thirtieth 
Part of the whole net Proceeds arising from Prizes cap- 
tured from the Enemy, and from all other Captures and 
Seizures, &c., as aforesaid, made by any of the Ships or 
Vessels under his or their eamand: and of the Rewards 
conferred for the same, according to the following Condi- 
tions and Modifications, save and except as hereinafter 
provided and directed; that is to say,— 


When there is but One Flag Officer he shall have the 
entire One Thirtieth Part; when Two Flag Officers 
shall be sharing together, the Chief shall have Two 
Thirds, and the other Flag Officer shall have the 
remaining One Third of the One Thirtieth Part; and 
when there shall be more than Two Flag Officers 
the Chief ehall have One Half of the said One Thir- 
tieth Part, and the remaining Half shall be equally 
divided among the junior Flag Officers ; Commodores 
of the First Class and a a of the Fleet to share 
as Flag Officers: Provided always, that no Flag 
Officer, unless actually on board any of Our Ships or 
Vessels of War, and at the actual taking, sinking, 
burning, or otherwise destroying any Ship or Ships 
of War, Privateer or Privateers belonging to the 
Enemy, shall share in the Distribution of any Head 
Money or Bounty Money granted as a Reward for

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the taking, sinking, burning, or otherwise destroying 
any such Ship or Vessel of the Enemy. 

That no Flag Officer, unless actually present at the Capture 
or Destruction of any Pirates or Piratical Ship, Vessel, or 
Boat, shall share in any Distribution of the Proceeds or 

3ounty in respect of such Pirates, or of the Crews of such 
Piratical Ship, Vessel, or Boat. 

That no Flag Officer shall share in any Remuneration or 
Reward conferred or awarded to the Crew of any of Our 
Ships or Vessels as Salvage, unless he shall have been 
actually on board the Ship or Vessel to which the Award 
shall be made, or have personally aided and assisted in 
the Transaction at the Time the Service was rendered. » 

That no Flag Officer commanding in any Port in the United 
Kingdom shall share in the Proceeds of any Prize cap- 
tured from the Enemy, or in other Captures, Seizures, 
Rewards, or any distributive Proceeds as aforesaid, made 
by any Ships or Vessels which shall sail from or leave 
such Port by Order of the Lord High Admiral, or of Our 
Commissioners for executing the Office of Lord High 
Admiral. 

That when Ships or Vessels under the Command of several 
Flag Officers belongmg to separate Stations shall be 
joint Captors, &e., each Flag Officer shall receive a Pro- 
portion of the One Thirtieth Part, according to the 
Number of Officers and Men present under the command 
of each such Flag Officer; and when Ships or Vessels 
under Orders from the Lord High Admiral, or from Our 
Commissioners for executing the Office of Lord High 
Admiral, are joint Captors, &e., with other Ships or 
Vessels under a Flag or Flags, the hke Regulations as to 
the Apportionment of the Flag Share to the Flag Officer 
or Officers are to be observed. 

With reference to Flag Officers it is to be noted,— 

That when an inferior Flag Officer is sent to reinforce a 
superior Officer on any Station, the superior Flag Officer shall 
not share in any Prize taken by the inferior Flag Officer before 
he has arrived within the Limits of that Station, unless the infe- 
rior Officer shall have received some Order directly from, and 
shall be acting in execution of some Order issued by such supe- 
rior Flag Officer. 

No chief Flag Officer quitting any Station, except upon some 
definite urgent Service, and with the Intention of returning to 
the Station as soon as such Service is performed, shall share in 
any Pnze taken by Our Ships or Vessels left behind after he has 
eke the Linuts of the Station, or attcr he has surrendered the 

vommand to another Ilag Officer appointed by the Admiralty 
to command in chief upon such Station. 

An inferior Flag Officer quitting any Station (except when 
detached by Orders from his Commander-in-Chief upon a special 
Service, accompanied with Orders to return to such Station as 
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soon as the Service has been performed,) shall have no Share in 
Prizes taken by the Ships and Vessels remaining on the Station 
after he has passed the Limits thereof. 

In like manner Flag Officers remaining on such Station shall 
not share in the Prizes taken by such inferior Officer, or by 
Ships or Vessels under his immediate Command, after he has 
quitted the Limits of the Station, except he has been detached 
as aforesaid. 

A Commander-in-Chief or other Flag Officer belonging to | 
any Station shall not share in any Prize or Prizes taken out of 
the Limits of that Station by any Ship or Vessel under the 
Command of a Flag Officer of any other Station, or under 
Orders from Our Commissioners of the Admiralty, unless such 
Commander-in-Chief or Flag Officer is expressly authorized by 
Our said Commissioners to take the Command of that Station in 
which the Prize or Prizes 1s or are taken, and shall actually have 
taken upon him such Command. 

Every Commodore having a Captain under him shall be 
esteemed a Flag Officer with respect to the Thirtieth Part of 
Prizes taken, whether he be commanding in chief or serving 
under Command. 

The First Captain to the Admiral and Commander-in-Chief 
of Our Fleet, and also the First Captain to any Flag Officer 
appointed to Command a Fleet of ‘en Ships of the Line or 
upwards, shall be deemed to be a Flag Officer for the Purpose 
of sharing in Prize, and shall be entitled to share therein as the 
Junior Flag Officer of such Fleet. 

Any Officer on board any of Our Ships of War at the Time 
of capturing any Prize or Prizes who shall have more Commis- 
sions than One shall be entitled only to share in such Prize or 
Prizes according to the Share allotted to him by the above- 
mentioned Distribution in respect of his superior Commission or 
Office. 

And with reference to these Regulations it is to be noted, 
that a Captain, Commander, or other Commanding Officer of a 
Ship or Vecel shall be deemed to be under the Command of a 
Flag when he shall actually have received some Order from, or 
be acting in the Execution of some Order issued by, a Flag 
Officer, whether he be or be not within the Limits of the Station 
of such Flag Officer; and in the event of his being directed to 
join a Flag Officer on any Station, he shall be deemed to be 
under the Command of such Flag Officer from the time when he 
arrives within the Limits of the Station, which Circumstance is 
always to be carefully noted in the Logbook; and it shall be 
considered that he continues under the Flag Officer of such 
Station until he shall have received some Order directly from, 
or be acting in the Execution of some Order issued by, some 
other Flag Officer, duly authorized, or by the Lord High 
Admiral, or Our Commissioners for Executing the Office of 
Lord High Admiral. .

. PROMOTION OF TEN COMMANDERS, TEN LIEU- 
TENANTS, AND RETIREMENT OF SUB-LIEUTENANTS. 


WHEREAS Your Majesty, by Order in Council of 22nd February, 
1870, was graciously pleased to establish Regulations for the 
Promotion and Retirement of Officers of the Royal Navy; and 
whereas We are of opinion, in view of the small number of pro- 
motions that have taken place during the past year, that it is 
expedient to provide for the immediate advancement of a limited 
number of the present Commanders and Lieutenants, and also 
to diminish the restrictions on the promotion of Commanders, 
Lieutenants, and Sub-Lieutenants, imposed by Your Majesty’s 
aforesaid Order in Council, until such time as the Active List 
of Captains, Commanders, and Lieutenants, shall be reduced to 
the numbers thereby established: and whereas We are further 
of opinion that it is expedient to make other amendments in the 
temporary provisions of the said Order in Council, and also, that 
it is necessary to establish regulation for the retirement of Sub- 
Lieutenants : 

We would, therefore, most humbly submit to Your Majesty— 

1. That We be empowered to promote ten Commanders to 
the rank of Captain, and ten Lieutenants to the rank of Com- 
mander, from this present date. 3 


2. That until the list of Captains is reduced to 150, We be 
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authorized to promote Officers to vacancies caused by retire- 
ment, according to the following scale :— ; 


(a.) One Commander in every vacancy which now exists, 
or which shall hereafter arise on the list of Captains, 
due to the retirement of Admirals. 

(6.) One Commander in every two vacancies which now 
exist, or shall hereafter arise, on the list of Captains, 
due to the retirement of Vice-Admirals, Rear- 
Admirals, or Captains. 

(c.) One Lieutenant in each vacancy arising on the list 
of the Commanders from the above promotions. 


8. That We be further authorized, until the list of Com- 
manders is reduced to 200, to promote one Lieutenant in every 
two vacancies now existing, or in future arising from the retire- 
ment of Commanders. 

4, All vacancies arising from deaths, resignations, &c., to be 
filled up as they occur. 

5. That until the List of Sub-Lieutenants be reduced to 
250, We be authorized to confer promotion on any Sub-Lieu- 
tenant who is, in Our opinion, worthy of advancement, although 
such promotions may cause the List of Lieutenants to be tem- 
poranly in excess of the numbers authorized by Your Majesty’s 
aforesaid Order in Council. 

6. Captains who were promoted to that rank before the 1st 
April, 1870, and who elected the new regulations for retirement, 
to be allowed, if physically unfit, or if they have not served for 
seven years, on retirement, an amount of retired pay not less 
than that to which they would have been entitled to receive 
under the regulations which were in force prior to the Ist April, 
1870. 

7. 8ub-Lieutenants to be compulsorily retired at the age of 
40, or at any age if a unfit for service. 

8. Until the List of Sub-Lieutenants is reduced to 250, any 
such Officers to be allowed, with their consent and at Our dis- 
cretion, to retire nrespective of age. 

9. Retired pay to be granted as follows :—After three years’ 
seniority, 3s. 6d. per diem, an additional 6d, being given for 
each complete year beyond three served as Sub-Lieutenant 
until the maximum is reached, viz., 6s. per diem. 

10. Officers who, in Our opinion, are not deserving of receiv- 
ing retired pay on the above scale, to be granted such low rate 
of pay as We may think fit to award them. 

11. Service for retired pay to be calculated in accordance 
with the provisions of Your Majesty’s Order in Council of 22nd 
February, 1870, relating to Flag Officers, Captains, Commanders, 
and Lieutenants, time during which a Sub-Lieutenant may be 
on half-pay after he has served three Phare in that to 
reckon in the proportion fixed by the Order in Council. 

12. Sub-Lieutenants to be allowed, at their own request and 
with Our consent, to commute their retired pay under the rules 
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laid down by the Lords Commissioners of Your Majesty’s 
ay for administering the Act, Vic. 34 and 35, cap. 56. 

13. The existing rules as to half-pay to Sub-Lieutenants 
while on the Active List to remain in force.

Provision for Consular Jurisdiction, 


WHEREAS by an Act of Parliament made and passed in the 
Session of Parliament holden in the sixth and seventh years of 
Her Majesty's reign, intituled, “ An Act to remove Doubts as to 
the Exercise of Power and Jurisdiction by Her Majesty within 
divers Countries and Places out of Her Majesty’s Dominions, 
and to render the same more effectual,” it is, amongst other 
things, enacted that it is and shall be lawful for Her Majesty to 
hold, exercise, and enjoy any power or jurisdiction which Her 
Majesty now hath, or may at any time hereafter have, within 
any country or place out of Her Majesty’s dominions, in the 
same and as ample a manner as if Her Majesty had acquired 
such power or jurisdiction by the cession or conquest of terri- 
tory: 
“And whereas Her Majesty hath by sufferance power and 
jurisdiction over Her own subjects in ike States and Territories 
ereinafter named: 

And whereas it is expedient to make provision for the due 
and effectual exercise of such power and jurisdiction : 

1. Now, therefore, in pursuance and by virtue of the said 
recited Act of Parliament, Her Majesty is pleased, by and with 
the advice of Her Privy Council, to order, and it’ is hereby 
ordered, that Her Majesty’s Consul or Consuls appointed to the 
places hereinafter named, shall have full power and authority 
to carry into effect, and to enforce by the means and in the 
manner hereinafter mentioned and provided, the observance 
of the stipulations of any Treaty, Convention, or Agreement, 
or of any Regulations appended to any ‘Treaty, Convention, oy 
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Agreement now existing, or which may hereafter be made 
between Her Majesty, Her heirs and successors, and the Chief 
or Chiefs of any of the territories situate upon the Old Calabar, 
Bonny, Cameroons, New Calabar, Brass, Opobo, Nun, and Benin 
Rivers, or of any part of the said territories; and to make and 
to enforce, by fine, banishment, or imprisonment, Rules and 
Regulations for the observance of the stipulations of any such 
Treaty, Convention, or Agreement, and for the peace, order, 
and good government of Her Majesty’s subjects being within 
the said territories. 

2. And it is further ordered that a copy of all such Rules 
and Regulations made by the said Const shall forthwith be 
affixed, and kept affixed and exhibited in some conspicuous 
place in the public office of the said Consul, and at the respec- 
tive Courts of Equity, and that printed copies of the said Rules 
and Regulations shall, as soon as possible, be provided by the 
said Consul, and sold at a price not exceeding four shillings for 
each copy; and for the purpose of convicting any person offend- 
ing against the said Rules and Regulations, and for all other 

urposes of law whatsoever, a printed copy of the said Rules and 
Recalations certified under the hand of the said Consul to be a 
true copy thereof, shall be taken as conclusive evidence of such 
Rules and Regulations and all things therein respectively con- 
tained, and no penalty shall be incurred or shall be enforced for 
the breach of any such Rules and Regulations to be hereafter 
made, until the same shall have been so affixed and exhibited 
for one calendar month in the public office of the Consul: 
Provided always, that any such Rule or Regulation made b 
Her Majesty’s Consul, and to be enforced by a penalty, shall, 
before the first day on which the same shall be so affixed or 
exhibited, be transmitted to Her Majesty’s Principal Secretary 
of State for Foreign Affairs, for allowance or disallowance; and 
if any such Rule or Regulation shall be disallowed by Her 
Majesty's Principal Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, the 
same shall cease to have effect from the receipt. re the Consul 
of such disallowance; nevertheless, the Consul shall not be 
lable to be proceeded against in any of Her Majesty’s Courts in 
regard to any act done by him under such Rule or Regulation 
previously to the receipt by such Consul of its disallowance. 

3. And it is further ordered that it shall be lawful for Her 
Majesty's Consul as aforesaid, upon information or upon the 
complaint of any person that a Bnitish subject has violated any 
of the stipulations of any Treaty, Convention, or Agreement, or 
of any Regulations appended to any Treaty, Convention, or 
Agreement between Her Majesty and the Chief or Chiefs of any 
of the States aforesaid, or has eee ded or infringed any of 
the Rules or Regulations for the observance of the stipulations 
of any such Treaty, Convention, or Agreement, affixed and 
exhibited according to the provisions of the next preceding 
Article of this Order, to summon before him the accused person, 
and to receive evidence and to examine witnesses on oath, as

to the guilt or innocence ofsuch person im regard to the offence 
laid to his charge, and to award such pena of fine or banish- 
ment against any person convicted of an offence against any 
such Treaty, Convention, or Agreement, or appended Regula- 
tions, or against the said Rules and Regulations as may be 
specified therein respectively; and any charge against a British 
subject for a breach of any such Treaty, Convention, or Agree- 
ment, or appended Regulations, or for a breach of such Rules 
and Repalations for the observance of any such Treaty, shall 
be heard and determined by the Consul without Assessors: 
Provided always, that in no case shall the penalty to be incurred 
by a breach of such Rules and Regulations exceed 1002, or 
banishment for three months. 

4, And it is further ordered that any charge against a 
British subject for a breach of Rules and Regulations other than 
those relating to the observance of Treaties shall, in ike man- 
ner, be heard and determined by Her Majesty’s Consul; and in 
all cases in which the penalty shall not exceed 402. or banish- 
ment for one calendar month, or imprisonment for a period not 
exceeding fourteen days, the Consul shall hear and determine 
the charge summarily without the aid of Assessors; but where 
& penalty attached to a breach of the Rules and Regulations 
a than those relating to the observance of Treaties shall 
amount to more than 401, or to banishment for more than one 
month, or imprisonment for more than fourteen days, the 
Consul, before he shall proceed to hear the charge, shall sum- 
mon two disinterested British subjects of good repute, being 
members of a Court of Equity, as heremafter provided (see 
Section 5), to sit with him as Assessors, which Assessors, how- 
ever, shall have no authority to decide on the mnocence or 
guilt of the person charged, or on the amount of fine or punish- 
ment to be awarded to Fim on conviction, but it shall rest with 
the Consul to decide on the guilt or innocence of the person 
charged, and on the amount of fine or punishment to be awarded 
to him: Provided always, that in no case shall the penalty to 
be attached to a breach of Rules and Regulations other than 
those for the observance of Treaties exceed 1002, or banish- 
ment for more than thrée calendar months, or imprisonment for 
more than twenty-one days; and provided further, that in the 
event of the said Assessors, or either of them, dissenting from — 
the conviction of the party charged, or from the penalty of fine 
or other punishment awarded to him by the Consul, the Consul 
shall take a note of such dissent, with the grounds thereof, and 
shall require good and sufficient security for the appearance of 
the person convicted at a future time, in order to undergo his 
sentence or receive his discharge; and in default of such se- 
curity being given, it shall be lawful for the Consul to cause 
the person to be detained in custody until such security is 
given; and the Consul shall, with as little delay as possible, 
report his decision, with all the particulars of the case, together 
with the dissent of the Assessors, or either of them, and the 
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grounds for their dissent, to Her Majesty’s Principal Secretary 
of State for Foreign Affairs, who shall have authority to con- 
firm or vary or reverse the decision of the Consul as to him 
may seem fit. 

5. And it is further ordered that it shall be lawful for Her 
Majesty’s Consul to reorganise within the territories aforesaid, 
the local Courts, known as the Courts of Equity, appointed for 
the settlement, by aplaneear of the Consul, of trading dis- 
putes between Britis subjects or between British traders and 
natives, such Courts of Equity to be composed of British 
agents and traders at the place where the Court is established, 
and out of their members to supply the Assessors required to 
assist the Consul in the trial of more important cases; and the 
Consul is hereby empowered carefully to lay down Regulations 
for the guidance of such Courts, whose decisions shall, after 
being submitted to and sanctioned by the Consul, be deemed 
and taken to be the decision of Her Majesty’s Consul in such 
trading dispute or cause of litigation, and shall have the like 
effect and operation, and shall be entered and recorded as such, 
and“shall be final and conclusive, and shall not be open to 
appeal: Provided always, and it is hereby ordered, that every 
British agent or trader, residing within any of the territories 
aforesaid, who shall, upon requisition from the Consul, refuse 
to be enrolled as a member of the Court of Equity established 
at the place where he resides, shall, so long as he continue to 
refuse, forfeit his right to protection, as a British subject, in 
respect to any suit, dispute, or difficulty in which he may have 
been or may be engaged or involved within the territories 
aforesaid, so long as he refuses to enrol himself as a member of 

such Court. 

6. And it is further ordered, that all suits, disputes, differ- 
ences, and causes of litigation of a civil nature arising between 
British subjects within the territones aforesaid, shall be heard 
and determined by Her Majesty’s Consul, or in his absence and 
with the consent of the parties to the suit, by the local Court 
of Equity, whose decision must, however, in all cases be sub- 
mitted to the Consul for his final sanction before it can be 
carried into effect. 

7. And it is further ordered, that it shall be lawful for Her 
Majesty’s Consul, or for the Court of Equity, but subject to the 
ganction of the Consul, in like manner to cae and determine 
any suit of a civil nature arising within the territories aforesaid - 
between w British subject and a subject of the native Chief or 
Chiefs, or a subject or citizen of any other Foreign State or 
Government in amity with Her Majesty: Provided always 
that the native or other foreigner who may be party to such 
suit, either as Complainant or Defendant, shall have consented 
to submit to the jurisdiction of Her Majesty's Consul or of the 
Court of Equity, and will give sufficient security that he will 
abide by his decision, and will pay such expenses as the Consul 
or Court shall adjudge. 
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8. And it is further ordered, that it shall be lawful for Her 
Majesty's Consul to summon not less than two, and not more 
than four, disinterested British subjects of good repute, being 
members of a Court of Equity as hereinbefore provided, to sit 
with him as Assessors at the hearing of any suit, dispute, diffe- 
rence, or cause of litigation whatever of a civil nature brought 
before him for decision; and in case the sum sought to be re- 
covered shall exceed 1001, such suit shall not be heard by the 
Consul without Assessors, if within a reasonable time such 
Assessors can be procured; but the Assessors aforesaid shall 
have no authority to decide on the merits of such suit; but in 
the event of such Assessors, or any of them, dissenting from 
the decision of the Consul, the Consul shall enter the fact of 
such dissent and the grounds thereof in the Minutes of the 
Proceedings. 

9. And it is further ordered, that it shall be lawful for Her 
Majesty’s Consul to enforce his decison, or that of the Court of 
Equity composed as aforesaid, when sanctioned by hin, in favour 
of or against a British subject in a civil suit, dispute, difference, 
or cause of litigation, by distress and sale. 

10. And it is further ordered, that Her Majesty’s Consul 
shall have power in any suit or proceedings before him, to exa- 
mine on oath, or in such form and with such ceremonies as the 
witness may declare to be binding on his conscience, any wit- 
ness who may appear before him, and shall have power, on the 
application of any party in such suit, to issue a compulsory 
order for the attendance of any British subject being within 
the territories aforesaid, who may be competent to give evidence 
in such suit; and any British subject who shall have been duly 
served with any such compulsory order, and with a reasonable 
notice of the day of hearing of such suit, and upon his fair and 
just expenses of appearing as a witness having been paid or 
tendered to him by ihe party at whose application he shall have 
been ordered to attend, shall, on his wilfal default to appear as 
a witness at the hearing of such suit, be punished with a fine 
not exceeding 20/., or with banishment for a term not exceeding 
thirty days, at the discretion of the said Consul. 

11. Every witness, being a British subject, so examined on 
oath before the Consul, who shall in any such examination give 
wilfully false testimony, may be convicted of and punished by 
the said Consul for the crime of wilful and corrupt perjury. 

12. And it is further ordered, that it shall be lawful for Her 
Majesty's Consul to promote the settlement of any civil suit, 
dispute, difference, or cause of litigation, by amicable agreement 
between the parties; and, with the consent of the several 
 coalaaia to refer the decision of a suit or contention to the local 

ourt of Equity composed as aforesaid, acting as Arbitrators, 

and to take security from the parties that they will be bound 

by the result of such arbitration; and the award of such Arbi- 

trators shall be, to all intents and purposes, deemed and taken 

to be a judgment or sentence of Her Majesty's Consul in such 
ZA 
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civil suit, dispute, difference, or cause of litigation, and shall be 
entered and recorded as such, and shall have the like effect and 
operation, and shall be enforced accordingly, and shall be final 
and conclusive to all intents and purposes, and shall not be 
open to appeal, unless the same shall, within a reasonable time, 
have been ordered by the Consul to be set aside, on the ground 
that it is not final, or is defective, or that the Arbitrators have 
exceeded their authority, or have been guilty of misconduct in 
the matter. 

13. And it is further ordered, that it shall be lawful for Her 
Majesty’s Consul to cause to be apprehended and brought before 
him any British subject who may be charged with having com- 
mitted any crime or offence within the territories aforesaid ; and 
such Consul shall thereupon proceed with all convenient speed 
to inquire of the same, and for such purpose shall have power 
to examine on oath, or in such form and with such ceremony 
as the witness shall declare to be binding on his conscience, 
any witness who may appear before him to prove the charge, 
and also shall have power to compel any Bnitish subject being 
within the territories aforesaid, who may be competeut to give 
evidence as to the guilt or innocence of the party so charged, to 
appear and give evidence, and to punish the wilful default of 
auy such person to appear and give evidence, after reasonable 
notice of the day of the hearing of such charge, by fine or 
other punishment, in hike manner as is provided in Article 10 of 
this Order, and shall examine every ach witness in the presence 
and hearing of the party accused, and shall afford the party 
accused all reasonable facility for cross-examining such witness, 
and shall cause the deposition of every such witness to be 
reduced to writing, and the same to be read over and, if neces- 
sary, explained to the party accused, together with any other 
evidence that may have been urged against him during the 
course of the inquiry, and shall require such accused party to 
defend himself against the charge brought against him, and, if 
necessary, advise him of the legal effect of any voluntary con- 
fession, and shall take the evidence upon oath or in such form 
and with such ceremony as the witness shall declare to be bind- 
ing on his conscience, of any witness whom the accused party 
may tender to be examined in his defence; and every witness, 
being a British subject, 80 examined as aforesaid who shall upon 
any such occasion give wilfully false testimony, may be con- 
victed of and punished for the crime of wilful and corrupt per- 
jury; and when the case has been fully inquired into, and the 
mnocence or guilt of the person accused has been established to 
the satisfaction of the Ceusul the Consul, as the case may be, 
shall either discharge the party accused from custody, if satisfied 
of his innocence, or proceed to pass sentence on him if satisfied 
of his guilt; and it shall be lawful for the Consul, having in- 

uired of, tried, and determined im the manner aforesaid any 
charge which may be brought before him, to award to the party 
convicted any amount of punishment not exceeding a fine ot 
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401., or banishment for one calendar month, or imprisonment for 
a period not exceeding fourteen days. 

| 14. And it is further ordered that, if the crime or offence 
whereof any person, being a British subject, may be accused 
before Her Majesty’s Consul as aforesaid, shall appear to such 
Consul to be of such a nature as, if proved, would not be ade- 
quately punished by the infliction of such punishment as afore- 
said, it shall be lawful for such Consul to summon not less than 
two, or not more than four, disinterested British subjects of good 
repute, beg members of a Court of Equity as hereinbefore 
provided, to sit with him as Assessors for inquiring of, trying, 
and determming the charges against such person; and the 
Consul, when he shall try any such charge with the assistance 
of Assessors as sforeanid. shall, if he is himself convinced of the 
guilt of the party accused, have power to award any amount of 
punishment not exceeding a fine of 2001., or banishment for twelve 
calendar months, or imprisonment for a period not excecding 
twenty-one days, and the Assessors aforesaid shall have no au- 
thority to decide on the innocence or guilt of the party accused, 
or on the amount of punishment to be awarded to him on con- 
viction; but, in the event of the said Assessors, or any of them, 
dissenting from the conviction of, or from the amount of punish- 
ment awarded to, the accused party, the Assessors or Assessor 
so dissenting shall be authorized to record in the minutes of the 
proceedings the grounds on which they or he may so dissent, 
and the Consul shall forthwith report to Her Majesty’s Principal 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs the fact of such dissent, 
and of its having been so recorded in the minutes of the pro- 
ceedings, and shall, as soon as possible, lay before him copies of 
the whole of the depositions and proceedings, with the dissent 
of the Assessor or Assessors recorded thercin, with the grounds 
thereof; and it shall be lawful thereupon for Her Majesty’s 
Principal Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, by warrant 
under his hand and seal addressed to the Consul, to confirm, or 
vary or remit altogether, as to the said Secretary of State may 
seem fit, the sentence and punishment awarded to the party ac- 
cused, and such Consul shall give immediate effect to the mmjunc- 
tion of any such warrant: Provided always, that in any case in 
which the Assessor or Assessors shall dissent from the convic- 
tion of, or from the amount of punishment awarded to, the accused 
party, it shall be lawful for Her Majesty’s Consul to take good 
and sufficient bail from the accused party to appear and undergo 
the punishment awarded to him, provided the same or any 
portion thereof be confirmed by Her Majesty’s Principal Secre- 
tary of State for Foreign Affairs, which punishment so confirmed 
shall commence and take effect from the day on which the deci- 
sion of the Court shall be notified to the party accused. 

15. And in order more effectually to repress crimes and 
offences on the part of British subjects within the territories 
aforesaid, it is further ordered, that it shall and may be lawful 
for Her Majesty’s Consul to order by wnting ag : hand 

A 
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and seal any British subject who shall have been twice con- 
victed before him of any crime and offence, and punished for 
the same, and who, after execution of the sentence of the 
Consul, on any second conviction, shall not be able to find good 
and sufficient security to the satisfaction of the Consul for his 
future good behaviour, or who, having been sent out of any of 
the aforesaid territories, under any sentence, shall during such 
sentence return, to be sent out of his Consular District; and to 
this end the Consul shall have power and authority, as soon as 
may be practicable after execution of the sentence on such 
second conviction, to give notice to any such twice-convicted 
party, or any person so returning as atoresaid, that he must 
eave his Consular District under penalty of a fine not exceed- 
ing 100/, such fine to be increased, or a punishment not 
exceeding twenty-one days’ imprisonment awarded, at the dis- 
cretion of the Consul, in the event of the party refusing to obey 
such notice. 

16. And it is further ordered that, in any case in which any 
British subject shall be accused before Her Majesty’s Consul of 
the crime of arson. or housebreaking, or cutting and maiming, 
or stabbing or wounding, or of any assault endangering life, or 
of wilfully causing any bodily injury dangerous to life, or of 
wilful or corrupt perjury, or of engaging in or being accessory 
to the purchase or sale of slaves, or of having slaves illegally 
in his possession, or of theft, the proceedings before the Consul 
shall be carried on with the aid of Assessors convened in the 
manner aforesaid ; and it shall be lawful for the Consul, if to 
him it shall seem fit, to order by writing under his hand and 
seal any person convicted before him of any of the crimes or 
offences aforesaid, over and above any fine or other punish- 
ment which may be awarded to such person, to be sent out of 
the Consular District for such time as to him shall seem meet, 
in the manner pointed out im the next preceding Article of this 
Order, notwithstanding the crime laid to the charge of such 
person may be the first of which he has been convicted before 
the Consul. 

17. And it is further ordered, that it shall be lawful for Her 
Majesty's Consul within the territories aforesaid, upon informa- 
tion laid before him by one or more credible witnesses that 
there ig reasonable ground to apprehend that any Bntish sub- 
ject is about to commit a breach of the public peace withm an 
of the territories aforesaid, to cause such British subject to be 
brought before him, and to require such British subject to give 
sufficient security to keep the peace; and in the event of any 
British subject being convicted of, and punished for, a breach of 
the peace, to cause such British subject, after he shall have under- 
gone the punishment which may have been awarded to him by 
the Consul, to find security for his good behaviour; and in the 
event of any British subject who may be required as aforesaid 
to give suffident security to keep the peace, or to find secunty 
for his good behaviour, being unable or wilfully omitting to do 
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so, then and in any such case it shall be lawful for Her 
Majesty’s Consul to give notice to such British subject to leave 
his Consular District, in the manner pointed out in Article 15 of 
this Order. 

18. And it is further ordered, that in all cases in which a 
British subject shall have been sent out of any of the territories 
aforesaid, or out of the Consular District, as provided in the 
three next preceding Articles of this Order, the Consul sending 
him out shall forthwith report such act of banishment, with the | 
Stree of his decision thereon, to Her Majesty’s Principal 

ecretary of State for Foreign Affairs. , 

19. And it is further ordered, that it shall be lawful for Her 
Majesty's Consul to cause to be apprehended and brought 
before him any British subject who may be charged with smug- 
gling or importing into his Consular District any goods whereon 
any duty shall be charged or payable to the recognized Chief 
or Chiefs of any of the territories aforesaid, with the intent to 
evade the payment of such duty, or any goods the importation 
whereof shall be prohibited by the said Chief or Chiefs, or by 
Her Majesty’s Consul; and such Consul shall thereupon proceed 
with all convenient speed to inquire into the same on oath or 
solemn affirmation, and to hear the witnesses on both sides, 
with like powers and in like manner in all respects as is pro- 
vided by Article 10 of this Order. And it shall be lawful for 
the Consul, having inquired into and heard the said charge, to 
determine the same, and if he shall find the party guilty, if the 
charge against him shall be of importing into the said domi- 
nions prohibited goods, then to award him to pay a fine not 
eee ee treble the value of the said goods at the current 
price of the day; and if the charge shall be of smuggling or 
importing goods with intent to evade the payment of duty as 
aforesaid, then to award him to pay a fine not exceeding treble 
the amount of duties leviable thereon, and in case of non- 
payment of any such fine or fines, to award him a correspond- 
ing punishment: Provided always, that no British subject 
charged only with importing prohibited goods shall be appre- 
hended, unless and until he shall have had one week’s notice to 
appear and answer the charge, and shall have refused, failed, or 
omitted so to appear. 

20. And it is further ordered, that in cases of common 
assault it shall be lawful for the Consul before whom the com- 

laint is made, or in his absence, for the members of the Local 
Court of Equity, composed as aforesaid, to promote reconcilia- 
tion between the parties, and to suffer compensation and 
amends to be made, and the proceedings thereby to be finally 
stayed. 

OL And it is further ordered, that a minute of the procecd- 
ings in every case heard and determined before the Consul or 
before a Court of Equity in pursuance of this Order, shall be 
carefully drawn up, and be signed by the Consul; or, if he 
should not have been present at the sitting of the Court, shall 
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be sent to him for his sanction and signature, and shall, in cases 
where the Assessors are present, be open for the inspection of 
such Assessors and for their signature, if they therein shall 
concur; and every such minute, together with the depositions 
of the witnesses, shall be preserved in the public office of the 
said Consul. 

22. And it is further ordered, that save and except as 
regards offences committed by British subjects against the sti- 
ae of any Treaties, Conventions, or Agreements between 

er Majesty and the Chief or Chiefs of the territories specified 
in Article 1, or against any Rules and Regulations for the 
observance of the stipulations of such Treaties, Conventions, or 
Agreements duly affixed and exhibited, according to the provi- 
sions of Article 2 of this Order, or against any Rules and 
Regulations for the peace, order, and good government of Her 
Majesty's subjects within the territories aforesaid, or agal 
this Order, no act done by a Bnitish subject within the said 
Islands shall by Her Majesty’s Consul be deemed and taken to 
be acrime or misdemeanour, or offence rendering the person 
committing it amenable to punishment, which, if done within 
any part of Her Majesty’s dominions, would not by a Court of 
Justice having criminal jurisdiction in Her Majesty’s dominions, 
have been deemed and taken to be a crime or misdemeanour or 
offence, rendering the person committing it amenable to punish- 
ment; or unless it be an act for which the person committing 
it is, or shall, by this or any other Order in bouncil relating to 
any of the territories aforesaid, be made lable to punishment. 

23. And it 1s further ordered, that all fines and penalties 
imposed under this Order may be levied by distress a seizure, 
and sale of ships, and of goods and chattels; and no bill of 
sale, mortgage, or transfer of property made by a party accused 
after his apprehension, or with a view to securing such party 
against any crime or offence committed, or to be committed 
him, or against the consequences thereof, shall avail to defeat 
any of the provisions of this Order. 

24, And it 1s further ordered that it shall be lawful for Her 
Majesty’s Consul, from time to time, to establish rules of proce- 
dure and practice to be observed in proceedings before him, or 
before the Courts of Equity, composed as aforesaid, and to 
make Regulations for defraying the expenses of witnesses in 
such proceedings, and the cost of criminal prosecutions, and 
also to establish rates and scales of fecs to be taken in regard 
to civil suits heard and determined before the said Consul; and 
it shall be lawful for the said Consul to enforce by seizure and 
sale of goods, or, if there be no sufficient goods, by such other 
punishment as he may deem expedient, the payment of such 
established fees, and of such costs or expenses as may be 
adjudged against the parties, or any of them: Provided always 
that a Table specifying the rates of fees to be so taken shall 
a ae aad kept exhibited in the public office of the said 
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25. And it is further ordered that all fees, penalties, fines, 
and forfeitures levied under this Order, shall be paid to the 
public account, and shall be applied in diminution of the public 
expenditure on account of Her Majesty’s Consulate in the terri- 
tories aforesaid. 

26. And it is further ordered that it shall be lawful for Her 
pea he Consul, if called upon to do so, to grant probate of 
the will or letters of administration to the intestate estate of 
any British subject, or any native of a State or place under 
British protection, who shall die and leave property within any 
of the aforesaid territories; and if such probate or letters of 
administration shall not be applied for within thirty days 
after the death of the eS | erson, it shall be lawtul 
for the Consul to administer to the estate of such person, 
and for so doing to reserve to himself out of the proceeds of 
such estate a commission not exceeding two and a-half per cent. 
on the amount thereof; and in case any agent for any firm in 
the United Kingdom shall die within the territories aforesaid, 
and there should be no person competent to take charge of his 
property or that of the firm, the Consul shall cause a full and 
true inventory to be made of all the property in charge of the 
deceased, and shall transmit such inventory, or a copy thereof, 
to the firm, and it shall also be lawful for the Consul in such © 
case (if he shall think fit) to appoint any proper person to 
be ae agent of the firm until the pleasure of such firm be ascer- 
tained. 

27. And it is further ordered, that a register shall be kept by 
Her Majesty’s Consul of all British subjects residing within the 
territories aforesaid; and that every British subject now residing 
within those territories shall, within a reasonable time after the 
promulgation of this Order (such time to be specified in a notice 
affixed and publicly exhibited in the Consular Office), apply to 
the Consul to be enrolled in such register; and every British 
subject who may arrive within the said termitories (except 
British subjects borne on the muster-roll of any British ship), 
shall within a reasonable time after his arrival og time to be 

specified as aforesaid), also apply to the Consul to be enrolled 
in such register; and any British subject who shall refuse or 
neglect to comply to be so enrolled as hereinbefore mentioned, 
cd who shall not excuse such refusal or neglect to the satisfac- 
tion of the Consul shall, so long as he refuses, not be entitled 
to be recognised or protected as a British subject im respect to 
any suit, dispute, or difficulty in which he may have been or 
may be engaged or involved within the territories aforesaid, 
at any time when he shall not have been or shall not be so 
enrolled. 

28. And it is further ordered, that Her Majesty’s Consul 
shall and may exercise within his Consular district all or any of 
the powers which by any Act or Acts of the Imperial Parliament 
for the regulation of merchant seamen, or for the regulation of 
the mercantile marine, or for the enforcement of regulations 
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regarding quarantine, may now or at any time hereafter be 
exercised by any justice or justices of the peace within Her 
Majesty’s dominions. 

29. And it is further ordered, that nothing in this Order con- 
tained shall be deemed or construed to prevent Her Majesty's 
Consul in the territories aforesaid, from doing or performing any 
act whatsoever which British Consuls within any other State in 
amity with Her Majesty are by law, usage, or sufferance entitled 
or enabled to do or perform. 

30. And it is flee ordered, that every action or suit 
brought against Her Majesty’s Consul by reason of anything 
done under the authority of this Order shall be brought against 
the Consul alone, and not against any member of a Court of 
Equity duly authorized by the Consul to hear and entertain any 
civil suit, provided always, that the decision of such Court has 
received his sanction; and any such suit or action must be com- 
menced in England within six calendar months next after the 
doing of the Act m respect of which such action or suit is 
brought, and not otherwise; and the defendant in every such 
action or suit shall be entitled to the benefit of the provisions 
made with respect to defendants in actions or suits in the said 
hereinbefore recited Act of the sixth and seventh years of Her 
Majesty’s reign. 

31. And it is further ordered, that the word “Consul” in this 
Order shall include every person duly authorized to act in the 
aforesaid capacity within the territories specified in Article 1, 
and the term “Court of Equity” shall be construed to include 
the principal resident British merchants and traders, duly autho- 
rized by the Consul to hear and entertain civil suits within 
their respective districts, as provided in Article 5; and that, 
in the construction of this Order, words importing the singular 
number shall, if necessary, be understood to include several 
persons, matters, or thmgs; and words importing the masculine 
haseed only shall, if necessary, be understood to import the 
eminine gender, unless there be something in the subject or 
context repugnant to such construction. 

32. And it is further ordered, that the provisions of this 
Order, relating to British subjects, shall extend and apply to all 
subjects of Her Majesty, whether by birth or by naturalization, 
and also to all persons, natives or others, properly enjoying 
Her Majesty's protection within the territories specified in 
Article 1. 

33. It is further ordered, that this Order shall take effect on 
and after the 21st day of February, 1872. 

34. And the Right Honourable Earl Granville and the Right 
Honourable Earl of Kimberley, two of Her Majesty’s Principal 
Secretaries of State, and the Lords Commissioners of the Admi- 
ralty, are to give the necessary directions herein, as to them

WHEREAS Your Majesty was graciously pleased, by Order in 
Council, dated the fifth day of December, one thousand eight 
hundred and sixty-five, to establish certain provisions for 
carrying out the purposes of “ The Naval and Manne Pay and 
Pensions Act, 1865.” And whereas We are of opinion that it 
would be expedient that the pay due to the Officers of Your 
Majesty’s Fleet and Royal Marines when serving afloat, should, 
whenever practicable, be paid to them by the Paymasters of 
the ships in which they may be serving. We do, therefore, 
beg leave to recommend that Your Majesty will be graciously 
pleased, by Your Order in Council, to mathorize that the pay 
which may from time to time become due to any Commissioned 
or other Officer of Your Majesty’s Navy or Royal Marines when 
serving afloat, or which may be due to him on discharge from 
one of Your Majesty’s ships on being paid off, or on otherwise 
ceasing such service, al be paid to such Officer by the Pay- 
master of the ship in which he may be serving, or by other duly 
authorized Officer at such periods, in such manner, and under 
such conditions, restrictions, and provisions as may from time to 


time be prescribed by regulations to be established by the Lords 
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Commissioners of the Admiralty; and that any allotments, re- 
mittances, or other dispositions of portions of such pay, shall, 
under such regulations as shall from time to time be established 
by the said Lords Commissioners, be payable by the persons 
specified in the seventh section of Your Majesty’s Order in 
Council dated the fifth day of December, one thousand eight 
hundred and sixty-five, to the persons who may be nominated 
by the aforesaid Naval or Marine Officers to receive the same.

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The retirement of a Sub-Inspector is to be compulsory at 
the age of 60 years. 

A Sub-Inspector of at least 10 years’ service as a Trained 
Schoolmaster, or Sub-Inspector placed on Half-Pay on account 
of ill-health, may be allowed Half-pay according to the above 
scale. 

A Sub-Inspector, with the sanction of the Lords Commis- 
sioners of the Admiralty, will be entitled to retire at the above 
rates after 30 years’ service in the aggregate, including at 
least 5 years as Sub-Inspector. In calculating service for Half- 
Pay or Retired Pay, the whole period passed as a Student 
in a Training School will be excluded, but previous actual ser- 
vice in the corps will be allowed to reckon. 


SCHOOLMASTERS. 


Pay, 4s. a-day (on appoimtment), increasing by 6d. a-day 
for every 3 years’ service as Schoolmaster, until it reaches 
the maximum of 7s. a-day. The periodical increase is to be 
awarded on the recommendation of the Director of Education . 
to those Schoolmasters of whom satisfactory reports have been 
received of their general good conduct, and of the management 
and progress of their Schools. 

Schoolmasters will rank as Non-commissioned Officers next 
below Sergeant-Major, but are not to be under the authority of 
any Non-commissioned Officer in regard to the duties of their 
office. | 

Before being appomted as Schoolmaster, a candidate must 
enlist without bounty for a period of 12 years, or if already in 
the corps he must be discharged and re-enlisted without bounty 
for 12 years. 

No Schoolmaster is to be re-engaged without previous refer- 
ence to the Deputy Adjutant-General, and no bounty or gratuity 
is to be allowed on re-engagement, but a furlough will be 
granted with free conveyance, as in the case of other men 
re-engaging. 

Schoolmasters are liable to be dismissed from the Service or 
to loss of service, but they are not to be reduced to the ranks. 


Pensions. 


A Schoolmaster will be entitled to Pension according to the 
following scale :— 

After 21 years’ service, during the last three years of which 
he has been in receipt of the highest rate of Pay, 3s. 6d. a-day. 

After 21 years’ service, and should he not have been in pos- 
session of the highest rate of Pay during the last three years 
thereof, half the highest rate of Pay that he has drawn for three 
consecutive years. In calculating the time for Pension, the 
period passed in a Training School will not be reckoned, but 
former service in the corps will be allowed to count. The case 
of a Schoolmaster invalided before the completion of 21 yearg’ 
service will be especially considered.

NAVIGATING SUB-LIEUTENANTS. 


Retirement of. 


WHEREAS Your Majesty was graciously pleased, by Your Order 
in Council of the 5th February, 1872, to establish Regulations 
for the Retirement of Sub-Lieutenants of Your Majesty's Navy ; 
and whereas, having had under Our consideration the present 
state of the Active List of Navigating Sub-Lieutenants, We are 
of opinion that it is necessary to establish Regulations for the 
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Retirement of Officers in this rank, We would therefore humbly 
submit to Your Majesty the following proposals :— 

1. Navigating Sub-Lieutenants to be compulsorily retired 
at the age of forty, or at any age if physically unfit for service. 

2. Retired Pay to be granted as follows :— After three years’ 
seniority, three shilune and sixpence per diem, an additional 
sixpence being given for each complete year beyond three 
served as Navigating Sub-Lieutenant until the maximum is 
reached, viz., six shillings per diem. 

3. Officers who, in Our opinion, are not deserving of receiv- 
ing Retired Pay on the above scale, to be granted such lower 
rate of Pay as We may think fit to award them. 

4. Service for Retired Pay to be calculated in accordance 
with the provisions of Your Majesty’s Order in Council of 22nd 
February, 1870, relating to Navigating Officers’ sea time, 
during which a Navigating Sub-Lieutenant may be on Half- 
pay after he has served three years in that rank, to reckon.in 
the proportion fixed by the said Order in Council. 

5. Navigating Sub-Lieutenants to be allowed, at their own 
request and with Our consent, to commute their Retired Pay 
under the rules laid down by the Lords Commissioners of Your 
Majesty's Treasury for administering the Act, Vict. 34 and 35, 
cap. 36. 

"6 The existing rules as to Half-pay to Navigating Sub- 
Lieutenants while on the Active List to remain in force. 

We would humbly submit to Your Majesty that the above 
Regulations be sanctioned, and We further be allowed to apply 
the same to Navigating Sub-Licutenant George Horwood, who 
has served for 41 years and 9 months in Your Majesty’s Navy, 
and who was discharged from Your Majesty’s Coastguard 
Service in July, 1871, on attaining the age of 60, from the date 
of his said discharge.

GOOD SERVICE PENSIONS AND HALF PAY. 
New Regulations. 


WHEREAS by Your Majesty's Order in Council, dated the 22nd 
day of February, 1870, certam rates of Half-pay were esta- 
blished for Captains in Your Majesty’s Navy, and certain 
regulations laid down for the grant of Good Service Pensions 
to Officers of that rank; and whereas We are humbly of opinion 
that it would be for the advantage of Your Majesty’s Naval 
Service to alter some of the conditions under which Good 
Service Pensions are now held by Captains, and to reduce the 
number of such Pensions, increasing at the same time the Half- 
pay of all Officers of that rank; We do, therefore, beg leave to 
recommend that Your Majesty will be graciously pleased by 
Your Order in Council to grant, from the 1st day of October, 
1872, an addition of Two Shillings a-day to each rate of Half- 
pay provided for Captains; to declare the paragraphs 3, 6, and 
7, of section IX. of the said Order in Council ghall no longer 
apply to Captains’ Good Service Pensions, and that, subject to 
the temporary provisions hereinafter stated, the following 
Regulations be established with regard to such Pensions, in 
addition to the other Regulations in the said Order in Council, 
which remain in full force :— 

1. Captains’ Good Service Pensions to be limited in number 
to 12, each of 150/. a-year, and to be awarded to Officers on the 
Active List for distinguished service at sea, preference being 
given, In cases of special gallantry, to Officers who have com- 
manded a ship in action against the enemy. 

2. The emolument of the Pension to be drawn by the 
Officer urespective of the receipt of Full Pay, or Half-pay, or 
Civil Salary. 
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And We further beg leave to recommend the following tem- 
porary provisions, namely, until the number of Captains now 
olding Good Service Pensions be reduced to 12, one only in 
every two vacancies created amongst the present pension 
holders to be filled up; and the emolument of any Good Service 
Pension, granted subsequently to the Ist day of April, 1870, 
aie to be drawn by Officers on Full Pay or in receipt of Civil 
alary.

“SCHOOL OF COOKERY AND TRAINED COOKS. 


WHEREAS We consider it to be essential to the health and com 
fort of the Seamen in Your Majesty’s Fleet that a more efficient 
system of cookery than that now existing should be established 
on board the Ships of the Royal Navy, and We are of opinion 
that the best way of effecting this object will be by establish- 
ing a School of Cookery on board one of Your Majesty’s ships 
at Portsmouth, and by training Cooks specially tor the Naval 
Service, under a proper Instructor appointed for the purpose, 
We humbly beg that Your Majesty will be graciously pleased 
by Your Order in Council to sanction the establishment of such 
a School of Cookery, and to empower Us to appoint an Instruc- 
tor with pay at the rate of 5s.

PROPOSED REGULATIONS. 


1. Candidates for the office of Dispenser must make a written 
a bee to the Director-General of the Medica] Department 
of the Navy, and, as vacancies occur, they will be ordered to 
attend at his office at the Admiralty.

12. In cases of sickness, Dispensers will not be permitted to 
remain absent on sick leave more than twenty-eight days in the 
agererate in any year, without the sanction of the Lords of the 
Admiralty, who will grant an extension of leave in such cases as 
they may think fit, but not exceeding a total period of twelve 
calendar months. When sick leave has been granted, Full Pay 
will be allowed for six calendar months from the first day of 
absence from duty on account of sickness, after the expiration of 
which time, Halt-pay only will be granted, except when the 
Dispenser would, if superannuated, be entitled to a higher 
amount, in which case ne may be paid at the superannuation 
rate. 

13. Dispensers now serving, who entered the Naval Service 
before the Superannuation Act of 1859, and who since their 
entry have served continuously, shall be entitled to the benefits 
of these Regulations without being required to obtain any qua- 
lifications of the Pharmaceutical Society.

1. Sons and daughters of deceased. or distressed Commis- 
sioned Ofticers of the Royal Navy, or Marines may be educated 
and maintained, in part. out of the funds of Greenwich Hospital,

Establishment of Staff, &c. 


WHEREAS, by Your Majesty’s Orders in Council, dated the 
eighth day of June, one thousand eight hundred and thirty- 
eight, and twenty-fifth day of February, one thousand eight 
hundred and forty-one, a Royal Naval College was established 
at Portsmouth, for the purpose of affording additional means of 
scientific education to Officers of Your Majesty’s Fleet and 
Royal Marine Forces; 

And whereas We are humbly of opinion that it would be for 
the advantage of Your Majesty’s Service to found a College in 
which the course of instruction hitherto carried out at the said 
Royal Naval College, as well as at the School of Naval Archi- 
tecture at present established at South Kensington, will be 
continued; and further, with the object of securing, by bring- 
ing together in one establishment all the necessary means for 
affording to Officers and others connected with Your Majesty’s 
Navy, together with a limited number of Officers of the Mer- 
cantile Marine and Private Students of Naval Architecture, the 
highest possible scientific instruction in all branches of study 
bearing upon their profession. 

We do therefore beg leave to recommend that Your Majesty 
will be graciously pleased, by Your Order in Council, to approve 
of the closing of he Royal Naval College at Portsmouth, and 
the founding of a College at Greenwich, to be styled “ The 
Royal Naval College,” accordingly; and the establishment of 
such regulations as regards the admission of Students and 
courses of studies, as may appear to Us, from time to time, 
to be desirable. 

We do further beg leave to recommend that Your Majesty 
will be graciously pleased to sanction the following Establish- 
ment of Officers and others for the management of the College 
and instruction of the Students, viz. :— 

A President, to be a Flag Officer in Your Majesty’s Navy ; 

A Captain of Your Majesty's Navy, to assist the President 

in maintaining discipline, and in other matters uncon- 
nected with study ; 

A Director of Studies ; 

A Professor of Mathematics ; 

A Professor of Physical Science ; 

A Professor of Chemistry; 

A Professor of Applicd Mechanics ; 

A Professor of Fortification ; 
and such Professors, Instructors, Lecturers, and others as We 
may consider necessary to assist in the courses of education 
to be pursued at the Royal Naval College, and in the general 
maintenance of the Istablishment. 

And We further propose, that if Your Majesty shall be 
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graciously pleased to approve hereof, Your Majesty will sanc- 
tion Our establishing such NSalarics and Wages for the different 
persons to be employed for these purposes as may, from time 
to time, seem to Us to be necessary, and may be sanctioned by 
the Lords Commissioners of Your Majesty’s Treasury, who have 
signified to Us their approval of the foregoing proposals.

WHEREAS We find a difficulty in obtaiming properly educated 
ersons for employment as Writers on board Your Majesty’s 
Ships, and We are of opinion that it will be expedient for the 
future to train Boys for service as Wniters afloat ; W e humbly beg 
that Your Majesty will be graciously pleased, by Your Order in 
Council, to authorize Us to establish the rating of “ Boy Writer” 
in the Navy, with pay at the rate of one shiling a-day ; such 
Boys to be selected principally from Greenwich School, and to 
be entered for Continuous Service. 
At the age of 18 they will be entitled to pay and advance- 
ment as follows :—

PAYMASTERS, ASSISTANT PAYMASTERS, CLERKS, &c. 
Active List Reduced. 


WHEREAS We have had under Our consideration the state of 
the Active List of Paymasters and Assistant Paymasters in 
Your Majesty’s Fleet ; and whereas We are of opinion that, in 
order to increase the efficiency of those Lists, and to maintain a 
steady and more equal flow of promotion, it is necessary to | 
reduce the Active List bclow the numbers laid down by Your 
Majesty's Order in Council of 22nd February, 1870, the numbers 
now borne being in excess of the requirements of Your 
Majesty’s Service; We would, thercfore, humbly propose to Your 
Majesty— 

1. That paragraphs three and four of section six of Your 
Majesty’s said Order in Council of 22nd February, 1870, 
be cancelled. 

2. That the Active List of Paymasters, including Secretaries, 
be reduced to two hundred. 

3. That the Active List of Assistant Paymasters, Clerks, and 
Assistant Clerks, be reduced to two hundred and thirty. 

4, That until the Active List of Paymasters shall have been 
reduced to the numbers proposed, Paymasters of whatever 
age be retired, with their consent and at Our discretion, 
on the terms laid down in Your Majesty’s said Order in 
Council of 22nd February, 1270. 

5. That until the Active Lists of Assistant Paymasters, 
Clerks, and Assistant Clerks, shall have been reduced to 
the numbers proposed, Assistant Paymasters be retired, 
with their consent and at Our discretion— 


a. If under three years’ standing, with the pay of two 
shillings and sixpence per diem. 

b. If of three years’ standing, with three shillings and 
sixpence per diem, an additional sixpence per diem 
being given for each complete year beyond three, 
served as Assistant Paymaster, until the maximum is 
reached, viz., six shillings per diem, these being the 
same terms as those laid down in Your Majesty's 
said Order in Council of 22nd February, 1870. 

6. That until the List of Paymasters shall have been reduced 
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to the number proposed, We be empowered to promote 
to the rank of Paymaster, in the vacancies caused by 
death or compulsory retirement, not exceeding ten in 
any one year; but that in the case of voluntary retire- 
ment no rromotion shall be made.

MEDICAL OFFICERS. 
Abolishing Title of Assistant-Surgeon. 


WHEREAS Your Majesty was graciously pleased by Your Royal 
Warrant of the Ist instant to establish certain regulations for 
the Medical Service of the Army, whereby the ranks of the 
Medical Officers are changed, and the title of Assistant-Surgeon 
abolished: and whereas We are of opinion that it would be for 
the advantage of Your Majesty’s Service that similar changes 
should be made in the ranks of the Medical Officers of Your 
meee Navy, We beg, therefore, humbly to propose— 

1. That, for the present title of Assistant-Surgeon, shall be 
substituted the title of Surgeon, and for the title of Surgeon, 
shall be substituted that of Staff-Surgeon of the 2nd Class. 

2. That the above changes in title shall not in any way 
affect the existing regulations as to relative rank, pay, or other 
conditions of the Medical Officers of Your Majesty’s Navy.

STOKERS. 
Additional Pay within or without the Tropics. 


WHEREAS Your Majesty was graciously pleased by Your Order 
in Council, dated the 25th July, 1861, to sanction a general 
revision of the Regulations and Instructions for the govern- 
ment of Your Majesty’s Naval Service; and whereas We are 
of opinion that it would be expedient to substitute for such 
portions of those Regulations and Instructions as related to 
additional Pay granted to Stokers or to Seamen and others 
doing duty as Stokers, within or without the Tropics, the fol- 
lowing amendments, viz. :— 

1. Whenever men below the rating of Petty Officer (not 
holding the rating of Stoker or Leading Stoker), Boys of the 
Ist class, Marines below the rating of Corporal, Soldiers or 
“distressed British subjects,” if considered capable, are em- 
ployed to act as Stokers or Coal Trimmers in Your Majesty’s 
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Steam Ships, they are to be paid for such duty, when without 
the Tropics, at he uniform rate of one shilling a day in addi- 
tion to their ordinary Pay. 

2. Boys, however, are not to be so employed, unless ur- 
gently required. 

3. If employed on the said duty within the Tropics, the 
persons named in Clause 1 are to be paid at the increased rate 
. one shilling and sixpence a day, in addition to their ordinary 

ay. 

4. Kroomen, native Africans, or Asiatics performing the 
above duty within or without the Tropics, and whether in 
Your Majesty’s Steam Ships or in Steam Launches, are to be 
pees as at present, additional Pay at the rate of fivepenco a 

ay. . 
or Leading Stokers, Stokers, and Stokers of the 2nd class 
of Your Majesty’s Steam Ships, being actually employed and 
doing duty on board such Ships while the steam is up, within 
the Tropics (or within the Red Sea or Persian Gulf between 
the 1st April and 30th November inclusive), shall be entitled to 
an allowance equal to one-half the Pay of their ratings im addi- 
tion to their full Pay; but it shall not be paid for any time 
during which the fires are only banked. 

Engine-room artificers are not eligible for this allowance, 
and it shall not be paid to Kroomen or other Africans, nor to 
Asiatics. 

6. Stokers and other persons performing dutics as such, 
when employed in Steam Launches within the Tropics, are 
seven to be allowed Tropical Pay for each day of ten 

ours. 

We do, therefore, beg leave to recommend that Your Ma- 
jesty will be graciously pleased, by Your Order in Council, to 
authorize the said proposed amendment of the aforesaid Regu- 
lations and Instructions.

GOOD SERVICE PENSIONS.—CAPTAINS. 


WHEREAS Your Majesty was graciously pleased, by Your Order 
in Council, dated the 9th day of August, 1872, to reduce the 
number of Good Service. Pensions for Captains of Your. Ma- 
jesty’s Navy, and to direct that the emoluments of the Pension 
might be drawn irrespective of the reccipt of Full Pay, or Half 
Pay, or Civil Salary ; 

And whereas, in the said Order in Council there was a tem- 
porary provision sanctioned by Your Majesty, to the effect that 
until the number of Captains holding Good Service Pensions 18 
reduced to 12, the emolument of any Good Service Pension 

anted subsequently to the 1st day of April, 1870, shall not be 
awn by Officers on Full Pay, or in receipt of Civil ay 
C 
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And whereas, on reconsideration of the matter, We are 
humbly of opinion that it would be desirable to cancel the said 
temporary provision from the 1st day of April, 1873, thus dating 
back to the commencement of the present financial year the 
arrangement which would probably not come into operation 
until its close. 

We do, therefore, heg leave to recommend that Your Ma- 
jesty will be graciously pleased by Your Order in Council to 
cancel the said temporary provision, and to declare that on, and 
after the Ist day of April last, the emolument of a Good Service 
Pension may be drawn by a Captain, irrespective of the receipt 
of Full Pay, or Half Pay, or Civil Salary. 

The Lords of Your Majesty’s Treasury have signified their 
concurrence in this proposal.

WHEREAS Your Majesty was graciously pleased, by Your Order 
in Council, dated the 15th day of October, 1872, to establish a 
certain number of Dispensers for Your Majesty’s various Naval 
Hospitals; and whereas We find that the services of another 
Dispenser are much required at Your Majesty's Naval Hospital 
at Ilaslar, We would therefore beg leave to recommend that 
Your Majesty will be graciously pleased to sanction the employ- 
ment of four Dispensers instead of three at the said Hospital, 
under the Regulations laid down by Your Majesty’s said Order 
in Council of the 15th day of October, 1872.

COMMISSIONS FOR OFFICERS. 
Army, Royal Marines, &c. 


WHEREAS by an Act of Parhament made and passed in the 25th 
car of Her Majesty’s reign, entitled “ An Act. to enable Her 
Iajesty to issue Commissions to the Ofticers of Her Majesty's 

Land Forces and Royal Marines, and to Adjutants and Quarter- 

masters of the Militia and Volunteer Forces, without aflixing 

Her Royal Sign Manual thereto,” atter setting forth therein that 

every Officer appointed or promoted by Her Majesty in Her 

Land Forces or Marines, and every Adjutant or Quartermaster 

in Her Militia or Volunteer Forces, receives a Commission from 

Her Majesty with Her Royal Sign Manual thereon, and that it 

was expedient to regulate from time to time the mode of 
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authenticating the said Commissions granted by Her Majesty 
it was enacted, that it should be lawful for Her Majesty, by 
Order in Council, from time to time, as occasion might require, 
to direct that all or any Commissions for Officers prepared or to 
be prepared under the authority of Her Majesty's Royal Sign 
Manual might be afterwards issued without Ier Royal Sign 
Manual, but having thereon, in the case of Her Majesty’s Land 
Forces, except as thereafter mentioned, the signatures of the 
Commander-in-Chief or the General Commanding in Chief, and 
of one of Her Majesty’s Principal Sccretaries of State, and in 
the case of the Royal Marines, of the Lords Commissioners of 
the Admiralty, and in the case of Military Chaplains, Commis- 
sariat ancl Store Officers, and of Adjutants and Quartermasters 
in the Militia and Volunteer Forces, of one of Her Majesty's said 
Principal Secretaries ; and that every such Commission issued 
and signed in pursuance of such Order in Council should be 
conclusive evidence that the Officer named in any such Commis- 
sion had been appointed or promoted by Her Majesty to the 
rank or office named therein. 

And whereas by the Regulations of the Forces Act, 1871, it 
was amongst other things enacted, that “after a day to be 
named by Orders in Council, all Officers in the Militia, Yeomanry, 
and Volunteers, of England, Scotland, and Ireland, shall hold 
Commissions from Her Majesty, and that such Commissions 
shall be prepared, authorized, and issued in the manner in which 
Commissions of Officers in Her Majesty’s Land Forces are pre- 

ared, authorized, and issucd according to any law or custom 
for the time being m force.” And whereas by two several 
Orders in Council made in pursuance of the first recited Act, 
and bearing date respectively the 7th day of June, 1862, and 
the 12th day of March, 1866, directions were given as to the 
issuing and signing of Commissions as are mentioned therein. 
And whereas Her Majesty was pleased, in pursuance of the 
provisions contained in the secondly recited Act, by an Order 
in Council, bearing date the Sth day of February, 1872, to 
declare that after the 31st day of March, 1872, all Officers in the 
“Militia, Yeomanry, and Volunteers of England, Scotland, and 
Ireland, should hold Commissions from Her Majesty, and such 
Commissions should be prepared, authorized, and issued in the 
manner in which Commissions of Officers in Iler Majesty’s Land 
Forces are prepared, authorized, and issued according to any 
law or custom for the time being m force.” 

And whereas Iler Majesty hath declared Her will and plea- 
sure, first. that as to all Officers who shall have been appointed 
to Her Majesty’s Service, in the case of Her Land Forces or 
Royal Marines, since the 31st October, 1871, and, m the case of 
the Militia, Yeomanry, or Volunteers, since the 31st May, 1873, 
and as to all Officers hereafter to be appointed to Her Majesty's 
Service, to whom Probationary Commissions in Her Land, 
Royal Marine, Militia, Yeomanry, or Volunteer Forces, may be 
issued, each such Commission shall be issued in one or other of

the forms mentioned in the Schedule (A) hereunto annexed, and 
be signed by the Officer commanding im Chief the Forces for the 
time being and one of Her Majesty's Principal Secretaries of 
State; and further, that all permanent first Commissions here- 
after issued to any Officer qualified to receive the same shall be 
issued in one or other of the forms mentioned in the Schedule 
(B) hereunto annexed, and be signed by Her Majesty ; and se- 
condly, that as to all other Officers hereafter promoted in Her 
Majesty's Service, and not holding a permanent Commission in 
one or other of the forms mentioned in Schedule (B), a Com- 
moission shall be issued in one or other of the forms mentioned 
in Schedule (C), also hereunto annexed, and be signed by the 
Officer Commanding in Chief the Forces for the time being and 
one of Her Majesty’s Principal Secretaries of State, or, in the 
case of the Royal Marines, by the Lords Commissioners of the 
Admiralty. 

And whereas Her Majesty hath declared Her will and plea- 
sure that any first Commissions in the Militia, Yeomanry, and 
Volunteer Forces which before the said 31st day of May, 1873, 
have been authorized under Her Majesty’s Royal Sign Manual’ 
but have not been signed by Her Majesty, shall be issued and 
signed under the provisions of the said Order of the 12th 
March, 1866. 

Now, therefore, in further pursuance of the said first recited 
Act, and in execution of the power thereby in Her Majesty in 
Council vested, Her Majesty is pleased, with the advice of Her 
Privy Council, to order and hereby direct :— 

1. That to each person appointed by Her Py to the 
rank of Sub-Lieutenant, or to any other rank upon probation, in 
Her Land, Royal Marine, Militia, conn, or Voluntecs Forces, 
there shall be forthwith issued from the office of one of Her 
Majesty's Principal Secretaries of State, or in the case of the 
Royal Marines from the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty, 
a Commission in one or other of the forms mentioned and set 
forth in the Schedule (A) hereunto annexed, which Commission 
shall be signed by the said Officer Commanding in Chief and 
one of Her Majesty’s Principal Secretaries of State, or in the 
case of the Royal Marines by the Lords Commissioners of the 
Admiralty, and shall give probationary rank in the force named 
therein from the date of Her Majesty’s appointment of such 
Officer. 

2. That all First Commissions to Permanent Rank granted 
to an Officer in Her Majesty’s Land, Royal Marine, Militia, 
Yeomanry, and Volunteer Forces, shall be issued under Her 
Majesty’s Royal Sign Manual, and shall be in one or other of the 
forms mentioned and set forth in the Schedule (B) to this Order 
annexed. 

3. That to each Officer hereafter promoted in Her Majesty’s 
Service, and not holding a Permanent Commission as aforesaid, 
a Cominission shall be issued in one or other of the forms men- 
tioned in Schedule (C) to this Order annexed, which Commis- 
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sion shall be signed by the said Officer Commanding in Chief 
and one of Her ‘Majest ’3 Principal Secretaries of State, or in 
the case of the Royal Marines by the Lords Commissioners of 
the Admiralty. 

4. That to an Officer commissioned in the manner and the 
form mentioned, and set forth in this Order and in Schedules 
(B) or (C), no other Commission shall thereafter be issued, but 
his future appointment by promotion, exchange, transfer, or 
otherwise, as and when approved by Her Majesty, shall be 
notified by one of Her Principal Secretaries of State, or in the 
case of the Royal Marines by the Lords Commissioners of the 
Admiralty, in the “ London Gazette,” and every such Officer shall 
be entitled by virtue of his Commission to ‘hold and exercise 
the rank to which he has been so appointed according to the 
notification thereof in the “ London Gazette.” 

5. That par. 2 of the Order of the 7th of June, 1862, so far 
as it may be iuconsistent with this Order, shall be construed as 
hereby amended or revoked, but that neither this Order, nor 
anything contained therein, shall be construed to prevent Her 
Majesty from signing any Commission, or to prevent any Com- 
mission so signed from having the same validity and effect as if 
this Order had not been made. 

6. That where, before the said 3lst day of May, 1873, an 
erson has been first appointed to an office in Her Majesty's 
ilitia, Yeomanry, or Venice: Forces, under Her Majesty’s 

Royal Sign Manual, but no Commission has been issued to him 
signed by Her Majesty, then that a Commission shall be issued 
to every such person so appointed as aforesaid signed in 
manner following, that is to say, by the said Officer Command- 
ing-in-Chief and by one of Her Majesty’s Principal Secretaries 
of State, under the said Order of the 12th March, 1866. And 
the Right Honourable Edward Cardwell, one of Her Majesty’s 
Principal Secretaries of State, is to give the necessary directions 
herein accordingly.
